I— By  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  paragraphs  2,  8, 
and  S6,  and  x>aragraph  8,  as  amended  by  General  Orders,  No. 
106.  Jnne  12, 1899,  from  this  office,  of  the  Regulations  and  Deci- 
sions i)ertaining  to  the  Uniform  of  the  Army  of  the  United 
States  (3d  edition,  1899),  are  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

UNDRESS  COATS  FOR  ALL  OFFICERS.* 

2.  For  Fatigue  Duty  and  Ordinary  Wear.— A  single 
breasted  sack  coat  of  dark-bine  cloth  or  serge,  with  standing 
collar  fastened  with  hook  and  eye ;  coat  to  close  with  a  flap 
containing  suitable  concealed  fastenings,  the  skirt  to  extend 
from  one- third  to  two- thirds  the  distance  from  the  hip  joint 
to  the  bend  of  the  knee,  according  to  height  of  wearer ;  cnt  to 
fit  the  figure  easily;  a  vertical  opening  at  each  side  of  hip 
according  to  pattern ;  shoulder  straps  and  collar  insignia  to  be 
worn.  The  coat  to  be  trimmed  with  lustrous  black  mohair 
flatbrairl,  as  follows:  Edged  all  around  the  bottom,  the  front 
edges,  the  collar,  and  for  six  inches  upward  from  the  bottom 
along  both  side  openings  to  the  skirt,  with  braid  \\  inches 
wide.  This  coat  will  be  worn  when  full  dress  is  not  required. 
During  the  warm  season  post  commanders  may  authorize  this 
coat,  made  of  white  duck  or  flannel,  to  be  woni  with  white 
braid  and  shoulder  straps  of  same  material  as  the  coat.  Straps 
of  same  pattern  as  provided  for  the  field  (khaki)  blouse.  In- 
signia upon  collar  and  straps  to  be  the  same  as  authorized  upon 
the  field  (khaki)  blouse,  except  that  they  shall  be  of  metal. 

On  undress  duty  a  plain  leather  belt  will  be  worn  under  the 
undress  coat^the  sword  hook  emerging  through  the  opening 
of  the  coat  on  the  left  side.  For  field  service,  or  when  the 
pistol  is  carried,  the  belt  will  be  worn  outside  the  undress 
coat  when  so  directed  by  the  commanding  officer. 

For  Field  Duty— For  General  Officers.— A  blouse  of 
dark-blue  cloth  or  serire  with  four  outside  pockets  with  flaps ; 
roUing  collar,  double-breasted,  with  two  rows  of  buttons. 
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gronx)ed  according  to  rank,  same  kind  as  those  worn  on  dress 
coat.  The  skirt  to  extend  from  one-third  to  one-half  the  dis- 
tance from  the  hip  joint  to  the  bend  of  the  knee.  The  shoulder 
straps  will  always  be  worn  with  this  coat. 

For  all  other  Officers.— A  blouse  of  dark-blue  cloth  or 
serge  with  four  outside  pockets  with  flaps;  falling  collar, 
single-breasted,  with  five  buttons  in  front,  same  kind  as  those 
worn  on  the  dress  coat.  The  skirt  to  extend  from  one-third 
to  one-half  the  distance  from  the  hip  joint  to  the  bend  of  the 
knee.  The  shoulder  straps  will  always  be  worn  with  this 
coat. 

Insignia. — ^For  the  officers'  undress  coats  above  described, 
will  be  as  follows : 

The  letters  "U.  S.,"  gothic  design  (U.  S.  V.  for  volunteers), 
of  suitable  height,  each  followed  by  a  period,  embroidered  in 
gold  or  made  of  gold  or  gilt  metal,  except  for  the  Corps  of 
Engineers,  which  will  be  embroidered  in  silver  or  made  of 
silver,  worn  on  each  side  of  the  collar,  1  inch  from  its  edge 
and  midway  of  its  height,  with  distinctive  insignia  of  suitable 
height,  embroidered  or  made  of  metal,  worn  on  each  side  of 
the  collar  about  i  inch  from  the  letters  "U.  S.,"  as  follows: 

Adjutant  General's  Department.— A  shield  of  gold  or 
gilt  metal,  or  embroidered  in  gold. 

Inspector  General's  Department.— Gold  or  gilt  sword 
and  fasces  crossed  and  wreathed. 

Judge  Advocate  General's  Department. — Sword  and  pen 
crossed  and  wreathed,  embroidered  in  gold,  or  of  gold  or  gilt 
metal. 

Quartermaster's  Department. — Sword  and  key  crossed 
on  a  wheel  surmounted  on  a  spread  eagle,  of  gold  or  gilt  metal, 
platinum  and  enamel. 

Subsistence  Department. — A  silver  crescent  iinch  between 
cusps,  to  be  placed  near  the  golden  letters  **U.  S.,"  cusps  to- 
the  rear. 

Pay  Department. — ^A  diamond  f  by  1  inch,  embroidered  in 
gold,  or  of  gold  or  gilt  metal,  placed  with  shorter  diagonal 
vertical. 

Medical  Department. — A  modification  of  the  cross  of  the- 
Knights  of  St.  John,  to  be  f  inch  over  all,  embroidered  in 
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gold  or  made  of  gold  or  gilt  metal  in  exact  imitation  of  gold 
embroidery,  the  center  plain,  and  the  cross  without  border. 

Corps  op  Enoineers. — A  silver-turreted  castle. 

Ordnance  Department. — Shell  and  fla^e,  of  gold  or  gilt 
metal,  or  embroidered  in  gold. 

Signal  Corps. — Two  crossed  signal  flags  and  a  burning 
torch  in  gold  and  silver. 

Officers  op  the  Record  and  Pension  Office. —A  silver 
trefoil  within  and  partly  upon  a  gold  wreath,  in  metal  or  em- 
broidered in  gold  and  silver. 

Cavalry. — Two  crossed  sabers,  1  inch  high,  with  number 
of  regiment  above  intersection,  of  gold  or  gilt  metal,  or  em- 
broidered in  gold. 

Artillery. — Two  crossed  cannon,  1  inch  high,  with  num- 
ber of  regiment  at  intersection,  of  gold  or  g^lt  metal,  or  em- 
broidered in  gold. 

Infantry. — Two  crossed  rifles,  1  inch  high,  with  number 
of  regiment  above  intersection,  of  gold  or  gilt  metal,  or  em- 
broidered in  gold. 

3.  Professors  at  the  Military  Academy  and  officers  of  the 
Judge  Advocate  General's  Department  may  wear  on  duty  a 
plain  dark-blue  dress  coat,  with  the  button  designating  their 
respective  corps.  On  strictly  social  occasions  officers  are 
authorized  to  wear  an  evening  dress  suit  of  plain  black  or 
dark- blue  cloth,  with  black  buttons ;  but  this  shall  not  be  con- 
sidered a  dress  for  any  military  purpose. 

TROUSERS. 

8.  General  Officers,  Officers  of  the  General  Staff, 
AND  Staff  Corps. — Dark-blue  cloth,  plain,  without  stripe, 
welt,  or  cord. 

Officers  of  Cavalry,  Artillery,  and  Infantry. —Light- 
blue  cloth,  same  shade  of  color  as  prescribed  for  enlisted  men, 
with  stripes  li  inches  wide,  welted  at  the  edges,  color  that  of 
facings  of  their  respective  arms. 

For  field  duty. — For  mounted  and  dismounted  officers: 
Trousers  of  cloth  of  usual  colors,  with  strii)es,  as  indicated  in 
the  foregoing,  made  according  to  patterns  of  khaki  trousers 
prescribed  in  x)aragraph  4  (h)  of  these  Regulations. 
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Chaplains. — Plain  black,  without  stripe,  welt,  or  cord. 

All  Officers. — Daring  the  summer  season,  when  author- 
ized by  the  post  commander,  tronsers  of  plain  white  duck  or 
plain  white  flannel  may  be  worn. 

WHITE  DUCK  CLOTHING. 

36.  Bleached  cotton  dnck  clothing,  consisting  of  sack  coat 
and  tronsers,  according  to  pattern  in  the  office  of  the  Quarter- 
master General,  is  famished  to  troops  in  extreme  soathem 
latitudes.  The  number  of  regiment  or  device  of  corps  in  yel- 
low metal  will  be  worn  on  each  side  of  the  coat  collar  one  inch 
from  its  edge  and  midway  of  its  height.  These  articles  will 
be  charged  at  cost  prices.  They  do  not  form  part  of  the  annual 
money  allowance. 

This  clothing  will  also  be  provided  for  all  members  of  the 
Hospital  Corps  on  ward  duty. 

IE— By  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  so  much  of  para- 
graph 30  (page  98)  of  the  Reg^ulationR  and  Decisions  pertaining 
to  the  Uniform  of  the  Army  of  the  United  States  (8d  edition, 
1899)  as  refers  to  chevrons  of  infantry  is  hereby  amended  so  as 
to  provide  that  those  for  the  overcoat  shall  be  made  of  white 
cloth  instead  of  dark-blue  cloth,  as  heretofore.

The  following  order  of  the  President,  relative  to  quarantine  regulations 
for  ports  in  the  Philippine  Islands,  is  hereby  published  for  the  informa- 
tion and  guidance  of  all  concerned: 

Executive  Mansion,  Washington,  January  s,  1900. 

To  prevent  the  introduction  of  epidemic  disease,  it  is  ordered  that  the 
proTlsionsof  the  act  of  Congress  approved  February  L5, 1893,  entitled  ''An 
act  grantiagadditional  quarantine  powers  and  imposing  additional  duties 
upon  the  Marine  Hospital  Service,^  and  all  rules  and  regulations  hereto- 
fore or  hereafter  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  under  that 
act  are  to  be  given  full  force  and  effect  in  the  Philippine  Islands,  in  so  far 
as  they  are  applicable,  and  the  following  additional  rules  and  regulations 
are  hereby  promulgated: 

The  examination  in  ports  of  the  Philippine  Islands  of  incoming  and 
OQtgoing  vessels  and  the  necessary  surveillance  over  their  sanitary  con- 
dition as  well  as  of  cargo,  passengers,  crew,  and  of  all  personal  effects,  is 
Tested  in  and  will  be  conducted  by  the  Manne  Hospital  Service,  and 
medical  officers  of  that  Service  will  be  detailed  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
TniBsiiry  as  quarantine  officers  at  the  ports  of  Manila  and  Iloiio  imme- 
diately, and  at  other  ports  in  the  Philippine  Islands  as  soon  as  practicable 
or  necessary. 

Quarantine  officers  shall  have  authority  over  Incoming  vessels,  their 
▼harfage  and  anchorage,  in  so  far  as  is  necessary  for  the  proper  enforce- 
ment of  the  quarantine  regulations,  including  v^sels  of  tne  Army  trans- 
port service  and  non-combatant  vessels  of  the  Navy. 

Collectors  of  customs  at  ports  of  entry  will  not  permit  entry  without 
qoarantine  certificates. 

Any  vessel  leaving  any  port  in  the  Philippine  Islands  for  any  port  in 
the  Unit^  States,  or  its  dependencies,  shall  obtain  a  bill  of  healtb  from 
the  qnarautine  officer,  when  such  officer  is  on  duty;  said  bill  of  health  to 
oorrespond  to  the  consular  bill  of  health  now  required  by  Treasury  Reg- 
ulations: and  the  bill  of  health  shall  not  be  given  to  an  outgoing  vessel 
unless  ail  quarantine  regulations  have  been  complied  with.  At  ports 
▼here  no  medical  officer  is  detailed  the  bills  of  health  will  be  signed  by 
the  collector  of  customs  or  other  officer  to  whom  such  duty  has  been 
Isgally  delegated.  Special  regulations  relating  to  the  bills  of  health  to 
be  obtained  by  vessels  of  the  U.  S.  Navy  will  be  promulgated  by  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Treasury. 

The  medical  officer  detailed  under  this  order  as  quarantine  olllcer  at 
the  port  of  Manila  shall  be  the  chief  quarantine  officer  for  the  Philippine 
Islands.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  make  appointments  and  removalH  from 
the  ^rvioe  in  the  Philippine  (subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Secretary 
of  the  Treasury ),  and  snail  authorize  necessary  exx>enditures,  under  sucn 
rsgalations  as  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  may  prcsc;ribe. 

The  regulations  for  the  government  of  the  Marine  Hospital  Service 
■hall,  so  ur  as  practicable,  nave  force  and  effect  in  the  management  of 
the  quarantine  service  in  the  Philippine  Islands. 


The  expenses  of  the  qnarantliie  senrioe  will  be  charged  aoalnst  the  rev- 
enue of  the  iHlands,  and  a  sum  not  to  exceed  three  hnnared  thoosand 
dollars  ($900,000)  in  each  fiscal  year  is  hereby  set  aaslde  from  thererennea 
collected  in  said  Islands  for  this  pornoee.  The  expenses  shall  be  paid 
thereftom  upon  the  certificate  of  a  detailed  quarantine  oflicer,  and  upon 
the  approTalof  the  chief  quarantine  officer  for  the  Philippine  Islands. 

The  chief  quarantine  ofllcer  shall  render  a  report  on  the  last  day  of  each 
month  to  the  SuperrisinGr  Surgeon-Oeneral  of  the  Marine  HospitafSerTlce, 
who  will  issue  to  him  necemary  instructions. 

The  Epidemic  Fund  will  be  reimbursed  from  the  revenues  of  the  lahuids 
for  the  cost  of  disinfecting  appliances  and  materials  ordered  to  be  for- 
warded to  the  Islands  prior  to  the  date  of  this  order.

I— By  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  in  order  to  confoim 
to  a  decision  of  the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury,  dated  Febru- 
ary 8.  1889,  paragraph  1385  of  the  Regulations  is  amended  to 
read  as  follows: 

1385.  Traveling  allowances  to  discharged  soldiers  are  com- 
puted by  taking  the  distance  in  miles  by  the  shortest  usually 
traveled  route  from  place  of  discharge  to  that  of  enlistment 
and  allowing  one  day's  pay  and  subsistence  at  the  rate  of  80 
cents  for  every  20  miles  of  travel,  and  this  allowance  will  be 
calculated  for  the  exact  distance,  and  where  the  distance  is  not 
an  exact  multiple  of  20  the  remainder,  after  dividing  by  20, 
will  be  allowed  for  as  entitling  to  the  proper  proportion  of 
one  day's  pay.  If  transportation  has  been  furnished  for  any 
part  of  the  distance,  that  part  will  be  excluded  from  the  com- 
putation of  travel-pay,  but  subsistence  for  the  full  distance 
will  be  allowed. 

II— By  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  paragraph  1538  of 
the  Regulations  is  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

153S.  Vacancies  in  the  grade  of  Ist  lieutenant  in  the  Signal 
Corps  are  filled  by  transfer  from  the  line  of  the  Army.  To  be 
eligible,  an  officer  must  be  less  than  thirty  years  of  age,  have 
served  at  least  two  years  as  an  officer  in  the  line,  and  have 
passed  a  satisfactory  examination  before  a  board  of  officers  of 
the  Signal  Corps :  Provided,  that  the  age  limit  may  be  raised 
to  not  exceeding  forty  years,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Secretary 
of  War,  in  the  case  of  any  officer  who  has  distinguished  him- 
self by  war  service.  Applications  for  examination  will  be  made 
to  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  Army.  Should  the  applicant  be 
directed  to  appear  before  a  board,  he  will,  after  passing  a  satis- 
factory examination  as  to  his  physical  qualifications,  be  exam- 
ined \x\Km  the  following  subjects,  or  such  others  as  the  Secretary 
of  War  may  prescribe:  Theoretical  and  practical  electricity, 
modem  languages,  chemistry  and  optics,  military  surveying 
and  reconnaissance.  The  board  will  inquire  into  and  consider 
the  special  military  fitness  for  the  Signal  Corps  of  the  candi- 
date and  require  from  him  an  essay  on  a  military  subject.

Attention  has  been  called  to  the  growing^  practice  among  disburaing 
officers  of  osmff  rubber  stamps  or  the  typewriter  to  fill  in  dates,  payees* 
names,  and  amounts  of  checks  issued  in  payment  of  public  creditors. 
The  use  of  either  of  these  methods  is  unsatisfactory  and  dangerous.  Ex- 
perience has  shown  that  words  and  figures  so  written  on  the  typewriter 
are  easily  erased,  thus  making  substitution  i>ossiblo,  while  the  impreasiun 
made  by  a  stamp  is  often  so  dim  as  to  be  almost  illegible.

All  United  States  dinbursing  offi- 
cers are  therefore  enjoined  not  to  employ  either  of  the  above-named 
methods  in  filling  up  official  checks,  and  are  hereby  instructed  to  use  pen 

and  ink  only  for  this  purpose.

I~An  Act  Mftking  appropriations  to  supply  argent  deficiencies  in  the 
appropriations  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth*  nineteen  hun- 
dred, and  for  prior  years,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of 
the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That 
the  following  sums  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  appropriated, 
<mt  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated, 
to  supply  deficiencies  in  the  appropriations  for  the  fiscal  year 
nineteen  hundred,  and  for  prior  years,  and  for  other  objects 
hereinafter  stated,  namely: 

WAR  DEPARTMENT. 

For  continuing  the  employment  during  the  three  months 
beginning  April  first,  nineteen  hundred,  of  such  additional 
temporary  force  of  clerks,  messengers,  laborers,  and  other 
assistants  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  Secretary  of  War  may  be 
proper  and  necessary  to  the  prompt,  efficient,  and  accurate 
dispatch  of  official  business  in  the  War  Department  and  its 
bureaus,  to  be  allotted  by  the  Secretary  of  War  to  such 
bureaus  and  offices  as  the  exigencies  of  the  needs  of  the  service 
may  demand,  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars.  Persons 
in  ih»  classified  service  of  the  Government  shall  not  be  eligible 
to  appointment  under  this  appropriation,  or  to  be  transferred 
from  any  x>OBition  in  the  classified  service  to  positions  paid 
hereunder. 

For  postage  stamps  for  the  War  Department  and  its  bureaus, 
as  required  under  the  Postal  Union,  to  prepay  x)ostage  on 
naatters  addressed  to  Postal  Union  countries,  five  hundred 
dollars. 
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For  payment  of  the  exx)en8es  connected  with  the  investigation 
of  the  claims  of  the  members  of  the  Fourth  Arkansas  Mounted 
Infantry,  including  pay  of  clerk,  stenographer,  cost  of  printing, 
advertising  and  stationery,  traveling  and  hotel  exx)enses,  ex- 
penses of  vTitnesses  and  all  other  incidental  expenses  actually 
and  necessarily  incurred  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of 
Congress  approved  February  twenty- seventh,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  ninety-nine,  for  the  relief  of  the  Fourth  Arkansas 
Mounted  Infantry,  two  thousand  dollars. 

MISCELLANEOUS  OBJECTS,  WAR  DEPARTMENT. 

Deep  Waterways  Commission:  For  completing  surveys, 
examinations,  and  investigations  (including  estimate  of  cost) 
of  deep  waterways,  and  the  routes  thereof,  between  the  Great 
Lakes  and  the  Atlantic  tide  waters,  as  recommended  by  the 
report  of  the  Deep  Waterways  Commission,  transmitted  by 
the  President  to  Congress  January  eighteenth,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  ninety-seven ;  such  surveys,  examinations,  and  inves- 
tigations to  be  made  by  the  board  of  three  engineers  designated 
and  appointed  by  the  President  for  this  purpose  July  twenty- 
eighth,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-seven,  in  compliance  with 
the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  June  fourth,  eighteen  hundred 
and  ninety-seven,  twenty  thousand  dollars:  Provided,  That 
the  member  of  the  Deep  Waterways  Commission  appointed 
from  the  Corps  of  Engineers  shall  l)e  entitled  to  receive  com- 
pensation from  the  date  of  his  appointment,  in  addition  to  his 
regular  army  pay  and  allowances,  equal  to  the  difference  be- 
tween such  annual  army  pay  and  allowances  and  the  compen- 
sation of  the  other  two  members  of  the  commission,  said 
additional  compensation  to  be  paid  from  funds  appropriated 
for  the  Deep  Waterways  Commission. 

ViCKSBURG  National  Military  Park  :  For  such  engineer- 
ing and  topographical  work  in  connection  with  the  Vicksburg 
National  Military  Park  as  may  be  projmr  and  necessary,  and 
for  the  payment  of  salaries  and  clerical  exi)enses  and  such 
other  incidental  expenses  as  are  provided  for  in  the  Act  of 
February  twenty -first,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety -nine,  to 
remain  available  until  expended:  Provided,  That  the  sum 
of  five  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  of  said  amount  as  may  be 
necessary',  may  be  expended,  with  the  approval  of  the  Secre- 
tary of  War,  in  addition  to  the  amount  authorized  by  sectio;i 
me  of  the  Act  approved  February  twenty-first,  eighteen  hun- 
red  and  ninety-nine,  in  the  purchase  of  lands  to  be  used  as  a 
art  of  the  site  of  said  park,  twenty  thousand  dollars.

foundries  and  armories  to  the  arsenals,  fortifications,  frontier 
posts,  and  army  depots;  freights,  wharfage,  tolls,  and  ferriages ; 
the  purchase  and  hire  of  draft  and  pack  animals  and  harness, 
and  the  purchase  and  repair  of  wagons,  carts,  and  drays,  and 
of  ships  and  other  seagoing  vessels  and  boats  re(iuired  for  the 
tranflxwrtation  of  supplies  and  for  garrison  purposes ;  for  dray- 
age  and  cartage  at  the  several  posts ;  hire  of  teamsters  and 
other  employees ;  transportation  of  funds  of  the  Army ;  the  ex- 
penses of  sailing  public  transports  on  the  various  rivers,  the 
Gulf  of  Mexico,  and  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  oceans ;  for  pro- 
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X>age,  and  for  expenses  of  packing  and  handling,  and  similar 
necessaries;  for  a  suit  of  citizen's  outer  clothing  to  cost  not 
exceeding  ten  dollars,  to  be  issned  upon  release  from  confine- 
ment to  each  prisoner  who  has  been  confined  nnder  a  conrt- 
martial  sentence  involving  dishonorable  discharge,  two  million 
dollars. 

To  enable  the  Secretary  of  War,  in  his  discretion,  to  cause 
to  be  transported  to  their  homes  the  remains  of  officers  and 
soldiers  who  die  at  military  camps  or  who  are  killed  in  action 
or  who  die  in  the  field  at  places  outside  of  the  limits  of  the 
United  States,  one  hundred  thousand  dollars.

of  fraudulent  enlistment,  is,  by  the  operation  of  section  1290, 
Bevised  Statutes,  and  the  act  of  March  16,  1896  (29  Stat. 
Laige,  63),  prevented  from  being  allowed  the  usual  traveling 
aUowancee  to  the  place  of  his  enlistment,  enrollment,  or  orig- 
inal muster  into  the  service,  but  he  will  be  brought  by  the 
€k)vemment  to  the  United  States  on  a  transx)ort  free  of  charge ; 
Provided,  That  an  enlisted  man  discharged  because  of  con- 
finement by  civil  authorities,  or  by  way  of  punishment  for  an

I-.An  Act  to  amend  an  Act  entitled  *^An  Act  to  unend  an  Act  to  snapend 
the  operation  of  certain  proyislons  of  law  relating  to  the  War  DeiMirt- 
ment,  and  for  other  purposes." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of 
the^  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  an 
Act  entitled  "An  Act  to  amend  an  Act  entitled  'An  Act  to  sus- 
pend the  operation  of  certain  provisions  of  law  relating  to  the 
War  Dei)artment»  and  for  other  pnrx)oses,' "  approved  March 
third,  eighteen  hnndred  and  ninety-nine,  is  hereby  amended  so 
as  to  read  as  follows: 

"That  the  operation  of  the  following  provisions  of  law  be, 
and  \a  hereby,  continued  suspended  for  such  further  time  as, 
in  the  discretion  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  may  be  found  neces- 
sary, or  until  otherwise  provided  by  Congress,  not  longer, 
however,  than  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  one :

"  'Provided,  That  hereafter  no  part  of  this  appropriation 
shall  be  ezx)ended  in  the  purchase  for  the  Army  of  draft  ani 
mills  until  the  number  on  hand  shall  be  reduced  to  five  thou 
sand,  and  thereafter  shall  only  be  expended  for  the  purchase 
of  a  number  sufficient  to  keep  the  supply  up  to  five  thousand. 

"Second.  The  provisions  of  the  first  section  of  the  Act  en- 
titled 'An  Act  making  appropriations  for  the  support  of  the 


der  the  heading  '  Ordnance  Department,'  as  provides  that  not 
more  than  sixty-five  thousand  dollars  of  the  money  appropri- 
ated for  the  Ordnance  Department  in  all  its  branches  shall  be 
applied  to  the  payment  of  civilian  clerks  in  said  department." 

Sec.  2.  That  during  the  time  the  operation  of  the  foregoing 
provisions  of  law  shall  remain  so  suspended  pursuant  to  this 
x\ct,  materials  required  by  the  War  Department  may,  in  the 
discretion  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  be  purchased  abroad  and 
shall  be  admitted  free  of  duty. 

Sec.  3.  That  during  the  same  time  the  Bureau  of  Ordnance 
of  the  War  Department  is  authorized  to  purchase,  without  ad- 
vertisement, such  ordnance  and  ordnance  stores  as  are  needed 
for  immediate  use ;  and  when  such  ordnance  and  ordnance 
stor«  are  to  be  manufactured,  then  to  make  contracts  without 
advertisement  for  such  stores,  to  be  delivered  as  rapidly  as 
manufactured.

The  following  instructions  are  published  to  the  Army  for 
the  information  and  guidance  of  all  troops  serving  as  coast 
artillery : 

ARTILLERY  INSTRUCTION. 

Artillery  instruction,  including  the  care  and  i)re>ervation 
of  all  artillery  material  and  ac^cessories,  platforms,  emplace- 
ments, magazines,  storerooms,  commuuicaticms.  etc.,  will  have 
allotted  to  it  two  hours  and  a  half  daily  (weather  permitting 
and  Sundays  excepted)  during  the  active  drill  season  and  two 
hours  daily  (Sundays  excepted)  daring  the  rest  of  the  year. 

When  the  weather  is  too  inclement  for  outdoor  work,  theo- 
retical, and,  as  far  as  possible,  practical  artillery  instruct  ion 
will  be  given  under  cover  during  the  prescribed  hours  for  the 
season. 

Saturday  and  monthly  inspections  will  be  held  as  prescribed 
in  Drill  Regulations. 

Artillery  target  practice  will  be  held  as  prescribed  in  Drill 
Regulations  at  such  periods  of  the  year  as  may  l>e  announced 
in  orders  from  department  headquarters  and  at  such  hours  of 
the  day  as  may  be  prescribed  by  proper  authority  (preferably 
fortress  or  district  commander) . 

The  works  will  occasionally  be  manned  at  night  for  the 
operations  laid  down  in  Drill  Regulations  for  Coast  Artillery 
under  the  head  of  "  Night  Practice,"  pago  122. 

The  command  will  be  exercised  in  "Fire  Direction"  and 
"Fire  Control"  at  least  once  each  week,  and  all  details  of  tliis 
drill  will  be  carried  out  as  thoroughly  as  the  e(iuipment  at 
hand  will  permit.  This  exercise  may  take  the  place  of  one  of 
the  regular  drills. 

Pending  the  supply  of  subcaliber  tubes  an  arrangement  may 
he  improvised  using  the  infantry  rifle  properly  centered  and 
practice  had  at  fixed  and  moving  targets.  Exercises  herein 
prescribed  in  fire  discipline  will  be  considered  a  compliance? 
with  General  Orders,  No.  53,  Adjutant  General's  Office,  series 
of  1896,  for  the  coast  artillery. 

The  mounting  and  dismounting  of  guns,  moriars,  and  car- 
riages will  be  classified  as  fatigue  duty.

By  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  the  following  is  pub- 
lifihed  to  the  Army  for  the  information  and  g^dance  of  all 
concerned: 

Sectionl2of  theactof  July3l,  1894(28 Stat.,  209), prescribes: 

Seo.  12.  All  monthly  accounts  shall  be  mailed  or  otherwise  sent  to  the 
proper  officer  at  Washington  within  ten  days  after  the  end  of  the  month 
to  which  they  relate,  and  quarterly  and  other  accounts  within  twenty 
dsys  after  the  period  to  which  they  relate,  and  shall  be  transmitted  to 
and  received  by  the  Auditors  within  twenty  days  of  their  actual  receipt 
at  the  proper  office  in  Washington  in  the  case  of  monthly  and  sixty  days 
in  the  case  of  quarterly  and  other  accounts. 

Permission  has  been  given  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury, 
in  pursuance  of  authority  vested  in  him  by  law,  for  relaiing 
the  requirement  of  mailing  or  otherwise  eending  accounts,  and 
he  has  extended  the  x)criod  of  such  relaxation  to  December  81, 
1900.  (See  General  Orders,  No.  211,  Headquarters  Army,  De- 
cember 29,  1899,  and  the  orders  therein  cited.)  Under  this 
pennission  the  date  of  mailing  as  fixed  by  A.  R.,  627  has  been 
temporarily  changed  to  the  20th  day  of  each  month  for  all 
accounts,  whether  rendered  in  this  country  or  in  the  island 
possessions. 

The  exigency  which  required  this  temporary  change  having 
now  ceased  in  the  Subsistence  Department  at  all  depots,  posts, 
and  stations  in  the  United  States,  except  at  the  purchasing  de- 
pots at  New  York,  Chicago,  and  San  Francisco,  the  relaxation 
of  the  law  as  to  time  of  rendition  of  accounts  is  hereby  with- 
drawn to  take  effect  May  1,  1900,  from  all  but  the  excepted 
depots,  and  accounts  will  thereafter  be  mailed  on  or  before 
tiie  10th  day  of  the  month  as  required  by  A.  R.,  627.  At  the 
excepted  depots  the  mailing  of  accounts  may  continue  to  be  * 
delayed  until  the  20th  day  of  the  month  until  further  orders, 
or  until  December  31,  1900. 

In  the  island  i)os8esBions  of  Cuba,  Puerto  Rico,  and  Hawaii 
the  relaxation  is  hereby  withdrawn  as  of  date  May  1, 1900,  from 
all  officers  in  those  islands  engaged  in  the  receipt  or  disburse- 


ment  of  Bubsistence  funds,  and  their  accounts  will  thereafter 
be  mailed  on  or  before  the  10th  day  of  the  month  as  required 
by  A.  R.,  627. 

The  mailing  of  the  accounts  of  officers  receiviiig  and  dis- 
bursing subsistence  funds  in  the  Philippines  may  continue  to 
be  delayed  until  the  20th  day  of  the  month  until  further  orders, 
or  untU  December  81,  1900. 

Officers  receiving  and  disbursing  subsistence  funds  on  UnHed 
States  transports  will  after  May  1, 1900,  mail  their  accounts  and 
returns  at  the  port  at  which  they  may  be  when  the  ten  days' 
limit  will  expire,  or  if  they  should  be  at  sea  when  the  ten  days* 
limit  expires,  they  will  mail  their  accounts  and  returns  at  the 
next  United  States  or  island  port  at  which  a  stop  is  made. 

Returns  of  subsistence  stores  and  subsistence  property  will 
be  rendered  and  mailed  at  all  places  concurrently  with  the 
rendering  and  mailing  of  accounts  current  and  vouchers. 

An  officer  delinquent  in  mailing  his  subsistence  account  cur- 
rent and  vouchers,  or  his  returns,  within  the  time  hereinaliove 
limited  will  transmit  with  them  at  the  time  of  mailing  a  full 
explanation  of  the  causes  of  delay  for  the  action  of  the  proper 
authorities.

Ten-inch  battery,  Gushing  Island,  Battery  Kendrick,  i  n  honor  of  the  late 
Professor  Henry  Lane  Kendrick^  who  served  with  distinction  as  an  officer 
in  the  war  with  Mexico  and  asa  professor  of  sciences,  U.  S.  Military  Acad- 
emy, 1857-M. 

Battery  of  three  8-inch  guns  on  South  Fork,  Great  Diamond  Island, 
Battery  Weymouth^  in  honor  of  Gaptain  George  Weymouth^  who  made  ex- 
tensive explorations  in  this  region,  1605. 

Battery  of  two  8-inch  guns  on  South  Fork,  Great  Diamond  Island,  Bat- 
tery Honeycuttf  in  honor  of  the  late  Gaptain  John  T.  Honeycutt,  6th  U.  S. 
Artillery,  a  distinguished  artillerist,  who  died  October  12, 1898,  of  typhoid 

fever  contracted  in  the  faithful  performance  of  duty  in  the  field. 
Twelve-inch  battery,  North  Fork,  Great  Diamond  Island,  Battery  Berry ^ 

in  honor  of  the  late  Major  General  Hiram  Q.  Berry^  U.  S.  Volunteers,  a 

native  of  Maine,  who  was  killed  in  action  at  Ghancellorsvllle,  Virginia, 

Hay  2, 1868. 
Battery  of  three  8-inch  guns  on  North  Fork,  Great  Diamond  Island, 

B(Utery  Thompeon^  in  honor  of  Lieutenant  Golonel  Samttel  Thompson,  of 

the  Kaasachusetts  Militia,  who  effected  the  capture  of  Gaptain  H.  Mowett, 

then  in  command  of  certain  British  vessels  in  the  harbor  of  Falmouth, 

sod  thereby  averted  for  the  time  being  the  destruction  of  that  town,  now 

Portland,  October,  1776.

Fort  Standish^  in  honor  of  ^fyles  Standi$h,  a  famous 
soldier  who  joined  the  expedition  sailing  on  the  "  Mayflower*'  and  gained 
distinction  In  the  defense  of  the  Plymouth  colony  and  in  the  direction  of 
■operations  against  hostile  Indians,  16^-56. 

Nantasket  Head  reservation  near  Hull,  Fort  Revere,  in  honor  of  Paul 
Revere,  a  native  of  Massachusetts  and  lieutenant  colonel  of  artillery  in  the 
Continental  Army,  who.  on  the  night  of  April  18, 1775,  made  his  famous 
ride  from  Charlestown  to  Concord,  warning  the  inhabitants  of  the  ap- 
proach of  the  British. 

Peddocks  Island,  F\>rt  Andrew*,  in  honor  of  George  Leonard  Andrews, 
professor  of  languacres.  U.  S.  Military  Academy,  1861-02,  who  served 
throughout  the  war  of  18tU-0.5,and  was  brevetted  major  general  of  volun- 
teers for  faithful  and  meritorious  service. 

NARRAGAXSRTT   BAY,  RHODE   ISLAND. 

Reservation  at  the  Dumplings,  Conaniout  Island.  Fort  Wetherill,  in 
honor  of  the  late  Captain  Alexander  M.  Wetherill,  6th  U.  S.  Infantry, 
killed  in  action,  July  1, 1>'98,  at  San  Juan.  Santiago,  Cuba. 

Mortar  battery  at  Fort  Greble,  Battery  Sedgtoick,  in  honor  of  the  late 
Major  General  John  Sedgwick,  V.  S.  Volunteers,  a  distinguished  soldier 
of  the  war  with  Mexico  and  the  war  of  18Cl-65,who  was  killed  at  the  Battle 
of  Spottsylvania,  May  9, 1S(U. 

Ten-inch  battery  at  Port  Greble,  Battery  Hale,  in  honor  of  Captain 
Nathan  Hale,  of  the  revolutionary  forces,  who  was  captured  by  the  British 
and  hanged  as  a  spy  September  22. 1776. 

Mortar  battery  at  Fort  Adams,  Battery  Oreene,  in  honor  of  Major  Gen- 
eral yathaniel  Greene.  Continental  Army,  a  distinguished  citizen  of  Rhode 
Island,  who  exercised  important  command  under  General  Washington 
and  in  the  Carolinas  during  the  war  of  the  Revolution.

Reservation  at  Mapatree  Point.  Rhode  Island,  Fort  Mansfield,  in  honor

Fishers Lsland,  New  York,  Fort  H.  G.  Wright,  in  honor  of  the  late  Major 
Geoeral  Horatio  O.  Wright,  U.  S.  Volunteers,  a  dlHtinguished  ofllcer  of 
the  war  of  1861-65,  and  Chief  of  Engineers,  U.  S.  Army,  187&-84.

Six-inch  battery  at  Fort  Totten,  Battery  Mahan,  in  honor  of  the  late 
Dennis  H.  Mahaiiy  professor  of  engineering,  U.  S.  Military  Academy,

Mortar  battery  at  Fort  Totten,  Battery  King,  in  honor  of  the  late  Lieu- 
tenant Colonel  William  R.  King,  Corps  of  Engineers,  U.  S.  Army,  who 
served  with  distinction  during  the  war  of  1861-65,  and  was  the  designer 
of  a  successful  counterpoise  gun  carriage  for  seacoast  guns.

I --By  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  paragraph  1201  of 
the  Regulations,  as  amended  by  x>aragraph  II  of  General  Or- 
ders, No.  92,  May  10,  1899,  from  this  office,  is  further  amended 
to  read  as  follows  : 

1201.  There  will  be  famished  by  the  Quartermaster's  De- 
partment to  all  duly  authorized  bands  of  the  Army  the  fol- 
lowing-named musical  instruments,  viz :  Db  piccolo,  terz  and 
concert  flutes,  Eb  and  Bb  comets,  Eb  trumpets,  Eb  and  Bb 
clarionets,  Eb  altos,  Bb  trombones  (valve  or  slide),  Bb  bari- 
tones, Eb,  Bb,  and  BBb  bassos,  bass  and  snare  drums,  cymbals, 
triangles,  music  stands,  and  extra  parts  for  the  repair  of  the 
instmments ;  also  batons  with  suitable  cords  and  tassels  for 
02%  of  drum  majors  of  all  dismounted  bands.  Mounted  bands 
may  be  supplied  with  a  pair  of  kettledrums  in  lieu  of  the  bass 
and  tenor  drums,  cymbals,  and  triangles,  and  also  with  altos, 
trombones,  and  bassos  of  helicon  shape.  A  flugelhom  may 
be  furnished  in  lieu  of  the  Eb  trumpet,  a  euphonium  in  lieu 
of  one  alto,  one  Eb  alto  saxophone,  and  one  Eb  baritone  saxo- 
phone in  lieu  of  two  comets ;  but  under  no  circumstances  will 
more  than  a  complete  instrumentation  for  28  musicians  be 
supplied.  In  making  requisition  for  band  instruments  a  state- 
ment showing  the  number  and  kind  on  hand  and  their  condi- 
tion should  accompany  the  same.  All  the  property  specified 
will  be  accounted  for  by  the  quartermaster  of  the  regiment. 
When  any  instrument  has  become  unserviceable,  it  will  be  sub- 
mitted to  a  board  of  survey.  A  copy  of  the  proceedings  of 
the  board  will  be  forwarded  to  the  Quartermaster  General 
with  a  view  of  having  the  instrument  repaired,  if  practicable, 
or  otherwise  disiwsed  of.  When  an  instrument  needs  minor 
repairs,  involving  only  a  slight  expense,  and  the  work  can  be 
done  in  a  workmanlike  manner  in  the  vicinity  of  the  post,  it 
will  not  be  necessary  to  submit  the  instrument  to  a  board  of 
survey.  Such  repair  may  be  secured  upon  the  written  order 
of  the  commanding  officer,  but  a  report  of  the  nature  of  the 
work  and  cost  involved  will  be  made  to  the  Quartermaster 
General  through  proper  military  channels.

1280.  Subsistence  stores  (except  forage  for  beef  cattle)  will 
be  sold  for  cash  to  an  officer  of  the  Army,  or  to  a  contract  snr- 
geon  or  veterinarian,  at  cost  price,  on  his  certificate  that  they 
are  for  his  personal  or  family  nse  or  for  the  use  of  an  officers* 
mess  of  which  he  is  the  caterer.  They  will  also  be  sold  during^ 
the  absence  of  an  officer  to  a  member  of  his  family  authorized 
by  him  to  purchase  in  his  name  upon  a  written  request  by  him 
to  the  commissary.

The  accounts 
will  set  forth  the  full  name  and  address  of  the  nurse,  the  full 
name,  rank,  company,  and  regiment  or  corps  of  the  patient, 
the  disease  for  which  he  was  treated,  the  dates  of  service  and 
number  of  hours  per  day  service  was  rendered,  and  the  rate  of 
pay  per  week  or  per  month.  The  rate  shall  in  no  case  exceed 
§  1 0  per  week.  The  nurse  will  certify  that  the  account  is  correct 
and  just ;  that  the  services  were  rendered  as  stated,  and  that 
the  patient  is  not  related  to  the  nurse.  The  attending  phy- 
sician will  certify  that  the  services  of  a  nurse  were  indispen- 
sable to  the  proper  care  of  the  patient ;  that  the  nurse  was 
competent ;  that  the  services  were  rendered  as  claimed,  and  that 
the  charges  do  not  exceed  those  customary  in  the  vicinity  for 
competent  nurses.  The  officer  will  certify,  or  if  no  officer  is 
cognizant  of  the  facts,  the  enlisted  man  will  make  oath,  to  the 
correctness  of  the  account,  stating  that  the  patient  was  on  duty 
at  the  time  and  place  specified,  and  why  treatment  in  an  Army 
hospital  could  not  be  obtained.  When  practicable,  the  patient 
will  pay  the  account  and  transmit  it  properly  receipted  to  the 
Surgeon  General  for  reimbursement,  the  fact  of  x)ayment  by  the 
patient  being  plainly  stated  both  by  the  x>atient  and  the  nurse. 
No  accounts  for  nurses  employed  in  inconsiderable  cases  will 
be  paid.

1.  Immediately  upon  the  receipt  of  this  order  department 
commanders  [will  designate  an  officer  as  census  enumerator 
at  each  post  and  station  within  their  respective  commands 
(tEe  officer  at  Willets  Point,  New  York,  to  be  designated  by 
the  commanding  general,  Department  of  the  East) ;  the  Chief 
of  Ordnance  will  designate  an  officer  at  each  ordnance  estab- 
lishment, the  Surgeon  General  an  officer  at  the  Army  and  Navy 
General  Hospital,  Hot  Springs,  Arkansas,  the  sanitarium  at 
Fort  Bayard,  New  Mexico,  and  at  all  general  hospitals,  and 
the  Superintendent  of  the  Military  Academy,  West  Point,  New 
York,  an  officer  to  act  in  the  above  capacity.  The  names  of 
all  such  officers  will  be  promptly  furnished  the  Director  of  the 
Census,  direct. 

The  recruiting  officer  at  each  city  recruiting  station  will 
make  the  enumeration  at  his  station  and  will  report  promptly 
to  the  Director  of  the  Census,  direct. 

2.  The  officer  designated  as  an  enumerator  under  the  pre- 
ceding paragraph  will  upon  receipt  of  the  schedules  and  in- 
stmctions  of  the  Census  Office  proceed  to  make  the  enumera- 
tion required  on  the  proper  schedules,  and  will  be  governed  in 
all  respects  by  the  instructions  contained  in  the  circular  of 
instructions  issued  by  the  Census  Office  and  by  the  illustrative 
example  furnished  by  that  office,  as  far  as  applicable,  and  upon 
completion  of  the  enumeration  he  will  make  a  prompt  return 
of  the  schedules,  properly  filled,  to  the  Director  of  the  Census, 
Washington,  District  of  Columbia,  by  mail,  direct. 


8.  The  enumeration  will  include  not  only  officers  and  enlisted 
men  of  the  Army,  bnt  also  civilian  employees  and  all  other 
persons,  citizens  of  the  United  States,  attached  in  an  official 
or  private  cajmcity  to  the  command,  including  the  members  of 
the  families  of  officers  and  enlisted  men  present,  if  any ;  but 
the  enumeration  of  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  the  Army 
should  be  made  on  the  special  military  schedules  furnished  for 
the  purpose,  and  the  enumeration  of  all  other  persons  on  the 
ordinary  population  schedules. 

4.  Packages  containing  a  sufficient  number  of  schedules  and 
other  forms  for  the  enumeration  of  all  concerned  will  be  sent 
by  the  Director  of  the  Census  to  each  department  commander 
in  the  United  States ;  to  the  commanding  generals  of  United 
States  troops  in  Cnba,  Puerto  Rico,  and  the  Philippine  Islands : 
to  the  commanding  officer  of  each  ordnance  establishment;  to 
the  commanding  officer  of  the  Army  and  Navy  General  Hos- 
pital, Hot  Springs,  Arkansas,  and  to  the  commanding  officer 
of  the  sanitarium  at  Fort  Bayard,  New  Mexico ;  to  the  Super- 
intendent of  the  Military  Academy,  West  Point,  New  York ; 
to  the  commanding  officer  of  each  city  recruiting  station,  and 
to  the  commanding  officer  of  each  general  hospital,  who  will 
cause  the  same  to  be  promptly  transmitted  to  the  officers  des- 
ignated as  enumerators  under  this  order. 

All  correspondence  in  regard  to  the  enumeration  herein  or- 
dered will  be  made  direct  with  the  Director  of  the  Census.

An  Act  To  complete  the  establishment  and  erection  of  a  military  post 
near  the  city  of  Sheridan,  in  the  State  of  Wyoming,  and  making  appro- 
priation Uierefor. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of 
the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the 
Secretary  of  War  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  and  directed 
to  complete  the  establishment  and  erection  of  a  military  poet 
near  the  city  of  Sheridan,  in  the  State  of  Wyoming,  at  the  site 
heretofore  selected  by  the  Major  General  Commanding  the 
Army  and  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  War.  The  said  post 
shall  contain  not  less  than  one  thousand  two  hundred  and 
eighty  acres,  and  the  selection  ehaU  be  from  lands  heretofore 
withdrawn  from  settlement  for  this  purpose  belonging  to  the 
United  States  and  a  part  of  the  public  domain. 

Sec.  2.  That  there  is  hereby  appropriated,  out  of  any  money 
in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  the  sum  of  one 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  to  be  expended  under  the  direction 
of  the  Secretary  of  War  in  continuing  the  work  of  construct- 
ing the  necessary  buildings,  quarters,  barracks,  and  stables 
for  the  i)ost  established  under  the  provisions  of  this  bill.

Suez  Canal,  $2,000,  and  those  on  transports  plying  between  the 
western  coast  of  the  United  States  and  the  Philippines  will  not 
keep  any  funds  to  their  credit  in  depositories. 

2.  Transxwrt  commissaries  on  United  States  vessels  oper- 
ating between  the  United  States  and  Cuba  or  Porto  Rico  are 
authorized  to  keep  in  their  personal  possession,  at  their  own 
risk,  not  to  exceed  $500  subsistence  funds ;  those  on  transports 
plying  between  the  United  States  and  the  Philippine  Islands, 
not  to  exceed  $4,500  subsistence  funds.  All  money  received 
by  transport  commissaries  from  the  sale  of  subsistence  stores, 
or  meals  furnished  aboard,  in  excess  of  the  above  amounts,  will 
be  transferred  to  such  officer  of  the  Subsistence  Department  as 
may  be  directed  by  the  Commissary  General  of  Subsistence  at 
the  end  of  each  journey.

The  following  act  of  Congress  is  published  for  the  inf onna- 
tion  and  goTemment  of  all  concerned : 

An  Act  Temporarily  to  provide  revennes  and  a  civil  goTemment  for 
Porto  Rico,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of 
the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled.  That  the 
provisions  of  this  Act  bhall  apply  to  the  island  of  Porto  Rico 
and  to  the  adjacent  islands  and  waters  of  the  islands  l>dng 
east  of  the  seventy -fourth  meridian  of  longitude  west  of  Green- 
wich, which  were  ceded  to  the  United  States  by  the  Govern- 
ment of  Spain  by  treaty  entered  into  on  the  tenth  day  of 
December,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety -eight ;  and  the  name 
Porto  Rico,  as  used  in  this  Act,  shall  be  held  to  include  not- 
only  the  island  of  that  name,  but  all  the  adjacent  islands  as 
aforesaid. 

Sec.  2.  That  on  and  after  the  passage  of  this  Act  the  same 
tariffs,  customs,  and  duties  shall  be  levied,  collected,  and  paid 
upon  all  articles  imported  into  Porto  Rico  from  ports  other 
than  those  of  the  United  States  which  are  required  by  law  to 
be  collected  upon  articles  imported  into  the  United  States  from 
foreign  countries :  Provided,  That  on  all  coffee  in  the  bean  or 
ground  imported  into  Porto  Rico  there  shall  be  levied  and  col- 
lected a  duty  of  five  cents  per  pound,  any  law  or  part  of  law 
to  the  contrary  notwithstanding:  And  provided  further.  That 
all  Spanish  scientific,  literary,  and  artistic  works,  not  sub- 
versive of  public  order  in  Porto  Rico,  shall  be  admitted  free 
of  duty  into  Porto  Rico  for  a  period  of  ten  years,  reckoning 
from  the  eleventh  day  of  April,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety- 
nine,  as  provided  in  said  treaty  of  peace  between  the  United 
States  and  Spain:  And  provided  further y  That  all  books  and 
pamphlets  printed  in  the  English  language  shall  be  admitted 
into  Porto  Rico  free  of  duty  when  imported  from  the  United 
States. 

Sec.  8.  That  on  and  after  the  passage  of  this  Act  all  mer- 
chandise coming  into  the  United  States  from  Porto  Rico  and 
coming  into  Porto  Rico  from  the  United  States  shall  be  entered 


at  the  several  ports  of  entry  npon  payment  of  fifteen  per  cen- 
tum of  the  duties  which  are  required  to  be  levied,  collected, 
and  i>aid  upon  like  articles  of  merchandise  imported  from  for- 
eign countries;  and  in  addition  thereto  upon  articles  of  mer- 
chandise of  Porto  Bican  manufacture  coming  into  the  United 
States  and  withdrawn  for  consumption  or  sale  upon  payment 
of  a  tax  equal  to  the  internal-revenue  tax  imposed  in  the  United 
States  upon  the  like  articles  of  merchandise  of  domestic  manu- 
facture; such  tax  to  be  x>aid  by  internal-revenue  stamp  or 
stamps  to  be  purchased  and  provided  by  the  Commissioner  of 
Internal  Revenue  and  to  be  procured  from  the  collector  of  in- 
ternal revenue  at  or  most  convenient  to  the  port  of  entry  of 
said  merchandise  in  the  United  States,  and  to  be  affixed  under 
such  regulations  as  the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue, 
with  the  approvsJ  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  shall  pre- 
scribe; and  on  all  articles  of  merchandise  of  United  States 
manufacture  coming  into  Porto  Rico  in  addition  to  the  duty 
above  provided  upon  payment  of  a  tax  equal  in  rate  and 
amount  to  the  internal-revenue  tax  imposed  in  Porto  Rico 
upon  the  like  articles  of  Porto  Rican  manufacture :  Provided, 
That  on  and  after  the  date  when  this  Act  shall  take  effect,  all 
merchandise  and  articles,  except  coffee,  not  dutiable  under  the 
tariff  laws  of  the  United  States,  and  all  merchandise  and  arti- 
cles entered  in  Porto  Rico  free  of  duty  under  orders  heretofore 
made  by  the  Secretary  of  War,  shall  be  admitted  into  the  sev- 
eral ports  thereof,  when  imported  from  the  United  States,  free 
of  duty,  all  laws  or  parts  of  laws  to  the  contrary  notwithstand- 
ing; and  whenever  the  legislative  assembly  of  Porto  Rico  shall 
have  enacted  and  put  into  operation  a  system  of  local  taxation 
to  meet  the  necessities  of  the  government  of  Porto  Rico,  by 
this  Act  established,  and  shall  by  resolution  duly  passed  so 
notify  the  President,  he  shall  make  proclamation  thereof,  and 
thereupon  all  tariff  duties  on  merchandise  and  articles  going 
into  Porto  Rico  from  the  United  States  or  coming  into  the 
United  States  from  Porto  Rico  shall  cease,  and  from  and  after 
such  date  all  such  merchandise  and  articles  shall  be  entered  at 
the  several  ports  of  entry  free  of  duty ;  and  in  no  event  shall 
any  duties  be  collected  after  the  first  day  of  March,  nineteen 
hundred  and  two,  on  merchandise  and  articles  going  into  Porto 
Rico  from  the  United  States  or  coming  into  the  United  States 
om  Porto  Rico. 
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Sec.  4.  That  the  duties  and  taxes  collected  in  Porto  Rico  in 
pnrBuance  of  this  Act,  less  the  cost  of  collecting  the  same, 
and  the  gross  amount  of  all  collections  of  duties  and  taxes  in 
the  United  States  upon  articles  of  merchandise  coming  from 
Porto  Rico,  shall  not  be  covered  into  the  general  fund  of  the 
Treasury,  but  shall  be  held  as  a  separate  fund,  and  shall  be 
placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  President  to  be  used  for  the  gov- 
enunent  and  benefit  of  Porto  Rico  until  the  government  of 
Porto  Rioo  herein  provided  for  shall  have  been  organized, 
when  all  moneys  theretofore  collected  under  the  provisions 
hereof,  then  unexpended,  shall  be  transferred  to  the  local 
treasury  of  Porto  Rico,  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury 
shall  designate  the  several  ports  and  subports  of  entry  in 
Porto  Rico  and  shall  make  such  rules  and  regulations  and 
appoint  such  agents  as  m^y  be  necessary  to  collect  the  duties 
and  taxes  authorized  to  be  levied,  collected,  and  paid  in  Porto 
Bioo  by  the  provisions  of  this  Act.  and  he  shall  fix  the  compen- 
sation and  provide  for  the  pa3rment  thereof  of  all  such  officers^ 
agents,  and  assistants  as  he  may  find  it  necessary  to  employ 
to  carry  out  the  provisions  hereof :  Provided,  however,  That 
as  soon  as  a  civil  government  for  Porto  Rico  shall  have  been 
organized  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act  and 
notice  thereof  shall  have  been  given  to  the  President  he  shall 
make  proclamation  thereof,  and  thereafter  all  collections  of 
duties  and  taxes  in  Porto  Rico  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act 
shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  Porto  Rico,  to  be  expended 
as  required  by  law  for  the  government  and  benefit  thereof 
instead  of  being  paid  into  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  5.  That  on  and  after  the  day  when  this  Act  shall  go 
into  effect  all  goods,  wares,  and  merchandise  previously  im- 
ported from  Porto  Rico,  for  which  no  entry  has  been  made, 
and  all  goods,  wares,  and  merchandise  previously  entered 
without  payment  of  duty  and  under  bond  for  warehousing, 
transportation,  or  any  other  purpose,  for  which  no  pennit  of 
delivery  to  the  importer  or  his  agent  has  been  issued,  shall  be 
subjected  to  the  duties  imposed  by  this  Act,  and  to  no  other 
duty,  upon  the  entry  or  the  withdrawal  thereof:  Pt^ovided, 
That  when  duties  are  based  upon  the  weight  of  merchandise 
deposited  in  any  public  or  private  bonded  warehouse  said  du- 
ties shall  be  levied  and  collected  upon  the  weight  of  such 
merchandise  at  the  time  of  its  entry. 


GEXERAL  PROTISIOXS. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  capital  of  Porto  Rico  shall  beat  the  city  of 
San  Joan  and  the  seat  of  goTemment  shall  be  maintained 
there. 

Sec.  7.  That  all  inhabitants  oontinning  to  reside  therein  who 
were  Spanish  subjects  on  the  eleventh  day  of  April,  eighteen 
hnndred  and  ninety-nine,  and  then  resided  in  Porto  Rico,  and 
their  children  bom  sabseqnent  thereto,  shall  be  deemed  and 
held  to  be  citizens  of  Porto  Rico,  and  as  sneh  entitled  to  the  pro- 
tection of  the  United  States,  except  snch  as  shall  have  elected 
to  preserve  their  allegiance  to  the  Crown  of  Spain  on  or  before 
the  eleventh  day  of  April,  nineteen  hundred,  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  the  treaty  of  peace  between  the  United  States 
and  Spain  entered  into  on  the  eleventh  day  of  April,  eighteen 
hundred  and  ninety-nine :  and  they,  together  with  such  citizens 
of  the  United  States  as  may  reside  in  Porto  Rico,  shall  con- 
stitute a  body  politic  under  the  name  of  The  People  of  Porto 
Rico,  with  governmental  powers  as  hereinafter  conferred,  and 
with  power  to  sue  and  be  sued  as  such. 

Sec.  8.  That  the  laws  and  ordnances  of  Porto  Rico  now  in 
force  shall  continue  in  full  force  and  effect,  except  as  altered, 
amended,  or  modified  hereinafter,  or  as  altered  or  modified  by 
military  orders  and  decrees  in  force  when  this  Act  shall  take 
effect,  and  so  far  as  the  same  are  not  inconsistent  or  in  conflict 
with  the  statutory  laws  of  the  United  States  not  locally  inap- 
plicable, or  the  provisions  hereof,  until  altered,  amended,  or 
repealed  by  the  legislative  authority  hereinafter  provided  for 
Porto  Rico  or  by  Act  of  Congress  of  the  United  States:  Pro- 
vided, That  so  much  of  the  law  which  was  in  force  at  the  time 
of  cession,  April  eleventh,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-nine, 
forbidding  the  marriage  of  priests,  ministers,  or  followers  of 
any  faith  because  of  vows  they  may  have  taken,  being  para- 
graph four,  article  eighty -three,  chapter  three,  civil  code,  and 
which  was  continued  by  the  order  of  the  secretary  of  justice  of 
Porto  Rico,  dated  March  seventeenth,  eighteen  hundred  and 
ninety-nine,  and  promulgated  by  Major-G^eneralGuy  Y.  Henry, 
United  States  Volunteers,  is  hereby  repealed  and  annulled,  and 
all  x>ersons  lawfully  married  in  Porto  Rico  shall  have  all  the 
rights  and  remedies  conferred  by  law  upon  parties  to  either 
'Hvil  or  religious  marriages :  And  provided  further^  That  para- 

-aph  one,  article  one  hundred  and  five,  section  four,  divoroe, 


civil  code,  and  paragraph  two,  section  nineteen,  of  the  order 
of  the  minister  of  justice  of  Porto  Rico,  dated  March  seven- 
teenth, eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-nine,  and  promulgated 
by  Major- G^eneral  Qujr  V.  Henry,  United  States  Volunteers, 
be,  and  the  same  hereby  are,  so  amended  as  to  read :  '  'Adultery 
on  the  part  of  either  the  husband  or  the  wife." 

Sec.  9.  That  the  Commissioner  of  Navigation  shall  make 
such  regulations,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of 
the  Treasury,  as  he  may  deem  expedient  for  the  nationaliza- 
tion of  all  vessels  owned  by  the  inhabitants  of  Porto  Rico  on 
the  eleventh  day  of  April,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety -nine, 
and  which  continued  to  be  so  owned  up  to  the  date  of  such 
nationalization,  and  for  the  admission  x)f  the  same  to  all  the 
benefits  of  the  coasting  trade  of  the  United  States ;  and  the 
coasting  trade  between  Porto  Rico  and  the  United  States  shall 
be  regulated  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  law  appli- 
cable to  such  trade  between  any  two  great  coasting  districts 
of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  10.  That  quarantine  stations  shall  be  established  at  such 
places  in  Porto  Rico  as  the  Supervising  Surgeon-General  of 
the  Marine-Hospital  Service  of  the  United  States  shall  direct, 
and  the  quarantine  regulations  relating  to  the  importation  of 
diseases  from  other  countries  shall  be  under  the  control  of  the 
Government  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  11.  That  for  the  purpose  of  retiring  the  Porto  Rican 
coins  now  in  circulation  in  Porto  Rico  and  substituting  there- 
for the  coins  of  the  United  States,  the  Secretary  of  the  Treas- 
ury is  hereby  authorized  to  redeem,  on  presentation  in  Porto 
Bico,  all  the  silver  coins  of  Porto  Rico  known  as  the  peso  and 
all  other  silver  and  copper  Porto  Rican  coins  now  in  circula- 
tion in  Porto  Rico,  not  including  any  such  coins  that  may  be 
imported  into  Porto  Rico  after  the  first  day  of  February,  nine- 
teen hundred,  at  the  present  established  rate  of  sixty  cents  in 
the  coins  of  the  United  States  for  one  peso  of  Porto  Rican  coin, 
and  for  all  minor  or  subsidiary  coins  the  same  rate  of  exchange 
shall  be  applied.    The  Porto  Rican  coins  so  purchased  or  re- 
deemed shall  be  recoined  at  the  expense  of  the  United  States, 
nnder  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  into  such 
coins  of  the  United  States  now  authorized  by  law  as  he  may 
direct,  and  from  and  after  three  months  after  the  date  when 
this  Act  shall  take  effect  no  coins  shall  be  a  legal  tender,  in 
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payment  of  debts  thereafter  contracted,  for  any  amount  in 
Porto  Rico,  except  those  of  the  United  States ;  and  whatever 
sum  may  be  required  to  carry  out  the  provisions  hereof,  und  to 
pay  all  expenses  that  may  be  incurred  in  connection  therewith, 
is  hereby  appropriated,  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  is 
hereby  authorized  to  establish  such  regulations  and  employ 
such  agencies  as  may  be  necessary  to  accomplish  the  purposes 
hereof :  Provided,  however.  That  all  debts  owing  on  the  date 
when  this  Act  shall  take  effect  shall  be  payable  in  the  coins  of 
Porto  Rico  now  in  circulation,  or  in  the  coins  of  the  United 
States  at  the  rate  of  exchange  above  named. 

8ec.  12.  That  all  expenses  that  may  be  incuiTed  on  account 
of  the  government  of  Porto  Rico  for  salaries  of  of&cials  and 
the  conduct  of  their  ofSces  and  departments,  and  all  expenses 
and  obligations  contracted  for  the  internal  improvement  or  de- 
velopment of  the  island,  not,  however,  including  defenses, 
barracks,  harbors,  light-houses,  buoys,  and  other  works  under- 
taken by  the  United  States,  shall  be  paid  by  the  treasurer  of 
Porto  Rico  out  of  the  revenues  in  his  custody. 

Skc.  18.  That  all  prox)erty  which  may  have  been  acquired  in 
Porto  Rico  by  the  United  States  under  the  cession  of  Spain  in 
said  treaty  of  peace  in  any  public  bridges,  road  houses,  water 
powers,  highways,  unnavigable  streams,  and  the  beds  thereof, 
subterranean  waters,  mines,  or  minerals  under  the  surface  of 
private  lands,  and  all  property  which  at  the  time  of  the  cession 
belonged,  under  the  laws  of  Spain  then  in  force,  to  the  various 
harbor- works  boards  of  Porto  Rico,  and  all  the  harbor  shores, 
docks,  slips  and  reclaimed  lands,  but  not  including  harbor 
areas  or  navigable  waters,  is  hereby  placed  under  the  control 
of  the  government  established  by  this  Act  to  be  administered 
for  the  benefit  of  the  people  of  Porto  Rico ;  and  the  legislative 
assembly  hereby  created  shall  have  authority,  subject  to  the 
limitations  imposed  upon  all  its  acts,  to  legislate  with  respect 
to  all  such  matters  as  it  may  deem  advisable. 

Skc.  14.  That  the  statutory  laws  of  the  United  States  not 
locally  inapplicable,  except  as  hereinbefore  or  hereinafter  other- 
wise provided,  shall  have  the  same  force  and  effect  in  Porto 
Rico  as  in  the  United  States,  except  the  internal-revenue  laws, 
which,  in  view  of  the  provisions  of  section  three,  shall  not 
have  force  and  effect  in  Porto  Rico. 

Sec.  15.  That  the  legislative  authority  hereinafter  provided 
shall  have  power  by  due  enactment  to  amend,  alter,  modify, 


or  repeal  any  law  or  ordnance,  civil  or  criminal,  continaed  in 
foFoe  by  this  Act,  as  it  may  from  time  to  time  see  fit. 

Sec.  16.  That  all  judicial  procees  shall  mn  in  the  name  of 
''United  States  of  America,  as:  the  President  of  the  United 
States,"  and  all  criminal  or  ^nal  prosecutions  in  the  local 
courts  shall  be  conducted  in  the  name  and  by  the  authority  of 
"The  people  of  Porto  Rico;"  and  all  officials  authorized  by 
this  Act  shall  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  their  resx>eo- 
tire  offices  take  an  oath  to  support  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States  and  the  laws  of  Porto  Rico. 

THE  GOVEENOR. 

Sec.  17.  That  the  official  title  of  the  chief  executive  officer 
shall  be  *  *  The  Governor  of  Porto  Rico. "  He  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  President,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate:  he  shall  hold  his  office  for  a  term  of  four  years  and 
until  his  successor  is  chosen  and  qualified  unless  sooner  re- 
moved by  the  President ;  he  shall  reside  in  Porto  Rico  during 
his  official  incumbency,  and  shall  maintain  his  office  at  the 
seat  of  government ;  he  may  grant  x>ardons  and  reprieves,  and 
remit  fines  and  forfeitures  for  offenses  against  the  laws  of 
Porto  Rico,  and  respites  for  offenses  against  the  laws  of  the 
United  States,  until  the  decision  of  the  President  can  be  ascer- 
tained ;  he  shall  conmiission  all  officers  that  he  may  be  author- 
ized to  appoint,  and  may  veto  any  legislation  enacted,^  here- 
inafter provided ;  he  shall  be  the  commander  in  chief  of  the 
militia,  and  shall  at  all  times  faithfully  execute  the  laws,  and 
he  shall  in  that  behalf  have  all  the  powers  of  governors  of  the 
Territories  of  the  United  States  that  are  not  locally  inapplica- 
ble; and  he  shall  annually,  and  at  such  other  times  as  he  may 
be  required,  make  official  report  of  the  transactions  of  the  gov- 
ernment in  Porto  Rico,  through  the  Secretary  of  State,  to  the 
President  of  the  United  States :  Provided,  That  the  President 
may,  in  his  discretion,  delegate  and  assign  to  him  such  execu- 
tive duties  and  functions  as  may  in  pursuance  with  law  be  so 
delegated  and  assigned. 

THE  EXECUTIVK  COUNCIL. 

Sec.  18.  That  there  shall  be' appointed  by  the  President,  by 
and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  for  the  period 
of  four  years,  unless  sooner  removed  by  the  President,  a  sec- 
retary, an  attorney- general,  a  treasurer,  an  auditor,  a  commis- 
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funds,  and  shall  disbtuBe  the  same  when  appropriated  by  law, 
on  warrants  signed  by  the  auditor  and  countersigned  by  the 
governor,  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  pre- 
scribed by  law.  and  make,  through  the  governor,  such  reports 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States  as  he 
may  require,  which  shall  annually  be  transmitted  to  Congress. 

Sec.  23.  That  the  auditor  shall  keep  full  and  accurate  ac- 
counts, showing  all  receipts  and  disbursements,  and  perform 
such  other  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law,  and  make, 
through  the  governor,  such  reports  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  of  the  United  States  as  he  may  require,  which  shall 
annually  be  transmitted  to  Congress. 

Sec.  24.  That  the  commissioner  of  the  interior  shall  superin- 
.  tend  all  works  of  a  pubUc  nature,  and  shall  have  charge  of  all 
public  buildings,  grounds,  and  lands,  except  those  belonging 
to  the  United  States,  and  shall  execute  such  requirements  as 
may  be  imposed  by  law  with  respect  thereto,  and  shall  perform 
such  other  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law,  and  make  such 
reports  through  the  governor  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior 
of  the  United  States  as  he  may  require,  which  shall  annually 
be  transmitted  to  Congress. 

Sec.  25.  That  the  commissioner  of  education  shall  superin- 
tend public  instruction  throughout  Porto  Bico,  and  all  dis- 
bursements on  account  thereof  must  be  approved  by  him ;  and 
be  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by 
law,  and  make  such  reports  through  the  governor  as  may  be 
required  by  the  Commissioner  of  Education  of  the  United 
States,  which  shall  annually  be  transmitted  to  Congress. 

Sec.  36.  That  the  other  five  members  of  the  executive  coun- 
cil, to  be  appointed  as  hereinbefore  provided,  shall  attend  all 
meetings  of  the  executive  council  and  participate  in  all  busi- 
ness of  every  character  that  may  be  transacted  by  it ;  and  they 
shall  receive  as  compensation  for  their  services  such  annual 
salaries  as  may  be  provided  by  the  legislative  assembly. 

HOUSE  OP  DKLEOATl!S. 

Sec.  27.  That  all  local  legislative  powers  hereby  granted 
sball  be  vested  in  a  legislative  assembly  which  shall  consist  of 
two  houses;  one  the  executive  council,  as  hereinbefore  con- 
stituted, and  the  other  a  house  of  delegates,  to  consist  of  thirty - 
five  members  elected  bieimially  by  the  qualified  voters  as  here- 
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Seo.  30.  That  the  house  of  delegates  shall  be  the  sole  judge 
of  the  elections,  returns,  and  qualifications  of  its  members,  and 
shall  have  and  exercise  all  the  powers  with  respect  to  the  con- 
duct of  its  proceedings  that  nsnally  appertain  to  parliamen- 
tary legislatiye  bodies.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  mem- 
hership  in  the  house  of  delegates  who  is  not  twenty-five  years 
of  age  and  able  to  read  and  write  either  the  Spanish  or  the 
English  language,  or  who  is  not  possessed  in  his  own  right  of 
taxable  property,  real  or  personal,  situated  in  Porto  Rico. 

Sec.  31.  That  all  bills  may  originate  in  either  house,  but  no 
bill  shall  become  a  law  unless  it  be  passed  in  each  house  by  a 
majority  vote  of  all  the  members  belonging  to  such  house  and 
he  approved  by  the  governor  within  ten  days  thereafter.  If, 
when  a  bill  that  has  been  passed  is  presented  to  the  governor 
for  signature,  he  approves  the  same,  he  shall  sign  it,  or  if  not 
he  shall  return  it,  with  his  objections,  to  that  house  in  which 
it  orginated,  which  house  shall  enter  his  objections  at  large  on 
its  journal,  and  proceed  to  reconsider  the  bill.  If,  after  such 
reconsideration,  two-thirds  of  that  house  shall  agree  to  pass 
the  bill,  it  shall  be  sent,  together  with  the  objections,  to  the 
other  house,  by  which  it  shall  likewise  be  considered,  and  if 
approved  by  two-thirds  of  that  house  it  shall  become  a  law. 
But  in  aU  such  cases  the  votes  of  both  houses  shall  be  deter- 
mined by  yeas  and  yays,  and  the  names  of  the  persons  voting 
for  and  against  the  bill  shall  be  entered  upon  the  journal  of 
each  house,  respectively.  If  any  bill  shall  not  be  returned  by 
the  governor  within  ten  days  (Sundays  excepted)  after  it  shall 
have  been  presented  to  him,  the  same  shall  be  a  law  in  like 
manner  as  if  he  had  signed  it,  unless  the  legislative  assembly 
by  adjournment  prevent  its  return,  in  which  case  it  shall  not 
be  a  law :  Provided,  however,  That  all  laws  enacted  by  the  leg- 
islative assembly  shall  be  reported  to  the  Congress  of  the 
United  States,  which  hereby  re.serves  the  power  and  authority, 
if  deemed  advisable,  to  annul  the  same. 

Sec.  32.  That  the  legislative  authority  herein  i)rovided  shall 
extend  to  all  matters  of  a  legislative  character  not  locally  in- 
applicable, incl?iding  power  to  create,  consolidate,  and  reor- 
ganize the  municipalities,  so  far  as  may  be  necessary,  and  to 
provide  and  rex)eal  laws  and  ordinances  therefor ;  and  also  the 
power  to  alter,  amend,  modify,  and  rei)eal  any  and  all  laws  and 
ordinances  of  every  character  now  in  force  in  Porto  Rico,  or 
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any  municipality  or  district  thereof,  not  inconsistent  with  the 
provisions  hereof:  Provided,  however.  That  all  grants  of  fran- 
chises, rights,  and  privileges  or  concessions  of  a  public  or  quasi- 
public  nature  shall  be  made  by  the  executive  council,  with  the 
approval  of  the  governor,  and  all  franchises  gpiunted  in  Porto 
Bico  shall  be  reported  to  Congress,  which  hereby  reserves  the 
power  to  annul  or  modify  the  same. 

THE  JUDICIARY. 

Sec.  33.  That  the  judicial  power  shall  be  vested  in  the  courts 
and  tribunals  of  Porto  Bico  as  already  established  and  now  in 
operation,  including  municipal  courts,  under  and  by  virtue  of 
General  Orders,  Numbered  One  hundred  and  eighteen,  as  pro- 
mulgated by  Brigadier -General  Davis,  United  States  Volun- 
teers, August  sixteenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety  nine,  and 
including  also  the  police  courts  established  by  General  Orders, 
Numbered  One  hundred  and  ninety-five,  promulgated  Novem- 
ber twenty-ninth,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety -nine,  by  Briga- 
dier-General Davis,  United  States  Volunteers,  and  the  laws  and 
ordinances  of  Porto  Bico  and  the  municipalities  thereof  in 
force,  so  far  as  the  same  are  not  in  conflict  herewith,  all  which 
courts  and  tribflnals  are  hereby  continued.  The  jurisdiction  of 
said  courts  and  the  form  of  procedure  in  them,  and  the  various 
officials  and  attaches  thereof,  resx)ectively,  shall  be  the  same  as 
defined  and  prescribed  in  and  by  said  law.s  «nd  ordinances,  and 
said  General  Orders,  Numbered  One  hundred  and  eighteen  and 
One  hundred  and  ninety-five,  until  otherwise  provided  bylaw: 
Provided,  however.  That  the  chief  justice  and  associate  jus- 
tices of  the  supreme  court  and  the  marshal  thereof  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  President,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  Senate,  and  the  judges  of  the  district  courts  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  executive  council,  and  all  other  officials  and  attaclies  of 
all  the  other  courts  shall  be  chosen  as  may  be  directed  by  the 
legislative  assembly,  which  shall  have  authority  to  legislate 
from  time  to  time  as  it  may  see  fit  with  respect  to  said  courts, 
and  any  others  they  may  deem  it  advisable  to  establish,  their 
organization,  the  numl)er  of  judges  and  officials  and  attaches 
for  each,  their  jurisdiction,  their  procedure,  and  all  other  mat- 
ters affecting  them. 

Sec.  34.  That  Porto  Bico  shall  constitute  a  judicial  district 
to  be  called  "the  district  of  Porto  Bico."    The  President,  by 
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and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  shall  apx)oint 
a  district  jadge,  a  district  attorney,  and  a  marshal  for  said 
district,  each  for  a  term  of  four  years,  nnless  sooner  removed 
by  the  President.  The  district  court  for  said  district  shall  be 
called  the  district  court  of  the  United  States  for  Porto  Rico 
and  shall  have  power  to  appoint  all  necessary  officials  and 
assistants,  including  a  clerk,  an  interpreter,  and  such  commis- 
sioners as  may  be  necessary,  who  shall  have  like  power  and 
duties  as  are  exercised  and  performed  by  commissioners  of  the 
circuit  courts  of  the  United  States,  and  shall  have,  in  addition 
to  the  ordinary  jurisdiction  of  district  courts  of  the  United 
States,  jurisdiction  of  all  cases  cognizant  in  the  circuit  courts 
of  the  United  States,  and  shall  proceed  therein  in  the  same 
manner  as  a  circuit  court.  The  laws  of  the  United  States 
relating  to  appeals,  writs  of  error  and  certiorari,  removal  of 
causes,  and  other  matters  and  proceedings  as  between  the 
courts  of  the  United  States  and  the  courts  of  the  several  States 
shall  govern  in  such  matters  and  proceedings  as  between  the 
district  court  of  the  United  States  and  the  courts  of  Porto  Rico. 
B^g^nlar  terms  of  said  court  shall  be  held  at  San  Juan,  com- 
mencing on  the  second  Monday  in  April  and  October  of  each 
year,  and  also  at  Ponce  on  the  second  Monday  in  January  of 
each  year,  and  special  terms  may  be  held  at  Mayaguez  at  such 
other  stated  times  as  said  judge  may  deem  expedient.  All 
pleadings  and  proceedings  in  said  court  shall  be  conducted  in 
the  English  language. 

The  United  States  district  court  hereby  established  shall  be 
the  successor  to  the  United  States  provisional  court  established 
by  General  Orders,  Numbered  Eighty-eight,  promulgated  by 
Brigadier- G^eneral  Davis,  United  States  Volunteers,  and  shsJl 
take  possession  of  all  records  of  that  court,  and  take  juris- 
diction of  all  cases  and  proceedings  pending  therein,  and  said 
United  States  provisional  court  is  hereby  discontinued. 

Sec.  85.  That  writs  of  error  and  appeals  from  the  final  de- 
cisions of  the  supreme  court  of  Porto  Rico  and  the  district 
court  of  the  United  States  shall  be  allowed  and  may  be  taken 
to  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  in  the  same  manner 
and  under  the  same  regulations  and  in  the  same  cases  as  from 
the  supreme  courts  of  the  Territories  of  the  United  States  j 
and  such  writs  of  error  and  appeal  shall  be  allowed  in  all  cases 
where  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  or  a  treaty  thereof, 
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oompensation  of  their  deputies,  assistantR.  and  other  help,  as 
well  as  all  other  expenses  incurred  by  the  municipalities,  shall 
be  paid  out  of  the  municipal  revenues  in  such  manner  as  the 
legislatiye  assembly  shall  provide. 

Sec.  38.  That  no  export  duties  shall  be  levied  or  collected  on 
export-s  from  Porto  Rico ;  but  taxes  and  assessments  on  prop- 
erty, and  license  fees  for  franchises,  jnivilegeH,  and  concessiona 
may  be  imposed  for  the  purposes  of  the  insular  and  municipal 
govermnents,  respectively,  as  may  be  provided  and  defined  by 
act  of  the  legislative  assembly ;  and  where  necessary  to  antici- 
pate taxes  and  revenues,  bonds  and  other  obligations  may  be 
issued  by  Porto  Rico  or  any  municipal  government  therein  as 
may  be  provided  by  law  to  provide  for  expenditures  authorized 
by  law,  and  to  protect  the  public  credit,  and  to  reimburse  the 
United  States  for  any  moneys  which  have  been  or  may  be  ex- 
pended out  of  the  emergency  fund  of  the  War  Department  for 
the  relief  of  the  industrial  conditions  of  Porto  Rico  caused  by 
the  hurricane  of  August  eighth,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety- 
nine:  Provided,  however.  That  no  public  indebtedness  of  Porto 
Rico  or  of  any  municipality  thereof  'shall  be  authorized  or 
allowed  in  excess  of  seven  per  centum  of  the  aggregate  tax 
valuation  of  its  property. 

Sec.  39.  That  the  qualified  voters  of  Porto  Rico  shall,  on 
the  first  Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday  of  November,  anno 
Domini  nineteen  hundred,  and  every  two  years  thereafter,, 
choose  a  resident  commissioner  to  the  United  States,  who  shall 
be  entitled  to  official  recognition  as  such  by  all  Departments, 
upon  presentation  to  the  Department'  of  State  of  a  certificate 
of  election  of  the  governor  of  Porto  Rico,  and  who  shall  be 
entitled  to  a  salarj',  payable  monthly  by  the  United  States,  at 
the  rate  of  five  thousand  dollars  per  annum :  Provided,  That 
no  person  shall  be  eligible  to  such  election  who  is  not  a  bona 
fide  citizen  of  Porto  Rico,  who  is  not  thirty  years  of  age,  and 
who  does  not  read  and  write  the  English  language. 

Sec.  40.  That  a  commission,  to  consist  of  three  memberH,  at 
least  one  of  whom  shall  be  a  native  citizen  of  Porto  Rico,  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  President,  by  and  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  Senate,  to  compile  and  revise  the  laws  of  Porto 
Rico;  also  the  various  codes  of  procedure  and  systems  of  mu- 
nicipal government  now  in  force,  and  to  frame  and  report  such 
legislation  as  may  be  necessary  to  make  a  simple,  harmonious.

The  board  will  also  fully  investigate 
the  circumstances  attending  desertion,  especially  the  causes 
which  induced  it,  and  make  a  sex)arate  report  in  each  case  of 
its  investigation  and  conclusions  thereon,  which  will  be  trans- 
mitted to  corjw  or  department  headquarters  through  inter- 
mediate channels.  In  case  the  number  of  officers  on  duty  witli 
the  command  is  limited  the  summary  court  officer  may  l)e  called 
nptm  to  make  this  investigation  and  report.

fiespectfully  returned  to  the  honorable  the  Secretary  of  War,  with  the 
information  that  the  First  National  Bank  of  Juneau,  Alaska,  is  a  deposi- 
tory of  public  moneys,  specially  designated  for  disbursing  funds  of  the 
War  Department,  and  the  Secretary  of  War  notified  July  29. 1899.  No 
fnnds  are,  however,  reported  by  the  bank  to  the  oflScial  credit  of  Army 
officers:  probably  they  keep  their  accounts  with  the  Assistant  Treasurer 
of  the  United  States  at  San  Francisco  and  draw  checks  in  favor  of  them- 
selves  to  obtain  cash  to  hold  in  personal  possession  under  the  provisions 
of  Circular  Regulations  of  August  14, 1897,  amended  April  17. 1890.  In  such 
cases  it  would  doubtless  be  a  mutual  convenience  for  public  officers  to 
obtain  ca»h  from  the  trading  companies,  but  it  is  not  deemed  feasible  to 
appoint  the  companies  herein  mentioned  as  fiscal  agents:  such  appoint- 
xnents  have  been  limited  to  a  very  few  cities  in  foreign  countries.

Disbursing  officers  of  the  War  Department  stationed  in 
Alaska,  being  far  remote  from  design^ated  depositories,  finding 
it  convenient  for  themselves  and  the  trading  companies,  are 
anthorized  to  exchange  their  checks  with  said  companies  for 
cash  required  in  payment  of  salaries,  and  in  liquidation  of  other 
indebtedness  where  cash  is  more  desirable  to  the  public  cred- 
itors than  checks  on  the  Subtreasury,  San  Francisco,  or  other 
United  States  dejwsitory  in  which  they  may  have  funds.  And 
such  disbursing  officers  in  Alaska  are  specially  authorized  by 
the  Secretary  of  War  to  keep  in  their  personal  possession,  at 
their  own  risk,  funds  thus  received  which  they  may  be  author- 
ized to  disburse,  and  such  moneys  as  may  be  officially  intrusted 
to  them  for  disbursement.

The  following  act  and  joint  resolution  of  Congress  are  pub- 
lished for  the  information  and  government  of  all  concerned : 

I— An  Act  to  set  apart  a  portion  of  the  Arlington  estate  for  experimental 
agricultaral  purposes,  and  to  place  said  portion  nnder  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  and  his  successors  in  office. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That 
jurisdiction  is  hereby  transferred  and  given  to  the  Secretary 
of  Agriculture  and  his  successors  in  office  over  so  much  of  the 
OoTemment  land  in  Alexandria  County,  Virginia,  known  as 
the  Arlington  estate,  as  lies  east  of  the  pnblic  road  leading 
from  the  Aqueduct  Bridge  to  Alexandria,  Virginia,  otherwise 
called  the  Georgetown  and  Alexandria  road,  and  between  said 
road  and  the  Potomac  River,  containing  abont  four  hundred 
acres,  with  the  exception,  however,  of  a  strip  of  land  as  fol- 
lows, commencing  at  the  point  where  the  Georgetown  and 
Alexandria  road  enters  the  Aj-lington  estate  on  the  north  side, 
thence  along  said  road  six  hundred  and  twenty-five  yards, 
thence  in  a  line  i)erpendicular  to  said  road  to  the  Chesapeake 
and  Ohio  Canal,  thence  along  said  canal  to  the  south  line  of 
the  reservation,  jurisdiction  over  which  is  retained  by  the  Sec- 
retary of  War. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  declared  purpose  of  this  act  is  to  set  apart 
said  tract  of  land  as  a  general  exx)erimental  farm  in  its  broad- 
est sense,  where  all  that  pertains  to  agriculture  in  its  several 
and  different  branches,  including  animal  industry  and  horti- 
cnltore,  may  be  fostered  and  encouraged,  and  the  practice  and 
science  of  farming  in  the  United  States  advanced,  promoted, 
and  practically  illustrated. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  will  take  immediate 
and  absolute  control  of  said  property  described  in  section  one, 
and  by  clearing,  nnderdraining,  grassing,  laying  out  proper 
yoads  and  driveways,  constructing  proper  bridges  and  build- 
ings, and  in  other  ways  as  his  judgment  may  dictate  bring  said 
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of  the  United  States,  and  no  sach  franchise,  privilege,  or  con- 
cession shall  be  operative  until  it  shall  have  been  so  approved. 

Sbc.  3.  That  all  franchises,  privileges  or  concessions  granted 
under  section  thirty-two  of  said  act  shall  provide  that  the 
same  shall  be  subject  to  amendment,  alteration,  or  repeal; 
shall  forbid  the  issue  of  stock  or  bonds,  except  in  exchange 
for  actual  cash,  or  property  at  a  fair  valuation,  equal  in 
amount  to  the  par  value  of  the  stock  or  bonds  issued :  shall 
forbid  the  declaring  of  stock  or  bond  dividends ;  and,  in  the 
case  of  public-service  corporations,  shall  provide  for  the  effec- 
tive regulation  of  the  charges  thereof  and  for  the  purchase  or 
taking  by  the  public  authorities  of  their  property  at  a  fair  and 
reasonable  valuation.  No  corporation  shall  be  authorized  to 
condact  the  business  of  buying  and  selling  real  estate  or  be 
permitted  to  hold  or  own  real  estate  except  such  as  may  be 
reasonably  necessary  to  enable  it  to  carry  out  the  purposes  for 
which  it  was  created,  and  every  corporation  hereafter  author- 
ized to  engage  in  agriculture  shall  by  its  charter  be  restricted 
to  the  ownership  and  control  of  not  to  exceed  five  hundred 
acres  of  land ;  and  this  provision  shall  be  held  to  prevent  any 
member  of  a  corporation  engaged  in  agriculture  from  being  in 
any  wise  interested  in  any  other  corporation  engaged  in  agri- 
cnltiire.  Corporations,  however,  may  loan  funds  upon  real 
estate  security,  and  purchase  real  estate  when  necessary  for 
the  collection  of  loans,  but  they  shall  dispose  of  real  estate  so 
obtained  within  five  years  after  receiving  the  title.  Corpo- 
rations not  organized  in  Porto  Rico,  and  doing  business  therein, 
shall  be  bound  by  the  provisions  of  this  section  so  far  as  they 
are  applicable.

The  Engineer  Department  will  supply  and  install  all  neces- 
sary electrical  appliances  and  apparatus  for  furnishing  light 
and  power,  including  switch  boards,  instruments  and  wiring, 
and  search-light  equipments ;  will  construct  the  necessary  un- 
derground conduits  for  all  wiring  at  the  posts,  and  will  furnish 
the  necessary  mateiial  and  funds  for  the  repair  and  preserva- 
tion of  all  such  instruments  and  apparatus. 

The  Ordnance  Department  will  supply  the  necessary  power 
lathes,  machinists'  tools,  and  tools  and  implements  for  the  use 
of  battery  mechanics,  and  will  make  such  repairs  to  guns  and 
carriages  as  can  not  be  made  at  the  post. 

The  Quartermaster's  Department  will  furnish  all  fuel  and 
engine  supplies,  such  as  waste,  lubricating  oils,  oil  lamps, 
brooms,  brushes,  etc.,  necessary  for  the  operation  of  the  plant, 
and  such  materials  as  may  be  needed  for  the  use  of  the  battery 
mechanics.

For  this  pur- 
pose applications  should  be  made  as  follows,  viz : 

For  the  fortifications  of  the  New  England  coast  down  to 
and  including  New  London,  Connecticut,  to  the  commanding 
ofKcer  of  the  Watertown  Arsenal,  Watertown,  Massachusetts. 

For  the  fortifications  of  New  York  Harbor,  Delaware  River, 
Baltimore,  Washington,  and  Hampton  Roads  to  the  com- 
manding officer  of  the  Sandy  Hook  Proving  Ground,  Sandy 
Hook,  New  Jersey. 

For  the  fortifications  of  the  South  Atlantic  and  Gulf  coasts 
from  Wilmington,  North  Carolina,  to  Galveston,  Texas,  both 
inclusive,  to  tiie  commanding  officer  pi  the  Augusta  Arsenal, 
Augusta,  Georgia.

599.  Disbursing  officers  will  not  issue  to  any  creditor  of  the 
United  States  a  check  for  more  than  |2,500  to  be  transmitted 
through  the  mails.  In  case  the  amount  due  is  in  excess  of 
12,500  a  sufficient  number  of  checks  for  $2,500,  or  less,  will  be 
issued  as  may  be  necessary  to  discharge  the  claim. 

When  an  original  check  of  a  disbursing  officer,  not  exceed- 
ing $2,500  in  amount,  has  been  lost  or  destroyed,  a  duplicate 
check  may  be  issued  by  him,  after  six  months  and  within 
three  years  of  the  date  of  the  original,  upon  the  owner  filing 
with  him  the  notice  and  proof  of  loss  and  the  indemnity  bond 
required  by  sections  3646  and  8647,  Revised  Statutes,  and  act 
of  February  16, 1885.  In  case  the  disbursing  officer  who  issued 
the  original  check  is  no  longer  in  the  service,  the  notice  and 
proof  of  loss  and  the  indemnity  bond  will  be  sent  to  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Treasury  prior  to  the  issue  of  a  duplicate  check. 
The  proper  accounting  officer  of  the  Treasury  will  state  an 
account  ifl  favor  of  the  owner  of  said  check  and  charge  the 
amount  thereof  to  the  account  of  such  officer.  Instructions 
for  the  execution  and  use  of  the  affidavit  and  bond,  and  the 
issue  of  the  duplicate  check,  accompany  the  blank  form 
furnished  by  the  Treasury  Department.

The  Major  General  Commanding  commnnicateH  to  the 
Army  the  following  orders  of  the  Secretary  of  War  announc- 
ing the  decease  of  the  Honorahle  William  C.  Endicott  : 

War  Dbpartment,  Waahiiigton^  May  7, 1900. 

OSDBBS: 

It  ia  with  great  sorroy  that  the  Secretary  of  War  annonnceB  the  death 
of  Honorable  William  Crowninqshield  Endicott,  which  occurred  at 
Boston,  Maaaachusette,  yesterday,  the  6th  instant. 

Mr.  Endicott  was  a  direct  descendant  of  Qovernor  John  Endicott,  who 
for  nearly  a  quarter  of  a  century  (1641-1666)  was  at  the  head  of  Massachu- 
setts Colony.  He  was  graduated  at  Harvard  in  1847,  and  entering  upon 
the  profession  of  the  law,  soon  reached  a  high  rank  at  the  bar.  He  held 
▼aripus  public  offices  from  time  to  time  until  1873,  when  he  was  apiwinted 
to  the  bench  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Massachusetts.  This  office  he  held 
for  ten  years,  until  compelled  to  resign  on  account  of  ill  health.  Upon 
the  installation  of  President  Cleveland  on  the  4th  of  March,  1885,  Mr. 
Endicott  was  called  to  his  cabinet  as  Secretary  of  War,  a  position  which, 
though  foreigrn  to  his  training,  he  immediately  rendered  conspicuous  by 
strict  attention  to  duty  and  a  keen  interest  in  the  Army  and  its  require- 
ments. He  remained  at  the  head  of  the  Department  during  the  entire 
period  of  President  Cleveland's  first  administration.  He  initiated  many 
important  reforms  which,  pressed  to  successful  conclusion,  enabled  him 
to  suUntain  undiminished  that  high  standard  of  Integrity  for  which  the 
Department  of  War  has  been  ever  distinguished.

By  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  the  following  is  pub- 
lished to  the  Army  for  the  information  and  guidance  of  all 
concerned : 

1.  A  school  for  electrician  sergeants  is  hereby,  established  at 
Fort  Monroe,  Virginia,  as  a  branch  of  the  Artillery  School. 
The  plan  of  organization  and  instruction  and  the  time  to  be 
devoted  to  the  different  subjects  will  be  prescribed  by  the 
officer  in  charge  of  the  school,  subject  to  the  ai)proval  of  the 
commanding  oflBcer  of  the  Artillery  School  and  the  Command- 
ing General  of  the  Army. 

2.  The  officer  in  charge  of  the  school  will  keep  himself  fully 
informed  of  any  new  discoveries,  inventions,  or  improved 
methods  in  the  care  and  use  of  all  apparatus  pertaining  to  the 
electrical  and  steam  plant  of  a  modern  fortification,  and  will 
recommend  the  publication  of  such  instructions  in  regard  to 
them  as  may  seem  useful.  He  will  also  prepare  and  submit 
to  the  commanding  officer  of  the  Artillery  School  from  time 
to  time  lists  of  such  questions  and  answers  relating  to  new 
inventions  and  methods  as  will  fully  explain  them.  These, 
together  with  the  instructions,  if  approved  by  him  and  the 
Conmianding  General  of  the  Army,  will  be  printed  and  dis- 
tributed as  may  be  recommended. 

3.  The  officers  on  duty  at  the  school  of  electrician  sergeants 
will  be  excused  from  the  ordinary  routine  duties  of  the  jwst, 
and  will  be  held  strictly  resxwnsible  to  the  post  commander 
for  the  discipline  and  instruction  of  the  enlisted  men  of  the 
school. 

4.  Applicants  for  the  position  of  electrician  sergeant  must 
he  under  thirty  years  of  f^e,  of  good  character,  and  unmar- 
ried, and  may  be  from  the  army  or  from  civil  life.  They  will 
^examined  as  prescribed  in  General  Orders,  No.  106,  June  12, 
1899,  from  this  office. 

On  the  approved  recommendation  of  the  board,  the  candi- 
^te,  if  not  a  soldier,  will  be  enlisted  as  a  private  of  artillery 
and  sent  to  the  school  of  electrician  sergeants,  as  also  a  copy 
of  the  proceedings  of  the  Iward  of  examination  in  his  case,

where  he  will  follow  the  prescribed  course  of  instmction  for 
not  to  exceed  six  months,  at  the  expiration  of  which  the  candi- 
date will  be  examined  and  mnst  thoroughly  understand  the 
care  and  use  of  the  following  machines  and  apparatus : 

1.  The  steam  tubular  boiler  and  its  appurtenances. 

2.  The  simple  high-speed  slide  or  rotary  valve  engine. 

3.  The  Homsby-Akroyd  oil  engine. 

4.  The  direct-current  multipolar  dynamo. 

5.  The  switch  board  with  S.  B.  apparatus. 
G.  The  storage  battery. 

7.  Wiring  exterior  and  interior;  lamps  and  motors. 

8.  The  search  light. 

9.  The  American  Bell  telephone  and  Morse  telegraph. 

10.  The  submarine  and  land  mines. 

11.  The  exploder,  anemometer,  telephotos,  fuses  and 

small  parts,  together  with  such  other  details  and 
information  concerning  the  duties  of  his  office  as 
the  mastering  of  the  above  subjects  will  neoessi- 
tate. 

5.  On  the  favorable  recommendation  of  the  officer  in  charge 
of  the  school,  the  candidate  will  receive  a  certificate  of  profi- 
ciency from  the  commanding  officer  of  the  Artillery  School, 
who  will  report  his  name  to  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  Army 
for  apiK)intment  as  electrician  sergeant. 

6.  Candidates  who  fail  to  qualify  at  the  expiration  of  six 
months  will  be  returned  to  their  proi)er  stations,  and  shall  not 
be  permitted  to  undergo  a  second  examination  for  candidate 
until  the  expiration  of  six  months,  nor  unless  recommended 
by  the  commanding  officer  of  the  school. 

Electrician  sergeants  who  may  fail  to  pass  the  examination 
shall  be  reexamined  within  six  months  if  they  so  desire,  and  upon 
second  failure  shall  not  be  eligible  to  reenlistment  in  the  grade 
of  electrician  sergeant;  but  if  their  character  and  previous 
service  are  deemed  8i)ecially  meritorious  they  may  be  trans- 
ferred to  the  line  or  to  the  corps  from  which  they  were  ap- 
l)<>inted  or  discharged  the  service,  as  the  Secretary  of  War  may 
direct.

in  war  chevrons,  are  further  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

To  indicate  service  in  war. — A  diagonal  half  chevron  of  gold 
lace,  one-half  inch  wide,  with  piping  on  each  side  one  eighth 
inch  wide,  of  cloth  of  the  same  color  as  the  lacings  of  the  arm 
of  service  in  which  the  enlisted  man  earned  the  right  to  wear 
it;  those  for  engineers  to  have,  in  addition,  a  stitching  of 
white  bilk  on  each  side  of  the  gold  lace.  To  be  woiti  on  both 
sleeves  of  the  uniform  dress  coat. 

Those  for  the  enlisted  men  of  the  Hospital  Corps  will  be 
worn  on  both  sleeves  of  the  blouse,  and  sliall  consist  of  a  hingle 
stripe  of  emerald  green  facing  cloth,  one  half  inch  wide  and 
twelve  inches  long,  piped  on  outer  edges  with  orange  facing 
cloth,  one-eighth  inch  wide,  indicating  war  service  in  the  Hos- 
pital Corps  only. 

War  service  in  other  arms  will  be  indicated  by  pipings  of  the 
color  worn  by  the  arm  in  which  such  service  was  rendered,  ex- 
cept in  the  Engineer  Corps,  in  which  case  the  outer  edges  of 
the  scarlet  ppings  shall  have  a  row  of  white  silk  stitching. 

The  following  classes  of  enlisted  men  are  entitled  to  wear 
the  service-in- war  chevron : 

1.  All  enlisted  men  who  served  during  the  war  of  the  rel)el- 
lion  and  who  were  honorably  discharged. 

2.  All  enlisted  men  who  served  or  may  serve  in  the  Army  of 
the  United  States  in  war,  or  in  such  Indian  campaigns  ap- 
proaching the  magnitude  of  war  as  may  from  time  to  time  be 
80  designated  by  the  Secretary  of  War  or  in  orders  from  the 
Headquarters  of  the  Army. 

3.  All  enlisted  men  who  served  in  the  Regular  or  Volunteer 
Army  of  the  United  States  between  April  21,  1898,  and  April 
11, 1899,  and  all  who  have  served  since  the  latter  date  in  the 
Philippine  Islands. 


The  chevrons  to  indicate  service  and  service  in  war,  if  more 
than  one,  will  be  worn  one  above  the  other  in  the  order  in 
which  tlipy  were  earned,  one- fourth  inch  distance  bet"\veeii 
them,  and  only  for  wars  and  such  Indian  campaigns  as  have 
l)t:'en  so  clesignated  by  the  Secretary  of  War  in  orders. 

All  enlisted  man  wlios**  term  of  enlistuiont  expired  din-in^ 
the  continuance  of  a  war  or  campaign  approaching  the  mag-

68S.  Every  yoncher  in  support  of  a  payment  for  supplies  or 
for  services,  whether  it  be  made  pursuant  to  a  formally  pre- 
pared contract,  an  accepted  bid,  or  a  purchase  without  adver- 
tising, will  be  made  out  in  favor  of  the  creditor,  giving  his 
address,  and  must  state  (if  for  supplies  furnished)  the  date  of 
the  purchase,  the  quantity  and  price  of  each  article,  and  the 
amount;  or  (if  for  services)  the  character  of  the  services,  the 
date  or  dates  on  which  rendered,  and  the  amount.  Where  a 
purchase  under  an  accepted  bid  after  public  notice  is  made  in 
the  Quartermaster's  or  Subsistence  Department,  the  voucher, 
besides  being  subject  to  the  foregoing  requirements,  will  be 
accompanied  by  a  copy  of  the  public  notice,  the  accepted  bid, 
and  a  copy  of  the  letter  accepting  the  bid,  and  must  contain  a 
certificate  that  the  award  was  made  to  the  lowest  responsible 
bidder  for  the  best  and  most  suitable  articles,  and  that  the 
needs  of  the  service  required  the  purchase  to  be  made  in  the 
manner  indicated  by  the  public  notice.  Where  papers  relating 
to  two  or  more  vouchers  are  required  to  accompany  accounts, 
they  must  be  filed  with  the  first  voucher  paid,  and  reference 
thereto  made  on  the  other  vouchers.  A  voucher  for  services 
by  the  day  or  month  must  state  the  nature  of  the  service,  the 
inclusive  dates  of  service,  the  time  for  which  payment  is  made, 
the  rate  of  jiay,  and  the  amount,  and  the  receipt  of  a  creditor 
to  a  voucher  for  supplies  furnished  or  services  rendered  must 
contain  the  words  **  which  I  certify  to  be  correct." 

All  vouchers  when  practicable  will  be  rendered  in  the  English 
language,  but  if  rendered  in  a  foreign  language,  a  translation 
of  the  same  must  accompany  the  voucher.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of 
the  United  States  of  Ameriea  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the 
following  sums  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  appropriated,  out  of 
any  money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwi^e  appropriated,  for  the 
support  of  the  Aimy  for  the  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nine- 
teen hundred  and  one :

Total  for  the  Subsistence  Department,  ten  million  five  hun- 
dred and  fifty-six  thousand  four  hundred  and  ninety-two  dol- 
lars and  seventy-five  cents,  to  be  disbursed  and  accounted  for 
as  "Subsistence  of  the  Army,"  and  for  that  purpose  it  shall 
constitute  one  fund. 

quartermaster's  department. 

Regular  supplies  :  Regular  supplies  of  tlie  Quartermaster's 
Department,  including  their  care  and  protection,  consisting  of 
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stoves  and  heating  apparatus  required  for  heating  offices,  hos- 
pitals, barracks,  and  quarters,  and  recruiting  stations;  also 
ranges  and  stoves,  and  appliances  for  cooking  and  ser\'ing  f of^, 
and  repair  and  maintenance  of  such  heating  and  cooking  ap- 
pliances ;  of  fuel  and  lights  for  enlisted  men,  including  recruits, 
guards,  hospitals,  storehouses,  and  offices,  and  for  sale  to  offi- 
cers ;  and  including  also  fuel  and  engine  supplies  required  in 
the  operation  of  modem  batteries  at  established  posts ;  for  post 
bakeries;  for  the  necessary  furniture,  text-books,  paper,  and 
equipment  for  the  post  schools  and  libraries ;  for  the  tableware 
and  mess  furniture  for  kitchens  and  mess  halls,  each  and  all 
for  the  enlisted  men,  including  recruits ;  of  forage  in  kind  for 
the  horses,  mules,  and  oxen  of  the  Quartermaster's  Department 
at  the  several  posts  and  stations  and  with  the  armies  in  the 
field,  and  for  the  horses  of  the  several  regiments  of  cavalry, 
the  batteries  of  artillery,  and  such  companies  of  infantry  and 
scouts  as  may  be  mounted,  and  for  the  authorized  number  of 
officers'  horses,  including  bedding  for  the  animals ;  of  straw 
for  soldiers'  bedding,  and  of  stationery,  including  blank  books 
for  the  Quart ennaster's  Department,  certificates  for  discharged 
soldiers,  blank  forms  for  the  Pay  and  Quartermaster's  Depart- 
ments, and  for  printing  department  orders  and  reports,  eight 
million  two  hundred  and  sixty-four  thousand  dollars. 

Incidental  expenses  :  Postage ;  cost  of  telegrams  on  ofiScial 
business  received  and  sent  by  officers  of  the  Army ;  extra  pay 
to  soldiers  employed  on  extra  duty,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Quartermaster's  Department,  in  the  erection  of  barracks, 
quarters,  and  storehouses,  in  the  construction  of  roads,  and 
other  constant  labor  for  periods  of  not  less  than  ten  days,  and 
as  clerks  for  post  quartermasters  at  milatary  i>osts,  and  for 
prison  overseers  at  posts  designated  by  the  War  Department 
for  the  confinement  of  general  prisoners ;  for  expenses  of  ex- 
presses to  and  from  frontier  i)osts  and  armies  in  the  field,  of 
escorts  to  paymasters  and  other  disbursing  officers  and  to 
trains  where  military'  escorts  can  not  be  furnished ;  expenses 
of  the  interment  of  officers  killed  in  action  or  who  die  when 
on  duty  in  the  field,  or  at  military  posts  or  on  the  frontiers,  or 
when  traveling  under  orders,  and  of  noncommissioned  officers 
and  soldiers;  and  that  in  all  cases  where  they  would  have 
been  lawful  claims  against  the  Government  reimbursement 
may  be  made  of  expenses  heretofore  or  hereafter  incurred  by 
individuals  of  burial  and  transportation  of  remains  of  officers, 
including  acting  assistant  surgeons,  not  to  exceed  what  is  now 
allowed  in  the  cases  of  officers,  and  for  the  reimbursement  in 
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the  cases  of  enlisted  men  of  what  is  now  allowed  in  their  cases 
may  be  paid  out  of  the  proper  funds  appropriated  by  this  Act, 
and  that  the  disbursing  officers  shall  be  credited  with  such 
reimbursement  heretofore  made ;  authorized  office  furniture ; 
hire  of  laborers  in  the  Quartermaster's  Department,  includ- 
ing the  hire  of  interpreters,  spies,  or  guides  for  the  Army; 
compensation  of  clerks  and  other  employees  to  the  officers  of 
the  Quartermaster's  Department,  and  incidental  expenses  of 
recrniting;  for  the  apprehension,  securing,  and  delivering  of 
deserters  and  the  expenses  incident  to  their  pursuit,  and  no 
greater  sum  than  fifty  dollars  for  each  deserter  shall,  in  the 
discretion  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  be  paid  to  any  civil  officer 
or  citizen  for  such  services  and  expenses ;  for  a  donation  of 
five  dollars  to  each  dishonorably  discharged  prisoner  upon  his 
release  from  confinement  under  court-martial  sentence  involv- 
ing dishonorable  discharge;  for  the  following  expenditures 
required  for  the  several  regiments  of  cavalry,  the  batteries  of 
light  aitillery,  and  such  companies  of  infantry  and  scouts  as 
may  be  mounted,  the  authorized  number  of  officers'  horses, 
and  for  the  trains,  to  wit :  hire  of  veterinary  surgeons,  pur- 
chase of  medicines  for  horses  and  mules,  picket  ropes,  black- 
smiths' tools  and  materials,  horseshoes  and  blacksmiths'  tools 
for  the  cavalry  service,  and  for  the  shoeing  of  horses  and 
mules,  and  such  additional  exx>enditures  as  are  necessary  and 
authorized  by  law  in  the  movements  and  operations  of  the 
Army  and  at  military  posts,  and  not  expressly  assigned  to  any 
other  department,  two  million  four  hundred  thousand  dollars. 
To  enable  the  Secretary  of  War,  in  his  discretion,  to  cause  to 
be  transported  to  their  homes  the  remains  of  civilian  employees 
of  the  Army,  who  have  died,  or  may  hereafter  die,  while  in  the 
employ  of  the  War  Department  in  Cuba,  Porto  Rico,  Hawaii, 
and  the  Philippines,  including  the  remains  of  any  honorably 
discharged  soldiers  who  are  entitled  under  the  terms  of  their 
discharge  to  return  transportation  on  Government  transport 
and  who  die  while  on  said  transport,  the  sum  of  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  which  is  hereby  appropriated  and  made 
immediately  available  for  the  above  purpose  as  long  as  may 
he  required. 

HoRSEStFOR  CAVALRY  AND  ARTILLERY:  For  the  purchase  of 
horses  for  the  cavalry  and  artillery,  and  for  the  Indian  scouts, 
and  for  such  infantry  and  members  of  the  Hospital  Corps  in 
field  campaigns  as  may  be  required  to  be  mounted,  and  the 
expenses  incident  thereto,  seven  hundred  and  fifty  thousand 
dollars. 
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Barracks  and  quarters:  For  barracks  and  quarters  for 
troops,  storehouses  for  the  safe  keeping  of  military  stores,  for 
offices,  recruiting  stations,  and  for  the  hire  of  buildings  and 
grounds  for  summer  cantonments,  and  for  temx)orar7  build- 
ings at  frontier  stations,  for  the  construction  of  temporary 
buildings  and  stables,  and  for  repairing  public  buildings  at 
established  posts,  including  the  extra- duty  pay  of  enlisted  men 
employed  on  the  same,  three  million  dollars :  Provided,  That 
no  part  of  the  moneys  so  appropriated  shall  be  paid  for  com- 
mutation of  fuel  or  for  quarters  to  officers  or  enlisted  men. 

Transportation  op  the  Army  and  its  supplies:  Trans- 
portation of  the  Army,  including  baggage  of  the  troops  when 
moving  either  by  land  or  water,  and  including  also  the  trans- 
portation of  recruits  and  recruiting  parties  heretofore  paid 
from  the  appropriation  for  "Expenses  for  recruiting;"  of  sup- 
plies to  the  militia  furnished  by  the  War  Department ;  of  the 
necessary  agents  and  employees ;  of  clothing,  camp  and  gar- 
rison equipage,  and  other  quartermaster's  stores,  from  army 
depots  or  places  of  purchase  or  delivery  to  the  several  x>ost8 
and  army  depots,  and  from  those  de]x>ts  to  the  troops  in  the 
field;  of  horse  equipments  and  subsistence  stores  from  the 
places  of  purchase,  and  from  the  places  of  delivery  under  con- 
tract to  such  places  as  the  circumstances  of  the  service  may 
recjuire  them  to  be  sent;  of  ordnance,  ordnance  stores,  and 
small  arms  from  the  foundries  and  armories  to  the  arsenals, 
fortifications,  frontier  posts,  and  army  depots ;  freights,  wharf- 
age, tolls,  and  ferriages ;  the  purchase  and  hire  of  draft  and 
pack  animals  and  harness,  and  the  purchase  and  repair  of 
wagons,  carts,  and  drays,  and  of  ships  and  other  vessels  and 
boats  recjuired  for  the  transportation  of  troops  and  supplies  and 
for  garrison  purposes ;  for  drayage  and  cartage  at  the  several 
posts;  hire  of  teamsters  and  other  emi>loyees;  extra-duty  pay 
of  enlisted  men  driving  teams,  repairing  means  of  transporta- 
tion, and  employed  as  trainmasters,  and  in  oi)ening  roads  and 
building  wharves ;  transportation  of  funds  of  the  Army ;  the 
expenses  of  sailing  public  transports  on  the  various  rivers,  the 
Gulf  of  Mexico,  and  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  oceans ;  for  pro- 
curing water,  and  introducing  the  same  to  buildings,  at  such 
I)osts  as  from  their  situation  require  it  to  be  brought  from  a 
distance,  and  for  the  disi>«>sal  of  sewage  and  drainage,  and  for 
constructing  roads  and  wharves;  for  the  payment  of  army 
transportations  lawfully  due  such  land-grant  railroads  as 
have  not  received  aid  in  Government  bonds  (to  be  adjusted  in 

ccordance  with  the  decisions  of  the  Supreme  Court  in  cases 
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decided  under  such  land-grant  acts) ,  but  in  no  case  shall  more 
than  fifty  per  centum  of  full  amount  of  service  be  paid :  Pro- 
vided, That  such  compensation  shall  be  computed  upon  the 
basis  of  the  tariff  or  lower  special  rates  for  like  transportation 
performed  for  the  public  at  large,  and  shall  be  accepted  as  in 
f nil  for  all  demands  for  such  service :  Provided  further.  That 
in  expending  the  money  appropriated  by  this  Act,  a  railroad 
company  which  has  not  received  aid  in  bonds  of  the  United 
States,  and  which  obtained  a  grant  of  public  land  to  aid  in  the 
construction  of  its  railroad  on  condition  that  such  railroad 
should  be  a  post  route  and  military  road,  subject  to  the  use  of 
the  United  States  for  postal,  military,  naval,  and  other  Gov- 
ernment services,  and  also  subject  to  such  regulations  as  Con- 
gress may  impose  restricting  the  charge  for  such  Government 
transportation,  ha\ing  claims  against  the  United  States  for 
transportion  of  troops  and  munitions  of  war  and  military  sup- 
plies and  property  over  such  aided  railroads,  shall  be  paid  out 
of  the  moneys  appropriated  by  the  foregoing  provision  only 
on  the  basis  of  such  rate  for  the  tran8i)ortation  of  such  troops 
and  munitions  of  war  and  military  6upi)lies  and  property  as 
the  Secretarj'  of  War  shall  deem  just  and  reasonable  under 
the  foregoing  provision,  such  rate  not  to  exceed  fifty  per 
centum  of  the  compensation  for  such  Government  transpoita- 
tion  as  shall  at  the  time  be  charged  to  and  paid  by  private  par- 
ties to  any  such  company  for  like  and  similar  transportation ; 
and  the  amount  so  fixed  to  be  paid  shall  be  accepted  as  in  full 
for  all  demands  for  such  service,  thirtv  million  dollars:  Pro- 
vided,  That  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  of  this  sum  may  be 
used  in  Alaska,  and  shall  be  immediately  available,  for  the 
construction  of  military  roads  and  bridges  in  Alaska. 

Clothing,  and  camp  and  garrison  equipage  :  For  cloth, 
woolens,  materials,  and  for  the  manufacture  of  clothing  for 
the  Army,  for  issue  and  for  sale  at  cost  price  according  to  the 
Army  Regulations ;  for  altering  and  fitting  clothing  and  wash- 
ing and  cleaning,  when  necessary ;  for  equipage,  and  for  ex- 
penses of  packing  and  handling,  and  similar  necessaries ;  for 
a  suit  of  citizen's  outer  clothing,  to  cost  not  exceeding  ten 
dollars,  to  be  issued  upon  release  from  confinement  to  each 
prisoner  who  has  been  confined  under  a  court-martial  sentence 
involving  dishonorable  discharge,  for  indemnity  to  officers  and 
men  of  the  Army  for  clothing  and  bedding,  and  so  forth,  de- 
stroyed by  order  of  medical  officers  of  the  Army  for  sanitary 
reasons,  eight  million  five  hundred  thousand  dollars :  Provided 
That  on  application  of  the  governor  of  any  State  or  Territory 
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the  Secretary  of  Wai*  is  authorized  to  replace  the  quarter* 
master  supplies  which  the  volunteers  froui  said  State  or  Terri- 
tory carried  into  the  service  of  the  United  States  Army  during^ 
the  recent  war  with  Spain,  and  which  have  been  retained  liy  the 
United  States,  excltisive  of  such  supplies  as  have  been  allowed 
for  in  the  office  of  the  Auditor  for  the  War  Department  and 
such  award  accepted  by  a  State. 

Construction  and  repair  of  hospitals:  For  construction 
and  repair  of  liospitals  at  military  posts  already  established 
and  occupied,  including  the  extra-duty  pay  of  enlisted  men 
employed  on  the  same  and  including,  also,  all  exi>enditures 
for  construction  and  repairs  required  at  the  Army  and  Navy 
Hospital  at  Hot  Springs,  Arkansas,  except  quarters  for  the 
officers,  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars:  Provided, 
That  for  the  purpose  of  imi)roving  and  repairing  the  Army 
and  Navy  General  Hospital  at  Hot  Springs,  Arkansas,  and  for 
the  reconstructing  and  refitting  the  interior  of  the  bath  house, 
for  the  construction  of  a  boiler  house  and  the  purchase  of 
boilers,  for  establishing  ice  and  electric  plants,  and  for  the  con- 
struction of  a  reservoir  with  a  capacity  of  one  hundred  and 
fifty  thousand  gallons,  the  sum  of  fifty-five  thousand  dollars, 
or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  of  the  foregoing  may 
be  used,  said  sum  to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the 
Secretary  of  War. 

Quarters  for  hospital  stewards:  For  construction  of 
quarters  for  hospital  stewards  at  military  post43  already  estab- 
lished and  occupied,  including  the  extra  duty  pay  of  enlisted 
men  employed  on  the  same,  twenty  thousand  dollars. 

Shooting  galleries  and  ranges:  For  shelter,  shooting^ 
galleries,  ranges  for  small-arms  target  practice,  repairs,  and 
expenses  incident  thereto,  ten  thousand  dollars. 

MEDICAL  department. 

Medical  and  Hospital  Department  :  For  the  purchase  of 
medical  and  hospital  supplies  and  all  other  necessary  miscel- 
laneous expenses  for  the  Medical  Department  of  the  Army,  two 
million  dollars. 

Army  Medical  Museum  and  library:  For  Army  Medical 
Museum,  preservation  of  specimens,  and  the  preparation  and 
purchase  of  new  specimens,  five  thousand  dollars. 

For  the  library  of  the  Surgeon-General's  Office,  including 
the  purchase  of  necessary  books  of  reference  and  periodicals, 
ten  thousand  dollars ;  and  the  disbursing  officer  of  the  Medical 
Apartment,  at  Washington,  District  of  Columbia,  shall  be 
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credited  with  all  payments  from  the  appropriations  for  the 
library  for  the  years  ending  June  thirtieth,  eighteen  hundred 
and  ninety-eight.  June  thirtieth,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety- 
nine,  and  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred,  heretofore  or  to  lie 
hereafter  made  by  him  for  such  publications  upon  accounts 
approved  by  the  Surgeon-General. 

ENGINEER  DEPARTMENT. 

f  Engineer  depot  at  Willets  Point,  New  York:  For  inci- 
dental expenses  of  the  depot,  including  fuel,  lights,  chemicals, 
stationery,  hardware,  extra  duty  pay  to  soldiers  necessarily  em- 
ployed for  periods  not  less  than  ten  days  as  artificers  on  work 
in  addition  to  and  not  strictly  in  the  line  of  their  military 
dnties,  such  as  carpenters,  blacksmiths,  draftsmen,  ])rinters, 
lithographers,  photogi'ajjhers,  engine  drivers,  teamsters,  wheel- 
wrights, masons,  machinists,  painters,  overseers,  laborers, 
repairs  of,  and  for  materials  to  repair,  public  buildings, 
machineiy,  and  unforeseen  expenses,  five  thousand  dollars. 

For  the  purchase  of  material  for  use  of  United  States  Eni^i- 
neer  School  and  for  instruction  of  engineer  troops  at  Fort 
Totten,  Willets  Point,  in  their  special  duties  as  sappers  and 
miners;  for  land  and  submarine  mines,  pontoniers,  torpedo 
drill,  and  signaling,  one  thousand  five  hundred  dollars. 

For  purchase  and  repair  of  instruments,  to  be  issued  to  offi- 
cers of  the  Corps  of  Engineers  and  to  oflficers  detailed  and  on 
duty  as  acting  engineer  officers,  for  use  on  public  works  and 
surveys,  three  thousand  dollars. 

For  purchase  and  binding  of  professional  works  of  recent 
date  treating  of  military  and  civil  engineering  and  kindred 
scientific  subjects,  for  library  of  the  United  States  Eni^ineering 
School,  five  hundred  dollars. 

For  pontoon  trains,  intrenching  tools,  instruments,  and 
drawing  materials,  twenty-five  thousand  dollars. 

For  services  of  surveyors,  draftsmen,  photographers,  clerks 
to  engineer  officers  on  the  staff  of  division,  corps,  and  depart- 
ment commanders,  twenty-five  thousand  dollars. 

Total  for  Engineer  Department,  sixty  thousand  dollars. 

ORDNANCE  DEPARTMENT. 

Ordnance  service  :  For  current  expenses  of  the  ordnance 
service  required  to  defray  the  current  expenses  at  the  arsenals ; 
of  receiving  stores  and  issuing  arms  and  other  ordnance  sup- 
plies; of  police  and  office  duties;  of  rents,  tolls,  fuel,  and 
light;  of  stationery  and  office  furniture;  of  tools  and  instru- 
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Territory  the  Secretary  of  War  is  authorized  to  replace  the 
ordnaaoe  and  ordnance  stores  which  the  yolunteers  from  said 
State  or  Territory  carried  into  the  service  of  the  United  States 
Army  during  the  recent  war  with  Spain,  and  which  have  been 
retained  by  the  United  States. 

Hereafter  the  following  persons  only  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
benefits  of  the  National  Home  for  Disabled  Volunteer  Soldiers 
and  may  be  admitted  thereto  upon  the  order  of  a  member  of 
the  Board  of  Managers,  namely:  All  honorably  discharged 
ofScers,  soldiers,  and  sailors  who  served  in  the  reg^ular  or  vol- 
nnteer  forces  of  the  United  States  in  any  war  in  which  the 
country  has  been  engaged,  who  are  disabled  by  disease,  wounds, 
or  otherwise,  and  who  have  no  adequate  means  of  8upx)ort, 
and  by  reason  of  such  disability  are  incapable  of  earning  their 
living. 

That  the  Act  approved  January  twelfth,  eighteen  hundred 
and  ninety-nine,  granting  *'  extra  x>ay  to  officers  and  enlisted 
men  of  the  United  States  Volunteers,"  shall  extend  to  all  vol- 
unteer officers  of  the  general  staff  who  have  not  received  wait- 
ing orders  pay  prior  to  discharge,  at  the  rate  of  one  month  to 
those  who  did  not  serve  beyond  the  limits  of  the  United  States 
and  two  months  to  those  who  served  beyond  the  limits  of  the 
United  States ;  and  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  volunteer  or- 
ganizations, who  have  served  honestly  and  faithfully  in  the 
Volunteer  Army  of  the  United  States  during  the  war  with 
Spain  and  have  been  honorably  discharged  without  furlough, 
or  by  reason  of  their  services  being  no  longer  required,  or  at 
any  time  by  reason  of  wounds  received,  or  disability  con- 
tracted in  the  service  and  in  the  line  of  duty,  and  who  have 
not  received  the  extra  pay  granted  in  said  Act  or  in  subsequent 
Acts  of  Congress  supplemental  thereto:  And  this  Act  shall  be 
deemed  to  apply  to  officers  of  volunteers  who  resigned  and 
enlisted  men  of  volunteers  who  were  discharged  upon  their 
own  applications  subsequent  to  the  issue  of  orders  for  the  mus- 
ter out  of  their  organizations  and  prior  to  the  dates  of  muster 
out.

The  following  act  of  Congress  is  published  for  the  informa- 
tion and  goyernment  of  all  concerned  : 

An  Act  Making  appropriations  for  fortiflcationa  and  other  works  of 
defease,  for  the  armament  thereof,  for  the  procurement  of  heavy  ord- 
nance for  trial  and  service,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of 
the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the 
sums  of  money  herein  provided  for  be,  and  the  same  are 
hereby,  appropriated,  out  of  any  moneys  in  the  Treasury  not 
otherwise  appropriated,  to  be  available  nr'Al  expended,  namely : 

FORTIFICATIONS  AND  OTHER  WORKS  OF  DEFENSE. 

For  construction  of  gun  and  mortar  batteries,  two  million 
dollars. 

For  pneumatic  dynamite  batteries,  one  hundred  and  eighty 
thousand  dollars. 

For  installation  of  range  and  position  finders,  one  hundred 
and  fifty  thousand  dollars. 

For  the  procurement  of  land,  or  right  pertaining  thereto, 
needed  for  the  site,  location,  construction,  or  prosecution  of 
works,  for  fortifications  and  coast  defenses,  two  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars. 

For  the  purchase  of  suitable  building  sites,  and  improve- 
ments and  leases  thereon,  necessary  to  properly  provide  for  the 
garrison  at  Sullivans  Island,  Charleston,  South  Carolina,  one 
hundred  and  thirty- five  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof 
as  may  be  necessary :  Provided,  That  no  part  of  this  sum  shall 
be  expended  until  valid  title  to  all  the  land,  and  improvements 
and  leases  thereon,  necessary  for  this  purpose  shall  have  been 
acquired  by  the  United  States. 

For  the  protection,  preservation,  and  repair  of  fortifications 
for  which  there  may  be  no  special  appropriation  available,  one 
hundred  thousand  dollars. 

For  preparation  of  plans  for  fortifications,  five  thousand 
dollars.

when  traveling  on  duty  as  contemplated  in  said  Act ;  for  the 
pa3rment  of  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  board,  including  a 
per  diem  allowance  to  each  officer  detailed  to  serve  thereon, 
when  employed  on  duty  away  from  his  i)ermanent  station,  of 
two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  a  day ;  and  for  the  test  of  experi- 
mental guns,  caniages,  and  other  devices  procured  in  accord- 
ance with  the  recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Ordnance  and 
Fortification,  one  hundred  thousand  dollars:  Provided,  That 
before  any  money  shall  be  expended  in  the  construction  or 
test  of  any  gun,  gun  carriage,  ammunition,  or  implements 
under  the  supervision  of  the  said  board,  the  board  shall  be  sat- 
isfied, after  due  inquiry,  that  the  Government  of  the  United 
States  has  a  lawful  right  to  use  the  inventions  involved  in  the 
construction  of  such  gun,  gun  carriage,  ammunition,  or  imple- 
ments, or  that  the  construction  or  test  is  made  at  the  request 
of  a  person  either  having  such  lawful  right  or  authorized  to 
convey  the  same  to  the  Government. 

That  all  material  purchased  under  the  foregoing  provisions 
of  this  Act  shall  be  of  American  manufacture,  except  in  cases 
when,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  it  is  to  the 
manifest  interest  of  the  United  States  to  make  purchases  in 
limited  quantities  abroad,  which  material  shall  be  admitted 
free  of  duty. 

EMERY  CARRIAGE.

the  reconstructing  and  refitting  the  interior  of  the  bath  house, 
for  the  constnicti(m  of  a  boiler  house  and  the  purchase  of 
boilers,  for  establishing  ice  and  electric  plants,  and  for  the  con- 
struction of  a  reservoir  with  a  capacity  of  one  hundred  and 
fifty  thousand  gallons,  the  sum  of  fifty -five  thousand  dollars, 
or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  of  the  foregoing  may 
be  used,  said  sum  to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the 
Secretary  of  War. 

Quarters  for  hospital  stewards:  For  construction  of 
quarters  for  hospital  stewards  at  military  post«  already  estah- 
lished  and  occupied,  including  the  extra  duty  pay  of  enlisted 
men  employed  on  the  same,  twenty  thousand  dollars.  . 

Shooting  galleries  and  ranges:  For  shelter,  shooting* 
galleries,  ranges  for  small -arms  target  i^ractice,  repairs,  and 
expenses  incident  thereto,  ten  thousand  dollars. 

MEDICAL  department. 

Medical  and  Hospital  Department:  For  the  purchase  of 
medical  and  hospital  supplies  and  all  other  necessary  miscel- 
laneous expenses  for  the  Medical  Department  of  the  Army,  two 
million  dollars.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of 
the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the 
sums  of  money  herein  provided  for  be,  and  the  same  are 
hereby,  appropriated,  out  of  any  moneys  in  the  Treasury  not 
otherwise  appropriated,  to  be  available  nr'Al  expended,  namely : 

FORTIFICATIONS  AND  OTHER  WORKS  OF  DEFENSE. 

For  construction  of  gun  and  mortar  batteries,  two  million 
dollars. 

For  pneumatic  dynamite  batteries,  one  hundred  and  eighty 
thousand  dollars. 

For  installation  of  range  and  position  finders,  one  hundred 
and  fifty  thousand  dollars. 

For  the  procurement  of  land,  or  right  pertaining  thereto, 
needed  for  the  site,  location,  construction,  or  prosecution  of 
works,  for  fortifications  and  coast  defenses,  two  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars. 

For  the  purchase  of  suitable  building  sites,  and  improve-

Captain  Peter  C.  Deming, 
assistant  commissary  of  subsistence,  U.  S.  Volunteers, 
having  on  deposit  to  his  official  credit  with  the  assistant 
treasurer  of  the  United  States  at  New  York  certain 
public  moneys  of  the  United  States,  did,  for  a  purpose, 
not  prescribed  by  law.  by  his  official  check  Number 
127922,  dated  March  18,  1900,  made  and  drawn  upon 
said  assistant  treasurer  of  the  United  States  to  the  order 
of  G^eorge  V.  Eamshaw,  a  clerk  in  the  Subsistence  De- 
partment, U.  S.  Army,  wilfully  and  with  fraudulent

The  followiiig  extract  of  an  act  of  CJongress  is  published  for 
the  information  and  government  of  all  concerned : 

An  Act  making  appropriations  for  the  support  of  the  Military  Academy 
for  the  fisral  yoar  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  one,  and 
for  other  porpoees. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
of  the  United  States  of  America^  in  Congress  assembled.  That 
the  following  sums  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  appropriated, 
ont  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated, 
for  the  support  of  the  Military  Academy  for  the  fiscal  3'ear 
ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  one.

Sec.  2.  That  the  senior  major  general  of  the  line  command- 
ing the  Army  shall  have  the  rank,  pay,  and  allowances  of  a 
lieatenant  general,  and  his  personal  staff  shall  have  the  rank, 
pay,  and  allowances  authorized  for  the  i^taff  of  a  lieutenant 
general. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  Army  shall  have 
the  rank,  pay,  and  allowances  of  a  major  general  in  the  Army 
of  the  United  States,  and  on  his  retirement  shall  receive  the 
retired  pay  of  that  rank :  Provided,  That  whenever  a  vacancy 
shall  occur  in  the  office  of  Adjutant  General  on  the  expiration 
of  the  service  of  the  present  incumbent  the  Adjutant  General 
shall  thereafter  have  the  rank,  pay,  and  allowances  of  a  brig- 
adier general. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  corps  of  cadets  shall  consist  of  one  from 
each  Concessional  district,  one  from  each  Territory,  one  from 
the  District  of  Columbia,  two  from  each  State  at  large,  and 
thirty  from  the  United  States  at  large.  They  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  President,  and  shall,  with  the  exception  of  the  thirty 
.  cadets  appointed  from  the  United  States  at  large,  be  actual 
rosidents  of  the  Ck>ngvessional  or  Territorial  districts,  or  of  the 
District  of  Ck)lumbia,  or  of  the  States,  respectively,  from  which 
they  purport  to  be  appointed.

Headquarters,  band,  firat  and  third  sfiuadrona,  6th  U.  S. 
Cavalry,  coini>rising  Troops  A.  B,  C,  D,  I,  K,  L,  and  M,  will 
proceed  by  rail,  fully  equipped  for  field  service,  to  the  Presidio 
of  San  Francisco,  California,  there  to  be  sheltered  and  put  in 
readiness  for  duty  in  the  Philippine  Islands,  in  such  manner 
aa  the  commanding  general,  Department  of  California,  may 
direct,  and  to  remain  at  that  station  until  such  time  as  trans- 
portation for  men  and  animals  is  available.  Such  horses  as 
can  not  be  shipped  in  animal  transports  now  at  San  Francisco 
will  be  sent  to  Portland,  (Oregon,  for  shipment  on  transport 
•^Lennox,"  due  June  20.  1900.  Upon  the  departure  of  Troop 
D  from  Fort  Reno,  Oklahoma  Territory,  and  Troops  I  and  L, 
8tli  Cavalry,  from  Fort  Sill,  Oklahoma  Territory,  the  com- 
manding general,  Department  of  the  Missouri,  will  make  the 
necessary  arrangements  to  replace  them  by  two  troops  of  the 
8th  Cavalry  from  Fort  Riley,  Kansas,  and  will  also  make 
arrangements  to  transfer  the  necessary  number  of  horses  to 
monnt  these  squadrons  from  such  cavalry  troops  now  serving 
in  his  department  as  are  available  for  this  puri)ose.  Com- 
manding generals  of  departments  will  by  concert  of  action 
arrange  with  the  commanding  general,  Department  of  Cali- 
fornia, for  details  of  movement,  and  will  report  Iiduth  of  de- 
parture and  arrival  and  strenp^lli  of  commands  by  telegraph  to 
the  Adjutant  General  of  the  Army.

office,  and  enlisted  men  who  are  unfit  for  duty  with  the  active 
sqaadrons,  and  enlisted  men  who  have  less  than  a  year  to 
serve,  will  be  transferred  to  the  depot  squadron,  and  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  enlisted  men  will,  if  possible,  be  transferred 
to  the  active  squadrons  in  order  to  bring  them  up  to  the  maxi- 
mum strength  prior  to  departure. 
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Property  left  behind  by  the  troops  will  be  eecnrely  packed, 
stored,  marked,  and  listed,  in  duplicate. 

Troop  commanders  will  make  every  proper  effort  to  have 
married  men  going  abroad  arrange  to  provide  for  their  fami- 
lies by  allotments  of  pay,  as  contemplated  by  Greneral  Orders, 
No.  149,  August  17,  1899,  from  this  office. 

The  Quartermaster's  Department  will  provide  the  necessary 
transportation,  the  Subsistence  Department  suitable  travel 
rations,  and  the  Medical  Department  proper  medical  attend- 
ance and  supplies.

nance, commissary  (post  or  regimental),  quartermaster  (post 
or  regimental),  and  electrician  sergeants,  hospital  stewards, 
chief  musicians,  chief  trumpeters,  principal  musicians,  first 
Bergeants,  and  sergeants  of  the  Signal  CJorps,  when  traveling 
under  orders  on  public  business  without  troops ;  also  invalid 
soldiers,  when  so  traveling  on  the  certificate  of  a  medical 
oflKcer  showing  the  necessity  therefor. 

When  the  number  of  officers  traveling  with  troops  is  too 
small  to  justify  the  hire  by  the  Quartermaster's  Department 
of  a  standard  sleeping  car  for  their  accommodation,  they  shall 
be  famished  with  such  part  of  a  tourist  sleeping  car,  or  other 
snitable  sleeping  car,  properly  curtained  off  for  their  accom- 
modation, as  the  Quartermaster's  Department  may  provide  for 
their  use  during  the  journey.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represenataiives  of 
the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the

the  objects  hereinafter  expressed,  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
Jnne  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  one,  namely :

ated south  of  Pennsylvania  avenue  and  north  of  B  street  south- 
west, and  for  a  suitable  connection  between  the  Potomac  and 
the  Zoological  parks,  and  in  making  such  examinations  and 
plans  he  is  authorized  to  employ  a  landscape  architect  of  con- 
spicuous ability  in  his  profession;  for  services  and  expenses 
incident  to  said  examination  and  report  the  sum  of  four  thou- 
sand dollars  is  hereby  appropriated. 

For  fuel  for  the  Executive  Mansion,  greenhouses,  and  stable, 
three  thousand  dollars. 

For  care  and  necessary  repair  of  gi*eenhouses,  five  thousand 
dollars. 

For  repairs  to  conservatory,  Executive  Mansion,  two  thou- 
sand doUara. 

Lighting  the  Executive  Mansion  and  public  grounds : 
For  ga%  pay  of  lamplighters,  gas  fitters,  and  laborers;  pur- 
chase, erection,  and  repair  of  lamps  and  lamp-posts ;  purchase 
of  matches,  and  repairs  of  all  kinds ;  stoves,  fuel,  and  lights 
for  office  and  office  stable,  watchmen's  lodges,  and  for  the 
greenhouses  at  the  nursery,  twelve  thousand  five  hundred 
dollars :  Provided,  That  for  each  five-foot  burner  not  connected 
with  a  meter  in  the  lamps  on  the  public  grounds  not  more 
than  twenty  dollars  shall  be  paid  per  lamp  for  gas.  Including 
lighting,  cleaning,  and  keeping  the  lamps  in  repair,  under  any 
expenditure  provided  for  in  this  Act;  and  said  lamps  shall 
bum  every  night,  on  the  average,  from  fifteen  minutes  after 
eunset  to  forty  five  minutes  before  sunrise;  and  authority  is 
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hereby  given  to  substitute  other  illiimiTiating  material  for  the 
same  or  less  price,  and  to  use  so  much  of  the  sum  hereby 
appropriated  as  may  bo  necessary  for  that  purpose :  Provided 
further.  That  three  thousand  four  hundred  dollars  of  the  fore- 
going sum  shall  be  paid  from  the  revenues  of  the  District  of 
Columbia  and  the  remainder  from  the  Treasury  of  the  United 
States. 

For  lighting  six  arc  electric  lights  in  Executive  Mansion 
grounds  within  the  iron  fence  tliree  hundred  and  sixty  five 
nights,  at  not  exceeding  seventy-two  dollars  per  light  per 
annum,  which  shall  cover  the  entire  cost  to  the  United  States 
of  lighting  and  maintaining  in  good  order  each  electric  light 
in  said  grounds,  four  hundred  and  thirty-two  dollars. 

For  lighting  arc  electric  lights  in  public,  i;rr)unds  a^  follows; 
For  seven  in  grounds  south  of  the  Executive  Mjinsion,  thirty- 
two  in  Lafayette,  Franklin,  Judiciary,  and  Lincoln  parks,  and 
fourteen  in  grounds  south  of  Executive  Mansion  and  in  Monu- 
ment Park,  at  not  exceeding  seventy-two  dollars  per  light  per 
annum,  which  sums  shall  cover  the  entire  cost  of  lighting  and 
maintaining  in  good  order  each  of  said  arc  electric  lights;  in 
all,  three  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixteen  dollars,  one-half 
of  which  sum  shall  be  paid  from  the  revenues  of  the  District 
of  Columbia  and  the  other  half  from  the  Treasury  of  the 
United  States. 

Repair  of  water  pipes:  For  repairing  and  extending 
water  pipes,  purchase  of  apparatus  for  cleaning  them,  purchase 
of  hose,  and  for  cleaning  the  springs  and  repairing  and  renew- 
ing the  pipes  of  the  same  that  supply  the  Capitol,  the  Execu- 
tive Mansion,  and  the  building  for  the  State,  War,  and  Navy 
Departments,  two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars. 

Telegrapfi  to  connect  the  Capitol  wnii  the  Depart- 
ments AND  Government  Printing  Office:  For  care  and 
repair  of  existing  lines,  one  thousand  five  hundred  dollars. 

■Washington  Monument  :  For  the  care  and  maintenance  of 
the  Wa.shington  Monument,  namely:  For  one  custodian,  at 
one  hundred  dollars  per  month ;  one  steam  engineer,  at  eighty 
dollars  per  month ;  one  assistant  steam  engineer,  at  sixty  dol- 
lars per  month ;  one  fireman,  at  fifty  dollars  per  month ;  one 
assistant  fireman,  at  forty-five  dollars  i)er  month;  one  con- 
ductor of  elevator  car,  at  seventy-five  dollars  per  month ;  one 
attendant  on  floor,  at  sixty  dollars  per  month ;  one  attendant 
on  top  floor,  at  sixty  dollars  per  month ;  three  night  and  day- 
watchmen,  at  sixty  dollars  per  month  each ;  in  all,  eight  thou- 
sand five  hundred  and  twenty  dollars. 
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For  fuel,  lights,  oil,  waste,  packing,  tools>  matches,  paints, 
bushes,  brooms,  lanterns,  rope,  nails,  screws,  lead,  electric 
lights,  heating  apparatus,  oil  stoves  for  elevator  car  and  upper 
and  lower  floors,  repairs  to  engines,  boilers,  dynamos,  elevator, 
and  repairs  of  all  kinds  connected  with  the  Monument  and 
machinery,  and  purchase  of  all  necessary  articles  for  keeping 
the  Monument,  machinery,  elevator,  and  electric-light  plant  in 
good  order,  three  thousand  dollars. 

Installation  of  electric  power  for  the  service  of  the  Monu- 
ment: For  addition  to  boiler  house,  six  thousand  five  hundred 
dollars,  to  be  immediately  available. 

For  one  dynamo  and  connections,  including  installation  of 
new  system,  twenty  thousand  dollars,  to  be  immediately  avail- 
able. 

MILITARY  POSTS. 

For  the  construction  of  buildings  at,  and  the  enlargement  of, 
such  military  posts  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  Secretary  of  War 
may  be  necessary,  and  for  the  erection  of  barracks  and  quarters 
for  the  artillery  in  connection  with  the  adopted  project  for  sea- 
coast  defense,  and  for  the  purchase  of  suitable  building  sites 
for  said  barracks  and  quarters,  one  million  dollars:  Provided, 
That  for  the  erection  of  barracks  and  quarters  for  artillery  in 
connection  with  the  project  adopted  for  seacoast  defense  there 
shall  not  hereafter  be  exx)ended  at  any  one  point  more  than  one 
thousand  two  hundred  dollars  per  man  for  each  man  required 
for  one  relief  to  man  the  guns  at  the  post  up  to  eighty-three 
men,  the  present  permanent  strength  of  a  battery,  enlisted  and 
commissioned,  and  for  each  man  required  beyond  this  number 
aiz  hundred  dollars  per  man,  from  any  appropriation  made  by 
Congress,  unless  special  authority  of  Congress  be  granted  for 
a  greater  expenditure;  and  out  of  the  foregoing  sum  of  one 
million  dollars  there  shall  be  exx)ended  thirty  thousand  dol- 
lars for  repairs  of  barracks  and  quarters  for  troops  at  Fort 
Leavenworth,  Kansas;  forty  thousand  dollars  toward  con- 
struction of  water  and  sewer  system  and  for  road,  walks,  and 
grading  at  military  post  at  Bismarck,  North  Dakota ;  thirty 
thousand  dollars  toward  construction  of  additional  stables  at 
Fort  Riley,  Kansas;  fifty  thousand  dollars  for  buildings  and 
other  necessary  improvements  at  the  military  post  at  Fort 
Meade,  South  Dakota;  fifty  thousand  dollars  for  continuing 
work  of  rebuilding  quarters,  and  for  rebuilding  regimental 
guardhouse  at  FortD.  A.  Russell,  Wyoming;  and  thirty  thou- 
sand dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  for  ac- 
quiring by  purchase  or  condemnation  the  land  in  the  square 
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surrounding  Fort  Constitution,  at  Newcastle,  New  Hamp«^ 
shire,  to  be  used  for  barracks  and  quarters  for  troops. 

Fort  Monroe,  Virginia:  For  repair  and  maintenance  of 
wharf,  including  all  necessary  material  therefor,  and  repairs 
of  and  necessary  supplies,  fixtures,  and  furniture  for  freight 
house  and  waiting  rooms,  and  water  for  flushing  closets,  three 
thousand  and  seventy- nine  dollars;  Vharfinger,  nine  hundred 
dollars ;  laborer,  four  hundred  and  twenty  dollars ;  in  all.  four 
thousand  three  hundred  and  ninety  dollars;  for  one-half  of 
said  sum  to  be  supplied  by  the  United  States,  two  thousand 
one  hundi'ed  and  ninety-five  dollars. 

Repairs  and  operation  of  roads,  pavements,  streets,  lights, 
and  general  police :  For  rakes,  shovels,  and  brooms ;  stone  and 
labor  for  macadamizing  streets,  brick,  cement,  terra-cotta  drain 
pipe,  and  catch  basins ;  electric  lights  for  streets ;  purchase  of 
sprinkling  wagon;  repairs  to  roads,  pavements,  walks,  and 
street  crossings,  four  thousand  one  hundred  and  fifteen  dollars ; 
driver  for  police  cart,  four  hundred  and  eighty  dollars ;  in  all, 
four  thousand  five  hundred  and  ninety-five  dollars ;  for  one- 
half  of  said  sum  to  be  supplied  by  the  United  States,  two  thou- 
sand two  hundred  and  ninety-seven  dollars  and  fifty  cents. 

Maintenance  of  sewer  system:  For  coal  and  wood,  waste, 
oil,  and  pump  repairs,  sewer  pipe,  cement,  brick,  and  supplies, 
one  thousand  four  hundred  and  fifty  dollars ;  two  engineers, 
at  nine  hundred  dollars  each ;  two  firemen,  at  six  hundred 
dollars  each ;  two  laborers,  at  five  hundred  dollars  each ;  in  all, 
five  thousand  four  hundred  and  fifty  dollars ;  for  one-half  of 
said  sum  to  be  supplied  by  the  United  States,  two  thousand 
seven  hundred  and  twenty -five  dollars. 

Improvement  op  the  Yellowstone  National  Park  :  For 
the  repair  and  maintenance  of  existing  roads  and  bridges  and 
improvement  and  protection  of  the  Yellowstone  National  Park, 
to  be  expended  by  and  under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of 
War,  sixty  thousand  dollars,  of  which  amount  five  thousand 
dollars  shall  be  immediately  available  for  the  repair  of  roads: 
Provided,  That  of  this  amount  twenty  thousand  dollars,  or  so 
much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  shall  be  used  in  the  con- 
struction of  a  wagon  road  and  the  necessary  bridges  through 
the  Yellowstone  Park  Timber  Reserve  along  the  North  Fork 
of  the  Stinking-water  or  Shoshone  River  and  through  the 
Yellowstone  Park  by  way  of  the  Jones  Creek  trail  or  other 
most  practicable  route  to  a  point  on  the  Yellowstone  River 
near  where  said  river  flows  from  Yellowstone  Lake :  Provided 
further^  That  road  extensions  and  improYements  shall  here- 
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after  be  made  in  said  park  under  and  in  harmony  with  a  gen- 
eral plan  of  roads  and  improvements  to  be  approved  by  the 
Chief  of  Engineers  of  the  Army. 

Chigkamauoa  and  Chattanooga  National  Park  :  •  For 
compensation  and  expenses  of  two  civilian  commissioners  and 
the  assistant  in  historical  work ;  maps,  surveys,  clerical  and 
other  assistance,  messenger,  office  expenses,  and  all  other  nec- 
essary exi)enses ;  foundations  for  State  monuments,  mowing ; 
historical  tablets,  iron  and  bronze;  iron  gun  carriages;  for 
roads  and  their  maintenance,  restoring  the  park  after  its  use 
for  mobilizing  troops ;  and  for  the  purchase  of  land  already 
authorized  by  law ;  in  all.  sixty  thousand  dollars. 

To  complete  the  work  of  improving  the  Lafayette  State  road 
in  Georgia,  from  Lee  and  Gordans  Mills,  in  that  State,  to 
Lafayette,  ten  thousand  dollars, 

Shiloh  National  Military  Park:  For  continuing  the 
work  of  establishing  a  national  military  park  on  the  battle- 
field of  Shiloh,  Tennessee ;  for  the  compensation  of  three  civilian 
commissioners  and  the  secretary,  clerical  and  other  services, 
labor,  land,  iron  gun  can-iages  and  historical  tablets,  maps 
and  surveys,  roads,  purchase  and  transportation  of  supplies 
and  materials,  office  and  other  necessary  expenses,  fifty  five 
thousand  dollars. 

Gettysburg  National  Park:  For  continuing  the  work  of 
establishing  the  national  park  at  Gettysburg,  Pennsylvania ; 
for  the  acquisition  of  lands,  surveys,  and  maps ;  constructing, 
improving,  and  maintaining  avenues,  roads,  and  bridges 
thereon ;  making  fences  and  gates ;  marking  the  lines  of  battle 
with  tablets  and  guns,  each  tablet  bearing  a  brief  legend  giv- 
ing historic  facts,  and  compiled  without  censure  and  without 
praise ;  preserving  the  features  of  the  battlefield  and  the  monu- 
ments thereon ;  providing  for  a  suitable  office  for  the  commis- 
sioners in  Gettysburg ;  compensation  of  three  civilian  commis- 
sioners, clerical  and  other  services;  expenses,  and  labor;  the 
purchase  and  preparation  of  tablets  and  gun  carriages  and 
placing  them  in  position,  and  all  other  expenses  incidental  to 
the  foregoing,  seventy-five  thousand  dollars. 

ViCKSBURQ  National  Military  Park  :  For  continuing  the 
work  of  establishing  the  Vicksburg  National  Military  Park ; 
for  the  compensation  of  three  civilian  commissioners,  the  sec- 
retary, assistant  secretary,  and  assistant  to  the  commissioners ; 
for  clerical  and  other  services,  labor,  iron  gun  carriages,  monu- 
ments, markers,  and  historical  tablets;  maps  and  surveys; 
roads,  bridges,  restoration  of  earthworks,  purchase  and  trans- 
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portation  of  supplies  and  materials ;  these  and  other  necessary 
expenses,  sixty-five  thousand  dollars,  of  which  amount  the  sum 
of  six  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  neces- 
sary, in  the  discretion  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  in  addition  to 
the  amounts  heretofore  appropriated  for  that  purpose,  may  be 
used  in  the  purchase  of  lands  as  a  part  of  the  site  of  said  park. 

ENGINEER  DEPARTMENT. 

For  Constructing  jetties  and  other  works  at  South 
Pass,  Mississippi  River:  To  enable  the  Secretary  of  War  to 
pay  to  the  legal  representatives  of  James  B.  Eads,  deceased, 
the  second  moiety  of  the  sum  of  one  million  dollars  retained 
by  the  United  States  under  the  Act  of  March  third,  eighteen 
hundred  and  seventy-five  (first  section  on  page  four  hundred 
and  sixty-five  of  Eighteenth  Statutes) ,  to  be  paid,  all  or  in  part, 
on  the  expiration  of  twenty  years' maintenance  of  the  channel^ 
five  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

The  Secretary  of  War  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered, 
in  his  discretion,  in  case  any  unusual  obstruction  to  navigation 
in  the  cliannel  of  South  Pass,  Mississippi  River,  should  occur 
during  the  fiscal  year  nineteen  hundred  and  one,  to  use  any 
dredges  or  tugboats  of  the  Mississippi  River  Commission  for 
the  imrpose  of  removing  the  same.  And  the  sum  of  twenty- 
five  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary, 
is  hereby  appropriated,  to  be  expended  in  the  discretion  of  the 
Secretary  of  War  in  improving  or  altering  such  dredge  or 
dredges  so  as  to  make  the  same  available  for  use  in  said  South 
Pass. 

Toward  the  construction  of  works  on  harbors  and  rivers, 
under  contract  or  otherwise,  and  within  the  limits  authorized 
by  law,  namely : 

Imju-oving  harbor  at  Charleston,  South  Carolina,  under 
river  and  harbor  Act  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety -two :  For 
dredging,  forty -five  thousand  dollars. 

For  works  authorized  by  the  river  and  harbor  Act  of  eighteen 
hundred  and  ninety  six,  as  follows: 

Improving  Bayou  Plaquemine,  Louisiana:  For  continuing 
improvement,  two  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

Improving  harbor  at  Cleveland,  Ohio :  For  continuing  im- 
provement, one  hundred  and  seventy-five  thousand  doUars. 

Improving  Chicago  River,  Illinois :  For  continuing  improve- 
ment from  its  mouth  to  the  stock  yards  on  the  South  Branch, 
and  to  Belmont  avenue  on  the  North  Branch,  sixty-two  thou- 
sand dollars.

River  at  Sioux  City,  Iowa,  so  much  as  he  may  deem  advisable, 
not  to  exceed  twenty  thousand  dollars,  of  the  appropriation  of 
one  hundre<l  and  seventy  thousand  dollars  made  by  the  act 
approved  March  third,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety- nine,  for 
improving  the  Missouri  River  alx>ve  Sioux  City  to  and  includ- 
ing Bismarck,  and  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  additional 
to  the  amount  already  apportioned  from  the  said  appropria- 
tion of  one  hundred  and  seventy  thousand  dollars  for  improv- 
ing the  said  river  at  Elk  Point,  South  Dakota,  shall  be  ex- 
pended at  that  place. 

That  the  provisions  of  an  Act  entitled  *'An  Act  to  authorize 
the  construction  of  a  bridge  across  the  Yellowstone  River,  in 
the  county  of  Dawson,  State  of  Montana,"  approved  February 
twenty-sixth,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-five,  so  far  as  they 
relate  to  and  require  a  drawspan  to  be  erected  and  maintained, 
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are  hereby  so  far  modified  as  to  permit  the  erection  of  an  iron 
or  steel  bridge  under  said  Act,  without  erecting  and  maintain- 
ing a  drawspan  in  such  bridge :  Provided,  however ^  That  the 
spans  of  said  bridge,  when  repaired  and  constructed,  shall  give 
not  less  than  one  huudred  feet  cleai*  space  between  the  piers, 
and  that  the  two  easterly  s{)ans  shall  give  a  clear  headroom  of 
twenty-five  feet  above  low  water,  as  defined  in  the  Government 
surveys  at  the  locality. 

COLUMBIA  RIVER. 

For  the  repair  of  the  jetty  at  the  mouth  of  Columbia  River, 
Oregon  and  Washington,  including  repairs  to  wharves,  ap- 
proaches, tramway,  plant,  quarters,  and  buildings,  and  con- 
tingent expenses,  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars.

of  the  United  Statea,  and  other  burial  places,  under  the  Acts 
of  March  third,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-three,  and 
February  third,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-nine,  twenty- 
five  thousand  dollars.

For  the  public  printing,  for  the  public  binding,  and  for  paper 
for  the  public  printing,  including  the  cost  of  printing  the  de 
bates  and  proceedings  of  Congress  in  the  Congressional  Record, 
and  for  lithographing,  mapping,  and  engraving  for  both  Houses- 
of  Congress,  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  the  su- 
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preme  court  of  the  District  of  Colmnbia,  the  Court  of  Claims, 
the  Library  of  Congress,  the  ExecntiTe  Office,  and  the  Depart- 
ments, inclnding  salaries  or  compensation  of  ail  necessary 
clerks  and  employees,  for  labor  (by  the  day,  piece,  or  contract), 
and  for  rents,  books  of  reference,  and  all  the  necessary  materials 
which  may  be  needed  in  the  prosecution  of  the  work,  three 
million  nine  hundred  and  f  orty-eight  thousand  eight  hundred 
dollars:  Provided,  That  the  Public  Printer  may  hereafter,  in 
his  discretion,  pay  all  printers,  bookbinders,  and  leather  {Mirers

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That 
tiie  President  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  to  revoke  his 
order  of  December  third,  eighteen  hnndred  and  eighty,  confirm- 


bery;  burglary,  defined  to  be  the  breaking  and  entering  by 
nighttime  into  the  house  of  another  person  with  intent  to 
commit  a  felony  therein ;  and  the  act  of  breaking  and  entering 
the  house  or  building  of  another,  whether  in  the  day  or  night- 
time, with  the  intent  to  commit  a  felony  therein;  the  act  of 
entering,  or  of  breaking  and  entering  the  offices  of  the  Govern- 
ment and  public  authorities,  or  the  offices  of  banks,  banking 
houses,  savings  banks,  trust  companies,  insurance  or  other 
companies,  with  the  intent  to  commit  a  felony  therein ;  perjury 
or  the  subornation  of  perjury ;  rape ;  arson ;  piracy  by  the  law  of 
nations ;  murder,  assault  with  intent  to  kill,  and  manslaughter,

be  indorsed  on  the  furloughs  by  the  transport  commissaries. 
The  furloughs  will  direct  the  soldier  to  report  for  duty  at  the 
close  of  the  last  day  thereof  at  the  military  post  nearest  the 
I)articular  home  port  from  which  transports  usually  sail  for 
the  inlands  or  stations  above  referred  to  and  the  commanding 
officers  of  these  posts  will  assign  such  enlisted  men  to  organ- 
izations under  their  command  for  the  purpose  of  subsistence 
during  the  time  they  are  detained  at  their  posts,  and  they  will 
be  returned  to  their  proper  stations  by  the  first  available 
transport. 

Commanding  officers  will  cause  notation  to  be  made  on  the 
furloughs  showing  the  dates  when  the  men  report  at  their 
posts,  and  at  the  proper  time  will  issue  the  necessary  orders 
directing  them  to  rejoin  their  stations,  reciting  therein  the 
date  of  their  arrival  in  the  United  States,  date  of  reporting  at 
post,  and  whether  or  not  commutation  of  rations  has  been 
paid.  A  copy  of  the  order  will  be  furnished  to  the  soldier  and 
to  the  commanding  officers  concerned. 

The  commissary  of  the  transport  on  which  these  enlisted 
men  return  will  indorse  on  such  orders  the  dates  during  which 
they  were  subsisted  aboard  the  transport.  The  order  will  be 
retained  by  the  enlisted  man  who  will  deliver  it  to  his  com- 
manding officer  as  evidence  of  his  authority  to  be  absent  from 
his  post  during  the  time  required  for  travel  in  rejoining  the 
same.

1.  An  applicant  will  not  be  recommended  nnlees  be  has 
sooght  for  a  year  or  more  to  become  practically  familiar  with 
one  or  more  classes  of  electric  machinery  or  with  some  portion 
of  the  elementary  literature  on  electricity. 

2.  In  the  examination  the  applicant  should  first  be  required 
to  name  two  or  three  commercial  or  service  electrical  machines 
with  which  he  is  most  familiar ;  also  the  machinery  or  B'p- 
paratns  which  he  believes  might  safely  be  introsted  to  his  sole 
charge;  also  the  books  on  electricity  which  he  has  studied. 

8.  He  should  then  be  carefully  watched  while  handling  only 
the  kind  of  machinery  or  apparatus  with  which  he  claims  to 
be  most  familiar;  as  supplementary  only,  he  may  be  further 
examined  by  questions  and  answers  regarding  it. 

4.  If,  for  example,  he  should  only  claim  to  be  a  steam  boiler 
tender  or  fireman  and  should  display  full  knowledge  and  dex- 
terity in  the  use  of  the  boiler  and  in  the  use  of  all  its  appurte- 
nances he  may  be  recommended.  But  if  he  should  lail  on 
such  important  points  as  to  operate  satisfactorily  the  injector 
or  pump,  or  to  verify  the  water  gauge,  or  to  maintain  a  uniform 
fire,  etc.,  he  will  not  be  recommended; 

5.  If  an  applicant  should  claim  to  be  a  skilled  mechanic  and 
should  allow  a  screw*  driver  to  slip  from  the  head  of  a  screw, 
or  a  wrench  to  slip  from  a  nut,  or  should  cut  a  screw's  thread 
inaccurately,  or  fail  to  assemble  a  piece  of  mechanism  as  he 
found  it  before  dismounting,  etc.,  he  should  not  be  recom- 
mended. 

6.  If  having  no  chance  to  handle  machinery,  the  applicant 
should  show  upon  examination  exceptional  knowledge  from

in  time  of  peace,"  and  the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury  has 
decided  that  the  increase  of  pay  thus  provided  for  will  com- 
mence only  on  the  date  of  arrival  in  said  places  and  cease  on 
the  date  of  departure  therefrom. 

To  facilitate  the  payment  of  the  increase  of  pay  to  officers 
and  enlisted  men  entitled  thereto,  officers  in  charge  of  pas- 
senger manifests  of  United  States  tran8x>orts  conveying  officers 
and  enlisted  men,  not  traveling  with  their  organizations,  to  or 
from  Porto  Rico,  Cuba,  the  Philippine  Islands,  or  Hawaii,, 
win  furnish  before  departure  from  the  x>orts  in  said  islands  a 
list  of  such  officers  and  enlisted  men  to  the  commanding  gen- 
erals of  the  divisions  or  departments,  as  the  case  may  be,  in> 
the  form  hereinafter  prescribed,  and  immediately  upon  arrival 
in  the  United  States  will  furnish  the  Adjutant  General  of  the- 
Army  a  duplicate  thereof,  adding  thereto  the  date  of  arrival 
of  the  transport.  A  similar  list  will  be  furnished  by  officers  in 
charge  of  passenger  manifests  to  commanding  generals  ux>on 
arrival  of  transports  conveying  officers  and  enlisted  men  to 
the  islands  named. 

In  like  manner  lists  will  be  furnished  of  commissioned  offi- 
cers and  enlisted  men  traveling  on  public  transports,  other 
than  with  their  organizations,  between  the  United  States  or 
any  of  our  island  possessions  and  China,  to  facilitate  the  ad- 
justment of  claims  for  increased  pay  for  service  in  China, 
should  such  pay  be  hereafter  allowed. 

Commanding  generals  of  divisions  and  departments  or 
armies  wiU  cause  the  information  contained  in  such  lists  to 
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be  commanicated  to  the  commanding  oi&cers  of  the  organiza- 
tions to  which  the  officers  and  men  belong,  with  the  yiew  that 
proper  notation  thereof  may  be  made  on  the  records,  eepedally 
the  pay  and  the  mnster  rofls. 

In  cases  of  officers  and  enlisted  men  serving  in  the  Territory 
of  Alaska,  who  are  transported  to  and  from  the  States  by  the 
regular  steamers,  the  commanding  general,  Department  of 
the  Golmnbia^  will  procure  the  necessary  information  upon 
the  arrival  of  the  steamers  from  Alaska  and  forward  it  to  the 
Adjutant  General  of  the  Army,  and  the  commanding  general. 
Department  of  Alaska,  will  make  snch  arrangements  as  may 
be  practicable  with  the  steamship  companies  to  be  supplied 
with  the  necessary  data  on  the  departure  from  and  arriyal  of 
the  steamers  in  Alaska,  and  communicate  the  same  to  the 
commanding  officers  of  the  organizations  concerned.  Blank 
forms  for  the  lists  prescribed  will  be  furnished  by  the  Adju- 
tant {general  of  the  Army. 

2.  In  cases  of  all  soldiers  hereafter  discharged  in  the  United 
.States,  or  deceased  soldiers  who  have  served  in  Porto  Rioo,

The  money  allowance  for  clothing  for  the  first  year  of  each  enlistment  is  allotted 
by  half  yean,  and  the  allowance  for  the  second  and  third  years  enlistment  should  be 
divided  by  two  to  obtain  the  semiannual  allownnce.  There  is  no  monthly  allow- 
ance. The  money-allowance  tables  give  the  daily  proportion,  estimating  365  days 
to  the  year,  which  should  be  used  only  for  fractional  periods  less  than  the  half 
year. 

Each  enlisted  man  Is  allowed,  for  the  first  year  of  every  enlistment,  the  sum  of 
five  dollars  for  the  purpose  of  having  his  clothing  altered  and  fitted  to  his  person. 
This  snm  is  included  in  the  first  six  months  of  the  first  year's  allowance  as  published 
in  the  accompanying  tables. 

The  annual  money  allowance  of  band  sergeants  and  band  musicians  of  Engineers 
will  bo  the  same  as  that  for  company  sergeants  and  privates  of  the  same  arm  of 
service,  and  such  articles  of  band  uniforms,  including  music  pouches,  as  do  not  form 
part  of  their  annual  clothing  allowance  to  which  tliey  arc  authorizc<l,  may  bo  issued, 
but  not  charged  to  them,  except  in  case  of  loss  or  damage.  The  articles  thus  issued 
without  charge  will,  however,  remain  the  property  of  the  United  States.

By  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  paragraph  I,  General 
Orders,  No.  180,  November  20. 1898,  from  this  office,  is  revoked 
and  the  following  is  snbstitnted  therefor : 

Deserters  from  volunteer  organizations  are  subject  to  arrest 
and  to  trial  by  general  court-martial  at  any  time  prior  to  the 
disbandment  of  the  Volunteer  Army  of  which  those  organiza- 
tions form  a  part,  but  when  that  army  passes  out  of  existence 
deserters  from  it  are  no  longer  subject  to  the  operation  of 
military  law.  The  Volunteer  Army  which  was  raised  and 
maintained  during  the  war  with  Spain  under  the  provisions 
of  the  act  of  Congress  approved  April  22,  1898,  is  no  longer  in 
existence,  and  deserters  from  it  are  not  subject  to  the  exercise 
of  military  authority.  Such  deserters  will  not  be  taken  into 
custody  or  under  military  control,  either  by  acceptance  of 
their  surrender  or  otherwise,  and  no  certificates  of  discharge 
of  any  kind  will  be  issued  to  them. 

When  it  is  found  in  future  that  it  is  impracticable  to  bring 
to  trial  deserters  from  volunteer  organizations  that  are  being 
prepared  at  that  time  for^uster  out  of  service  or  that  have 
been  mustered  out  of  service  previously,  although  the  Volun- 
teer Army  of  which  the  mustered-out  organizations  formed  a 
part  may  still  be  in  existence,  such  deserters  will  not  be  taken 
into  custody  or  under  military  control,  either  by  acceptance  of 
their  surrender  or  otherwise;  no  change  on  the  muster  rolls 
or  other  records  will  be  made  with  regard  to  them  and  no 
certificates  of  discharge  of  any  kind  will  be  issued  to  them. 
Those  who  claim  that  the  charges  of  desertion  standing 
against  them  are  erroneous  or  unfounded  will  be  advised  to 
submit  to  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  Array  written  state- 
ments, under  oath,  of  the  facts  in  their  respective  cases,  to- 
gether with  such  corroborative  testimony,  also  under  oath,  as 
they  may  be  able  to  obtain.  Mustei*yig  officers  and  others 
having  cognizance  of  such  cases  will  make  special  reports  to 


the  Adjutant  General  of  the  Army  in  those  cases  in  which 
they  have  reason  to  believe  that  the  charge  of  desertion  has 
been  made  en-oneonsly  or  improperly. 

It  is  to  be  understood  that  nothing  in  this  order  shall  be 
held  to  apply  to  the  cases  of  deserters  whom  it  is  i)racticable 
to  bring  to  trial,  and  that  the  order  only  applies  to  those  whom 
it  is  clearly  impracticable  to  bring  to  trial  without  delajing 
the  muster  out  of  the  commands  to  which  they  belong  or  for 
other  equally  good  reasons. 

This  order  shall  not  be  construed  as  affecting  the  status  of 
military  convicts  of  the  Volunteer  Army  under  sentences  of 
general  courts-martial  for  desertion  or  other  offences.  Such 
convicts  remain  liable  to  the  full  execution  of  their  sentences 
notwithstanding  the  disbandment  of  the  army  to  which  they 
belonged.

In  the  absence  of 
a  commissioned  medical  officer  or  acting  assistant  surgeon  re- 
cruiting officers  will  whenever  practicable  employ  a  civilian 
physician  to  make  the  physical  examination  preceding  enlist- 
ment {see  par.  1458).  At  recniiting  stations  where  a  large 
number  of  recruits  are  to  be  exatnined  application  will  be 
made  to  the  Surgeon  General  for  authority  to  employ  a  phy- 
sician by  the  month  under  contract.  When  a  recniiting  officer 
who  has  employed  a  physician  by  the  month  under  contract 
under  proper  authority  is  ordere<l  from  place  to  place  to  make 
enlistments,  he  will  give  the  physician  proper  written  orders 
in  advance  to  accomi>any  him  for  the  purpose  of  examining 
recruits,  naming  the  places  to  be  visited,  and  stating  in  the 
order  that  the  travel  enjoined  is  necessary  for  the  public  serv- 
ice. When  there  is  no  medical  examiner  at  the  station  the 
recruiting  officer  will  make  the  rec^uired  examination. 

843.  Eveiy  accepted  (sworn)  recruit  not  already  protected 
will  be  vaccinated  at  the  recruiting  statitm  by  the  examining 
surgeon  {st'e  par.  1458).  Vaccine  virus  is  supplied  by  the 
Surgeon  General.  As  soon  as  a  recruit  joins  any  rendezvous, 
regiment,  or  post  he  will  be  examined  by  the  surgeon  to  ascer- 
tain whether  vaccination  is  required.  In  all  cases  where  there 
is  not  unmistakable  evidence  of  successful  vaccination  within  a 
reasonable  period  the  operation  will  be  performed  immediately.

I— By  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  paragraphs  468,  848, 
and  1119,  amended  by  General  Orders,  No.  7,  January  14, 1899. 
and  x>aragraph  2,  Circular,  No.  18,  June  16,  1900,  from  this 
office,  and  paragraphs  1407, 1417,  and  1447  of  the  Regulations 
are  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

46S.  The  Army  Medical  School,  at  Washington,  District  of 
Columbia,  is  governed  by  special  regulations,  and  will  have 
the  following  organization : 

1.  The  faculty,  which  will  consist  of  four  or  more  professors 
selected  from  the  senior  officers  of  the  Medical  Department 
stationed  in  or  near  the  city  of  Washington  and  such  asso- 
ciate professors  as  may  be  required.  The  senior  officer  will 
be  president  and  the  junior  secretary  of  the  faculty. 

2.  The  student  officers  will  be  selected  by  the  Surgeon  Gen- 
eral from  those  medical  officers  who  have  been  appointed  since 
the  last  preceding  term  of  the  school  and  such  others  as  may 
be  authorized  to  attend. 

848.  A  register  of  the  medical  examination  of  recruits  will 
be  kept  at  each  recruiting  station  and  rendezvous.  A  rei>ort 
of  the  recruits  examined  during  the  preceding  month  will  be 
forwarded  not  later  than  the  6th  day  of  every  month  to  the 
Surgeon  General,  who  will  furnish  blanks  for  the  purpose,  as 
well  as  blank  registers  of  medical  examination.  When  a 
register  is  filled  it  will  be  forwarded  to  the  Surgeon  General. 
Cases  of  "recruits  on  probation  "  who  have  failed  for  any  cause 
to  complete  their  enlistment  will  be  indicated  by  an  appro- 
priate entry  in  the  column  of  remarks,  both  on  the  monthly 
reports  to  the  Surgeon  General  and  in  the  register. 

1119.  The  baggage  to  be  transported  at  public  exi)en8e,  in- 
cluding mess  chests  and  personal  baggage,  upon  change  of 
station,  will  not  exceed  the  following  weights :

Army,  and  inclosing  a  blank  form  of  ''  Contract  for  Services  as  Nnrse,^* 
and  inviting  attention  to  paragraph  2  thereof  in  part  as  follows: 

That  during  the  contlnuanr»e  of  this  contra«'t  the  party  of  the  second 
part  Hhall  receive  in  full  payment  and  satisfaction  for  the  services  herein 

agreed  to  be  rondfred  ilio  sum  of ($ )  dollars  per  months  together 

with  one  ration  in  kind  per  day  C which  miiy  b<^  commuted  at  tlm  rate  of 
75  cents  pc»r  d>iy  when  on  duty  where  subsistence  is  not  furnished  by  the 
United  States,  and  Ji5  cents  per  day  when  on  leave  of  absence ,K    ♦    ♦    ♦ 

The  question  submitted  for  my  decision  is— 

"Whether  paym«mt  of  commutation  of  rutionsran  properly  be  made  them 
from  such  funds  (of  the  Hubsistonce  Department)  for  periods  when  sta- 
tioned at  places  where  the  ration  in  kind  stipulated  for  in  their  contracts 
can  not  be  obtained  from  the  Subsistence  Department,  or  when  absent 
with  leave. 

The  Acting  Commissary  General  submits  the  propositions  in  the  fol- 
lowing form : 

As  the  form  of  contract  by  the  Medical  Departraont  herewith  assumes 
t^)  bind  the  appropriations  of  the  Subsistence  Department  for  the  pay- 
ment of  commutation  of  rations  to  members  of  the  Array  Nurse  Corps, 
I  recommend  that  the  subject  of  such  payments  be  referred  to  the  Comp- 
troller for  decision  upon  the  followinj;  points  : 

1.  No  appropriation  having  been  made  in  the  approi)riation  acts  for 
the  support  of  the  Army  for  paying  commutation  of  rations  to  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Army  Nurse  Corps,  mftlo  cind  female  ibning  civil  employees), 
from  funds  of  the  Subsistence  Department,  can  payment  of  commutation 
of  rations  be  properly  paid  them  from  such  funds'for  periods  whnn  sta- 
ttoDod  at  places  where  the  ration  in  kind  stipulated  for  iu  their  contracts 
can  not  be  obtained  from  the  Subsistence  Department,  or  when  absent 
on  leave? 

2.  If  it  be  decided  that  they  are  to  be  paid  comiAutatlon  of  rations  by 
tbt*  Subsistence  Depctrtmeut,  at  what  rates  are  they  to  be  allowed:  (a) 
When  stationed  at  places  where  the  ration  in  kind  can  not  be  obtained 
from  the  Subsistence  Department;  (6)  when  absent  on  leave? 

3.  Are  those  in  receipt  of  more  than  $i5»)  pay  per  month  from  the  Medi- 
cal Department  entitled  to  commutation  of  rations:  attention  l>eing 
invited  to  Army  Regulations  I'ZyZ^  as  amon»led  ])y  G<»neral  Orders,  No. 
KW,  War  Department,  July  £.),  1S'J8,  and  to  the  fact  that  at  every  point 
where  rations  in  kind  can  be  obtained  by  issue  from  the  Suljsistence 
Department,  sabsistQn(;e  stores  can  there  be  purchased  by  the  civil  um- 
I)loveee  of  the  Ariny  under  Army  Regulations  l:d84,  as  amended  by  General 
Orders,  No.  139,  Headquarters  of  tlie  Army,  189H'/  Of  course  such  pur- 
ctuues  are  made  from  their  i>ay  proper. 


A  brief  reTiew  of  the  laws  relating  to  Army  nurses  mems  nsefol: 

Women  may  be  emploj^ed.  instead  of  soldiers,  a^  narsies  in  ireuAral  or 
permanent  hospitals,  at  sach  times  and  in  sach  nnmbens  as  tlie  Saru«H>n 
General,  or  the  medical  officer  in  charge  of  snch  hospital,  nuy  deem 
proper.    » Sec.  1338.  Rev.  Stat.) 

Hospital  matrons  and  nurses  may  be  employed  in  post  or  regimental 
h(^itaLs  in  such  nambers  as  may  be  necfssary.    (/d.  I:SO.) 

Hospital  matrons  in  post  or  re^mental  hospitals  shall  n^ceire  ten  dol- 
lars a  month,  and  female  nurses  m  general  b'jspitals  shall  roceiTe  forty 
cents  a  dav  One  raUon  in  kind  or  oy  commutation  shall  be  allowed  to 
eaf-h.    (Id.\f^.)  ^ 

*  *  ^  hospital  matrtins,  and  nurses  employed  in  i^ost  or  regimental 
hospitals, shall  be  entitled  to  receive  one  ration  daily,    i Id.  1293. ) 

The  next  statute  relating  to  Army  nurses  is  found  in  the  Deficiency  Act 
of  July  7, 1«»  i.30  Stat .  TnS).  as  follows: 

For  pay  of  three  hundred  civilian  nnrteg  at  thirty  dollars  per  month, 
during  the  six  months  beginning  July  first,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety- 
eight,  fifty-four  thousand  dollars.

The  Army  Appropriation  Act  for  the  year  anding  June  30. 1000,  approvad 
March  3, 1880  (30  Stat.,  1072),  provides. under  the  head  of  Medical  Depart- 
ment: 

Medical  axd  hospital  drpartmevf:  For  the  purchase  of  medical 
and  hospital  supplies,  and  all  other  necessary  miscellaneous  exjiensea  for 
the  Medical  Dt)p:«rtment  of  the  Army,  one  million  five  hundred  thousand 
dollars. 

The  same  act,  page  lOtx'^.  provides: 

Subsistence  or  the  army:  Parchase  of  subsi-stence  supplies:  For 
tMue  aa  rations  to  troops,  civil  employees  when  eutitled  thereto,  A 'i«pif a f 
matrons  and  nurses.    *    *    * 

The  same  paragraph  and  act  provides  for  commutation  of  rations  to 
en!i.^ted  men^  but  with  no  mention  of  hospital  matrons  or  nurses. 

The  language  of  the  appropriation  for  the  Medical  Department  for  the 
fiHv'al  year  1901  is  id3Qtical  with  that  for  19U0  except  in  theamoant  appro- 
priated, and  the  language  us<*i  in  appropriating  for  the  SubHistence 
Department  for  the  ye.ar  IVkll  is  identical  with  that  used  for  1000  so  flar 
as  the  matter  under  con.sideration  is  concerned. 

It  is  from  an  examination  of  the  law  citeJ  alx)ve  and  Army  Regaha- 
tions  that  we  must  determine  what  authority  i«xtst4  for  the  employment 
of  nurses.  m;ile  and  femtle,  their  compeajation  ^piyand  allowauctrs), 
and  their  right  to  commutation  of  rations. 

The  Actinia  Commiss:iry  General  raises  the  question  whether  section 
l"i77.  Revised  Statutes,  h:\s  b^en  repealed  or  suspended  by  the  later  law 
quoted  above.  I  find  nothins;:  in  this  later  law  which  in  any  way  conflicts 
with  S'iction  1377.  That  section  stands  intact,  but  it  is  not  all  the  lair 
relating  to  nurses.  It  seoms  clear  that  whenever  female  nurses  are  em- 
ployed in  general  hospitals  ^except  when  employed  as  part  of  the  3U0 


authorized  by  the  act  of  Jaly  7, 1886,  gupra),  section  1277,  Revised  Statutes, 
fixes  the  measure  of  their  allowances.  This  section  ezpremly  provides 
for  commutation  of  the  ration,  no  rate  being  mentioned. 

Section  129o,  Revised  Statutes,  provides  that  when  nnrses  (without 
mentioning  sex)  are  employed  in  poftt  or  r»'gi mental  hospitals  tbey  shall 
be  entitled  to  receive  one  ration  daily.  No  provision  is  made  therein  for 
commutation. 

From  the  foreg:oinflr  it  seems  clear  that  we  must  look  to  sections  1238 
and  1238,  Revised  Statutes,  and  to  tba  act  of  May  26, 18U0  (31  Stat.,  21<'i). 
for  the  authority  to  employ  male  and  female  nurses. 

Section  1238,  Revised  Statutes,  authorizes  the  employment  of  women  as 
nur8e9  in  general  or  permanent  hospitals,  and  section  1238  authorizes  the 
employment  of  nuneM  (without  mentioning  sex)  in  post  or  regimental 
hoepitals. 

The  act  of  3Cay  26, 1800,  supra^  provides: 

For  the  purchase  of  medical  and  hospital  supplies  and  all  other  ufH^es- 
sary  miscellaneous  expenses  for  the  Medical  Department  of  the  Army, 
two  million  dollars. 

No  doubt  the  employment  of  nurses  would  be  a  necessary  miscellaneous 
expense  of  the  Medical  Department.  The  act  of  May  2b,  19i)0.  mpra^  does 
not  attempt  to  fix  the  compensation  of  nurses.  It  in  an  appropriation  of 
a  lump  sum  from  which  nurses  may  be  paid,  but  docs  not  refer  to  uor 
change  the  law  then  existing  fixing  the  compensation  and  allowances  of 
nurses  where  that  had  been  done  by  preexisting  law.  In  fixing  the  com- 
pensation of  those  nurses  who  are  not  subject  to  the  proviHions  of  sections 
1277  and  128  >,  Revised  Statutes,  it  is  no  doubt  competent,  if  the  rt'Qula- 
tions  permit,  to  provide  for  the  issuance  of  rations  in  kind  or  a  commuta- 
tion tiiereof  at  a  specific  rate  per  day.  When  furaished  in  kind  tlie  ap- 
propriation for  the  Subsistence  Department,  act  of  May  M,  UKX)  (31  Stnt.. 
211),  will  bear  the  expense,  provision  therefur  having  been  made  in  said 
act.  This  appropriation  makes  jirovinion  only  for  the  regulation  allow- 
ance for  commutation  of  rations  to  enlisted  men;  therefore  I  am  of  opinion 
that  such  commutation  as  can  projierly  be  allowed  nurses,  under  contract 
and  regulations,  is  not  payable  from  the  subsistence  approprintion,  but  is 
payable,  as  part  of  the  pay,  from  the  appropriation  for  the  Medical  and 
Hosintal  Department. 

Undoubtedly  thotse  nuries  employed  under  the  authority  of  the  law 
alxjve  cited  are  clrilian  employees,  and  those  not  provided  for  by  se<:tions 
1277  and  1285,  Revised  Statutes,  are  subject  to  the  restrictions  found  in 
p.iragraph  I25'i.  Army  Regulations.  aH  modified  by  General  Orilers,  No. 
KM,  of  liJ98,  which  provide: 

Whwn  the  rate  of  pay  of  a  civilian  employed  with  the  Army  does  not 
exceed  sixty  dollars  per  month,  and  the  circumstance ■«  of  his  sorvicre 
make  it  ne<;(»Hary.  and  the  terms  of  his  engai^ement  provide  for  it,  there 
mjiy  be  is§*ied  to  him  one  ration  in  kiud  per  day.    *    *    * 

Paragraph  731,  Army  Regulations,  provides: 

Those  in  receipt  of  a  ration  under  piragraph  VZai  will  not  be  allowed 
commutation  therefor. 

Paragraph  1273,  Army  Regulations,  provides: 

Commutationof  rations  will  not  be  allowed    *   *   *   to  civil  employees. 

Under  paragraph  1252,  Army  Regulations,  as  amended  there  appears 
to  be  no  authority  to  contrttct  with  a  nurse,  except  under  section  12l>5, 
Revised  Statutes,  agreeing  to  furniph  a  ration  in  kind  when  the  pay 
proper  exceeds  |00  per  month;  and  under  paragraphs  731  and  1273,  Army 


Begnlmtiotis,  there  is  no  sntbority  to  make  an  affreement  with  a  n\ 
for  cammuiaii&ti  of  rafuxM,  no  matter  what  the  pay  afrreed  upon  may  be. 
This,  howerer,  has  no  relation  to  female  nuraes  employed  in  general  hos- 
pitals under  section  1277,  Beviaed  Statutes,  which  provides  for  rations  or 
commutation  thereof. 

The  oon'^losiona  from  the  foregoinir  seem  to  he: 

1.  Female  nurses  may  be  employed  in  general  or  permaiieMfho6piCn.ls 
(section  12SS.  Bev.  Stat.). and  when  so  employed  they  are  entitled  to  re- 
ceive one  ration  in  In  nd.  or  a  commutation  thereof  at  the  rejrulation  rate. 
(Section  1277.  Rer.  Stat.) 

2.  Nurses,  either  male  or  female,  may  be  employed  in  jwat  or  rtegi- 
mental  hoapit«ls  (section  1330,  Ber.  Stat.). and  when  so  employed  tbey 
are  «ititled  to  receive  the  rate  oi  pay  agreed  upon  and  one  ration  daily. 
(Section  195.  Ber.  Stat. )    No  provision  is  made  for  commutation. 

3.  Under  the  act  of  May  26, 1900,  •vpra,  appropriating  for  the  Medi<:Al 
Department,  maU  nurses  may  be  employed  in  general  or  permanent  hos- 
pitals, and  when  so  employiid  their  rate  of  pay  is  subject  to  agreement 
or  contract  under  Army  Begxilations.  Their  right  to  receive  rations  m 
kind  is  a  matter  of  agreement,  subject  only  to  the  limitntions  of  Army 
Begulations.  No  commutation  can  be  paid  without  a  change  of  Army 
Regulations. 

4.  Nurses  are  civilian  employeea.  and  paragraph  l^S,  Army  Regula- 
tions, prohibits  the  allowance  of  rations  to  any  civil  employee  whose  |i«y 
exceeds  pst)  per  month.  This  regulation,  however,  can  not  be  held  to  ap- 
ply to  female  nurses  employed  in  ffeneral  hospitals  (section  1S<T,  Bev. 
Stat  ),  nor  to  male  or  female  nurses  employed  in  post  or  regimental  bos- 
pi  tols.    (Section  l^aj.  Bev.  KUt.) 

5.  Paragraphs  731  and  1273.  Army  Begulations,  prohibits  commuteUion 
of  rations  to  all  civilian  employees,  but  these  paragraphs  can  not  be  held 
to  apply  to  female  nurses  employed  in  general  hospitals.  (Section  1277. 
Rev.  Stat.) 

6.  When  rations  in  kind  are  properly  furnished  the  cost  will  fall  on  the 
Subsistence  Department. 

7.  When  commutation  of  rations  is  properly  allowable  under  the  la-w. 
or  under  agreement  if  regulations  shall  be  modified  to  permit,  the  cost 
thereof  must  be  regarded  as  an  addition  to  the  regrolar  pay  and  charge- 
able to  the  appropriation  used  in  paying  the  monthly  compensation  and 
paid  on  the  same  voucher,  as  indicated  by  the  Judge  Advocate  General* 
in  his  indorsement  of  July  90, 1900.  The  appropriation  for  subsistence  of 
the  Army  makes  no  provision  for  commutation  of  rations  to  civil  em- 
ployees.

For  officers  and  others  in  the  above  list,  when  embarking 
under  orders  for  extended  service  over  the  sea  and  for  duty  in 
Alaska,  and  upon  change  of  station  in  Alaska  and  in  places 
beyond  the  limits  of  the  United  States,  as  well  as  upon  return 
to  the  United  States,  the  allowance  of  baggage  to  be  trans- 
ported by  the  Quartermaster's  Department  from  initial  point 
to  port  of  embarkation  and  from  port  of  destination  to  garrison 
station,  will  be  three  times  the  allowance  prescribed  above  for 
change  of  station. 

These  allowances  are  in  excess  of  the  weights  transported 
free  of  charge  under  the  regular  fares  by  public  carriers.

I— The  following  regulations  governing  the  United  States 
Artillery  School,  Fort  Monroe,  Virginia,  are  published  for  the 
information  and  guidance  of  all  concerned : 

1.  The  Artillery  School  shall  consist  of  a  commandant,  an 
adjutant,  such  instructors  as  may  be  detailed,  and  such  troops, 
officers,  and  enlisted  men  as  may  be  assigned  to  it  for  duty  or 
instruction  by  orders  from  Headquarters  of  the  Army. 

2.  The  general  administration  of  the  school  is  intrusted  to 
the  commandant.  The  head  of  each  department  of  instruction 
will  conduct  the  work  of  his  department. 

3.  A  school  board,  consisting  of  the  commandant  as  presi- 
dent and  the  heads  of  departments  as  members,  will  meet  at 
least  once  a  week  during  school  session  and  at  such  other 
times  as  the  commandant  may  deem  advisable.  The  school 
board  will  arrange  the  program  of  instruction  as  to  subjects 
and  allotment  of  time,  prescribe  the  character  and  scope  of 
the  examinations,  and  have  final  determination  of  all  ques- 
tions of  proficiency  of  students;  provided,  that  no  action  of 
the  board  which  affects  the  regulations  of  the  school  or  the 
course  of  instruction  shall  be  final  until  approved  by  the  Gen- 
eral Commanding  the  Army. 

4.  The  adjutant  of  the  Artillery  School  shall  be  ex-officio 
secretary  of  the  school  board,  and  as  such  shall  keep  a  detailed 
record  of  all  its  proceedings. 

5.  The  commandant  and  heads  of  departments  of  instruc- 
tion shall  constitute  a  board  of  artillery  for  the  general  service, 
to  which  may  be  referred  from  time  to  time  all  subjects  per- 
taining to  artillery  upon  which  the  General  Commanding  the 
Army  may  desire  its  opinion  and  recommendation.  The  sec- 
retary of  the  school  board  will  act  as  recorder  of  the  artillery 
board  and  will  keep  a  separate  record  of  its  proceedings. 

6.  The  methods  of  procedure  followed  by  military  boards 
flball  govern  in  the  meetings  of  the  school  board. 

7.  The  deliberations  and  discussions  of  the  board  shall  be 
confidential,  and  no  member  nor  the  secretary  shall  disclose 
the  decision  of  the  board  before  the  same  shall  be  announced 
by  proper  authority,  nor  shall  any  member  nor  the  secretary 
disclose  or  discover  the  vote  or  opinion  of  any  member,  except 
to  proper  authority. 


8.  A  majority  of  the  board  shall  coiistitnte  a  qaomm. 

9.  No  action  affecting  a  department  of  instmction  shall  be 
taken  by  the  board  unless  the  head  of  the  department  affected 
shall  have  had  an  opportunity  to  present  his  views  in  regard 
thereto  either  in  person  or  in  writing. 

10.  Instructors  will  be  re8X)ected  and  obeyed  as  snch  whether 
junior  or  senior  to  the  officers  instnicted. 

11.  The  full  course  of  instructiofa  shall  embrace  a  period  of 
one  year  and  will  be  made  to  the  greatest  extent  possible  a 
thoroughly  practicable  one.  Student  officers  will  report  to 
the  commandant  on  the  15th  of  August  of  each  year. 

12.  The  year's  course  of  study  will  commence  on  the  first 
day  of  September,  or  on  the  following  Monday  when  the  first 
falls  on  Saturday  or  Sunday,  and  will  continue  daily,  Satur- 
days and  Sundays  and  leg^  holidays  excepted,  until  August 
first,  with  an  intermission  of  one  week  during  the  Christmas 
holidays. 

18.  The  coarse  of  instruction  is  divided  into  departments  as 
follows: 

(a)  Ballistics  and  seacoast  engineering. 

(b)  Electricity,  mines,  and  mechanism. 

(c)  Artillery,  chemistry,  and  explosives. 

(d)  Art  and  science  of  war. 

( e )  Special  courses,  including  customs  of  the  service,  usages, 
property  returns,  correspondence,  regulations,  etc..  and  the 
actual  performance  of  all  the  different  duties  of  an  officer  at 
a  post. 

14.  The  method  of  instruction  in  the  several  departments 
will  be  by  a  course  of  reading,  by  lectures  by  the  instructor, 
and  by  practical  demonstration  in  the  use  of  machines,  instru- 
ments, and  apparatus. 

15.  Officers  under  instruction  may  be  required  to  prex>are 
papers  on  stated  subjects  and  personally  to  demonstrate  at  any 
time  their  knowledge  of  the  coarse  passed  over  and  their 
ability  in  caring  for,  operating,  handling,  and  using  any  of  the 
machines  and  electrical  appurtenances. 

16.  A  stated  n  amber  of  hours  for  investigation  in  reading, 
the  practical  manipulation  of  machines,  instruments,  and 
apparatus  will  be  prescribed  for  each  department  by  the  school 
board. 

17.  Certificates  of  officers  that  the  required  time  has  been 
actually  sx)ent  in  investigation  of  the  subjects  mentioned  may^ 
be  required. 
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18.  The  school  board  shall  snbmit  to  the  General  Command- 
ing the  Army  for  approval  a  program  of  inBtmction  showing 
in  detail  the  allotment  of  time  and  the  assignment  of  subjects 
to  each  department. 

19.  The  commandant  of  the  school  will  make  quarterly 
reports  to  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  Army  showing  the 
progress  of  the  school,  the  methods  in  detail,  and  time  allotted 
to  each  department,  and  will  accompany  these  reports  with 
his  recommendations  and  requests  for  any  changes  in  instruc- 
tors that  may  be  deemed  advisable  by  him,  and  for  any  addi- 
tions to  or  replacements  of  machines  and  material  necessary 
for  the  practical  instruction  of  the  student  officers  in  every 
detail  of  their  work,  and  he  shall  transmit  for  the  considera- 
tion of  the  General  Commanding  the  Army  all  matters  acted 
nx>on  by  the  school  board  which  require  his  approval. 

20.  A  preliminary  examination  will  be  held  at  Fort  Monroe 
before  the  beginning  of  the  course  each  year  for  the  purpose 
of  determining  in  what  particular  branches  officers  should 
receive  the  most  thorough  instruction. 

21.  Officers  who  may  express  themselves  as  being  proficient 
in  certain  stated  branches  may,  on  passing  a  satisfactory  exam- 
ination in  such  branches,  be  excused  from  further  instruction 
therein,  and  in  lieu  thereof  will  pursue  a  course  of  study  in 
some  other  branch  approved  by  the  school  board  for  which  the 
post  and  school  may  offer  especial  advantages  and  facilities. 

22.  There  shall  be  an  examination  at  the  conclusion  of  each 
course  of  such  a  nature  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  school 
board.  Officers  failing  to  pass  such  an  examination  will  be 
reexamined  in  that  subject  after  the  close  of  the  entire  course 
of  the  school. 

23.  Officers  on  finishing  the  prescribed  course  of  instruction 
in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  the  school  board  shall  be  given  a 
certificate  of  proficiency,  and  officers  who  have  taken  special 
courses  shall,  in  like  manner,  be  given  certificates  of  proficiency 
covering  the  special  work  performed  or  subjects  studied. 

24.  The  Artillery  School  appropriation  and  all  other  funds 
for  the  support  of  the  school  and  the  purchase  of  school  prop- 
erty shall  be  disbursed  only  on  the  warrant  of  the  comman- 
dant in  each  instance.

30.  Whenever  the  course  of  instmction  at  the  school  is  in- 
termpted  by  the  exigencies  of  the  senrioe.  the  time  remaining 
shall  be  employed  as  the  school  board  may  determine.

The  following  instructions  are  issued  to  the  Army  for  the 
information  and  guidance  of  all  concerned: 

The  absolute  and  unqualified  devotion  of  those  in  the  mili- 
tary service  to  the  welfare  of  their  country  is  an  indispensable 
requisite  and  constitutes  the  very  soul  of  an  eflBcient  army. 
Hence,  x>atriotism  will  be  inculcated  and  promoted  in  every 
possibly  way,  and  sJl  persons  in  the  military  service  will  be 
expected  and  required  to  be  informed,  as  far  as  possible,  of 
the  principles  upon  which  our  Government  is  founded,  of  the 
advantages  and  benefits  enjoyed  under  the  Constitution,  and 
the  responsibilities  which  it  imposes  upon  them,  as  well  as  of 
the  beneficient  achievements  which  constitute  our  military 
history. 

The  national  holidays  will  be  celebrated  with  appropriate 
ceremonies,  including  the  reading  of  the  Declaration  of  In- 
dependence, Washington's  Farewell  Address,  or  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  United  States,  and  such  other  exercises  as  will 
tend  to  promote  respect  and  reverence  for  the  institutions  of 
our  country. 

As  the  flag  is  the  symbol  of  our  nationality,  it  will  be  held 
in  sacred  regard  and  given  every  care  and  protection  at  all 
times. 

The  ceremony  of  *' Escort  of  the  Colors"  should  be  so  con- 
ducted as  to  render  it  one  of  the  most  impressive  to  the  soldier, 
especially  to  the  young  recruit,  of  all  the  functions  in  which 
he  is  required  to  participate.  Proper  salutes  will  be  observed 
by  all  persons  in  the  military  service,  not  under  arms,  during 
the  raising  and  lowering  of  the  national  emblem. 

Qood  martial  music  contributes  immeasurably  to  the  con- 
tentment and  welfare  of  troops  and  inspires  in  them  a  valiant 
and  patriotic  spirit,  which  is  most  essential ;  hence,  it  will  be 
encouraged,  especially  vocal  music,  which  will  include  the 
singing  of  the  national  anthems  and  patriotic  hymns  and 
Bongs. 

The  playing  of  a  national  or  patriotic  air  as  a  part  of  a 
medley  is  prohibited.

I-  By  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  paragraph  1457  of 
the  Regalations  is  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

1457.  When  hospital  care  and  treatment  are  required  by  an 
officer  or  enlisted  man  on  duty  with  any  command  or  detach- 
ment, and  can  not  be  had  in  an  army  hospital,  the  command- 
ing officer  may  obtain  the  required  service  in  a  civil  hospital, 
at  rates  not  to  exceed  the  usual  local  charges  for  like  service 
to  private  patients,  reporting  his  action  without  delay  to  the 
Surgeon  General.  When  the  officer  requiring  treatment  is 
on  duty  without  troops,  or  the  eulisted  man  is  on  duty  where 
there  is  no  officer,  he  may  himself  arrange  for  the  required 
service,  reporting  his  action,  if  practicable,  to  the  Surgeon 
General.  Accounts  for  the  care  and  treatment  of  sick  officers 
and  soldiers  in  civil  hospitals  will  be  sent  to  the  Surgeon  Gen- 
geral.  The  accounts  will  show  the  particular  services  charged 
for,  e.  g.,  medical  attendance,  medicines,  nursing,  lodging  and 
board,  and  will  when  practicable  be  itemized  to  show  the  sep- 
arate charges  under  each  head.  Accounts  for  medical  attend- 
ance, medicines,  and  nursing  only,  may,  if  reasonable  and  just, 
be  settled  under  the  direction  of  the  Surgeon  General.  Ac- 
counts which  include  charges  for  lodging  and  board  will  be 
forwarded  to  the  Auditor  for  the  War  Department  for  settle- 
ment and  apportionment  to  the  proper  apiiropriations.  If  not 
itemized  a  just  apportionment  is  deemed  to  be  one -half  for 
medical  attendance,  medicines,  and  nursing;  one  fourth  for 
lodgings,  and  one  fourth  for  board.  No  charge  for  the  board 
of  an  officer  can  be  allowed. 

U— By  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  the  following  is 
added  to  paragraph  2  (page  9)  of  the  Regulations  and  Decisions 
Pertaining  to  the  Uniform  of  the  Army  of  the  United  States 
(4th  edition,  1900) : 

Regimental  adjutants,  quartermasters,  commissaries,  and 
stjuadron  and  battalion  adjutants  will  wear  in  the  lower  angles 
of  their  insignia  the  devices  (of  gold  or  gilt  metal)  of  the 


respectiye  staff  departments  to  which  their  dutaes  correspond. 
The  battalion  adjutant  and  quartermaster  of  the  engineer 
battalion  will  wear  the  same  devices  above  the  center  turret

I— By  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  paragraphs  970  and 
971  of  the  Regulations  are  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

970.  Should  a  writ  of  habeas  corpus  issued  by  a  State  court 
or  judge  be  served  upon  an  Army  officer  commanding  him  to 
produce  an  enlisted  man  or  general  prisoner  and  show  cause 
for  his  detention,  the  officer  will  decline  to  produce  in  court 
the  body  of  the  person  named  in  the  writ,  but  will  make  re- 
spectful return  in  writing  to  the  effect  that  the  man  is  a  duly 
enlisted  soldier  of  the  United  States  or  a  general  prisoner 
under  sentence  of  court-martial,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  that 
the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  has  decided  that  a 
magistrate  or  court  of  a  State  has  no  jurisdiction  in  such  a 
case. 

9  7 1 .  A  writ  of  habeas  corpus  issued  by  a  United  States  court 
or  judge  will  be  promptly  obeyed.  The  person  alleged  to  be 
illegally  restrained  of  his  liberty  will  be  taken  before  the  court 
from  which  the  writ  has  issued  and  a  return  made  setting 
forth  the  reasons  for  his  restraint.  The  officer  upon  whom 
such  a  writ  is  served  will  at  once  report  by  telegraph  the  f ^ct 
of  such  service  direct  to  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  Army 
and  to  the  Commanding  General  of  the  Department. 

II— The  following  instructions  in  regard  to  returns  under 
paragraphs  970  and  971,  Army  Regulations,  in  the  cases  of 
soldiers  who  have  committed  military  offenses  and  are  held 
for  trial  or  punishment  therefor  and  of  general  prisoners  are 
published  to  the  Army  for  the  information  and  guidance  of 
all  concerned : 

1.  The  return  under  paragraph  971,  Army  Regulations,  will 
be  made  in  accordance  with  Form  A  of  this  order,  and  will 
refer,  as  in  last  paragraph  of  that  form,  to  the  brief  of  author- 
ities which  follows  the  forms  of  this  order,  and  a  copy  of  that 
brief  will  be  annexed  to  the  return.  Should  the  court  order 
the  discharge  of  the  party,  the  officer  making  the  return,  or 
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counsel,  should  note  an  appeal  pending  instructions  from  the 
War  Department,  and  he  will  report  to  the  Adjutant  G^eneral 
the  action  taken  by  the  court  and  forward  a  copy  of  the  opinion 
of  the  court  as  soon  as  it  can  be  obtained. 

2.  The  return  under  paragraph  970,  Army  Begulations,  will 
be  made  in  accordance  with  Form  B  of  this  order,  but  a  copy 
of  the  brief  of  authorities  is  not  intended  to  be  attached  to  the 
return  to  writ  of  habeas  corpus  issuing  from  a  State  court.

taken  with  a  view  to  bringing  him  before  such  court. 

1,  Contract  not  voidable  by  minor. 

(a)  WJien  soldier  is  not  in  confinement, — United  States  ex 
rel.  Wagner  v.  Gibbon,  24  Federal  Reporter,  135.  In  this  case 
Wagner,  becoming  **  tired  of  the  service,"  sought  his  discharge 
from  the  Army  "solely  on  the  ground  of  minority  at  the  time 
of  enlistment."  This  the  court  refused  to  grant,  holding  that 
section  1117,  Revised  Statutes,  ''was  made  for  the  exclusive 
benefit  of  parents  and  guardians,"  and  that,  quoting  from  the 
syllabus — 

A  minor  oyer  sixteen  years  of  age,  who  at  the  time  of  his  enlistment 
makes  aflSdavlt  that  he  is  twenty-one  years  of  age,  will  not,  on  his  own 
application,  be  released  on  htibeaa  corpus  on  the  ground  that  he  was  a 
minor  at  the  time  of  his  enlistment,  and  that  the  written  consent  of  his 
gnardian  was  not  obtained. 

(b)  When  soldier  is  in  confinement. — In  re  Morrissey,  187 
United  States,  157 ;  in  re  Grimley,  137  United  States.  147 ;  in  re 
Wall,  8  Federal  Reporter,  85;  in  re  Davison,  21  Federal  Re- 
porter, 618;  in  re  Zimmerman,  30  Federal  Reporter,  176;  in  re 
Heam,  33  Federal  Reporter,  141 ;  in  re  Spencer,  40  Federal 
Reporter,  149;  in  re  Lawler,  40  Federal  Reporter,  388;  Solo- 
mon V.  Davenport,  87  Federal  Reporter,  318. 

In  the  Morrissey  case  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United 
States  settles  this  beyond  question.

By  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  paragraphs  1186  and 
1189  of  the  Regulations  are  revoked  and  paragraphs  1190  and 
1191  are  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

1190.  Wheneyer  the  necessity  for  the  issue  is  certified  by 
the  post  commander,  arctic  overshoes,  fur  gauntlets  and  caps, 
and  woolen  mittens,  conforming  to  patterns  in  the  oiSce  of 
the  Qnartermaster  General,  will  be  issued  at  cost  prices  at  the 
rate  of  one  pair  of  overshoes,  gauntlets  and  mittens,  and  one 
cap  to  each  enlisted  man  per  annum.  These  articles  do  not 
form  part  of  the  annual  money  allowance  for  clothing. 

Canvas  mittens  and  blanket-lined  canvas  caps,  conforming 
to  x>attems  in  the  office  ot  the  Quartermaster  General,  will  be 
supplied  to  troops  serving  in  extremely  cold  regions  and  to 
troops  stationed  at  West  Point,  New  York,  when  the  necessity 
for  such  issue  is  certified  by  the  post  commander,  at  the  rate 
of  one  iMdr  of  mittens  and  one  cap  per  man  per  annum.  The 
voucher  will  show  that  this  issue  is  gratuitous  and  made  within 
the  above  allowance.  Issues  in  excess  of  such  allowance  will 
be  charged  to  the  men  at  regulation  prices.  In  case  of  loss  or 
destruction  of  any  of  said  articles  of  gratuitous  issue  without 
fault  or  neglect  on  the  part  of  the  soldier  to  whom  they  have 
been  intrusted,  and  so  certified  to  by  the  immediate  command- 
ing officer,  then  the  article  or  articles  so  lost  or  destroyed  may 
be  replaced  without  charge  to  the  soldier. 

1191.  There  wiU  also  be  issued  to  troops  stationed  in  ex- 
tremely cold  regions,  when  the  necessity  for  such  issue  is  cer- 
tified by  the  post  commander,  fur  or  blanket-lined  canvas 
overcoats,  but  only  to  men  performing  guard  duty  or  field 
service,  when  exx)OBure  to  weather  would  jeopardize  life  or 
limbs  by  freezing.  The  coats  should  be  borne  on  the  returns 
as  equipage  and  charged  to  enlisted  men  only  in  case  of  loss 
or  damage  other  than  from  ordinary  wear  and  tear.  If  made 
of  fur  they  will  on  the  approach  of  warm  weather  be  turned 
over  to  the  qu^irtermaster,  who  will  observe  the  following  di- 
rections for  their  preservation :

The  Auditor  for  the  State  and  other  Departments,  having  before  him 
for  settlement  the  account  of  H.  H.  Darneille,  former  di&bursing  officer 
of  the  District  of  Columbia,  under  the  appropriation  for  Contingent  and 
Miecellaneous  Expenses,  D.  C,  1899,  from  July  1  to  November  30, 1899,  has 
made  a  decision  wherein  he  directs  attention  to  what  he  terms  is  the 
present  construction  by  this  office  of  section  3690,  Revised  Statutes,  vizi 
where  articles  are  ordered  by  virtue  of  the  authority  of  an  annual  ap- 
propriation act  during  the  particular  year  for  which  said  appropriation 
was  made,  that  the  date  of  said  order  is  conclusive  as  to  the  appropriation 
applicable  for  the  payment  thereof;  and  further  directs  attention  to  the 
fact  that  this  construction  by  this  office  is  in  conflict  with  earlier  deci- 
sions thereof,  and  points  out  in  his  letter  of  tranFmission  several  prior 
decisions  which  he  insists  support  and  prove  his  contention,  wLerein  it 
was  held  that  the  date  of  delivery,  and  not  the  date  of  order,  is  conclu- 
sive as  to  the  appropriation  from  which  payment  should  be  made. 

The  Auditor  concludes  that  the  decisions  holding  that  the  date  of  the 
order  for  goods  and  supplies,  and  not  the  date  of  their  delivery,  is  the 
controlling  factor,  and  has  decided  to  allow  certain  vouchers  represent- 
ing payment  for  goods  and  supplies  in  the  account  of  Mr.  Darneille,  out 
of  the  annual  appropriation  for  the  year  in  which  the  orders  were  made, 
although  it  appears  that  the  goods  and  supplies  so  ordered  were  in  fact 
delivered  in  the  succeeding  flpcal  year,  and  reports  this  decision,  for  ap- 
proval* disapproval,  or  modification  by  this  office,  as  a  modification  of 
the  prior  deci^iona  which  he  insists  are  in  conflict  with  this  view. 

I  have  a  sustAcion  that  it  was  not  so  much  the  purpose  of  the  Auditor 
in  making  tills  decision  to  modify  an  existing  construction  of  this  office 
(for  according  to  his  contention  he  is  following,  and  not  modifying,  the 
later  decisions  of  this  office)  as  it  was  to  point  out  the  conflict  in  the 
decisions  of  this  office,  as  claimed  in  the  letter  containing  his  proposed 
decision. 

I  am  perfectly  free  to  confess  that  there  has  not  been  such  uniformity 
of  decision  on  this  question  as  it  would  appear  to  the  casual  thinker  that 
the  subject  under  consideration  should  demand.  On  flrst  glance  it  would 
appear  to  be  a  matter  of  elementary  simplicity  to  determine  from  what

apin>opriation  a  pnrcluise  should  be  paid,  when  it  is  remembered  that  the 
only  authority  to  make  a  parchase  is  found  in  the  annual  appropriatkn 
act  itself,  and  that  all  purchases  must  be  made  for  the  ose  of  the  partica- 
lar  fiscal  year  for  which  the  annual  appropriation  is  granted. 

But  appearances  are  often  deceitful,  and  we  are  too  apt  to  take  the  eri- 
dence  of  a  thing  for  the  thing  itself.  The  Auditor  in  this  very  nutter 
has  fallen  into  this  identical  error,  and  has  based  his  decision  up(m  the 
evidence  of  a  fact — not  necessarily  the  sole  evidence  of  the  fisct— rsthar 
than  upon  the  fact  itself. 

Upon  what  fact,  then,  does  the  payment  of  a  particular  purchase  trom 
a  particular  appropriation  depend  f 

What  the  particular  fact  is  is  easily  ascertainable,  and  is  this:  For  the 
use  of  what  i>articular  fiscal  year  is  the  purchase  made  ?  But  the  facts 
necessary  to  establish  this  main  fact  is  wherein  comes  the  mb. 

The  Auditor  says  in  this  decision  that  the  evidentiary  fact,  vis,  the 
date  of  the  order,  is  the  fact  itself.  Necessarily  it  is  nothing  of  the  kind. 
To  illastrate,  this  is  the  fiscal  year  1900.  All  of  May  and  June,  and  the 
remainder  of  the  present  month,  are  embraced  within  the  present  fiscal 
year.  The  appropriation  for  the  fiscal  year  1901  for  certain  of  the  de- 
partments IS  now  made,  but  not  yet  available.  The  authority  to  order 
and  contract  for  supplies  for  these  departments  for  the  use  of  the  fiscal 
year  1901  is  now  in  existence.  If  a  purchasing  officer  for  one  of  these  de- 
partments should  to-day  make  an  order  for  supplies  for  the  use  of  such 
department  for  the  fiscal  year  1901,  could  any  one  doubt  for  a  moment 
that  the  articles  so  ordered  would  properly  be  payable  from  the  appro- 
priation for  the  fiscal  year  1901,  instead  of  1900,  wherein  the  order  or  con- 
tract was  made  or  placed?  It  is  thus  seen  that  what  is  ordinarily  the 
evidentiary  fact  of  the  ultimate  fact  to  be  determined,  via,  the  use  of  the 
article^for  the  fiscal  year  for  which  the  appropriation  is  made,  fails  in 
this  instance,  as  it  may  in  many  others.  Taken  alone,  it  is  a  signboard 
that  points  wrong  as  well  as  right.  Too  much  reliance  must  never  be 
placed  in  this  kind  of  signboard. 

Neither  will  it  do,  on  the  contrary,  to  afllrm  that  the  evidentiary  fact, 
viz,  the  date  of  the  delivery  of  articles  purchased  under  contract,  strictly 
speaking,  or  per  order  placed,  which  is  a  contract  wheif  executed,  is  the, 
ultimato  fact  which  we  are  obliged  to  determine  before  we  can  certainly  j 

affirm  to  what  fiscal  year  the  charge  should  be  properly  made.  The  ulti- 
mate fact  always  is,  for  the  use  of  what  particular  fiscal  year  were  the 
supplies  procured  or  the  work  done? 

If  either  the  date  of  the  delivery  of  the  articles,  or  the  completion  by 
contract  of  the  job,  is  conclusive  of  this  fact,  then  the  following  language 
in  italics,  found  in  section  3693,  is  worse  than  meaningless;  it  would  be  I 

both  mis<.'hievous  and  vexatious,  viz:  j 

''All  balances  of  appropriations  contaijied  in  the  annual  appropriation 
bills  ajid  made  specifically  for  the  service  of  anyfiecal  year^  and  remaining 
unexpended  at  the  expiration  of  such  fiscal  year^  shall  only  be  applied  to 
the  payment  of  expenses  properly  incurred  during  that  year^  ortoikeful-  I 

fillment  of  contracts  properly  made  within  that  year;  and  balanoes  not  " 

needed  for  such  purposes  shall  be  carried  to  the  surplus  fimd.  ThiB8e^ 
tion,  however,  shall  not  apply  to  appropriations  known  as  permanent  or 
Indefinite  appropriations.^' 


} 
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The  quGstion  for  the  aoooaating  officers  to  ansvrer,  and  the  one  they 
most  answer  in  all  cases  as  to  any  Toucher  which  is  claimed  as  a  credit 
on  aocount  of  an  expenditare  under  any  particular  annual  appropriation 
is.  For  the  use  of  what  particular  flsoal  year  was  the  article  represented 
by  the  voucher  so  purchased? 

It  may  in  practice  be  difflcalt  always  to  answer  this  question  correctly  * 
The  difficulty,  however,  should  not  cause  us  to  lose  sight  of  the  f  unda' 
mental  fact  we  must  ascertain  before  we  can  hope  to  arrive  at  a  correct 
conclusion,  nor  drive  us  to  call  an  evidentiary  fact  the  fact  itself.  This 
difficulty,  moreover,  in  a  great  majority  of  cases  is  more  apparent  than 
real.  • 

"Wemust  not  forget  that  where  authority  is  granted  in  an  annual  ap. 
propriation  to  purchase  certain  articles  without  limitation,  the  quantity, 
quality,  and  utility  of  the  articles  soauthorized  to  be  purchased  are  mat- 
ters of  proper  administrative  discretion,  over  which  the  accounting 
officers  ordinarily  have  no  jurisdiction,  save  possibly  when  such  gross 
abuse  of  this  discretion  has  been  indulged  in  as  would  amount  to  a  glaring 
fraud  or  outrage  upon  the  Government;  or  where  the  purchasing  officers 
in  such  purchases  have  violated  some  statutory  provision,  such  as  the 
admitted  use  of  a  particular  annual  appropriation  for  the  use  of  a  different 
fiscal  year. 

A  purchasing  officer  of  the  Government  in  making  purchases  or  con- 
tracts under  a  particular  annual  appropriation  for  the  use  of  a  particular 
year,  when  such  particular  uinnal  appropriation  is  his  sole  authority 
for  such  purchase  or  contract,  is  operating  under  his  oath  of  office,  and 
an  admitted  purchase  out  of  an  appropr^tion  made  for  the  use  of  one 
'  iiarticular  flsoal  year  for  the  use  of  another,  would  be  a  violation  of  the 
plain  letter  and  spirit  of  the  law  and  his  oath  of  office.  Hence,  the 
legal  presumption  in  all  cases  is  that  the  goods  or  materials  are  pur. 
chased,  or  contracted  for,  for  the  use  of  the  particular  fiscal  year  for 
which  they  purport  to  be  purchased  or  contracted. 

The  mere  fact  that  these  materials  may  not  all  be  consumed  in  the 
particular  fiscal  year  for  which  they  are  purchased  is  not  alone  sufficient 
to  overcome  this  presumption.  The  law  does  not  read  that  they  must 
be  purchased  for  the  use  of  a  jMirticular  fiscal  year  and  must  all  be  used 
or  consumed  in  the  particular  fiscal  year  of  their  purchase.  If  such 
construction  be  given  the  law,  then  that  part  of  the  stock  and  materials 
for  every  department  or  branch  of  the  public  service  not  exclusively 
used  and  consumed  in  the  iwrticular  fiscal  year,  which  happened  to  be 
carried  into  and  used  in  the  succeeding  fiscal  year,  could  not  be  paid 
for  from  the  appropriation  by  which  authority  for  their  purchase  is 
given,  and  the  sole  authority  for  their  purchase. 

On  the  other  hand,  it  is  not  to  be  admitted  or  conceded  for  a  moment 
that  a  purchasing  officer,  in  order  that  there  may  not  be  an  unexpended 
balance  of  an  annual  appropriation,  after  the  wants  of  the  particular

The  time  of  the  year  when  the  pur- 
chases or  orders  are  made  in  the  year  is  simply  evidentiary  of  the  fact  to 
be  determined,  and  not  the  fact  itself.  It  is  a  badge,  but  not  conclusive 
evidence.

U.  S.  Army  Recruiting  Circular. 

The  following  instructions  will  govern  recruiting  for  the 
Regular  Army  hereafter:  • 

Applicants  for  first  enlistment  must  be  between  the  ages  of 
18  and  33  years,  of  good  character  and  habits,  able-bodied,  free , 
from  disease,  and  must  be  able  to  speak,  read,  and  write  the 
English  language. 

No  i)erson  under  18  years  of  age  will  be  enlisted  or  reen- 
listed,  and  minors  between  the  ages  of  18  and  21  years  must 
not  be  enlisted  without  the  written  consent  of  father,  only 
surviving  parent,  or  legally  appointed  guardian. 

Original  enlistments  will  be  confined  to  persons  who  are 
citizens  of  the  United  States,  or  who  have  made  legal  declara- 
tion of  their  intention  to  become  citizens  thereof. 

Married  men  will  be  enlisted  only  upon  the  approval  of  a 
regimental  commander. 

Applicants  will  be  required  to  satisfy  the  Recruiting  Officer 

regarding  age  and  character,  and  should  be  prepared  to  furnish 

the  necessary  evidence. 
For  Infantry  and  Heavy  Artillery  the  height  must  be  not 

less  than  five  feet  four  inches,  and  weight  not  less  than  one 
hundred  and  twenty  (120)  pounds  and  not  more  than  one  hun- 
dred and  ninety  (1J)0)  i)Ounds. 

For  Cavalry  and  Light  Artillery  the  height  must  be  not  less 
than  five  feet  four  inches  and  not  more  than  five  feet  ten 
inches,  and  weight  not  to  exceed  one  hundred  and  sixty-five 
(165)  pounds.  No  minimum  weight  is  prescribed  for  these 
arms,  but  the  chest  measures  must  be  satisfactory.

The  pay  proper  of  enlisted  men  serring  in  Porto  Rioo,  Caba, 
the  Pbi]ipi>ine  L^lands,  Havraii,  and  in  the  Territory  of  Alaska 
is  increafted  twenty  per  centum  oyer  and  above  the  rates  of 
%y  projjer  as  given  above. 
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In  addition  one  dollar  -per  month  for  the  third  year  of  en- 
listment will  be  paid  to  the  soldier.  Soldiers  reenlisting 
within  three  months  from  date  of  discharge  receive  a  farther 
increase  of  pay  for  the  fonrth  and  fifth  years  of  service,  and  a 
still  farther  increase  for  each  five  years  of  continnoas  service. 

The  soldier  can  deposit  his  savings  in  sams  not  less  than 
$5  with  any  Army  Paymaster,  and  for  sams  so  deposited  for 
the  x>eriod  of  six  months  or  longer,  the  soldier,  on  his  final 
discharge,  will  be  paid  interest  at  the  rate  of  four  per  cent 
I>er  annam.  These  deposits  are  nonforfeitable  except  for 
desertion. 

Whenever  a  soldier  is  honorably  discharged  at  the  exi)i ra- 
tion of  his  enlistment,  or  on  account  of  disability  not  caused 
by  his  own  misconduct,  his  travel-pay  is  ample  to  carry  him 
to  the  place  of  enlistment. 

By  care  and  economy  a  soldier  can  save  from  his  clothing 
allowance  a  considerable  sum,  payable  to  him  on  his  discharge. 

For  soldiers  who  have  served  honestly  and  faithfully  twenty 
years,  or  who  have  been  discharged  for  wounds  received,  or 
disease  incurred  in  service,  a  comfortable  home  is  maintained 
in  the  city  of  Washington.  The  sum  of  12|  cents  per  month 
is  deducted  from  each  soldier's  pay,  to  be  applied  toward  the 
support  of  the  home.  After  thirty  years*  service  enlisted  men 
are  entitled  to  be  retired,  and  upon  retirement  receive  three- 
fourths  of  the  monthly  pay  allowed  by  law  to  them  in  the 
grade  they  held  when  retired,  and  $9.50  per  month  as  com- 
mutation for  clothing  and  subsistence.

I.  Mileage. 

1.  The  second  proviso  of  the  new  mileage  law,  act  of  May 
26,  1900  (page  8,  General  Orders,  No.  76,  current  series,  Ad- 
jutant Gteneral's  Office),  which  takes  effect  July  1,  1900,  is  as 
follows: 

Provided  further^  That  officers  who  so  desire  may,  upon  application  to 
the  Qnartemuuter's  Department,  be  famished  with  transportation  re- 
qaests,  exclosiTe  of  sleeping  and  parlor-car  accommodations,  for  the 
entire  journey  under  their  orders,  and  the  transportation  so  furnished 
shall  be  a  charge  against  the  officer^s  mileage  account,  to  be  deducted  at 
the  rate  of  three  cents  per  mile  by  the  paymaster  paymg  the  account, 
the  amount  so  deducted  to  be  turned  over  to  an  authorized  officer  of 
the  Quartermaster's  Department  for  the  credit  of  the  appropriation  for 
the  transportation  of  the  Army  and  its  supplies. 

Under  this  proviso  the  Quartermaster's  Department  is  en- 
titled to  be  reimbursed  at  three  cents  x)er  mile  for  transporta- 
tion furnished  over  any  railroad  over  which  it  is  not  by  law  or 
agreement  required  to  furnish  transportation  at  the  expense 
of  its  own  appropriations,  as,  for  instance,  an  officer  receiving 
transportation  from  New  York  to  San  Francisco,  distance 
3,269  miles,  of  which  2,357  miles  is  either  free,  bond-aided,  or 
agreement  railroad,  and  912  miles  is.  to  use  a  convenient 
term,  commercial  line. 

The  Quartermaster's  Department  is  required  by  law  to 
furnish  from  its  own  appropriations  transportation  for  the 
2,857  miles  from  Chicago  to  San  Francisco  and  should  not  l^e 
reimbursed  therefor,  but  for  the  remaining  912  miles  from 
New  York  to  Chicago  the  Quartermaster's  Department  should 
be  reimbursed  at  three  cents  per  mile.  A  mileage  account  for 
a  journey  between  the  points  named,  under  this  proviso,  would 
be  stated  as  follows : 

2,857  miles  at  4  cents  per  mile $94.28 

912  miles  at  7  cents  per  mile 68. 84 

Appropriation  charged  with 158.12 
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The  oflScer  wonld  receiTe  a  check  for  $180.76,  and  the 
pajmaster  w«.>iild  torn  orer  to  a  disbursing  quartermaster 
912x3  =  $?T.3$.  taking  his  receipt  therefor  and  filing  the 
same  with  the  Toacher.  Thus  the  appropriations  for  the  Pay 
Department  woold  be  charged  with  the  fnll  amonntit  was 
liable  for  and  the  qoartemiaster's  receipt,  filed  with  or  written 
on  the  voucher,  wonld  show  reiinbnrsement  of  the  Quarter- 
master's Dex^rtment. 

2.  Under  the  third  and  fourth  provisos  of  the  mileage  law 
the  Quarterma^ster's  Department  furnishes  only  such  trans- 
IM>rtation  as  is  by  law  or  agreement  chargeable  to  its  own  ap- 
propriations, and  for  transportation  furnished  under  these 
provisoes  would  not  be  reimbursed  by  the  Pay  Department 
A  mileage  account  between  the  above-named  points  would 
then  be  stated  as  follows:

3.  New  distance  tables  are  in  preparation  wliich  will  include 
in  the  margin  distances  over  all  free,  bond-aided,  50  per  cent, 
and  agrreement  roads  over  which  transportation  must  be  ob- 
tained fn»m  the  Quartermaster's  Department. 

II.  Increaskd  Pay  for  Foreign  Service  and  in  tub  Terri- 
tory OP  Alaska. 

Under  decisi«  >n  of  the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury,  published 
in  CHrcnliir,  No.  3^^  (Decision  104),  Payma.ster  General's  Office, 
officers  serving  in  Porto  Rico,  Cnba,  the  Philipjnne  Islands, 
Hawaii,  and  the  Territ*  »r\'  of  Alaska  receive  10  per  cent  increase 
on  pay  proper  (minimum  pay  of  their  gi*ade)  from  andincluding 
May  2(j,  1900,  the  date  of  approval  of  the  act.  This  increase  is 
payable  only  for  service  in  the  places  named.  It  will  commence 
only  on  the  date  of  an-ival  therein  and  cease  on  the  date 
of  departure  therefrom,  whether  under  orders  or  on  sick  or 
ordinary  leave,  but  an  officer  on  leave,  either  sick  or  ordinary, 
who  does  not  depart  from  the  place  is  not  deprived  of  the 
increase.  An  officer  of  the  Regular  Army  serving  in  the 
Philippines  and  holding  a  higher  volunteer  commission  is  en- 
titled to  the  increase  on  the  pay  proi)er  of  his  volunteer  rank. 
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in.  Pay  foe  Exercise  op' Higher  Command. 

Officers  serving  in  the  Philippines  and  exercising  higher 
command  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  7,  act 
of  April  26, 1898,  are  entitled  to  the  pay  of  the  prescribed  com- 
mand inclusive  of  Jnne  30,  1900,  with  the  additional  10  per 
cent  increase  thereon  provided  by  the  act  of  May  26, 1900 ;  but 
on  and  after  July  1,  1900,  unless  higher  command  be  continu- 
ous for  a  period  of  three  months,  neither  pay  for  such  com- 
mand nor  10  per  cent  thereon  will  be  paid. 

From  and  after  July  1,  payment  should  not  be  made  for 
higher  command  until  after  the  first  three  months  of  such 
command  shall  have  expired,  but  thereafter  the  increased  pay 
may  be  paid  monthly. 

IV.  Twenty  Per  Cent  Increase  to  Enlisted  Men. 

Enlisted  men  serving  in  Porto  Rico,  Cuba,  the  Philipinne 
Islands,  Hawaii,  and  the  Territory  of  Alaska  will  continue  to 
receive  the  20  per  cent  heretofore  paid  under  the  act  of  April 
26,  1898,  so  long  as  they  remain  in  service  in  those  places,  but 
will  cease  when  they  depart  therefrom  to  return  to  the  United 
States.  The  allowance  of  20  per  cent  to  enlisted  men  ceases 
with  May  25, 1900,  in  all  parts  of  the  United  Stat(».s  exf!ei)t  the 
Territory  of  Alaska. 

V.  Extra  Duty  Pay. 

The  extra  duty  pay  provided  for  certain  enlisted  men  on  duty 
at  the  U.  S.  Military  Academy  at  West  Point.  New  York,  pay 
ment  of  which  was  prohibited  under  the  act  of  April  2G,  181KS. 
granting  20  per  cent  increase  to  all  enlisted  meTi,  was  restored 
on  May  26,  1900,  by  the  oi)erati()n  of  the  act  of  that  date,  and 
made  retroactive  to  April  26, 1898.

Sijr:  By  your  reference  I  have  received  a  letter,  dated  June  15, 1900, 
addreaeed  to  you  by  the  Qoartermaster  General,  U.  S.  Army,  in  which 
my  dedaion  is  requested  aa  to  the  proper  construction  of  the  act  of  May 
26, 1900  (Public,  No.  123,  page  6),  under  the  heading  of  ''  Mileage  to  Offi- 
cers, etc.'' 

The  Quartermaster  General  refers  only  to  the  second  proviso  under 

this  heading,  but  for  a  clear  understanding  of  the  questions  presented  it

Sir:  By  yonr  referenoe  I  have  received  a  letter  dated  August  18, 1900 
addreeaed  to  yoa  by  the  Surgeon  General  of  the  TJ.  S.  Army,  as  follows: 

Section  3  of  the  act  of  February  24, 1807  (20  Stat.,  602),  provides  that 
any  State  or  Territory  may  purchase  for  the  use  of  its  national  guard 
**  such  Bitores  and  suppllee  from  any  department  of  the  Army  as,  m  the 
opinion  of  the  Secretarr  of  War,  can  be  spared.*'  A  number  of  applica- 
tions to  pnrchase  supplies  from  the  Medical  Department  have  been  filed 
under  this  act,  but  heretofore  the  conditions  of  the  service  have  not 
warranted  favorable  action  thereon.  Such  applications  will  doubtless 
be  made  hereafter  from  time  to  time.  With  a  view  to  appropriate  action 
thereon  I  have  the  honor  to  request  that  the  decision  of  the  Comptroller 
of  the  Treasury  be  obtained  as  to  whether  the  proceeds  of  such  sales  can 
be  deposited  to  the  credit  of  the  appropriation  from  which  purchased,  or 
whether  they  must  be  covered  into  the  Treasury  as ''  Miscellaneous  Re- 
ceipts," 

In  a  letter  to  you  from  this  office  dated  August  22, 1900,  in  reply  to  a 
request  for  a  decision  in  the  above  matter,  it  was  stated  that— 

A  complete  answer  to  the  question  propounded  will  be  found  in  4 
Comp.  Dec.,  688,  the  substance  of  which  is  that  the  proceeds  of  Govern- 
ment property  sold  to  a  State  must  be  covered  into  the  Treasury  under 
the  head  of  ''  Miscellaneous  Receipts.''    See  also  6  Comp.  Dec,  22S,  230. 

Since  the  above  decision  was  written  my  attention  has  been  called  to 
the  following  provision  in  the  Army  appropriation  act  of  March  15, 1898 
(ao  Stat.,  836): 

And  the  cost  of  all  stores  and  supplies  sold  to  any  State  or  Territory 
under  section  three  of  the  act  approved  February  twenty-fourth,  eight- 
een hundred  and  ninety-seven  (page  five  hundred  and  ninety- two,  volume 
twenty-nine.  Statutes  at  Large),  shall  be  credited  to  the  appropriatiuu 
from  which  they  were  procured,  and  remain  available  to  procure  like 
stores  and  supplies  for  tne  Army  in  lieu  of  those  sold  as  aforesaid. 

In  view  of  the  provisions  of  the  act  last  quoted,  I  have  the  honor  to 
advise  you  that  the  proceeds  of  such  sales  as  are  described  in  the  letter 
of  the  Surgeon  General  should  be  deposited  to  the  credit  of  the  appro- 
priation from  which  the  supplies  sold  have  been  purchased.  This  letter 
will  take  the  place  of  my  letter  to  you  of  August  22  on  the  same  subject.

By  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  so  much  of  his  decision 
published  in  paragraph  1,  Circular,  No.  37,  September  16, 1898, 
from  this  office,  as  authorizes  payment  of  travel  allowances  to 
a  commissioned  officer  traveling  on  duty  under  orders  with 
less  than  three  enlisted  men  as  "traveling  without  troops,"  is 
revoked,  in  view  of  the  following  decision  of  the  Comptroller 
of  the  Treasury,  which  is  published  for  the  information  and 
guidance  of  all  concerned : 

An  officer  who  is  on  duty  with  one  or  more  enlisted  men,  or 
who  travels  on  duty  under  orders  with  one  or  more  enlisted 
men,  is  on  duty  or  traveling  with  troops,  and  is  therefore 
not  entitled  to  commutation  of  quarters  or  mileage  under 
existing  laws. 

TREASURY  DEPARTMENT, 

OFriCE  or  COMPTROLLSR  OF  THE  TREASURY, 

Washington,  D.  C,  October  6, 1900. 

The  Auditor  for  Jtbe  War  Department  has  transmitted  to  this  office  the 
following  decision  for  approval,  disapproval,  or  modification: 

ClAims  have  been  presented  to  this  office  by  William  L.  Hillyer,  Ist 
Uentenant.  4th  Virginia  Volunteers,  and  Edgar  Hayes,  Ist  lieutenant,  2d 
Alabama  Volunteers,  tbe  former  claiming;  oue  month's  extra  pay  under 
the  act  of  January  12, 1809,  and  the  latter  mileage  from  Jasper,  Alabama, 
to  Miami.  Florida. 

The  officer  first  named  was  enrolled  April  25,  1808,  and  was  mustered 
out  with  his  company  April  27,  1890.  He  was  on  detached  service,  re- 
cmitingt  from  June  12  to  September  15, 1808,  by  authority  of  Special  Or- 
ders, No.  0, 7th  Army  Ck>rp8,  of  June  9,  1806,  which  directed  officer  and 
five  enlisted  men  to  proceed  to  Newport  News,  Virginia,  for  the  purposes 
named  in  the  order. 

The  officer  last  named  was  enrolled  May  24, 1806,  and  was  mustered  out 
with  his  company  October  81, 1808.  He  was  on  detached  service,  recruit- 
ing, from  June  10  to  on  or  about  July  23, 1808,  by  authority  of  Special 
Oraers,  No.  1,  headquarters,  2d  Alabama  Volunteers,  of  June  18,  1808, 
which  directed  officer  and  two  enli&ted  men  to  proceed  to  Jasper,  Ala- 
bama, for  the  purposes  named  in  the  order. 

Lieutenant  Hillyer  was  paid  commutation  of  quarters  covering  the 
period  from  June  13  to  August  31, 1808,  and  Lieutenant  Hayes  was  paid 
commutation  of  quarters  coveriufir  the  period  from  June  21  to  July  20, 
1808.  and  mileage  from  Mobile,  Alabama,  to  Jasper,  Alabama,  the  place 
to  which  assigned  for  recruiting  duty. 

The  question  arises  in  both  cot^es  as  to  whether  the  officers  were  on  duty 
or  traveling  on  duty  under  orders  without  troops  within  the  meaning  of 
the  laws  relating  to  commutation  of  quarteru  and  mileage. 

The  laws  relating  to  ccimmutation  of  quarters  require  that  an  officer, 
to  be  entitled  thereto,  must  I>e  rm  duty  without  troops  at  the  station 
where  there  are  no  public  quarters  or  where  the  public  quarters  are 
inadequate.  The  laws  relating  to  mileage  require  that  an  officer,  i»  be 
entitled  thereto,  must  travel  on  duty  under  orders  without  troops 

I  am  of  the  opinion,  and  so  df  clde,  that  an  officer  who  is  on  duty  with 
one  or  more  enlisted  men,  or  who  travels  on  duty  under  orders  with  one 
or  more  enlisted  men,  is  on  duty  or  traveling  with  troops,  and  is  there- 
fore not  entitled  to  commutation  of  quarters  or  mileage  under  existing 
laws.  In  the  case  of  Lieutenant  Hayes  the  mileage  claim  and  mileage 
payment  are  open  to  tbe  further  objection  that  under  the  Regulations 
the  regimental  commander  would  appear  to  have  no  authority  to  issue 
orders  which  would  carry  mileage. 

The  authorit^r  under  which  both  of  the  officers  named  were  detailed  on 
recruiting  service  was  General  Ordera,  No.  6\.  of  June  1, 1808.  Attention 
is  invited  to  Circular,  No.  37,  War  Department,  of  September  16, 1808,  in 
which  the  Secretary  of  War  decided  that  an  officer  traveling  on  duty 
under  orders  with  less  than  three  enlisted  men  was  to  be  regarded  aa 
traveling  without  trooim,  and  that  an  officer  traveling  with  three  or  more 
enlisted  men  was  to  be  regarded  as  traveling  with  troops. 

Except  as  to  officers  temporarily  absent  from  their  stations,  for  whom 
Droviaion  Is  made  in  the  act  of  February  27, 1803  (27  Stat.,  480),  whose 


rights  are  not  Involved  in  the  niatter  under  consideration,  the  laws  in 
force  since  July  1.  IK^.  have  clearly  prednded  payment  of  oonimatation 
of  quarters  to  offlcei*8  on  duty  wit^  troops. 

The  Army  appropriation  act  of  May  4, 1880  (21  Stat.,  Ill),  and  sabse- 
quent  acts  prior  to  July  6, 1884,  made  appropriation^ 

For  commutation  of  quarters  for  officers  on  duty  without  troops  at 
places  where  there  are  no  public  quarters. 

In  the  acts  from  July  6, 1884  (:»  Stat.,  106),  to  September  »,  1S88  C25  Stat 
483).  the  words  '* commissioned  officers'*  were  'substituted  for  the  word 
'* officers''  and  in  the  acts  from  March  2, 1889  (25  Stat.«  827>,  to  May  26, 
IfiOO  (31  Stat.,  209;,  the  appropriations  have  been— 

For  commutation  of  quarters  to  commissioned  officers  on  duty  without 
troops  at  stations  where  there  are  no  public  quarters. 

The  laws  respecting;  milafpe  in  force  from  an  early  date  to  July  28,  1879, 
are  fairly  represented  by  the  act  of  August  80,1856  (11  Stat.,  148),  making 
appropriation— 

For  mileage  or  allowances  made  to  officers  of  the  Army  for  the  trans- 
portation of  themselves  and  their  baggage  when  traveling  on  duty  with- 
out troops  or  escorts. 

The  rate  of  mileage  was  fixed  by  Army  Regulations  (see  jMiragraph 
1109.  Army  Regulations,  1861),  until  by  section  7,  act  of  July  17,  IMS  (12 
Stat.,  594),  the  rate  per  mile  was  fixed  by  law  and  during  the  period  from 
Juue  16, 1874  (18  Stat.,  72),  to  July  24. 1876(19  Stat., 97, 100). actual  expenses 
only  were  allowed,  but  only  to  officers  traveling  on  duty  without  troops 
or  escorts. 

The  laws  in  force  from  July  24, 1876,  until  the  act  of  February  9, 1887 
(24  Stat,  396),  went  into  effect  are  represented  by  section  2,  act  of  July 
24, 1876  (19  Stat.,  97, 100),  which  so  far  as  material  is  as  follows: 

For  mileage  of  officers  of  the  Army  when  traveling  under  orders  two 
hundred  and  thirty  thousand  dollars    *    ♦    ♦. 

8kc.  2.  That  when  any  officer  travels  under  orders,  and  is  not  furnished 
transportation  by  the  Quartermaster's  Department,  or  on  a  conveyance 
beloHKin^:  to  or  chartered  by  the  United  States,  or  on  any  railroad  on 
which  the  troops  and  supplies  of  the  United  States  are  entitled  to  be 
transported  free  of  charge  ne  shall  be  allowed  eight  cents  a  mile,  and  no 
more,  for  each  mile  actually  traveled  under  such  order,  distances  to  be 
calculated  by  the  Hbortest  usually- traveled  route:  and  so  much  of  section 
twelve  hundred  and  seventy-three  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  or  of  any  act 
as  conflictB  with  the  provision  of  this  section,  is  hereby  repealed. 

Said  act  was  carried  to  section  1273,  Revised  Statutes,  2d  edition,  and 
does  not  in  terms  preclude  payment  of  mileage  to  officers  traveling  with 
troops,  but  the  Army  Regulations  and  War  Department  orders  in  force 
duriup:  said  period  required  transportation  in  kind  to  be  furnished  all 
officers  traveling  with  troops. 

The  act  of  February  9,  1897  (24  Stat., 396),  made  appropriation— 

For  mileage  to  officers  traveling  on  duty  without  troops  when  author- 
ized by  law. 

Said  limitation  of  payment  of  mileage  to  officers  traveling  on  duty 
without  troops  expressly  stated  in  the  mileage  appropriation  laws  from 
I'oiT  to  1S97  was,  with  certain  other  limitations  of  a  i>ermanent  nature, 
comprehended  in  subsequent  laws  in  the  phrase — 

For  mileagp  to  officers  when  authorized  by  law.  (Acts  of  March  15, 
lhU8,  30  Stut.,  y:n :  31ay  4,  IWib,  30  Stat.,  :3l^2,  and  May  26, 1900,  31  Stat.,  210.) 

It  is  well  .mettled  that  during  the  past  twenty  years  there  has  been  no 
law  for  the  payment  of  commutation  of  quarters  to  officers  of  the  Anny 
serving  with  tr<)oi)s  (5  Comp.  Dec,  401)  and  that  since  the  act  of  Pebra- 
ary  0, 1KS7  (24  Stat.,:M<0),  siipra.  took  effect  there  has  been  no  law  authoriz- 
ing paymcmt  of  mileage  to  officers  of  the  Army  traveling  with  troops 
(G  Comp.  Dec,  578). 

Tlie  only  m.'itt<«r  to  be  decidefl  is  the  moaning  of  the  term  "troops"  a* 
u.sed  in  tlio  lawH.  supra,  providing  for  payment  of  commutation  of  qtiar- 
ters  and  mileage  to  officers  of  the  Army.  This  question  has  arisen  from 
the  fa('t  that  i)aymonts  of  mileage  have  been  made  by  paymasters  of  the 
Army  in  accordance  with  a  decision  of  the  War  Department  announced 
iu  Circular,  No.  37,  dated  September  !«,  1W»8,  as  follows:

OrFiGBBS  TRAVELiNO  ON  DUTY.— A  commissioned  officer  traveling  on 
daty  under  orders  with  less  than  three  enlisted  men  ia  regarded  as  travel- 
ing: without  troops  within  the  meaning  of  the  law  and  regulations  appli- 
cable to  the  8ul>iect,  and  is  entitled  to  travel  allowances  accordingly. 
An  officer  traveling  under  orders  with  three  or  more  enlisted  men  is 
regarded  as  traveling  with  trootts  (decision  Sec.  War— 116048  A.  O.  O.,08). 

The  War  Department'^  constraction  of  the  act  of  July  24,  1876,  and 
regulations  relative  to  the  transportation  of  officers  while  said  act  was 
in  force  were  published  in  General  Orders,  No.  97,  dated  September  8, 1876, 
•ection  6,  part  3,  and  read  as  follows: 

Officers  traveling  with  troom  are  entitled  only  to  transportation  in 
kind  (paragraph  1096,  Revised  Regulations,  1863,  and  General  Orders,  No. 
a  of  1872). 

"  Traveling  with  troops"  in  the  sense  here  employed  will  be  regarded 
as  covering  all  cases  of  officers  included  in  orders  for  movement,  in  what- 
ever manner,  of  their  appropriate  commands,  or  in  orders  for  movement 
of  detachments,  escorts,  or  stores,  which  i)roceed  by  marches,  or  by 
tranfliM>rtation  belonging  to  or  especially  hired  for  the  purpose  by  the 
United  States;  the  idea  being  that  in  marches  the  officers  should  move  as 
do  the  troops  and  that  where  transportation  is  specially  devoted  to  the 
movement  it  is  sufficient  for  all  included  therein. 

But  the  term  will  not  be  regarded  as  necessarily  covering  cases  of  offi- 
cers included  in  the  movement  by  railroad,  stage,  or  like  eBtublisbed  lines 
of  conveyances,  of  small  detachments  of  armed  or  unarmed  men.  such  as 
guards  and  nurses  for  disabled  or  insane  offlcer8  or  soldiers;  escorts  for 
inspectors,  paymasters,  and  others,  or  the  public  funds  or  property  in 
their  charge. 

In  such  cases,  and  in  all  cases  of  individual  travel,  the  authority  issuing 
the  order  mav.  if  the  publit;  economy,  interest,  or  convenience  supsrest 
it. proscribe  tnat  transportation  in  kind  be  furnished  t^  the  officer.  Such 
inrescription  will  in  all  cases  be  a  bar  to  payment  of  mileage  unless  it  be 
shown  Sy  certificate  of  the  proper  officer  of  the  Quartermaster's  Depart- 
ment that  the  transportation  in  kind  could  not  be  furnished. 

Bat  the  rules  in  force  when  the  law  expre.ssly  precluded  payment  of 
mileage  to  officers  traveling  with  troops  have  been  stated  as  follows: 

Circumstances  of  travel  for  which  transportation  is  contemplated  by 
law  and  regulations  comprehend  cases  of  travel  under  orders  with 
troops,  guards,  escort,  or  supplies,  whether  in  charge  of,  a  part  of,  or 
under  protection  of  the  sam**;  the  established  ])iar-tice  being  that  if 
transportation  has  to  be  provided  for  any  member  of  a  partv  (large  or 
small;,  it  is  to  be  furnished  to  all  persons  cnrnjirehended  in  tno  terms  of 
the  order  for  the  movement  (parasrraphs  lO'.XJnnd  lUift,  Revised  Re^rula- 
tions,  1863:  decision  of  Paymaster  (4oneral  in  indorsement  of  Auj;nst  19, 
1871;  decision  of  Second  Comptroller  in  indorsoment  of  February  17. 
1872).  Language  of  all  past  acts  making  approprijitions  for  payment  of 
mileage  and  kindred  allowances  ((.xenoral  (Ardors,  No.  3,  of  1872).  "Of- 
ficers traveling  on  duty  with  troops  are  to  be  furnislied  transportation 
in  kind  and  will  not  lie  allowed  to  draw  mileaL'o  "  ( !inte  B,  parugrapb  3, 
section  6,  Circular,  No.  08,  Paymaster  General's  Ollice.  dated  April  19, 
1873>. 

Officers  and  others  traveling  with  troops,  escorts,  or  supplies  can  not 
claim  actual  traveling  expenses.  Tbey  arc  entitled  only  to  transporta- 
tion provided  by  the  Quartermaster's  Deimrtment  (act  of  Juno  10,  1874, 
and  General  Orders.  No.  60, 1874*. 

(a)  This  applies  to  all  cases  of  travel  under  orders  with  troops,  guards, 
escorts,  or  supplies,  whether  in  charjre  of.  a  part  of.  or  under  i)rotection 
of  the  same,  and  without  reference  to  the  strenirtli  of  the  partv  (para- 
fn*aph  1096.  Revised  Regulations.  isiU]:  Paymaster  Geiier-il's  ind<jrsHment, 
Auifust  19,  1871;  Second  Comptroller's  indor.sement.  February  17,  1872; 
paragraph  3.  section  6.  Circular,  No.  1(13,  Pay ma.ster  General's  OfHce,  dated 
August  i,  1874, and  Not«  A). 

The  decision  of  the  Second  Comptroller  of  February  17, 1872,  above  cited, 
is  as  follows: 

Lieutenant  F.  H.  Hatliaway  submitted  to  th««  Payma-^tcr  General  a 
statement  m  support  of  bis  havinj^f  drawn  SI""  70  ff)r  inileaire,  which  he 
has  been  called  upon  to  refund  on  the  ground  that  he  was  "traveling 
with  troops." 

Respectfully  referred  to  the  Se<v>nd  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury. 

Will  the  Comptroller  concur  with  this  olhre  in  niakinfr  this  an  ••x<^ep- 
tional  case,  as  Lieutenant  Hathaway  appears  to  have  acted  in  prood  faith 
and  under  orders  for  travel,  wliirli  erroneously  omitted  him  in  the  re- 
quirement niKuithe  Quartermaster's  Depariment  to  furnish  transporta- 
tion in  kindy 

Respectfully  returned  to  tli«»  Paymaster  General. 

I  do  not  think  there  is  .su!li<i«'iit  rc.ison  tomake  T.ientenant  Hathaw.ay's 
case  an  except  ion  to  the  general  nile.     That  rule  i-^  that  mil'-Ui;.' .shall  not 


be  allowed  to  officerH  trnvelinif  with  troops,  or  in  chargre  of  enlisted  men 
to  whom  the  Quartermaster's  Department  furnishes  transportation. 
This  is  in  entire  harmony  with  the  law  of  July  lo,  1870.  If  an  army  was 
movinf?  under  orders  it  would  Im*  absurd  to  say  that  all  the  oflic-ers  were 
entitled  t^*  mileage.  If  ofii<*ers  travel  with  enlisted  men  in  their  chai^ 
It  is  their  duty  under  the  law  of  July  15, 1870,  which  contemplates  that 
transportation  may  be  furnished  in  kind— to  apply  to  the  Qoartermtiater's 
Department  for  transportation  and  in  case  it  be  refused  then  a  claim  for 
mileage  would  arise.  But  when  transportation  in  kind  is  furnished  to 
enlisted  meu,  the  officer  havinfif  them  in  charge  is  not  entitled  to  a 
different  status  in  this  respect,  so  as  to  gi-ve  him  a  legal  right  to 
mileage.  He  partakes  of  their  right  to  transuortation  and  is  not  sepa- 
rated from  it.  Lieutenant  Hathaway  .should  be  allowed  what  it  would 
have  cost  the  Quartermaster's  Department  to  hare  transported  him  and 
no  more  (decisions  Second  Comptroller,  volume  34,  pages  844,  345). 

Said  rules  and  decisions  were  carried  Into  the  Army  Paymaster's 
Manual  {Aj>ri\  30, 1886),  as  follows: 

859.  Travel  with  troops.— The  prohibition  (as  to  the  right  to  mile- 
age or  expenses)  applies  to  all  cases  of  travel  with  troops,  without  regard 
to  the  strength  of  the  party  (note  A,  paragraph  3,  section  8.  Circular, 
No.  103,  Paymaster  Generars  Offi<-e).  The  nardship  is  recognized,  bat 
there  is  no  remedy  short  of  legislation  by  Congress  (B,  1874,  Pajrmaster 
General's  Office).  The  practice  has  been  for  years  to  view  travel  with 
a  single  enlisted  man  as  traveling  with  trooxis  ( B,  1875,  Paymaster  Qen- 
eral's  Office) ;  but  conducting  an  insane  soldier  (there  being  no  other  en- 
Usted  man  in  the  party)  is  not  traveling  with  troops  (B,  1875,  Paymaster 
General's  Office). 

It  is  obvious,  upon  a  reading  of  the  whole  decision  of  the  Second  Comp- 
troller, dated  February  17, 1872,  supra,  that  the  word  "  mileage  "  as  nsed 
In  the  clause  *'  then  a  claim  for  mileage  would  arise  **  was  not  intended 
to  admit  the  right  of  an  officer  to  the  amount  per  mile  for  distance  trav- 
eled ordinarily  designated  as  mileage,  but  to  a  reimbursement  of  the 
amount  he  was  obliged  to  pay  for  his  transportation,  as  is  clearly  shown 
by  the  succeeding  paragraph  of  the  decision. 

In  laws  granting  lands  in  aid  of  railroads  the  provision  that  the  troopa 
of  the  United  States  shall  be  transported  thereon  free  of  charge  has 
always  been  held  to  apply  to  the  transportation  of  a  single  soldier  as  well 
as  a  number  of  soldiers. 

As  the  payment  of  mileage  Is  under  laws  specifying  the  conditions  under 
which  it  may  be  paid,  those  conditions  can  not  be  changed  by  orders  of 
the  Secretary  of  War. 

Excluding  the  matter  of  an  officer  conducting  an  insane  soldier,  which 
will  be  considered  when  such  a  case  arises,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the 
construction  of  the  mileage  laws  in  force  prior  to  July  24, 1876,  and  since 
February  9,  1S87,  as  set  forth  in  section  359,  Army  Pasrmaster's  Manual, 
and  the  decisions  to  which  it  relates,  supra,  holding  that  traveling  on 
duty  with  a  single  enlisted  man  is  traveling  with  troops  within  the  mean- 
ing of  the  mileage  laws,  should  not  be  disturbed,  and  that  the  order  of  the 
Secretary  of  War  announced  in  Circular,  No.  87,  September  1ft,  1888* 
supra,  is  ineffectual  to  confer  a  right  to  mileage  on  officers  traveling  with 
one  or  two  enlisted  men. 

Upon  the  same  principle  an  officer  serving  with  one  enlisted  man  must 
be  regarded  as  serving  with  troops  and  not  entitled  to  commutation  of 
quarters. 

The  decision  of  the  Auditor— 

that  an  officer  who  is  on  duty  with  one  or  more  enlisted  men,  or  who 
travels  on  duty  uuder  carders  with  one  or  more  enlisted  men,  is  on  duty 
or  truvoliiig:  with  troops,  and  is  therefore  not  entitled  to  commutation 
of  quarters  or  mileage  under  existing  laws, 

is  approved.

By  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  the  following  opinion 
of  the  Honorable  the  Attorney  General  regarding  the  right  of 
a  sheriff  to  enter  a  military  reservation  of  the  United  States 
over  which  exclusive  jurisdiction  has  been  ceded  by  the  State 
within  which  the  same  is  located,  for  the  purpose  of  serving 
a  civil  process  therein,  is  published  to  the  Army  for  the  in- 
formation and  guidance  of  all  concerned :

The  Honorable  the  Secretary  or  War. 

Sib:  X  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letU^r  of  Jan- 
nary  27, 1888,  in  which  you  ask  my  opinion  as  to  whether  a  sheriff  in  the 
State  of  Georgia  has  the  ri^rht  to  enter  upon  a  Government  military 
reservation  within  the  county  for  which  he  is  sheriff,  with  a  warrant  of 
attachment  issued  by  a  State  court  in  Georpria.  for  the  purpose  of  levying 
upon  personal  property  then  in  use  by  the  defendant  in  the  attachment 
on  the  reservation  in  constructing  a  gun  battery  for  the  United  States 
under  contracts  for  your  department. 

It  appears  from  your  letter  that  the  reservation  inqnpstion  is  on  Tyboe 
Island,  about  seventean  miles  below  Savannah,  Goorjria,  and  contains 
about  two  hundred  and  ten  acres.  It  was  convey^'d  to  the  Unitod  States 
by  John  Screven,  et  al.,  by  doel  dated  May  21, 1.S75.  Tho  land  was  pur- 
chased as  a  site  for  fortifications  from  tho  apijropriation  made  by  Con- 
gress "  for  purchase  of  sites  proposed  to  bo  occupliKl  ff)r  permanont  sea- 
coast  defensos"  (act  of  Maroh  3,  IHTl,  16  Stat.  L.,.>)U.  It  further  appears 
that  within  the  two  hundred  and  ten  acre  tract  is  a  liirlithou.so  reserva- 
tion of  about  six  acres  whirh  is  independent  of  tho  military  reservation, 
the  former  being  under  control  of  the  Treasury  Department  and  the 
latter  under  the  control  of  your  department.  The  lighthouse  reservation 
appears  to  have  Ijeen  transferred  to  the  United  States  by  an  act  of  the 
State  of  Georgia  dated  December  15, 1791,  and  this  statute  doe.s  not  con- 
tain any  reservation  of  the  right  of  the  State  to  serve  process  of  any  kind. 
It  further  appears  that  on  December  23,  18(J8,  an  act  of  the  (teneral  As- 
sembly of  the  State  of  Georgia  was  approved  by  the  governor,  which 
reads  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
Georgia  that  from  and  immediately  after  the  passing  of  this  act,  the 
Congress  of  the  United  States  shall  have  and  maintain  jurisdiction  in 
and  over  all  the  lands  they  have  purchased  or  which  have  been  ceded  or 
otherwise  acq[uired  by  them,  or  hereafter  may  bo  acquired,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  erecting  forts  or  fortifications  in  this  State:  Provided,  the  said 
united  States  do  or  shall  cause  forts  or  fortifications  to  be  erected 
thereon. 
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The  military  reservation  in  question  is  in  extent  in  excess  of  Ave  acres 
and  therefore  conld  not  have  been  ceded  under  the  act  of  March  2, 1874. 
Moreover,  it  was  not  acquired  by  the  Government  for  the  purpose  of 
erecting  thereon  a  lighthouse,  beacon,  or  building  connected  therewith. 
Its  purposes  are  wholly  different  and  belong  to  a  different  department 
of  the  Qovernment. 

Even  the  lighthouse  reservation,  which  is  within  but  not  a  part  of  the 
military  reservation,  was  not  ceded  under  the  act  of  March  2, 1R74,  for 
the  reason  that  it  had  been  ceded  under  a  prior  act  of  December  15, 1791, 
and  the  Government  at  that  time  acquired  its  title  to  an  exclusive  juris- 
diction over  the  six  acres  in  question.  Moreover,  as  the  last-mentioned 
tract  is  more  than  five  acres  it  can  not  fall  within  the  act  of  March  2, 1874. 
It  is,  however,  unnecessary  to  decide  whether  the  attachment  could  be 
served  within  the  six-acre  tract  which  is  used  for  the  lighthouse,  for  I 
understand  that  the  attachment  which  the  sheriff  seeks  to  serve  was  to 
be  executed  by  the  seizure  of  certain  personal  effectn  of  the  contractor 
who  was  then  constructing  a  gun  battery  on  a  military  reservation  as 
distinguished  from  the  lighthouse  reservation.  There  can  be  no  question 
in  my  mind  that  as  to  the  military  reservation  the  act  of  March  2, 1874, 
has  no  application. 

The  two  hundred  and  ten  acre  tract,  therefore,  purchased  for  perma- 
nent seacoast  defenses,  must  be  regarded  as  having  been  ceded  under  the 
act  of  December  22, 1808,  already  quoted,  by  which  the  State  of  Georgia 
provides  that  '*  after  the  passing  of  this  act,  the  Congress  of  the  United 
States  shall  have  and  maintain  jurisdiction  in  and  over  all  the  lands  they 
have  purchased  or  which  have  been  ceded  or  otherwise  acquired  by  them, 
or  hereafter  may  be  acquired,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  forts  or  forti- 
fications in  this  State,"  thus  conferring  exclusive  jurisdiction  as  to  the 
tract  in  question  in  the  United  States  Government.  There  was  no  reser- 
vation of  any  right  to  serve  either  the  criminal  or  civil  process  of  the 
State.  It  is  clear  that  without  such  reservation  there  can  be  no  right  in 
the  State  authorities  to  serve  process  in  the  tract  in  question,  for  it  is  an 
elementary  principle  of  law  that  a  judicial  officer  can  not  serve  process 
beyond  his  jurisdiction.  In  this  connection  it  is  enough  to  call  attention 
to  the  case  of  Port  Leavenworth  Railroad  Company  v.  Lowe,  114  United 
States,  525  et  seq.y  where  it  is  said:  "  When  the  title  is  acquired  by  pur- 
chase by  consent  of  the  legislatures  of  the  States,  the  Federal  jurisdiction 
is  exclusive  of  all  State  authority.  This  follows  from  the  declaration  of 
the  Constitution  that  Congress  shall  have  'like  authority'  over  such 
places  as  it  has  over  the  district  which  is  the  seat  of  Government;  that 
is,  the  power  of  '  exclusive  legislation  in  all  cases  whatsoever.*  Broader 
or  clearer  language  could  not  be  used  to  exclude  all  other  authority  than 
that  of  Congress,  and  that  no  other  authority  can  be  exercised  over  them 
has  been  the  uniform  opinion  of  Federal  and  State  tribunals  and  of  the 
Attorneys  General." 

Of  course  it  is  competent  for  the  State  in  relinquishing  its  sovereignty 
and  ceding  it  to  the  United  States  to  reserve  the  right  to  serve  civil  and 
criminal  process.  But  in  this  case  no  such  reservation  has  been  made  by 
the  State  of  Georgia,  and  the  granting  of  power  to  the  United  States  is 
absolute  and  exclusive  of  all  State  author!  ty  whatsoever.  (United  States 
«.  Cornell,  2  Mason,  60.)

By  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  the  following  decisions 
of  the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury  are  published  to  the  Army 
for  the  information  and  guidance  of  all  concerned :

The  Honorable  the  Secretary  of  War. 

Sir:  By  your  direction  I  have  received  a  letter  dated  September  13, 
1900,  addressed  to  the  Chief  of  Enf^ineers  by  Captain  Robert  MrGregor, 
■with  which  the  latter  submits  two  vouchers,  one  for  §10  for  medic^tl  serv- 
ices rendered  Walter  Dow,  a  civilian  employee,  and  the  other  for  S2ti  for 
his  burial  expenses.  You  request  my  decision  as  to  whether  the  same 
may  be  paid  from  the  appropriation  for  "  Improving  Upper  White  River, 
Arkansas.*' 

On  the  vouchers  in  question,  Captain  McGregor  certifies— 

that  the  above  account  is  correct  and  just;  that  the  services  were  ren- 
dered as  stated  and  were  necessary  in  the  interests  of  the  public  service 
to  preserve  the  health  of  the  other  employees  engaged  and  quai-ter*td  on  the 
work;  that  the  de« ceased  had  no  estato  so  far  as  can  be  learned,  except  ^5 
salary  due  him  at  the  time  of  his  death,  and  no  relatives  or  other  legal 
representatives  could  be  found  to  priy  the  bills. 

Under  date  of  September  24, 190(),  Captain  McGregor  says— 

that  Dow  was  quartered  on  the  work,  and  that  when  his  sickness  was 
reported  he  was  in  a  high  fever,  and  was  out  of  his  hoad  and  in  a  senii- 
nnconscious  stiite ;  that  it  became  iiocf'ssiiry  to  prevent  possible  ]nt action 
that  he  should  have  medical  attendimoo;  and  when  three  driys  hitcr  his 
sickness  terminated  fatally  without  his  having  roii^iiined  consciousness, 
it  was,  for  like  reasons,  necessary  to'disjxjse  of  the  iiody. 

It  has  been  repeatedly  held  that  in  the  absence  of  statutory  law  or  spe- 
cific contract  no  obligation  rests  on  the  United  States  to  provide  medical 
attendance  to  civil  employees  or  for  their  burial  expenses.  Tlie  Govern- 
ment does  not  owe  this  duty  to  the  employee,  and  the  only  ground  upon 
which  payment  of  such  expenses  can  be  justified  or  authorized  is  that  the 
public  necessities  require  it  for  sanitary  reasons,  and  then  only  wh(*n  that 
duty  does  not  devolve  upon  the  local  authorities,  or  their  services  can  not 
be  obtained  (see  2  Comp.  Dec,  347;  6  id.,  447).  When  such  expenses  are 
incurred  and  paid  they  must  be  confined  to  the  bare  necessities  of  the  case, 
bearing  in  mind  the  customs  of  the  country  in  caring  for  and  burying  the 
remains  of  paupers. 

Assuming  the  facts  stated  by  Captain  McGregor  to  be  correct— for  the 
accuracy  of  which  he  is  respon.sible— payment  of  the  jim^  and  reasonable 
expenses  in  this  case  may  be  made  from  the  appropriation  above  named. 
No  opinion  is  expressed  on  the  question  of  the  reasonableness  of  the 
expenses. 

The  unpaid  salary  due  this  employee  should  be  witheld  as  a  proper  olfset 
against  those  expenses  and  a  proper  record  made  to  prevent  future  pay- 
ment of  said  unpaid  salary.

The  Pacific  Coast  Steamship  Comimny,  under  date  of  Augiiet  1, 1900, 
appeals  from  the  a<*tioii  of  the  Auditor  for  the  War  Department  in  settle- 
ment No.  12172.  dated  June  29, 1»)0.  of  its  claim— 

for  reimbursement  of  amount  paid  for  services  of  three  men  employed 
as  cooks  on  board  steamship  '*  Senator."  durin;^  the  pf'rit>d  from  June  24 
to  September  1,18U8,  amounting,  as  rendered,  to  §47S.5(J. 

The  facts  appear  to  be  as  follows: 

General  Greene,  with  whom  claimant  alleges  to  have  made  the  contract 
upon  which  he  seeks  to  recover  in  this  case,  in  fifth  indorsement,  under 
date  of  February  1,  ItMXJ,  says: 

On  the  afternoon  l)efore  the  second  Manila  exx)€dition  sjiiled  from  San 
Francisco  I  consulted  General  Merritt  in  rej^ard  to  c«K)k.s  c)n  the  four 
transports  m  view  ot  the  tact  that  the  accommodations  for  ct>okinK  were 
extremely  limited  and  it  would  be  very  difficult  on  the  lon^  voyage  for 
the  men  to  cook  their  own  food.  He  directed  me  to  i^et  cooks  for  each 
shii)  and  stated  that  some  way  would  be  found  to  pay  them,  ]»relerably 
bj'  each  man  contributing?  about  fifty  cents  for  that  purpo!*e.  The  cooks 
wore  procured  under  these  instructions,  and,  in  my  judgment,  were  abso- 
lutely essential. 

After  arriviup  in  Manila  an  effort  was  made  to  collect  the  sum  referred 
to  from  the  men  in  the  dilforent  regiments,  but  they  refused  to  pay. 
♦  ♦  *  Th(3  steamshii)  companies  furni.shed  the  cooks  in  go«xl  faith  and 
the  price  charged  is  reasonable.  If  the  transport  service  had  been  organ- 
ized at  that  tiine  as  it  now  is  no  such  question  would  have  aris«*n.  but  as 
tlie  United  States  thon  had  no  organized  transport  service  and  everything 
had  to  be  improvi«*ed  in  the  emergency  in  the  best  manner  possible,  and 
as  I  acted  in  i>erfectly  gdod  faith  in  the  matter  under  (Jeneral  Merritt's 
dire<'ti(>us.  and  as  the  steamship  comjianies  furnished  the  cooks,  it  seema 
to  me  the  bill  should  bo  assumed  and  paid  by  the  United  States  out  of  the 
appropriation  lor  natiuual  defen.se. 

In  sixth  indorsement,  under  date  of  February  3,  1[*00,  General  Merritt 
says: 

I  entirely  agreo  with  (fcueral  Greene  in  what  he  says  regarding  these 
cooks.  I  considered  their  emi)loyment  ab.solutely  essential  under  the 
circumstances,  and  it  is  hoped  .some  way  will  be  found  by  which  the  bill 
in  questiou  can  be  settled. 

Claimant,  speaking  through  its  general  agents,  G'>odall,  Perkins  &  Co., 
in  a  letter  to  Colonel  C.  F.  Long,  quartermaster,  U.  S.  Army,  dated  June 
3,  IH'.W*,  among  other  things,  siiys: 

You  will  rememl)er  at  that  time  the  Govornm<^ntdid  not  furnish  cooks 
for  the  ejijisted  men  as  they  now  do.  but  expecttni  the  men  to  do  their 
own  cooking.  As  this  was  pr.ictically  impossible.  General  Greene  ordered 
three  ciioks  shii)pcd,  st.ttiiig  that  ho  would  uuarantee  that,  enlisted  men 
would  c«)ntrilHit«>  fifty  cents  each  to  cover  this  expense.  We  hired  three 
cooks  at  SiKl  e.ich  and* paid  them  lor  their servic«s  back  to  the  port  of  :i;m 
Francisco.  Th«'  amount  we  iniid  the  c«xjks  amounteti  to  several  hundred 
dollars  more  than  wiiat  is  due  us  from  the  enlisted  men. 

We  wrote  to  Colonel  Stotsenberg  of  the  Nebraska  regiment,  making  a 
demand  lor  this  money,  imd  inste.id  of  paying  up  he  overhauled  us  in  his 
lettt;r  oil  account  oi  the  hurdsliiiis  and  poor  living  that  the  men  had  on 
that  trip.  Wo  wrote  to  the  i-olonel,  calling  his  attention  to  the  fact  that 
the  rations  were  turnished  by  the  (xoveniinent  and  these  ccioks  were 
there  to  cook  it  for  tluMu,  and  thit  it  was  something  we  had  nothing  to 
do  with  if  he  did  not  see  that  his  men  weie  propely  looked  alter. 

The  letter  of  Colonel  Stotsenb'^rg  in  which  claimant  says  he'* over- 
hauled it  on  account  of  the  hardships  and  po<'r  living  that  the  men  had 
on  that  trip"  is  not  with  the  papers  in  this  case. 

Claimant,  .siK»aking  throu;irh  ita  general  agents,  Good  all,  Perkins  &  Co., 
in  a  letter  to  Colonel  W.  H.  Baldwin,  Commissary  Departm.?nt,  U.  S. 
Army,  dated  De<Tember  21,  l.st«»,  among  other  things,  says: 

In  the  case  of  the  "  Senator "  there  wore  no  cooks  furnished  bv  the 
owners,  the  supposition  being  that  the  men  would  do  their  own  cooking. 


Aa  it  "was  considered  by  the  officers  of  the  Army  nnwiae  to  start  on  a 
aeven  thotxaand  xdiIh  Toyatfe  with  men  inexperienced  in  cooking  nt  sea, 
where  steam  is  used  and  limited  space  allowed,  the  reyriment  as  a  whole 
decided  to  hare  proper  cooks,  each  enlisted  man  contributing  flftv  cents 
for  the  payment.  As  we  would  have  no  way  of  collecting  this  if  the  men 
shonld  raise  any  objections  at  the  end  of  the  trip  wc  refused  to  do  so 
anleas  payment  was  guaranteed  by  the  proper  officers.  This  Ueneral 
Greene  did,  promising  to  see  that  the  matter  was  settled.  On  the  ship's 
arrival  in  Manila  the  men  refused  to  pay  the  cliarjjre  and  the  olHcerH  of 
that  regiment  (Ist  Nebraska)  refused  to  collect  it  for  us.  We  repeatedly 
took  the  matter  up  with  the  colonel  of  the  regiment  without  any  sjitis- 
fact4jry  results.    As  you  are  aware  the  colonel  wa.s  killed  in  th*»  rhilip- 

gine  Islands  and  we  next  appealed  to  the  authorities  in  W;i.»»Lington, 
reneral  Greene  in  the  meantime  having,  as  we  understand,  returned  to 
civil  Ufe.  On  the  promise  of  General  Greene,  who  whs  tlif  «(miman(ling 
officer  of  the  expedition,  it  certainly  should  be  paid.  This  company 
Bhonld  not  be  ex]»ected  to  lose  this  amount  of  mon»?y.  The  derision  of 
the  Judge  Advo«"ate  General  states  that  the  War  Department  has  never 
undertaken  to  furnish  euiisted  men  with  cooks.    •    »    * 

In  tenth  indorsement,  under  date  of  March  7, 1900,  the  Judge  Advocate 
G-eneral,  among  other  things,  says — 

With  re3i>ect  to  within  bill  for  $478.50  for  wages  for  cr>ok.s  on  the  steam- 
ship "Senator,"  these  papers  show  that  there  was  no  understanding  with 
the  company  that  the  wages  were  to  be  x>aid  by  the  United  States,  but  as 
stat^  by  the  general  aj^ents  of  the  company  it  was  under^5to()d  "  that  en- 
listed men  would  contribute  fifty  cents  each  to  cover  this  expense  " 

In  the  fifth  indorsement  hereon  it  is  stated  that  **the  bill  should  be 
aj«umed  and  paid  by  the  United  States  out  of  the  appropriation  for  na- 
tional defense,"  but  I  do  not  think  this  can  legally  oe  done.  As  stated 
above,  the  services  were  not  engaged  on  behalf  of  the  United  States, and 
there  was  no  contract  that  the  united  States  should  pay  for  them,  and  the 
payment  of  the  claims  would,  therefore,  be  unauthorized. 

By  eleventh  indorsement,  dated  March  16,  W^IO,  the  Acting  Secretary  of 
War  (toncniTcd  in  the  views  of  the  Judge  Advocate  GcMieral. 

By  twelfth  indorsement  the  Acting  Commissary  General  of  Subsistence, 
under  date  of  May  1,1900.  among  other  things,  says: 

The  co«>k8  within  rharged  for  were  furnished  by  the  Pacifii-  Coast  Steam- 
ship Company  ui>on  the  order  of  General  F.  V.  Greene,  who  was  acting 
und»*r  the  orders  of  the  general  commanding  the  expe<litionary  force  sent 
to  Manila  in  June,  1x98;  and  they  wert^  ordered  beeauHc  the  troops  were 
traveling  not  m  the  field  but  on  shipboard,  where  it  wa.s  impractiruhle  for 
the  enlisted  men  tliemselves  to  cook  their  food.  It  is  unusual  to  fiirniph 
enlisted  men  with  cooks  under  ordinary  conditions  of  service,  but  the 
placing  of  enlisted  men,  especiallv  volunteers,  on  shipboard  with  Inndtj- 
quaie  cooking  facilities  required  the  tuking  of  radical  measures  for  tlieir 
subsistence.  Any  miscalculation  on  the  part  of  those  ordering  the  em- 
ployment of  these  cooks  as  to  the  source  from  which  their  wa^es  were  to 
i>e  «.lerived  should  not  l)e  made  the  cause  of  pecuniary  lf)ss  to  the  <()ni])any 
which  furnished  the  cooks  and  paid  them  in  good  faith,  if  it  l!a<l  lieen  ex- 
pres.«*ly  stipulated  that  they  wvuild  be  paid  by  the  United  States  there 
Would  have  been  no  delay  in  the  settlement  f>f  the  accvmnt.  Their  serv- 
ice** were  rendered  to  the  United  States  on  the  ord^Ts  of  Unii-d  States 
officers. and  were  necessary  for  the  public  service. and  no  mere  technical 
objections  as  to  how  it  was  thouirht  they  could  be  paid  should  be  inter- 
posed against  settlement  by  the  United  States.  I  recommend  the  ap- 
proval of  the  claim  for  i^Vf^  .">0  and  as  all  claims  for  or  against  the  United 
States  are. required  by  section  J^W.  Revised  Statutes,  to  be  settled  and 
adjusted  in  the  Treasury  Departm«-nt.  I  further  re<-ommend  that  it  be 
referred  to  the  Auditor  for  rho  War  L)ei)artmont  for  settlement  and  pay- 
ment from  appropi  latiou  "'  Subsistence  of  the  .\rmy,  January  1,  laW." 

By  thirteenthjindorsement,  dated  May9,  ll)!W,  the  Assistant  Secretary 
of  War  approved  the  recommendation  of  the  Acting  Commissary  Gen- 
eral of  Saljsistence  and  referred  the  claim  to  the  Auditor  for  the  War 
Department  for  settlement  from  the  appropriation  "  Subsistence  of  the 
Army,  January  1, 1899." 
*    The  Auditor  disallowed  the  claim  for  reasons  as  follows: 

These  men  were  in  no  sense  Government  emi>loyoes  and  it  was  thor- 
oughly understood  by  the  steamship  company  at  the  time  they  were 
employed  that  the  Government  was  not  to  beheld  re.sponsible  for  their 
pay. 


It  is  from  this  disallowance  that  claimant  appeals. 

At  the  time  claimant  furnished  the  cooks  it  admits  that  the  Oorem- 
ment  did  not  farniah  cooks  for  the  enlisted  men  and  the  owners  of  the 
ship  did  not  furnish  them,  but  both  the  owners  and  the  Government  ex- 
pected them  to  do  their  own  cooking.  General  Merritt  directed  General 
Greene  to  met  the  cooks  and  stated  to  him  that  some  way  would  be  found 
to  pay  thom,  preferably  by  each  man  contributing  about  fifty  cents  for 
th  it  purpose. 

G  )neral  Greene  arran^red  for  the  cooks  under  the  instructions  of  Gen- 
eral Merritt  and  presumably  on  the  plan  suggested  by  General  Memtt 
by  which  they  were  to  be  paid. 

Claimant  states  that  the  regiment  as  a  whole  decided  to  have  proper 
cooks,  each  enlisted  man  to  contribute  fifty  cents  to  pay  them. 

It  says  that  as  it  had  no  way  of  collecting  the  amount  to  be  paid  by  the 
men  should  they  raise  objections  at  the  end  of  the  trip,  it  refused  to  fur- 
nish the  cooks  unless  payment  \u~s  guaranteed  by  the  proper  offlrer,  and 
that  General  Greene  promised^^at  he  would  see  that  the  enlisted  men 
would  contribute  fifty  cents  each  to  cover  the  expense  and  promised  to 
see  the  matter  settled. 

The  question  presented  is  not  whether  the  exigencies  of  the  service 
were  such  as  would  have  justified  the  employment  of  cooks  by  the  Gov- 
ernment, but  whether  they  were  in  fact  so  employed.  Was  there  any 
contract  entered  into  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  Government,  or  any  at- 
tempt to  make  such  a  contract,  for  the  hire  of  the  cooks?  If  there  was 
no  such  contract  then  there  would  be  no  greater  legal  obligation  on  the 
Government  to  pay  for  cooks  than  if  no  contract  had  been  entered  into 
by  any  one  to  pay  for  them. 

If  the  claimant  had  furnished  the  cooks  without  any  contract  from  any 
one  its  kind  oIUjm.'.s  might  be  of  such  a  character  as  to  appeal  to  conscience 
for  reimbursement,  but  the  accounting  oflflcers  would  be  jjowerless  to 
ail  just  and  allow  such  a  claim. 

If  the  ofTicer.s  and  men  with  whom  claimant  dealt  acted  upon  their  own 
resp(»iisihility,  and  not  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  Government,  and  claimant 
at  tli»*  tim^-  kn'nv  and  understood  they  were  so  acting  and  dealt  with  them 
aci-or(iiiii,'ly.  their  acts  under  (Hich  circumstances  would  not  create  any 
liability  .iicain^t  the  Government,  however  beneficial  they  may  have 
lU'Dvod  to  the  rnited  States,  and  in  such  case  if  the  men  refused  to  per- 
form tlK'ir  ]virt  of  the  contract  and  claimant  sought  to  be  reimbursed  by 
the  Government  it  would  have  to  go  to  Congres.s. 

At  the  time  tills  continct  was  made  it  would  seem  that  both  parties 
uujlerstood  that  the  Government  was  not  paying  for  cooks  for  enlisted 
men,  and  no  attempt  was  made  or  understanding  reached  that  the  Govern- 
mtMit  was  to  ])ay  for  the  eooks. 

ThiM  construction  is  in  harmony  with  the  construction  claimant  has 
placofl  u]»on  the  trans^ietiou.  After  the  services  were  rendered  it  re- 
peatedly dein  tn  led  payment  of  the  men  through  Colonel  Stotsenberg. 
I  am  not  ublo  to  see  any  le;^al  grounds  why  the  United  States  should  now 
assume  the  pnyiiient  of  this  claim.

The  appropriation  for  the  snpport  of  the  Regular  and  Vol- 
unteer Army  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  JnnaSO,  1901,  published 
in  General  Orders,  No.  76,  June  1,  1900,  from  this  office,  pro- 
vides for  the  payment  for  extra  duty  on  constant  labor  for  not 
less  than  ten  days,  under  the  several  heads  of  appropriations 
for  the  Quartermaster's  Department. 

Under  appropriation  "Incidental  Expenses"  the  following 
payments  are  authorized  : 

For  labor  in  the  erection  of  barracks,  quarters,  and  store- 
houses ; 

In  the  construction  of  roads  and  other  constant  labor; 

Clerks  for  post  quartermaster ; 

Prison  overseers  at  posts  designated  by  the  Secretary  of 
War  for  the  confinement  of  general  prisoners. 

Under  "  Barracks  and  Quarters  '  appropriation: 

For  the  construction  of  temporary  buildings  and  stables ; 

For  repairing  public  buildings  at  established  posts. 

Under  " Transi)ortation  of  the  Army  and  its  Supplies:** 

Driving  teams ; 

Repairing  means  of  transportation ; 

Train  masters ; 

Lal)or  in  opening  roads  and  building  wharves. 

Under  "Construction  and  Repair  of  Hospitals:" 

Labor  in  construction  and  repairs  of  hospitals  at  military 
posts  already  established  and  occupied. 

Under  "Quarters  for  Hospital  Stewards:*' 

Labor  in  construction  (and  rex)airs)  of  hospital  stewards' 
quarters  at  military  posts  already  established  and  occupied. 

In  order  to  avoid  suspensions  and  disallowances  in  the  ac- 
counts of  disbursing  officers  on  account  of  payments  for  extra 
duty  services  the  utmost  care  should  be  observed  in  the  prepa- 


ratioii  of  estimates  for  fnnde  for  this  purpose;  the  report  of 
servioes  on  Form  8  (Quartermaster's  Department),  and  the 
receipt  roll,  the  Tonoher  for  iNiyment. 

The  men  should  he  classified  on  the  Form  8  and  on  the  Be- 
oeipt  Ron  ity  appropriations,  and  a  foil  report  of  the  nature 
of  the  serrioes  should  appear  on  Form  8  in  the  column  "How 
Employed— Remark." 

iUl  information  required  by  the  headings  and  notes  on  the 
form  should  be  given. 

Much  annoyance  and  correspondence  will  be  avoided  Iqr  a 
strict  compliance  with  the  laws  and  regulations  on  this  subject 
(See  Army  Regulations,  1806,  Article  XXm.)

CSubrles  L.  SpAlding,  formerly  hospital  steward,  8th  Massachusetts 
Yoliuteer  Infantry,  Spanish  war,  appeals  from  settlement,  No.  306668, 
dated  March  21, 1900,  disallowing  hia  claim  for  reimbursement  for  $50, 
alleged  by  him  to  have  been  expended  in  traveling  to  his  home  and  re- 
turning thence  to  his  command  while  absent  on  furlough. 

He  was  granted  an  ordinary  furlough  at  Camp  Thomas.  Georgia,  from 
Angust  6  to  September  16, 1898,  both  dates  Inclusiye,  with  permission  to 
go  to  Massachusetts.  The  furlough  was  subsequently  extended,  and  he 
did  not  join  his  command  until  Noyember  17, 1898.  He  states  that  trans- 
portation was  not  furnished  him  to  his  home  at  Beyerly,  Massachusetts, 
where  he  went  on  furlough,  and  that  when  about  to  return  to  bis  com- 
mand he  applied  for  transportation  and  was  refused  because  the  word 
"sick'*  wae  not  Inserted  in  his  furlough.  He  contends  that  it  was  the 
intention  to  have  granted  him  a  sick  furlough  pursuant  to  General  Or- 
ders. No.  114,  Adjutant  Generars  Ol&oe,  1898,  but  that  the  words  neces- 
sary to  characterise  it  as  a  sick  furlough  were  unintentionally  omitted. 
His  contention  is  strongly  supported  by  certificates  on  file  from  former 
surgeons  of  his  regiment. 

The  claim  is  for  transportation  provided  by  himself  for  going  from 
the  camp  of  his  regiment  to  his  home  and  in  returning  to  his  regiment, 
including  sleeping-car  fare. 

It  can  make  no  difference  whether  the  claimant  was  on  ordinary  fur- 
lough or  on  sick  furlough  under  General  Orders,  No.  Hi.  In  neither  case 
would  he  be  entitled  to  reimbursement  for  cost  of  transportation  to  his 
home  and  return  to  his  command.  (6  Comp.  Dec.,  470;  Decision  of  August 
10, 1900,  in  case  of  Union  Pacific  Railway  Ck).) 

The  action  of  the  Auditor  so  far  as  it  disallows  the  claim  is  affirmed. 

All  papers  will  be  returned  to  the  Auditor,  except  certificate  trans- 
mitted by  Lieutenant  Colonel  George  W.  Baird,  which  will  be  returned 

to  him.

Bib:  I  haye  receiyed,  by  your  direction,  per  indorsement  dated  August 
16, 1900,  a  letter  from  Lieutenant  Colonel  George  W.  Baird  to  the  Pay- 
master General  requesting  a  change  in  my  decision  dated  June  15,1900  (6 
Oomp.  Dec.,  947),  relatiye  to  the  time  of  beginning  and  ending  of  the  10 
per  cent  Increase  on  imy  of  officers  of  the  Army  under  the  act  of  May  26, 
1900  (81  Stat.,  211). 

The  argument  submitted  in  fayor  of  a  change  in  the  decision  is  as  fol- 
lows: 

The  decision  as  rendered  turns  upon  the  question  whether  the  extra 
ten  per  centum  is  pay  or  is  an  allowance.  The  Comptroller  holds  that  it 
is  an  allowance  and  so  is  forfeited  when  the  officer  is,  for  any  reason,  out- 
side of  the  geographical  limits  where  it  accrues. 

The  law,  howeyer,  states  specifically,  *'  That  hereafter  the  pay  proper 
of  aU  officers  *  *  *  serylng  *  *  '^  shall  be  increased  ten  per 
centum." 

(Act  May  80, 1900.  Page  10.  General  Orders,  No.  76,  Headquarters  of 
the  Army,  June  1, 1900.)  The  language  of  the  act  is  specific.  The  Increase 
to*' pay/ 


to  the  effect  that:  ''An  officer  who  in  on  daty  with  one  or  more 
men,  or  who  travels  on  dutv  under  orders  with  one  or  more  enllstHl  men, 
is  on  daty  or  traveling  with  troops  and  Is,  therefore,  nut  entitled  to  com- 
mutation of  QUHrterH  or  mileafife  under  exlstintr  laws.** 

The  Comptroller  states  the  principle  that  an  officer  eerrlng  with  one 
or  more  euUsted  mea,  must  oe  regarded  as  serylns  with  troops,  hat 
leaves  undetermined  what  constitutes  service  with  troops  Line  ofBoers 
on  recruiting  service  In  cities  and  medical  officers  on  duty  in  cities  as 
attending  surgeons  have  never  been  considered  ms  on  dnty  with  tronps 
in  the  technii^il  meaning  of  tJie  word,  and  commutation  of  quarters  to 
offioerd  on  such  duty  has  been  provided  for  in  the  annual  appropziation 
bills  and  paid  by  the  Pay  Department,  ever  since  commutation  of  quar- 
ters  has  been  authorized  by  law.  The  question  is  respectfully  submitted 
for  decision  whether  officers  detailed  on  duty  at  tbe  various  recruitioc 
stations  and  as  attending  surgebns  in  cities  are  on  dnty  with  the  enlistsa 
men  who  may  be  stationed  at  the  same  points,  within  the  meaning  of  the 
decision  as  rendered  by  the  Comptroller 

This  decision  appears  to  be  merely  that  one  or  more  enlisted  men  ooo- 
stitute  troops  within  the  meaning  of  the  law,  and  the  inference  is  that 
tbey  are  under  the  command  and  on  duty  with  the  officer  who  may  be 
located  at  the  same  station.  For  example:  Assistant  8unceon  Crosby  if 
ordered  to  New  York  to  take  charge  of  the  office  of  the  attending  8nr> 
geoQ,  where  he  finds  a  hospital  steward  on  dotv;  Captain  Robinson  is  di- 
rected to  proceed  to  New  York  City  tor  recmitiufr  service  and  after  arriv- 
ing there  is  placed  in  charge  of  the  station  at  1^  Park  avenue,  whne  be 
finds  one  or  more  enlisted  men  on  dnty.  Theae  men  are  not  armed  and 
equlpiied  and  they  could  not  render  the  full  military  service,  which  troops 
in  the  technical  military  sense  are  expected  to  perform.  As  the  statioa 
could  be  maintained  without  them,  the  officer  thereat  being  given  the  neo- 
essary  clerical  asftistance  by  the  employment  of  civilians,  whlln  on  the 
other  hHnd,the  station  could  not  be  maintained  without  an  officer  in  charge 
of  it,  it  would  therefore  seem  that  an  officer  is  in  charge  of  and  on  doty 
at  the  station,  irrespective  of  whether  an v enlisted  men  are  located  there 
to  amlst  bim  As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  principal  part,  if  not  all,  the  work 
of  tbe  enlisted  men  at  these  recruiting  stations,  and  attending  surgeons* 
offices,  is  clerical;  military  onlv  in  tbe  sense  that  it  pertains  to  the  mili- 
tary service,  and  authorized  chtefiy  as  a  measure  of  eccmomy. 

To  ere  are  other  duties  on  which  officers  are  ordered  where  their  statnt 
Is  similar,  as  for  Instance,  the  officer  on  duty  at  Buffalo  at  the  Pan- 
American  Expoeition:  officers  on  duty  at  the  various  headquarterti 
where  one  or  more  enlisted  men  are  frequently  detailed  on  derloaldaty. 
Heretofore  the  allowance  to  officers  for  the  quarters  to  which  they  are 
entitled,  where  no  public  quarters  are  available,  has  been  paid  from  so- 
propriationn  secured  annually  by  the  Pay  Department,  for  this  spedflo 
purpose.  No  appropriation  to  cover  this  expenditure  has  been  secured 
by  rue  Quartermaster's  Department,  nor  even  estimated  for.  The  prae* 
tical  rcHult  of  this  decision  of  the  Comptroller,  if  it  is  decided  that  re- 
cruiting and  other  officers  at  stations  where  enlisted  men  are  locatnd  are 
on  duty  with  troops  within  the  law  as  interpreted  by  the  Comptroller, 
will  ^>e  to  transfer  to  the  Quartermaster*s  DRppartment,  an  expense  for 
which  no  provision  has  been  made,  causn  the  use  of  money  which  was 
intended  for  the  construction  of  barracks  and  tmartersto  be  used  for 
the  rental  of  officers'  quarters,  and  relieve  the  Pay  Department  of  an 
expenditure  for  which  it  haa  secured  a  S|}e<nflc  appramriation.  The 
former  department  will  thut  have  a  deficiency  in  itsrandb  to  the  exti  nt 
of  the  amount  expended  for  the  hire  of  theee  quarters,  while  the  latter 
department  will  have  a  surplus  to  be  returned  to  the  Treasury. 

The  amount  ex|>ended  in  either  case,  whether  done  by  commutation  or 
by  the  Quartermaster's  Department  renting  quarters,  will  be  practically 
tbe  Hame.  and  the  effect  of  making  the  change  required  by  thededaion 
will  l)e  to  add  largely  to  the  number  of  papers  and  labor  neoeasary  tose* 
comnliRb  the  same  result.  The  net  rettult  will  be  an  Increase  of  cost  to 
the  Government. 

To  illustrate:  An  officer  on  such  dutv  previous  to  this  late  decision  of 
tbe  (^ornptr  lUer.  entered  upon  his  retrular  pay  voucher  the  amount  of  his 
commutation  and  tbe  same  was  paid  by  the  Pay  Department  at  the  ssms 
timo  the  officer  was  given  his  re»?ular  monthly  salary.  The  Qnartenns^ 
ter's  Department  in  order  to  rout  quarters  for  officers  will  Tie  required 
to  issue  vouchers  in  the  name  of  toe  person  from  whom  rented,  bsvs

would  undoabtedly  be  iaduded  in  the  term  "  pay  "  as  to  offloers  aerTinir  in 

places  named  in  the  act,  it  would  not  be  included  in  either  of  the  terme 

"■  pay  "  or  "  allowances  "  as  to  ofScers  not  servinx  in  such  places. 

I  And  nothing  in  the  argument  submitted  justifying  any  change  in  my 

deeiaion  heretofore  rendered  upon  the  questions  presented.

David  Ginkens,  byaifidarit  flled  by  his  attorney.  May  16, 1900,  appeals 
from  settlement  No.  801131,  dated  February  16. 1900,  of  the  Auditor  for 
the  War  Department,  adjusting  his  claims  arising  out  of  his  serrice  as  a 
member  of  Company  M,  60th  Iowa  Volunteers,  Spanish  war. 

His  claim  was  specifically  for  pay  from  April  36  to  May  17, 1898,  travel 
pay  and  subsistence  in  traveling  118  miles,  from  Fairfield,  Iowa,  to  Des 
Moines,  Iowa,  on  first  enrollment  and  in  returning  from  Des  Moines 
to  Fairfield  on  discbarge,  and  he  asks  for  a  full  accounting,  to  include 
any  extra  pay  that  might  be  due  him. 

The  mnster-out  roll  of  his  company  shows  that  he  joined  for  duty  and 
was  enrolled  April  29, 1898,  at  Des  Moines,  Iowa,  promoted  to  cori)oral 
September  1, 1896,  and  on  furlough  from  September  20  to  October  20, 1898, 
per  General  Orders,  No.  130,  Adjutant  Generars  Office,  extended  to 
November  1, 1896.  and  was  discharged  with  his  company  at  Dee  Moines, 
Iowa,  November  90, 1898.  His  discharge  certificate  givee  April  26  as  date  of 
enrollment.  He  did  not  serve  beyond  the  limits  of  the  United  States  and 
received  one  month's  furlough  under  General  Orders,  No.  180,  Adjutant 
General's  Office,  of  April  13, 1896. 

The  Auditor  allowed  him  |9.36,  pay  from  April  20  to  May  16, 1898,  inclu- 
sive, and  disallowed  all  the  other  claims.  The  claimant  contends  that  he 
should  be  allowed  traveling  allowances  from  Fairfield,  Iowa,  to  Des 
Moines,  Iowa,  and  asks  a  reconsideration  of  said  claim. 

He  was  correctly  paid  on  discharge  $10.50  for  commutation  of  rations 
daring  furlough  and  $33.60  on  clothing  account,  less  stoppage  of  $1.38  on 
account  of  arms  and  equipment.  He  has  accepted  payment  of  the  amount 
allowed  by  the  Auditor,  and  is  precluded  from  obtaining  a  revision  by 
the  Comptroller  of  that  part  of  the  settlement  relating  to  his  pay  by  the 
following  provision  of  the  act  of  July  31, 1894  (28  Stat.,  208) : 

Any  person  accepting  payment  under  settlement  by  an  auditor  shall 
be  thereby  precluded  from  obtaining  a  revision  of  such  settlement  as  to 
any  items  on  wliich  payment  is  accepted. 

Having  received  a  furlough  under  General  Orders,  No.  1^30,  Adjutant 
General's  Office,  1898,  he  is  not  entitled  to  extra  pay. 

A  note  on  the  muster-out  roll  states  that  the  company  was  formerly  a 
National  Guard  organization,  organized  at  Fairfield,  but  it  does  not  follow 
from  this  fact  that  the  members  of  the  company  enlisted  in  a  body  for 
the  United  States  service  at  that  place.  The  statement  of  the  muster- 
out  roll,  confirmed  as  it  is  by  the  report  of  the  War  Department,  that 
the  soldier  was  enrolled  at  Des  Moines,  is  accepted  as  true,  and  having 
been  discharged  at  place  of  enrollment  no  travel  allowances  are  due. 

The  appeal,  so  far  as  it  relates  to  his  pay,  is  dismissed,  and  the  action 
of  the  Auditor  in  all  other  matters  is  affirmed. 

The  papers  are  returned  to  the  Auditor.

Str:  I  have  by  your  direction,  per  the  Paymaster  General's  indorse- 
ment, dated  October  1, 1900,  a  letter  dated  Santiago,  Cuba,  July  11, 1900, 


f^om  W.  H.  Block,  acting  aasistant  sargeon,  U.  S.  Army,  and  aeTenteen 
other  acting  assistant  surgeons,  to  the  Paymaster  General,  as  follows: 

We,  the  undersigned  acting  assistant  surgeons,  U.  S.  Army,  serring  in 
this  department,  concurring  in  the  belief  that  we  are  entitled  to  the  ten 
per  cent  extra  pajr  for  officers  serving  in  Cuba,  and  believing  earnestly 
that  we,  in  all  justice  and  fairness,  ought  to  be  entitled  to  the  same,  have 
the  honor  to  request  information  as  to  why,  and  for  what  reason  we  are 
ruled  out  of  the  benefits  derived  from  the  act  granting  the  extra  pay. 
While  we  are  not  commi$8ioned  officers,  we  are  considered  offioers,  are 
required  to  perform  the  duties  of  officers,  accept  and  bear  the  responsibili- 
ties of  officers,  and  therefore  stand  upon  the  same  footing  as  any  oflloar 
of  the  U.  8.  Army,  and  we  earnestly  and  reejiectfully  reqaeat  that  the 
ruling  against  us  oe  reconsidered,  and  the  allowance  granted. 

The  Paymaster  General  in  referring  the  letter  to  this  office  says: 

This  office  has  construed  the  law  giving  t<*n  per  cent  Increase  to  offleers 
serving  in  the  Philippines.  Cuba,  and  Porto  Bioo,  as  strictly  and  entirely 
referiring  to  commissioned  officers. 

By  the  terms  of  the  law,  acting  assistant  surgeons  are  employed  ^*  at  a 
comi>en8ation  not  to  exceed  floO  per  month,*'  act  a])proved  may  H,  1808. 

I  am  requested  to  decide  the  question  raised  by  the  petitioners. 
Contract  surgeons  are  employed  under  and  their  compensation  is  lim- 
ited by  section  2,  Act  of  May  13, 1898  (80  Stat.,  406),  which  provides: 

That  in  emergencies  the  Surgeon  General  of  the  Army,  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Secretary  of  War,  may  appoint  as  many  contract  surseons 
as  may  be  necessary,  at  a  comi>eosation  not  to  exceed  one  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars  per  mouth. 

In  all  the  laws  relating  to  contiract  surgeons  they  are  clearly  distin- 
guished from  officers  of  the  Army.  (See  sections  1  and  2,  act  of  May  IS, 
1898  (80  Stat.,  406) ;  section  7,  act  of  March  2, 1899,  to  increase  the  efficiency 
of  the  Army  (90  Stat..  979),  and  the  acts  providing  for  mileage  to  officers 
traveling  without  troops  and  to  contract  surgeons,  acts  of  January  5, 
1899,  and  March  8,  1899  (80  Stat.,  776,  1068),  and  act  of  May  38,  1900  (31 
Stat.,  210). 

The  act  of  May  26, 1900  (31  Stat.,  211),  provides: 

That  hereafter  the  pay  proper  of  all  officers  and  enlisted  men  serving 
in  Porto  Rico,  Cuba,  the  Pnilippine  Islands,  Hawaii,  and  in  the  Territory 
of  Alaska,  shall  be  increased  ten  per  centum  for  officers  and  twenty  per 
centum  for  enlisted  men  over  and  above  the  rates  of  pay  proper  as  fixed 
by  law  in  time  of  peace:  Provided  further^  That  enlisted  men  receiving 
or  entitled  to  the  twenty  per  centum  increased  pay  herein  authorized 
shall  not  be  entitled  to  or  receive  any  additional  increased  compensaticm 
for  what  is  known  as  extra  or  special  duty. 

Section  1:342,  Revised  Statutes,  so  far  as  material,  pirovides  that— 

The  armies  of  the  United  States  shall  be  governed  by  the  following 
rules  and  articles.  The  word  officer,  as  used  therein,  shall  be  understood 
to  designate  commissioned  officers;  the  word  soldier  shall  be  understood 
to  include  noncommissioned  offlceiiB,  musicians,  artificers,  and  privatss, 
and  other  enlisted  men,  and  the  convictions  mentioned  therein  shall  be 
imderstood  to  be  convictions  by  court-martiaL 

It  has  been  uniformly  held  that  a  contract  surgeon,  also  called  acting 
assistant  surgeon,  is  neither  an  officer  nor  an  enlisted  man  and  is  nets 
member  of  the  Army  but  has  the  status  of  a  civilian  employee.  (Sm  96 
Cn.,  802 ;  Digest  Second  Ck>mp.  Dec.,  vol.  8,  sections  929,  982 ;  4  Comp  Dec. 
631 ,  &^ ;  6  Comp.  Dec.  86, 275 ;  6  Ck>mp.  Dec.  866, 876,  403.) 

As  a  contract  surgeon  is  neither  an  officer  nor  an  enlisted  man  he  is  not 
entitled  to  increase  pay  under  the  act  of  May  26, 1900,  tupra.

8iB:  I  have  received  yoar  letter  of  the  24th  ultimo  as  follows: 

By  a  circalar  dated  July  8, 1888,  Major  B.  L.  Hoxie,  Corps  of  Engineers, 
my  predecessor  in  charKe  of  the  Portland,  Maine,  district,  invited  pro- 
posals for  certain  iron  and  steel  work,  blocks,  etc.,  needed  for  nse  in  con- 
struction of  new  bsiteriee.  The  circalar  included  a  number  of  items  and 
proTidad  that  each  item  or  class  of  items,  as  indicated  by  number,  would 
be  considered  separately.  A  form  of  bid  was  attached,  on  which  bidders 
were  requested  to  name  their  prices,  and  contained  the  following  para- 
graph: 

"we  Cpr  D  agree  to  complete  delivery  of  the  articles  for  which  we 

have  bid,  within days  after  receipt  of  notice  of  award,  and  do 

farther  agree  to  a  rebate  of for  each  working  day  in  excess 

thAreof.*' 

Tlie  bids  were  opened  July  18,  ISOS^and  among  them  a  proposal,  on  the 
form  above  described,  signed  by  Union  Foundry  &  Machine  Co.,  of 
FittBburg,  Pennsylvania,  offering  to  furnish  the  following  items: 

1.  Ammunition  cranes,  complete,  per  ipound $i-  "^ 

2.  Vale  and  W^Aon  blocks  for  ammunition  cranes,  each. . .  85. 70 
20.  Vale  and  Weston  triplex  blocks,  one-half  ton  capacity, 

each 28.25 

28.  Hoof  beams,  connection  angles,  anchor  bolts,  and  wall 

plates,  per  pound 1. 00  per  100 

In  the  above  quoted  paragraph  the  bidders  inserted  "60^^  days  as  the 
feUne  for  delivery,  and  *'  $10.00'*  for  each  working  day  as  the  rebate. 

By  letter  of  July  29, 1898,  addressed  to  Union  Foundry  &  Machine  Co., 
Major  Hoxie  accepted  this  proposal  as  to  items  Nos.  20  and  23.  The  re- 
ceipt of  this  letter  was  acknowledged  August  4,  1998,  and  one  of  the 
blocks  was  furnished  in  September  and  the  remaining  thirty-one  in  No- 
vember, 1898,  che  delivery  of  the  blocks  being  completed  on  the  17th.  It 
will  be  seen  that  the  time  limit  for  delivery  was  considerably  exceeded 
in  the  matter  of  the  blocks.  The  beams,  etc.,  however,  have  never  been 
famished,  and  the  Union  Foundry  &  Machine  Co.  has  advanced  the  claim 
that  the  items  should  be  treated  separately,  and  that  proner  drawings 
for  use  in  preparation  of  the  beams,  etc.,  were  not  furnished  them,  while 
on  the  part  of  the  United  States  it  is  contended  that  the  drawings  and 
specifications  were  sufficiently  full  and  clear,  and  that  other  parties 
have  famished  similar  work  under  similar  speciflc^ations  and  drawings. 

In  consequence  of  the  failure  of  the  Union  Fonndry  &  Machine  Co. 
to  famish  beams,  etc.,  in  accordance  with  their  proposal,  the  material 
had  sabeeqoently  to  be  purchased  from  other  parties,  and,  prices  having 
in  the  meantime  greatly  advanced,  at  a  considerable  increase  in  price,  as

No  payment  has  ret  been  made  to  the  Union  Foundry  A  Machine  Oo. 
for  the  blocks  and  sbonld  the  deduction  of  the  rebate  be  enforced  none 
could  be  made— in  fact  a  considerable  sum  would  now  be  doe  to  the 
United  States.  The  latter,  however,  has  suffered  no  loss  beyond  the 
additional  price  it  had  to  pay  for  the  beams. 

I  inclose  herewith  a  voucher,  in  dapiicate.  stating  theacoount  of  Union 
Foondry  &  Machine  Co.  for  the  blocks  m  blocks  at  f»:»  each  =  <8«)i)0) 
and  request  a  decision  as  to  whether  settlement  can  be  made  for  the  said 
blocks,  and  what  amount,  if  any,  should  be  paid  by  the  (Jmted  States. 

It  appears  from  an  indorsement  of  the  Acting  Chief  of  Engineers, 
dated  October  19, 1900,  that  the  provisionsof  section  3744,  Revised  Statutes, 
requiring  all  contracts  with  the  War  Department  *'  to  be  redooed  to  writ- 
ing and  signed  by  the  contracting  parties  with  their  names  at  the  end 
thereof,*'  were  not  complied  with  in  this  case.  This  being  the  case  there 
was  no  agreement  with  the  Union  Foundry  &  Machine  Co.  which  can  be 
enforced  by  either  party  as  an  executory  contract.  A  contract  made  by 
correspondence,  consisting  only  of  a  proposal  and  acceptance,  is  not  a 
compliance  with  section  8744,  Revised  Statutes.  (See  esse  of  Clark  v. 
United  States  (95  U.  S.,  530);  6  Comp.  Dec.,  880;  id,,  951.) 

Under  these  circumstances  the  Union  Foundry  &  Machine  Co.  can  not 
be  held  for  damages  for  breach  of  contract  because  there  was  no  con- 
tract to  break. 
In  the  case  of  dark  v.  United  States,  tupra^  page  642,  the  court  said: 

We  do  not  mean  to  say  that,  where  a  parol  contract  has  been  whollym' 
partially  execated  and  performed  on  one  side,  the  party  performing  wul 
not  be  entitled  to  recover  the  fair  value  of  his  property  or  services.  On 
the  contrary,  we  think  that  he  will  be  entitled  to  recover  such  valoe  as 
upon  an  implied  contract  for  a  quantum  meruit. 

On  page  648  the  court  said: 

This  value,  in  the  absence  of  anv  other  evidence  on  the  subject,  may  be 
ftiiny  assumed  at  what  was  stipnlated  for  in  the  iMurol  contract. 

In  view  of  the  manner  in  which  this  business  was  transacted,  as  stated 
above,  I  feel  compelled  to  hold  that  the  claimant  can  not  be  legally 
charged  with  the  damages  which  the  United  States  is  shown  to  have 
suffered  from  having  to  procure  the  needed  articles  at  a  price  higher 
than  claimant  proposed  to  furnish  them,  and  that  you  are  authorised 
to  pay  the  Union  Foundry  &  Machine  Co.  the  reasonable  value  of  the 
articles  actually  furnished  and  accepted,  not  exceeding  the  price  stipu- 
lated for  in  the  parol  agreement. 

The  Supreme  Court  In  the  Chirk  case,  »upro,  page  648,  dearly  inttmates 
that  an  officer  who  makes  a  contract  without  having  it  reduced  to  writing 
as  required  by  statute,  is  guilty  of  a  violation  of  duty  and  of  the  law. 

From  your  statement  it  is  clear  that  the  United  States  will  suffer  ma- 
terial loss  on  this  transaction  because  of  the  neglect  of  duty  and  disre- 
gard of  the  plain  provisions  of  section  8744,  Revised  Statutes,  in  some 
government  officer,  unless  the  responsible  officer  can  be  held  personally 
'^le  for  said  loss,  upon  which  question  I  express  no  opinion  at  the 
ut  time.

Sib:  By  your  reference  I  have  received  a  letter,  dated  September  86, 
1900,  addreased  to  yon  by  the  Paymaster  Qeneral,  U.  8.  Navy,  in  which 
he  refers  to  my  decision  of  Aafirnst  16,  1900,  addressed  to  Major  E.  H. 
Baifner,  Corps  of  Engineers,  C.  S.  Army.* 

The  sole  question  submitted  by  you  for  my  decision  is  as  to  your  author- 
ity to  remit  and  waive  certain  penalties  and  forfeitures  vahieh  have 
already  accrued  and  become  vested^  because  of  the  delay  of  certain  con- 
tractors in  the  delivery  of  supplies  at  the  times  severally  agreed  u]>on, 
the  delay  being  caused  by  the  failure  of  transportation  companies  to 
which  the  supplies  were  intrustei  by  the  contracton  for  transportation 
to  the  points  of  delivery  to  transport  the  same  within  a  reasonable  and 
I»roper  time. 

The  Paymaster  (General  seems  to  think  it  will  in  many  cases  work  a 
great  hardship  upon  worthy  contractors  to  insist  upon  those  penalties 
and  forfeitures. 

After  referring  to  three  typical  cases  he  says: 

In  all  of  these  cases  the  delay  is  beyond  the  control  of  the  contractors 
and  is  manifestly  the  fault  of  the  transportation  company.  *  •  *  The 
transportation  compamee  can  not  be  compelled  to  make  contracts  for 
delivery  by  a  specmed  date  and  the  shipper  is  thus  left  without  protec- 
tion againiit  delays  that  might  not  only  destroy  all  profit  on  a  contract 
but  even  cause  a  net  loss. 

If  the  above  is  to  be  taken  as  a  statement  of  a  legal  proiKMition,  I 
think  the  Paymaster  General  is  in  error,  not  only  as  to  the  matter  being 
beyond  the  control  of  the  contractors  but  as  to  liability  of  a  common 
carrier  for  failure  to  deliver  goods  within  a  reasonable  time.  It  is  not 
necessary,  however,  to  discuss  the  latter  i>art  of  the  proposition. 

The  transportation  companies  In  the  cases  cited  were  the  agents  of  the 
contractors  and  not  of  the  United  States.  It  is  too  well  settled  to  require 
argument  that  a  contractor  is  liable  for  any  default  tiiat  may  occur, 
whether  occasioned  by  himself  or  his  agent. 

It  was  no  defense  to  an  action  against  a  contractor  to  recover  liqui- 
dated damages  stipulated  for  in  the  building  contract  for  delay  In  com- 
pleting the  building,  that  a  subcontractor  failed  to  fulfill  his  contract. 
(Reichenbach  v.  Sage,  13  Wash.,  364;  48  Pac.,  854.  American  Digest,  Cen- 
tury, Vol.  II,  p.  1642.    See  also  6  Comp.  Dec.,  175.) 

It  is  understood  there  were  no  extensions  of  time  in  the  cases  referred 
to  by  the  Paymaster  Qeneral,  but  the  contractors  were  permitted  to 
make  deliveries  after  the  time  agreed  upon  in  the  contracts,  subject  to 
such  penalties  as  were  provided  for  in  the  contracts.  If,  by  the  delay, 
certain  penalties  or  forfeitures,  or  whatever  they  may  be  called,  attached, 
accrued,  and  became  vested,  they  became  the  rightful  property  of  the 
United  States  and  I  know  of  no  authority  outside  of  Congress  to  relieve 
the  contractors  therefrom,  which  would  amount  to  giving  away  the 
property  of  the  Qovernment.  (See  Op.  Att.  Qen.,  Vol.  2, 81;  4  id.,  888, 884; 
9  id.,  80;  12  id.,  118;  16  id.,  481;  18  id.,  101. )

Whether  any  penalties  or  forfeltares  actnany  accraed  in  the  oaaeB  re- 
ferred to  I  am  nnable  to  aay  without  an  examination  of  the  oontnets  in 
question  in  connection  with  all  the  facts  in  each  case. 

My  attention  has  been  called  to  section  3790,  Beyised  Statntes,  whleh 
proyides: 

The  Secretary  of  the  Nayy  may  relinquish  and  pay  all  reserTatloDS  of 
the  ten  iier  centum  upon  deuvenes  made  nnder  contracts  with  the  Navy 
Department,  where  these  reservations  have  arisen  and  the  contracts 
have  been  afterwards  extended,  or  where  the  contracts  have  been  com- 
pleted after  the  time  of  delivery,  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Depart- 
ment, or  where  the  contracts  have  been  dissolved  by  the  like  consent  or 
have  been  terminated,  or  an  extension  thereof  has  been  prevented  by 
operation  of  la  w,  where  no  injury  has  been  sustained  by  the  public  service. 

Of  coarse,  in  cases  where  the  provisions  of  this  section  can  be  propeKy 
applied  the  law  as  stated  by  me  above  will  not  prevent  a  remission.  Ab 
this  section  makes  an  exception  to  the  ^neral  law  on  the  subject  or  re- 
mission of  forfeiture  it  should,  in  my  opinion,  receive  a  strict  construction.

to  the  effect  that:  **An  officer  who  in  on  duty  with  one  or  more  enUstad 
men,  or  who  travels  on  dutv  under  order*  with  one  or  more  enllstf^d  men, 
Ib  on  duty  or  travellnfr  with  troops  and  is,  therefore,  nut  entitled  to  com- 
mutation of  qunrtem  or  mileage  under  ezistiuK  laws.** 

The  Comptroller  states  the  principle  that  an  officer  serving  with  on« 
or  more  enlisted  men,  must  oe  n^garded  as  serving  with  troopn,  bnt 
leaves  undetermined  what  constitutes  service  with  troops  Line  offloers 
on  recruiting  service  in  dtiee  and  medical  officers  on  duty  in  cities  as 
attending  surgeons  have  never  been  considered  ms  on  duty  with  troops 
in  the  technitTal  meaning  of  the  word,  and  commutation  of  quarters  to 
officers  on  sach  duty  has  been  provided  for  in  the  annual  appropi  iation 
bills  and  paid  by  the  Pay  Deptartment.  ever  since  commutation  of  quar- 
ters has  been  authorised  by  law.  The  question  is rewpeotfully  submitted 
for  decision  whether  officers  detailed  on  duty  at  tbe  various  recruiting 
stations  and  as  attending  surgeons  In  citieeare  on  duty  with  the  enlistea 
men  who  may  be  stationed  at  the  same  points,  within  the  meaning  of  the 
decision  as  rendered  by  the  Comptroller 

This  decision  appears  to  be  merely  that  one  or  more  enlisted  men  oon- 
stitute  troops  within  tbe  meaning  of  the  law,  and  the  inference  is  that 
tbey  are  under  the  command  and  on  duty  with  the  officer  who  may  be 
located  at  the  same  station.  For  example:  Assistant  Burgeon  Craeby  is 
ordered  to  New  York  to  take  charge  of  the  office  of  the  attending  sur- 
geon, where  he  finds  a  hospital  steward  on  doty;  Captain  Robinson  is  di- 
rected to  proceed  to  New  York  City  tor  recruiting  service  and  after  arriv- 
ing there  is  placed  in  charge  of  the  station  at  132  Park  avenue,  where  be 
finds  one  or  more  enlisted  men  on  duty.  These  men  are  not  armed  and 
equip})ed  and  they  coald  not  render  the  full  military  service,  which  troops 
in  the  technical  military  sense  are  expected  to  perform.  As  the  station 
couM  be  maintained  without  them,  the  officer  thereat  being  given  the  nec- 
essary clerical  assistance  by  the  employment  of  civilians,  whiln  on  the 
other  bHnd,the  station  could  not  be  maintained  withontan  officer  in  charge 
of  it,  it  would  therefore  seem  that  an  officer  is  in  charge  of  and  on  dnty 
at  the  station,  irrespective  of  whether  any  enlisted  men  are  located  there 
to  amist  bim  As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  principal  part,  if  not  all,  the  work 
of  tbe  enlisted  men  at  these  recruiting  stations,  and  attending  surgeons* 
offices,  is  clerical;  military  onlv  in  tbe  sense  that  it  pertains  to  the  mili- 
tary service,  and  authorized  chtefiy  as  a  measure  of  e<*onomy. 

Toere  are  other  duties  on  which  officers  are  ordered  where  their  statot 
is  similar,  as  for  instance,  the  officer  on  dnty  at  BufftUo  at  the  Pan- 
American  Exposition ;  officers  on  duty  at  the  various  headqnarten, 
where  one  or  more  enlisted  men  are  frequently  detailed  on  clerical  duty. 
Heretofi»re  the  allowance  to  officers  for  the  qaarters  to  which  they  are 
entitled,  wbere  no  public  quarters  are  available,  has  been  paid  from  ap- 
propriations  secured  annually  by  the  Pay  Department,  for  this  apeciilo 
purpose.  No  appropriation  to  cover  this  expenditure  has  been  secorsd 
oy  rue  Quartermaster's  Department,  nor  even  estimated  for.  The  prao- 
tfcal  reHult  of  this  de<:i8ion  of  tbe  Comptroller,  if  it  is  decided  that  re- 
cruiting and  other  officers  at  stations  where  enlisted  men  are  located  are 
on  duty  with  troops  within  the  law  as  interpreted  by  the  Comptroller, 
will  tie  to  transfer  to  the  Qnartermaster^s  Department,  an  expense  for 
which  no  provision  has  been  made,  c«ase  the  use  of  money  which  was 
intended  for  the  constr notion  of  barracks  and  quarters  to  be  used  for 
the  rental  of  officers*  quarters,  and  relieve  the  JPay  Department  of  an 
expenditure  for  which  it  has  secured  a  si>e«tiflc  appr<mriation.  The 
former  department  will  thu^  have  a  deficiency  in  its  fnnds  to  the  exti-nt 
of  the  amount  exj^ended  for  the  hire  of  these  quarters,  while  the  latter 
department  will  bavn  a  surplus  to  be  returned  to  tbe  Treasury. 

The  amount  expended  in  either  case,  whether  done  by  oommntation  or 
by  the  Quartermaster's  Department  renting  quarters,  will  be  practically 
tbe  name,  and  tbe  effect  of  making  the  change  required  by  the  decisi<in 
will  l>e  to  add  largely  to  the  number  of  papers  and  labor  necessary  to  an- 
compIlBb  tbe  same  result.  The  net  result  will  be  an  increase  of  cost  to 
tbe  Government. 

To  llluntrate:  An  officer  on  such  dutv  previous  to  this  late  decision  of 
the  (?orni)tr  iller.  entered  upon  his  regular  pay  voucher  the  amount  of  his 
commtitHtion  and  the  same  was  paid  by  the  Pay  Department  at  the  same 
tim«  the  officer  was  given  bis  regular  monthly  salary.  The  Qnartermas- 
ter's  Department  In  order  to  rent  quarters  for  officers  will  be  required 
to  issue  vouchers  in  the  name  of  the  person  from  whom  rented,  have

In  addition  one  dollar  per  month  for  the  third  year  of  en- 
listment will  be  paid  to  the  soldier.  Soldiers  reenlisting 
within  three  months  from  date  of  discharge  receive  a  farther 
increase  of  pay  for  the  fourth  and  fifth  years  of  service,  and  a 
still  farther  increase  for  each  five  years  of  continuoas  service. 

The  soldier  can  deposit  his  savings  in  sums  not  less  than 
$5  with  any  Army  Paymaster,  and  for  sams  so  deposited  for 
the  period  of  six  months  or  longer,  the  soldier,  on  his  final 
discharge,  will  be  paid  interest  at  the  rate  of  four  per  cent 
per  annum.  These  deposits  are  nonforfeitable  except  for 
desertion. 

Whenever  a  soldier  is  honorably  discharged  at  the  expira- 
tion of  his  enlistment,  or  on  account  of  disability  not  caused 
by  his  own  misconduct,  his  travel-pay  is  ample  to  carry  him 
to  the  place  of  enlistment. 

By  care  and  economy  a  soldier  can  save  from  his  clothing 
allowance  a  considerable  sum,  payable  to  him  on  his  discharge. 

For  soldiers  who  have  served  honestly  and  faithfully  twenty 
years,  or  who  have  been  discharged  for  wounds  received,  or 
disease  incurred  in  service,  a  comfortable  home  is  maintained 
in  the  city  of  Washington.  The  sum  of  1^  cents  per  month 
is  deducted  from  each  soldier's  pay,  to  be  applied  toward  the 
support  of  the  home.  After  thirty  years*  service  enlisted  men 
are  entitled  to  be  retired,  and  upon  retirement  receive  three- 
fourths  of  the  monthly  pay  allowed  by  law  to  them  in  the 
grade  they  held  when  retired,  and  §9.50  per  month  as  com- 
mutation for  clothing  and  subsistence.

U.  S.  Army  Recruiting  Circular. 

The  following  instructions  will  govern  recruiting  for  the 
Regular  Army  hereafter :  • 

Applicants  for  first  enlistment  must  be  between  the  ages  of 
18  and  35  years,  of  good  character  and  habits,  able-bodied,  free 
from  disease,  and  must  be  able  to  speak,  read,  and  write  the 
English  language. 

No  i)erson  under  18  years  of  age  will  be  enlisted  or  reen- 
listed,  and  minors  between  the  ages  of  18  and  21  years  must 
not  be  enlisted  without  the  written  consent  of  father,  only 
surviving  parent,  or  legally  appointed  guardian. 

Original  enlistments  will  be  confined  to  persons  who  are 
citizens  of  the  United  States,  or  who  have  made  legal  declara- 
tion of  their  intention  to  become  citizens  thereof. 

Married  men  will  be  enlisted  only  upon  the  approval  of  a 
regimental  commander. 

Apx)licants  will  be  required  to  satisfy  the  Recruiting  Officer 

regarding  age  and  character,  and  should  be  prejiared  to  furnish 

the  necessary  evidence. 

For  Infantry  and  Heavy  Artillery  the  height  must  be  not 

less  than  five  feet  four  inches,  and  weight  not  less  than  one 
hundred  and  twenty  (120)  pounds  and  not  more  than  one  hun- 
dred and  ninety  (190)  pounds. 

For  Cavalry  and  Light  Artillery  the  height  must  be  not  less 
than  five  feet  four  inches  and  not  more  than  five  feet  ten 
inches,  and  weight  not  to  exceed  one  hundred  and  sixty-five 
(165)  i)ounds.  No  minimum  weight  is  prescribed  for  these 
arms,  but  the  chest  measiu'es  must  be  satisfactory.

It  is  not  necessary  that  the  applicant  should  conform  exactly 
to  the  figures  indicated  in  the  foregoing  table.  A  variation 
not  exceeding  ten  pounds  in  weight  or  two  inches  in  chest 
measurement  (at  expiration)  below  the  standard  given  in  the 
table  is  admissible  when  the  applicant  for  enlistment  is  active, 
has  firm  muscles,  and  is  evidently  vigorous  and  healthy.  The 
table  is  given  to  show  what  is  regarded  as  a  fair  standard  of 
physical  proportions  and  not  as  an  absolute  guide  to  be  fol- 
lowed in  deciding  upon  the  acceptance  of  recruits. 

Marked  disproportion  of  weight  over  height  is  not  a  cause 
for  rejection  unless  the  applicant  be  positively  obese. 

Applicants  must  defray  their  own  expenses  to  the  place  of 
enlistment.  Their  fitness  for  the  military  service  can  be  de- 
termined only  upon  examination  at  a  military  post  or  other 
recruiting  station. 

The  term  of  service  is  three  years. 

All  soldiers  receive  from  the  Grovernment  (in  addition  to 
their  pay)  rations,  clothing,  bedding,  medicines,  and  medical 
attendance.

Leave  of  absence  in  excess  of  thirty  days  under  General  Or- 
ders, No.  167,  Adjutant  OeneraVs  Office,  of  ISOS,  in  connec- 
tion with  half  pay  status  of  officers.

M.  M.  Boatner,  by  letter  filed  April  2,  IIHW,  appeals  from  the  action  of 
the  Auditor  for  the  War  Department  in  settlement  Xo.  31)3401,  dated 
March  6, 1W0. 

The  Auditor  disallowed  his  claim  which  was  for  i)ay  as  major  of  the 
2d  U.  S.  Volunteer  Infantry  from  June  26, 18i»8,  the  day  of  the  muster  in 
of  the  regiment,  to  and  including  July  7. 18^)8.  his  commission  as  major 
being  dated  July  S,  1898,  under  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  March  3, 1899 
(30  Stot..  10G5). 

The  reason  given  by  the  Auditor  for  the  disallowance  is  that  "officer 
was  absent  on  ordinary  leave  for  a  pariod  in  excess  of  thirty  days  and 
the  overpasrment  by  reason  thereof  is  in  excess  of  piiy  otherwise  due  from 
June  26, 1898." 

The  claimant  makes  the  following  contention: 

I  suggest  that  this  action  of  the  Auditor  for  the  War  Department  is 
erroneous,  to  my  prejudice,  for  the  reason  that  the  Auditor  has  given  no 
effect  to  General  Orders,  No.  10",  Adjutant  General's  Office,  October  13, 
1898.  which  is  as  follows: 

"Leaves  of  absence  granted  to  officers  of  the  Army  serving  at  stations 
bevond  the  limits  of  the  United  Suites,  for  the  purpose  of  returning  to 
this  country,  will  b^  regarded  as  taking  effect  on  the  dates  they  reach 
the  United  States  respectively,  and  as  terminating  on  the  respective 
dates  of  their  departures  therefrom  in  returning  to  their  commands. 
The  dates  of  arrival  in  and  departure  from  the  United  States  will  in  every 
case  be  reported  to  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  Army." 

I  was  granted  leave  of  absence  by  special  order  issued  from  headquar- 
ters of  the  Department  of  Santiago  during  February.  1891^  for  the  period 
of  thirty  days,  with  permission  to  visit  the  United  States.  I  left  the  sta- 
tion of  my  regiment  at  Holjarnin  on  or  about  February  16  and  proceeded 
by  a  ship  of  the  Horrera  line  to  Havana,  where  I  took  a  ship  of  the  Mor- 
gan line  for  my  home  in  New  Orleans  and  arrived  there  on  February  23, 
reporting  my  arrival  by  telegraph  to  the  Adjutant  General.  Returning 
to  my  station,  I  departed  from  New  Orleans  on  or  about  March  19.  not 
more  than  twenty-six  days  after  my  arrival,  by  a  vessel  of  the  Morgan 
line,  and  reported  my  departure  by  wire  to  the  Adjutant  General.  On 
my  arrival  at  Havana  I  round  that  no  ship  would  leave  that  place  for 
Oibara  (which  is  the  seaport  of  Holguin)  for  some  twelve  days,  and  there 
being  no  other  practicable  way  of  traveling,  I  wAs  compelled  to  wait  for 
a  ship  about  that  length  of  time.  As  soon  as  possible  I  took  a  ship  for 
Gibara  and  rejoined  my  regiment. 

Considering  the  fact  that  steamers  do  not  trade  between  Gibara  and 
any  town  in  the  United  States  except  New  York;  that  my  home  and  des- 
tinatfon  in  the  United  States  was  New  Orleans:  that  there  is  a  regular 
line  of  steamers  between  Gibara  and  Havana  and  between  Havana  and 
Kew  Orleans:  that  the  route  1  took  on  both  journeys  was  the  one  which 
promised  the  quickest  passage,  and  that  I  traveled,  coming  and  going, 
without  any  delay  imputable  to  myself,  I  do  not  believe  that  under  the 


order  quoted  above  any  portion  of  the  period  of  my  actnal  absence, 
except  that  spent  in  the  United  States,  sliould  lie  counted  against  my 
leave,  and  that,  therefore,  there  should  be  no  deduction  of  pay. 

The  War  Department,  under  date  of  May  21, 19C0,  reports  as  follows: 

It  is  shown  by  the  records  that  leave  of  absence  for  thirty  days,  with 
permission  to  visit  the  United  States,  was  granted  to  Mark  M.  Boatner, 
major.  2d  U.  S.  Volunteer  Infantry,  in  orders  dated  February  8. 18f«9:  that 
he  availed  himself  of  the  leave  so  granted  on  February  17."18JH>:  that  he 
arrived  in  New  Orleans  Februarv23,  ]8S^9;  that  be  left  Kcw  Orleans  for 
the  station  of  his  regiment  March  22, 1899,  and  that  he  rejoined  bis  regi- 
ment April  11,  1M'1».  baving  been  unavoidably  detained  at  Havana,  Cuba, 
awaiting  transportation  on  his  return  to  the  regiment. 

It  thus  appears  from  the  record  that  the  claimant  was  absent  on  leave 
from  his  regiment  for  a  period  of  flfty-three  days,  twenty-seven  days  of 
which  were  spent  within  the  United  States,  the  remainder  thereof  being 
occupied  in  coming  from  his  station  and  returning  thereto. 

Section  12r»5  of  the  Revised  Statutes  provides  that— 

OflBcers  when  absent  on  account  of  sickness  or  wounds,  or  lawfully  ab- 
sent from  duty  and  waiting  orders,  shall  receive  full  pay;  when  absent 
with  leave  for  other  causes,  full  pay  during  such  absence,  not  exceeding 
in  the  aggregate  thirty  days  in  one  year,  and  half  pay  during  such  absence 
exceediuc  thirty  davs'  in  one  year.  '  When  absent  without  leave  they  shall 
forfeit  all  pay  during  such  absence,  unless  the  absence  is  excused  as 
unavoidable. 

The  question  arises  as  to  the  effect  of  orders  of  the  Secretary  of  War 
that  leave  will  be  regarded  as  effective  during  the  stay  within  the  United 
States  only  and  not  for  the  time  of  the  journey  thereto  and  therefrom. 

An  order  that  absences  shall  or  shall  not  be  counted  can  not  be  regarded 
as  of  any  effect  in  plain  contravention  of  a  statute.  But  au  officer  who 
avails  himself  of  a  leave  of  absence  under  such  an  order  while  keeping 
within  the  limits  thereof,  can  not  be  regarded  as  absent  without  leave, 
but  should  be  regarded  as  absent  for  such  time  with  leave,  his  absence 
having  been  authorized  by  the  Secretary  of  War.  The  claimant  was 
absent  fifty-three  days,  under  a  leave  of  absence  for  thirty  days.  The 
excess  beyond  the  thirty  days'  Iv?ave  granted  was  while  journeying  to 
and  from  the  United  States,  and  having  been  authorized  by  General 
Orders.  No.  167,  Adjutant  General's  Office,  of  1898,  supra,  may  therefore 
be  regarded  as  absence  with  leave,  during  which  time  under  section  12fi5 
of  the  Revised  Statutes,  supra,  he  is  entitled  to  half  pay. 

Having  been  paid  in  full  as  major  for  his  entire  leave  the  overpayment 
therefore  is  half  pay  for  twenty-three  days,  which  amounts  to  179.86. 

It  appearing  from  the  records  that  the  3d  Regiment,  U.  S.  Volunteer 
Infantry,  was  mustered  into  service  on  June  2tt,  1808,  and  that  the 
claimant  had  reported  for  duty  prior  to  that  time,  and  that  he  has  not 
been  i)aid  prior  to  July  8, 18t>8,  his  claim  for  pay  as  major  from  June  35 
to  July  7, 1898,  twelve  days,  amounting  to  $8:3.33.  should  be  allowed,  from 
which  the  overpayment  above  noted,  amounting  to  $79.86,  should  be  de- 
ducted, leaving  a  balance  due  the  claimant  of  $3. -47. 

Upon  a  revision  of  the  above-named  account  I  therefore  find  and  certify 
a  difference  of  S3.47  in  favor  of  the  claimant.

I.  Mileage. 

1.  The  second  proviso  of  the  new  mileage  law,  act  of  May 
26,  1900  (page  8,  General  Orders,  No.  76,  current  series,  Ad- 
jutant Ghsneral's  Office),  which  takes  effect  Jnly  1,  1900,  is  as 
follows: 

Provided  fuTiher^  That  officers  who  so  desire  may,  upon  application  to 
the  QoArtermaster's  Department,  be  f  ornished  with  transportation  re- 
quests, exclusive  of  sleeping  and  parlor-car  accommodations,  for  the 
entire  journey  under  their  orders,  and  the  transportation  so  furnished 
shall  be  a  charge  against  the  officer's  mileage  account,  to  be  deducted  at 
the  rate  of  three  cents  per  mile  by  the  paymaster  paying  the  account, 
the  amount  so  deducted  to  be  turned  over  to  an  authorised  officer  of 
the  Quartermaster's  Department  for  the  credit  of  the  appropriation  for 
the  transportation  of  the  Army  and  its  supplies. 

Under  this  proviso  the  Qaartermaster's  Department  is  en- 
titled to  be  reimbursed  at  three  cents  per  mile  for  transporta- 
tion furnished  over  any  railroad  over  which  it  is  not  by  law  or 
agreement  required  to  furnish  transportation  at  the  exx)en8e 
of  its  own  appropriations,  as,  for  instance,  an  officer  receiving 
transportation  from  New  York  to  San  Francisco,  distance

It  is  not  necessary  that  the  applicant  should  conform  exactly 
to  the  figures  indicated  in  the  foregoing  table.  A  variation 
not  exceeding  ten  pounds  in  weight  or  two  inches  in  chest 
measurement  (at  expiration)  below  the  standard  given  in  the 
table  is  admissible  when  the  applicant  for  enlistment  is  active, 
has  firm  muscles,  and  is  evidently  vigorous  and  healthy.  The 
table  is  given  to  show  what  is  regarded  as  a  fair  standard  of 
physical  proportions  and  not  as  an  absolute  guide  to  be  fol- 
lowed in  deciding  upon  the  acceptance  of  recruits. 

Marked  disproportion  of  weight  over  height  is  not  a  cause 
for  rejection  unless  the  applicant  be  positively  obese. 

Applicants  must  defray  their  own  expenses  to  the  place  of 
enlistment.  Their  fitness  for  the  military  service  can  be  de- 
termined only  upon  examination  at  a  military  post  or  other 
recruiting  station. 

The  term  of  service  is  three  years. 

All  soldiers  receive  from  the  Government  (in  addition  to 
their  pay)  rations,  clothing,  bedding,  medicines,  and  medical 
attendance.

The  pay  proper  of  enlisted  men  serving  in  Porto  Rico,  Cuba, 
the  Philippine  Islands,  Hawaii,  and  in  the  Territory  of  Alaska 
is  increased  twenty  per  centnm  over  and  above  the  rates  of 
pay  proper  as  given  above.

In  addition  one  dollar  per  month  for  the  third  year  of  en- 
listment will  be  paid  to  the  soldier.  Soldiers  reenlisting 
within  three  months  from  date  of  discharge  receive  a  farther 
increase  of  pay  for  the  fourth  and  fifth  years  of  service,  and  a 
still  further  increase  for  each  five  years  of  continuous  service. 

The  soldier  can  deposit  his  savings  in  sums  not  less  than 
$5  with  any  Army  Paymaster,  and  for  sums  so  deposited  for 
the  period  of  six  months  or  longer,  the  soldier,  on  his  final 
discharge,  will  be  paid  interest  at  the  rate  of  four  -per  cent 
per  annum.  These  deposits  are  nonforfeitable  except  for 
desertion. 

Whenever  a  soldier  is  honorably  discharged  at  the  expira- 
tion of  his  enlistment,  or  on  account  of  disability  not  caused 
by  his  own  misconduct,  his  travel-pay  is  ample  to  carry  him 
to  the  place  of  enlistment. 

By  care  and  economy  a  soldier  can  save  from  his  clothing 
allowance  a  considerable  sum,  payable  to  him  on  his  discharge. 

For  soldiers  who  have  served  honestly  and  faithfully  twenty 
years,  or  who  have  been  discharged  for  wounds  received,  or 
disease  incurred  in  service,  a  comfortable  home  is  maintained 
in  the  city  of  Washington.  The  sum  of  1^  cents  per  month 
is  deducted  from  each  soldier's  pay,  to  be  applied  toward  the 
support  of  the  home.  After  thirty  years*  service  enlisted  men 
are  entitled  to  be  retired,  and  upon  retirement  receive  three- 
fourths  of  the  monthly  pay  allowed  by  law  to  them  in  the 
grade  they  held  when  retired,  and  §9.50  per  month  as  com- 
mutation for  clothing  and  subsistence.

M.  M.  Boatner,  by  letter  filed  April  2,  lilX),  appeals  from  the  action  of 
the  Aaditor  for  the  War  Department  in  settlement  No.  3J3401,  dated 
March  6. 1900. 

The  Auditor  disallowed  his  claim  which  was  for  pay  as  major  of  the 
2d  U.  S.  Volunteer  Infantry  from  June  26, 18'.*8,  the  day  of  the  muster  in 
of  the  regiment,  to  and  including  July  7, 18:)S.  his  commission  as  major 
being  dated  July  S,  1898,  under  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  March  3, 1899 
(30  Stat..  1065). 

The  reason  given  by  the  Auditor  for  the  disallowance  is  that  "officer 
was  absent  on  ordinary  leave  for  a  period  in  excess  of  thirty  days  and 
the  overpayment  by  reason  thereof  is  in  excess  of  pay  otherwise  due  from 
June36, 18tW." 

The  claimant  makes  the  following  contention: 

I  suggest  that  this  action  of  the  Auditor  for  the  War  Department  is 
erroneous,  to  my  prejudice,  for  the  reason  that  the  Auditor  has  }<iven  no 
effect  to  General  Orders,  No.  1»37,  Adjutant  General's  Office,  October  13, 
ISJiS,  which  is  as  follows: 

'•Leaves  of  absence  granted  to  officers  of  the  Army  serving  at  stations 
beyond  the  limits  of  the  United  iStates,  for  the  purpose  of  returning  to 
this  country,  will  ba  regarded  as  taking  effect  on  the  dates  they  reach 
the  United  States  respectively,  and  as  terminating  on  the  respective 
dates  of  their  departures  therefrom  in  returning  to  their  commands. 
The  dates  of  arrival  in  and  departure  from  the  United  States  will  in  every 
<»3e  be  reported  to  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  Army." 

I  was  granted  leave  of  absence  by  special  order  issued  from  headquar- 
ters of  the  Deimrtment  of  Santiago  during  February,  18H^,  for  the  period 
of  thirty  days,  with  permLssion  to  visit  the  United  States.  I  left  the  sta- 
tion of  my  regiment  at  Holguin  on  or  about  February  16  and  proce<»ded 
by  a  ship  of  the  Horrera  line  to  Havana,  where  I  took  a  ship  of  the  Mor- 
gan line  for  my  home  in  New  Orleans  and  arrived  there  on  Fel)ruary  ;S, 
reporting  my  arrival  by  telegraph  to  the  Adjutant  General.  Returning 
to  my  station,  I  departed  from  New  Orleans  on  or  about  March  19,  not 
more  than  twentv-slx  days  after  my  arrival,  by  a  vessel  of  the  Morgan 
lino,  and  reported  my  departure  by  wire  to  the  Adjutant  General.  On 
my  arrival  at  Havana  I  round  that  no  ship  would  leave  that  place  for 
Qibara  (which  Is  the  seaport  of  Holguin)  for  some  twelve  days,  and  there 
bein^  no  other  practicable  way  of  traveling,  I  was  compelled  to  wait  for 
a  sbip  about  that  length  of  time.  As  soon  as  possible  I  took  a  ship  for 
Qibara  and  rejoined  my  regiment.

Provided  further^  That  officers  who  so  desire  may,  upon  application  to

1.  The  large  number  of  applications  received  from  com- 
manding officers  of  regiments,  posts,  and  others  for  files  of 
General  Orders  and  Circulars  issued  from  this  office  requires 
that  special  attention  be  invited  to  paragraph  778  of  the  Regu- 
lations and  that  strict  compliance  therewith  be  enjoined. 

Under  the  present  system  adopted  for  the  distribution  of 
Orders  and  Circulars,  division  and  department  commanders  are 
famished  such  number  of  copies  as  they  may  deem  necessarj' 
to  supply  all  the  officers  on  duty  at  their  headquarters  and  a 
surplus  number  to  meet  special  demands. 

Commanding  officers  of  posts  are  furnished  one  copy  for 
personal  file,  one  for  post  file,  two  for  each  company  (one  for 
the  captain's  personal  file  and  the  other  for  the  company  file), 
and  fifteen  copies  for  regimental  field  officers  and  the  post 
staff  (excepting  the  surgeon,  quartermaster,  and  commissary, 
who  are  supplied  through  their  respective  departments). 

Commanding  officers  of  regiments  serving  at  military  posts 
are  famished  five  copies  for  the  regimental  files  in  addition  to 
the  number  furnished  them  as  post  commanders.  When  a 
regiment  is  serving  in  the  field  forty  copies  are  furnished  regi- 
mental headquarters,  one  copy  each  for  battalion  commanders 
and  battalion  adjutants,  two  copies  for  companies,  and  remain- 
ing number  for  colonel,  lieutenant  colonel,  staff,  and  surplus. 

Officers  of  the  staff  departments  are  furnished  copies  through 
the  chiefs  of  their  respective  departments. 

2.  Special  Orders.— Seven  full  copies  of  Special  Orders  are 
famished  to  the  headquarters  of  each  military  division  and 
department.  These  are  intended  for  the  department  com- 
mander, adjutant  general,  inspector  general,  judge  advocate, 
chief  quartermaster,  chief  commissary,  and  chief  surgeon.

The  following  decisions  have  been  made  and  are  published  to 
the  Army  for  the  information  and  guidance  of  all  concerned: 

I— Veterinarians  and  veterinary  surgeons. — The  veteri- 
narians appointed  nnder  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  Congress 
approved  March  2,  1899,  will  continue  to  be  known  and  des^ig- 
nated  in  orders,  correspondence,  and  official  publications  as 
"  veterinarians,  first  class"  and  *•  veterinarians,  second  class," 
respectively,  in  accordance  with  the  tenns  of  said  act  and  the 
appointments  issued  thereunder. 

The  term  "senior  veterinary  surgeons,"  as  used  in  the  Army 
appropriation  act  of  May  26, 1900.  is  held  to  mean  veterinaiians 
of  the  first  class  and  the  term  "  junior  veterinary  surgeons  " 
to  mean  veterinarians  of  the  second  class.  The  act  last  cited 
does  not  repeal  the  act  of  March  2,  lb99,  nor  make  any  change 
in  the  allowances  of  employees  of  this  class  except  in  the  allow- 
ance for  clothing  to  veterinarians  of  the  second  class.  For 
subsistence  a  veterinarian  of  the  second  class  is  entitled  to  a 
ration  in  kind  or  to  commutation  of  rations  at  the  same  rate 
and  under  the  same  conditions  as  is  a  sergeant  major. — [Deci- 
sion See,  War,  July  27,  IDOO— 333795  A.  G.  O.] 

II-.ExTRi  compensation  to  cooks.— Paragraph  302  of  the

By  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  the  following  decision 
of  the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury  of  July  21, 1900,  concun-ing 
in  an  opinion  of  the  Judge  Advocate  General,  is  published  for 
the  information  and  guidance  of  all  concerned,  in  connection 
with  Circulars.  No.  55,  paragraph  2,  November  28,  1899,  and 
No.  26,  paragraph  I,  July  31,  1900,  from  this  oflBce: 

Veterinarians— TRAVEL  allowances.— "Section  2  of  the 
act  of  Congress  entitled  *  An  act  for  increasing  the  efficiency 
of  the  Army  of  the  United  States  and  for  other  purposes,' 
approved  March  2,  1899,  provides:  'That  each  regiment  of 
<javalry  shall  consist  of  *  *  *  two  veterinarians,  *  *  *: 
Provided,  ♦  ♦  ♦  Of  the  veterinarians  provided  for  in  this 
act,  one  shall  have  the  pay  and  allowances  of  a  second  lieu- 
tenant of  cavalry  and  one  shall  have  the  pay  of  .$75  per  month 
and  the  allowances  of  a  sergeant  major.' 

"Veterinarians  under  this  act  are  appointed  by  the  Secre- 
tary of  War,  and  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  their  allowances 
are  fixed  by  the  statute  quoted  (save  as  to  money  allowances 
of  clothing  for  junior  veterinary  surgeons  as  provided  in  ap- 
propriation act  for  the  support  of  the  Army,  approved  May 
26, 1900) .  Consequently,  while  traveling  under  proper  orders, 
veterinarians  of  the  second  class  should  be  furnished  with  a 
transportation  request  and  be  given  commutation  of  rations, 
being  governed  by  the  same  rules  as  in  case  of  a  sergeant 
major.  In  case  of  a  veterinarian  of  the  first  class  traveling 
under  proper  orders  without  troops,  he  should  receive  mileage 
the  same  as  a  second  lieutenant."— [<?5^:!?4i  A.  O.  0.]

"Mileage,"  Circular,  No.  21,  July  5,  1900,  from  this  office,  is 
recalled,  and  the  following  letter  of  the  Comptroller  of  the 
Treasury  relating  to  the  subject  *' Mileage  to  Officers,  etc.,"  is 
published  to  the  Army  for  the  information  and  gpiidance  of  all 
concerned :

The  Honorable  the  Secretary  of  War. 

Sir:  By  your  reference  I  have  received  a  letter,  dated  June  15, 1900, 
addressed  to  yon  by  the  Quartermaster  General,  U.  S.  Army,  in  which 
my  dedsion  is  requested  as  to  the  proper  construction  of  the  act  of  May 
»,  1900  (Public,  No.  123,  page  6),  under  the  heading  of  ''  Mileage  to  Offi- 
oers,  etc/' 

The  Quartermaster  General  refers  only  to  the  second  proviso  under 

this  heading,  but  for  a  clear  understanding  of  the  questions  presented  it 

is  necessary  to  consider  the  provision  as  a  whole,  which  is  as  follows: 

For  mileage  to  officers  and  contract  surgeons,  when  authorized  by  law, 
five  hundred  thousand  dollars:  Provided.  That  officers  so  traveling  shall 
be  paid  seven  cents  per  mile  and  no  more:  distance  to  be  computed  and 
mileage  to  be  paid  over  the  shortest  usually  traveled  routes,  with  deduc- 
tion as  hereinafter  provided;  and  payment  and  settlement  of  mileage 
accounts  of  officers  shall  be  made  according  to  diatanres  computed  over 
routes  established  and  by  mileage  tables  prepared  by  the  Paymaster  Gen- 
eral of  the  Army  under  the  direction  or  the  Secretary  of  War;  and  all 
payments  made  by  paymasters  on  account  of  mileage  previous  to  the 
Xwasage  of  this  act  shall  be  settled  in  accordance  with  distance  tables 
offlcially  promulgated  and  in  use  at  date  of  payment:  Provided  further. 
That  officers  who  so  desire  may,  upon  application  to  the  Quartermaster's 
Department,  be  furnished  with  transportation  requests,  exclusive  of 
sleeping  and  parlor-car  accommodntioDs,  for  the  entire  journey  under 
their  orders;  and  the  transportation  so  furnished  shall  be  a  charge  against 
the  officer's  mileage  account,  to  be  deducted  at  the  rate  of  three  cents  per 
mile  by  the  paymaster  paying  the  account,  the  amount  so  deducted  to  be 
turned  over  to  an  authorized  officer  of  the  Quarter  mas  ter'H  Department 
for  the  credit  of  the  aiipropriation  for  transportation  of  the  Army  and 
its  supplies:  And  provided  further.  That  when  the  established  route  of 
travel  shall,  in  whole  or  in  part,  be  over  the  lino  of  any  railroad  on  which 
the  troopsand  suppliesof  the  United  Statesare  entitled  to  be  transported 
free  of  charge,  or  over  any  of  the  bond-aided  Pacific  railroadH,  or  over 
the  railroad  of  any  railroad  company  which  by  law  or  agreement  is  en- 
titled to  receive  only  fifty  per  centum  of  the  compeusation  oarned  by  such 
company  for  transportation  services  rendered  the  United  States,  officers 
traveling  as  herein  provided  for  shall,  for  the  travel  ov«r  such  roads,  be 
furnished  with  transportation  requests,  exclusive  of  .sleeping  and  parlor- 
car  accommodations,  by  theQuartormustcr's  Department:  And  provided 
further.  That  when  tran.sportation  is  furnished  by  the  Qnarterranstor"s 
Department,  or  when  the  established  route  of  travel  is  f>ver  any  of  the- 
railroade  above  specified,  there  shall  be  dedu(!t«*d  from  the  officer's  mile- 
age account  by  the  j)aymaster  jniying  the  siinie  three  cents  i)er  mile  for 
tne  distance  for  which  transportation  has  been  or  should  have  been  fur- 
nished. 


The  Quartermaster  General  submits  two  questions  which  may  be  stated 
as  follows: 

1.  What  portion  of  the  3  cents  per  mile  withheld  from  an  offlcer^s  mile- 
afire  account,  in  cases  where  transTxortation  has  been  or  should  have  been 
furnished,  shall  be  turned  over  to  an  authorized  ofQcer  of  the  Quarter- 
master's Department  for  credit  of  the  appropriation  for  transportation 
of  the  Army  and  its  supplies? 

2.  Is  the  money  so  turned  over  and  credited  to  the  appropriation  for 
transportation  of  the  Army  and  its  supplies  available  for  use  to  meet 
expenses  incurred  during;  the  current  fiscal  year,  notwithstanding  it  may 
operate  to  increase  the  appropriations  for  transportation? 

The  leading  propositions  of  this  act  are  the  allowance  of  mileage  at  7 
cents  per  mile  on  distances  computed  over  routes  established  by  the  Pay- 
master General  with  deductions  which  will  now  be  considered. 

It  will  be  necessary  to  consider  the  second,  third,  and  fourth  provisos 
together  in  order  to  arrive  at  a  conclusion  which  will  give  effect  t«)  all. 

The  language  of  the  second  proviso  is  plain  and  unambiguous  and  leaves 
no  room  for  construction.    It  provides  that— 

officers  who  so  desire  may,  upon  application  to  the  Quartermaster's  De- 
partment, be  furnished  with  transportation  requests  *  *  *  for  the 
entire  journey  under  their  orders, 

and  then  the  act  provides  that— 

the  tran8|>ortation  ko  furnished  shall  be  a  charge  against  theofflc»r*s  mile* 
age  account,  to  be  deducted  at  the  rate  of  three  cents  per  mile,    •    *   * 

without  regard  to  whether  the  actual  cost  to  the  United  States  is  more 
or  less  than  3  cents  per  mile. 
This  proviso  further  requires  that— 

the  amount  so  deducted  to  be  turned  over  to  an  authorized  officer  of 
the  Quartermaster's  Department  for  the  credit  of  the  appropriation  for 
the  transportation  of  the  Army  and  its  supplies. 

There  is  no  qualification  about  this  direction  in  respect  to  the  roads  over 
which  the  journey  was  made,  or  doubt  as  to  the  amount  to  be  tamed  over 
to  the  Quartermaster's  Department,  or  the  appropriation  to  be  credited. 
It  is  no  concern  of  the  Executive  branch  of  the  Government  whether  this 
credit  augments  the  appropriation  for  transportation  or  depletes  it.  The 
direction  is  specific  and  precludes  mqulf  y  iiito  results. 

The  third  proviso  is  supplemental  to  the  second.  The  second  left  it 
optional  with  the  officer  to  obtain  requests  or  not  without  reference  to 
aided  or  non-aided  roads;  If  he  did  obtain  them  the  prescribed  results 
follow  as  a  matter  of  law.    The  third  proviso  is  mandatory  and  requires— 

That  when  the  established  route  of  travel  shall,  in  whole  or  in  part,  he 
over  the  line  of  any  railroad  (all  classed  as  aided  roads  for  brevity's  sake) 
*  *  *  officers  traveling  as  herein  provided  for  idiall,  for  travel  over 
such  roads,  be  furnished  with  transportation  requests  *  *  ^  by  the 
Quartermaster's  Department. 

This  proviso  is  plain  and  is  not  in  conflict  with  the  second. 

When  the  route  of  travel  established  by  the  Payma6ter  General  ^ads 
over  any  of  the  aided  roads  (as  above  defined)  officers  traveling  are  re- 
quired to  use  those  roads  and  obtain  requests  over  the  same. 

The  fourth  proviso  requires— 

That  when  transportation  is  furnished  by  the  Quartermaster's  Depart- 
ment, or  when  the  established  route  of  travel  is  over  any  of  the  railroads 
above  specified  (aided  roads),  there  shall  be  deducted  from  the  officer's 
mileage  account  by  the  paymaster  paying  the  same  three  cents  per  mile 
for  the  distance  for  which  transportation  has  been  or  should  have  been 
furnished. 


There  is  notbingr  In  this  proviso  in  conflict  with  the  second.  It  is  also 
supplemental  to  the  second  proviso.  The  second  is  general  in  its  scope 
and  pnrpose.  providing  that  when  transportation  is  furnished  (without 
specifying  particular  roads),  the  deduction  shall  be  made  and  the  credit 
mentioned  therein  shall  be  given.  The  fourth  proviso  requires  the  pre- 
scribed deduction  when  the  stablished  route  of  travel  is  over  jwrticular 
roads  whether  transportation  is  furnished  or  not.  This  proviso  being 
supplemental  to  the  second,  the  amount  deducted  must,  of  necessity,  fol- 
low the  course  prescribed  in  the  second  and  be  credited  to  the  appro- 
priation for  transportation  of  the  Army  and  its  supplies  in  all  cases 
where  the  Quartermaster's  Department  furnished  transportation.  If 
transportation  has  not  been  furnished  the  deduction  must  still  be  made  if 
the  route  of  travel'is  over  aided  roads,  but  neltherof  the  provisos  requires 
this  deduction  to  be  credited  to  the  appropriation  for  transportation. 

Specifically  replying  to  question  1, 1  have  to  say  that  the  full  3  cents  per 
mile  deducted  from  the  officer's  mileage  account  must  be  turned  over  to 
the  Quartermaster's  Department  and  credited  to  the  appropriation  for 
transportation  of  the  Army  and  its  supplies  in  all  cases  where  that  De- 
partment has  furnished  the  transportatiou,  and  this,  too,  without  regard 
to  the  class  of  roads  over  which  the  transportatiou  has  been  furnished. 

If  transportation  is  not  furnished  by  the  Quartermaster's  Department 
its  appropriation  Is  not  entitled  to  any  credit. 

Replying  to  question  Zy  I  have  to  say  that  the  money  turned  over  to  an 
authorized  officer  of  the  Quartermaster's  Department  and  credited  to 
the  appropriation  for  transportation  of  the  Army  and  its  supplies  will  be 
available  for  use  to  the  same  extent  that  it  would  be  If  It  had  been  regu- 
larly appropriated. 

The  Quartermaster  Qeneral  comments  upon  the  seeming  Incongruity 
and  illegality  of  crediting  the  appropriation  for '*  transportation  of  the 
Army  and  its  supplies'*  when  the  transportation  in  kind  is  furnished 
over  bond-aided  roads,  inasmuch  as  that  appropriation  is  never  used  to 
pay  for  said  transportation,  the  appropriation  actually  used  in  such  cases 
being  the  one  known  as  "Army  transportation,  Pacific  railroads."  See 
act  of  March  8, 1879  (20  Stat.,  420). 

It  may  be  difficult  to  reconcile  this  with  our  ideas  of  correct  business 
methods.  Just  as  it  is  to  explain  why  the  matter  of  mileage  to  officers 
should  be  intrusted  to  two  different  departments  of  the  Army,  each  con- 
tending with  the  other  against  the  depletion  of  its  appropriation  in  the 
settlement  of  the  officer's  accounts.  With  this,  however,  we  have  nothing 
to  do;  the  law  so  requires  and  that  precludes  discussion  as  to  the  wisdom 
or  expediency  of  the  method  prescribed.

addressed  to  yon  by  the  Surgeon  General,  U.  S.  Army,  as  follows: 

Section  8  of  the  act  of  February  24, 1897  (29  Stat.,  592),  provides  that  any 
State  or  Territory  may  purchase  for  the  use  of  its  national  gaard  ""  suoa 
■toree  and  supplies  from  any  department  of  the  Army  as,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Secretary  of  War,  can  be  spared."  A  number  of  applications  to 
purchase  supphes  from  the  Medical  Department  have  been  filed  under 
this  act,  but  heretofore  the  conditions  of  the  service  have  not  warranted 
favorable  action  thereon.  Such  applications  will  doubtless  be  made  here- 
after from  time  to  time.  With  a  view  to  appropriate  action  thereon  I 
have  the  honor  to  request  that  the  decision  of  the  Comptroller  of  the 
Treasury  be  obtained  as  to  whether  the  proceeds  of  such  sales  can  be 
deposited  to  the  credit  of  the  appropriation  from  which  purchased,  or 
whether  they  must  be  covered  into  the  Treasury  as  ''Miscellaneous 
Receipts." 

A  complete  answer  to  the  question  propounded  will  be  found  in  4  Comp. 
Dec.,  A88.  the  subetanoe  of  which  is  that  the  proceeds  of  government 
property  sold  to  a  State  must  be  covered  into  the  Treasury  under  the 
head  of  Miscellaneous  Receipts*.    (See  also  5  Comp.  Dec.,  229-280. ) 

Particular  attention  is  invited  to  the  provisions  of  Circular  No.  120  of 
1887.  which  will  be  found  quoted  in  5  Comp.  Dec..  388. 
The  enclosure  is  herewith  returned.

Sir:  By  yonr  reference  I  have  received  a  letter  dated  Augnat  18, 1900 
addressed  to  yon  by  the  Snrgeon  General  of  the  U.  S.  Army,  as  follows: 

Section  3  of  the  act  of  February  24, 1897  (29  Stat.,  692),  provides  that 
any  State  or  Territory  may  purchase  for  the  use  of  its  national  suard 
**  such  stores  and  supplies  from  any  department  of  the  Army  as,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  can  be  spared."  A  number  of  applica- 
tions to  purchase  supplies  from  the  Medical  Department  have  been  filed 
under  this  act,  but  heretofore  the  conditions  of  the  service  have  not 
warranted  favorable  action  thereon.  Such  applications  will  doubtless 
be  made  hereafter  from  time  to  time.  With  a  view  to  appropriate  action 
thereon  I  have  the  honor  to  request  that  the  decision  of  the  Comptroller 
of  the  Treasury  be  obtained  as  to  whether  the  proceeds  of  such  sales  can 
be  deposited  to  the  credit  of  the  appropriation  from  which  purchased,  or 
whetner  they  must  be  covered  into  the  Treasury  as  ^'  Miscellaneous  Re- 
ceipts.'" 

In  a  letter  to  you  from  this  office  dated  August  22, 1900,  in  reply  to  a 
request  for  a  decision  in  the  above  matter,  it  was  stated  that— 

A  complete  answer  to  the  question  propounded  will  be  found  in  4 
Ck>mp.  Dec.,  688,  the  substance  of  which  is  that  the  proceeds  of  Govern- 
ment property  sold  to  a  State  must  be  covered  into  the  Treasury  under 
the  head  of  *'  Miscellaneous  Receipts."    See  also  5  Comp.  Dec.,  2SSS,  230. 

Since  the  above  decision  was  written  my  attention  has  been  called  to 
the  following  provision  in  the  Army  appropriation  act  of  March  16, 1898 
(30  Stat.,  828): 

And  the  cost  of  all  stores  and  supplies  sold  to  any  State  or  Territory 
under  section  three  of  the  act  approved  February  twenty-fourth,  eight- 
een hundred  and  ninety-seven  (page  five  hundred  and  ninety-two,  volume 
twenty-nine.  Statutes  at  Large),  shall  be  credited  to  the  appropriation 
from  which  they  were  procured,  and  remain  available  to  procure  like 
stores  and  supplies  for  the  Army  in  lieu  of  those  sold  as  aforesaid. 

In  view  of  the  provisions  of  the  act  last  quoted,  I  have  the  honor  to 
advise  you  that  the  proceeds  of  such  sales  as  are  described  in  the  letter 
of  the  Surgeon  General  should  be  deposited  to  the  credit  of  the  appro- 
priation from  which  the  supplies  sold  have  been  purchased.  This  letter 
will  take  the  place  of  my  letter  to  you  of  August  22  on  the  same  subject.

Status  op  acting  assistant  surgeons. — It  has  never  been 
held  that  the  contract  of  an  acting  assistant  surgeon  to  per-* 
form  the  duties  of  a  medical  officer  agreeably  to  Army  Regu- 
lations restricts  his  duties  to  those  of  a  purely  professional 
character,  but,  on  the  contrary,  his  eligibility  for  duty  is  the 
same  as  that  of  an  asmstant  surgeon,  except  in  so  far  as  it  is 
limited  by  the  fact  that  he  is  not  a  commissioned  officer.  An 
acting  assistant  surgeon  is  accordingly  not  eligible  for  detail 
on  courts -martial,  but  he  may  be  detailed  on  councils  of  ad- 
ministration, as  member  of  boards  of  survey,  and  as  post  treas- 
urer, etc  —[Decision  Sec.  War,  Sept.  S6, 1900^341929  A,  O.  0.]

By  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  so  much  of  his  decision 
published  in  paragraph  1,  Circular,  No.  87,  September  16, 1898, 
from  this  office,  as  authorizes  payment  of  travel  allowances  to 
a  commissioned  officer  traveling  on  duty  under  orders  with 
less  than  three  enlisted  men  as  *' traveling  without  troops,"  is 
revoked,  in  view  of  the  following  decision  of  the  Comptroller 
of  the  Treasury,  which  is  published  for  the  information  and 
guidance  of  all  concerned: 

An  officer  who  is  on  duty  with  one  or  more  enlisted  metif  or 

who  travels  on  duty  under  orders  with  one  or  more  enlisted 

men,  is  on  duty  or  traveling  with  troops,  and  is  therefore 

not  entitled  to  commutation  of  quarters  or  mileage  under 

existing  laws.

The  Auditor  for  ^tbe  War  Department  has  transmitted  to  this  office  the 
following  decision  for  approval,  disapproval,  or  modiflcation: 

Claims  have  been  presented  to  this  office  by  William  L.  Hillyer,  Ist 
lieutenant.  4th  Virginia  Volunteers,  and  Edgar  Hayes,  Ist  lieutenant,  2d 
Alabama  Volunteers,  the  former  claiming  one  month *s  extra  pay  under 
the  act  of  January  12, 1809,  and  the  latter  mileage  from  Jasper,  Alabama, 
to  Miami.  Florida. 

The  officer  first  named  was  enrolled  April  25,  1898,  and  was  mustered 
out  with  his  company  April  27,  1890.  He  was  on  detached  service,  re- 
cruiting, from  June  12  to  September  15, 1808,  by  authority  of  Special  Or- 
ders, No.  9,  7th  Army  Corps,  of  June  9,  1888,  which  directed  offi<-er  and 
five  enlisted  men  to  proceed  to  Newport  News,  Virginia,  for  thepurix>8es 
named  in  the  order. 

The  officer  last  named  was  enrolled  May  24, 1886,  and  was  mustered  out 
with  his  company  October  31, 1886.  He  was  on  detached  service,  recruit- 
ing, from  June  10  to  on  or  about  July  28, 1888,  by  authority  of  Special 
Orders,  No.  1,  headquarters.  2d  Alabama  Volunteers,  of  June  18,  1898, 
which  directed  officer  and  two  enlisted  men  to  proceed  to  Jasper,  Ala- 
bama, for  the  purposes  named  in  the  order. 

Lieutenant  Hillyer  was  paid  commutation  of  quarters  covering  the 
period  from  June  18  to  August  81, 1888,  and  Lieutenant  Haves  was  paid 
commutation  of  quarters  ooverinf;  the  x)eriod  from  June  21  to  July  20, 
1898.  and  mileage  from  Mobile,  Alabama,  to  Jasper,  Alabama,  the  place 
to  which  assigned  for  recruiting  duty. 

The  question  arises  in  both  cases  as  to  whether  the  officers  were  on  duty 
or  travelins^  on  duty  under  orders  without  troops  within  the  meaning  of 
the  laws  relating  to  commutation  of  quarters  and  mileage. 

The  laws  relating  to  commutation  of  quarters  require  that  an  officer, 
to  be  entitled  thereto,  must  lie  on  duty  without  troops  at  the  station 
where  there  are  no  public  quarters  or  where  the  paolic  quarters  are 
inadequate.  The  laws  relating  to  mileage  require  that  an  officer,  to  be 
entitled  thereto,  must  travel  on  duty  under  orders  without  troops 

I  am  of  the  opinion,  and  so  decide,  that  an  officer  who  is  on  duty  with 
one  or  morn  enlisted  men,  or  who  travels  on  duty  under  orders  with  one 
or  more  enli.<<ted  men,  is  on  duty  or  traveling  with  troops,  and  is  there- 
fore not  entitled  to  commutation  of  quarters  or  mileage  under  existing 
lawa  In  the  cose  of  Lieutenant  Hayes  the  mileage  claim  and  mileage 
nayment  are  open  to  the  further  objection  that  under  the  R^^ulAtiona 
the  regimental  commander  would  appear  to  have  no  authority  to  issue 
orders  which  would  carrv  mileasre. 

The  authority  under  which  both  of  the  officers  named  were  detailed  on 
recruiting  service  was  General  Orders,  No.  01.  of  June  1. 1896.  Attention 
is  Invitedto Circular,  No.  37,  War  Department,  of  September  16, 1898,  in 
which  the  Secretary  of  War  decided  that  an  officer  traveling  on  duty 
under  orders  with  less  than  three  enlisted  men  was  to  be  regarded  as 
traveling  without  troojM,  and  that  an  officer  traveling  with  three  or  more 
enlisted  men  was  to  be  regarded  as  traveling  with  troops. 

Except  as  to  officers  temporarily  absent  from  their  stations,  for  whom 
nrovlaion  is  made  in  the  act  of  February  27, 1893  (27  Stat.,  480),  whose 


rights  are  not  involved  in  the  matter  under  consideration,  the  laws  in 
force  since  July  1. 1880.  have  clearly  precluded  payment  of  oommatatioo 
of  quarters  to  officers  on  duty  with  troops. 

The  Army  appropriation  act  of  May  4, 1880  (21  Stat.,  Ill),  and  subse- 
quent acts  prior  to  July  6, 1884,  made  appropriation— 

For  commutation  of  quarters  for  officers  on  duty  without  troops  at 
places  where  there  are  no  public  quarters. 

In  the  acts  from  July  6, 1884  (23  Stat.,  106),  to  September  22. 1888(25  Stat 
483),  the  words  ''commissioned  officers  ^^  were  substituted  for  the  word 
''officers"  and  in  the  acts  from  March  2, 1889  (25  SUt.,  827),  to  May  26, 
1900  (31  Stat.,  209),  the  appropriations  have  been— 

For  commutation  of  quarters  to  commissioned  officers  on  duty  without 
troops  at  stations  where  there  are  no  public  quarters. 

The  laws  respecting  milage  in  force  from  an  early  date  to  July  28, 1S7V, 
are  fairly  represented  by  the  act  of  August  80,1856  (U  Stat.,  149),  making 
appropriation— 

For  mileage  or  allowances  made  to  officers  of  the  Army  for  the  trans- 
portation of  themselves  and  their  baggage  when  traveling  on  duty  with- 
out troops  or  escorts. 

The  rate  of  mileage  was  fixed  by  Army  Regulations  (»ee  pHragraph 
1109,  Army  Regulations,  1861),  until  by  section  7,  act  of  July  17,  lb62  (IS 
Stat.,  594),  the  rate  per  mile  was  fixed  by  law  and  during  the  xwriod  from 
June  16, 1874  (18  Stat.,  72),  to  July  24, 1876(19  Stat., 97, 100). actual  expenses 
only  were  allowed,  but  only  to  officers  traveling  on  duty  without  troops 
or  escorts. 

The  laws  in  force  from  July  24, 1876,  until  the  act  of  February  9, 1887 
(24  Stat.,  39B),  went  into  effect  are  represented  by  section  2,  act  of  July 
24, 1876  (19  Stat.,  97, 100),  which  so  far  as  material  is  as  follows: 

For  mileage  of  officers  of  the  Army  when  traveling  under  orders  two 
hundred  and  thirty  thousand  dollars    •    •    ♦ . 

Sec.  2.  That  when  any  officer  travels  under  orders,  and  is  not  furnished 
transportation  by  the  Quartermaster's  Department,  or  on  a  conveyance 
belouKing  to  or  charterod  b^  the  United  Stateo,  or  on  any  railroad  on 
whirh  the  troops  and  supplies  of  the  United  States  are  entitled  to  be 
transported  free  of  charge  he  shall  t>e  allowed  eight  cents  a  mile,  and  no 
more,  for  each  mile  actually  traveled  under  such  order,  distances  to  be 
calculated  by  the  8horte.st  usually -traveled  route:  and  so  n^uch  of  section 
twelve  hundred  and  seventh-three  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  or  of  any  act 
as  conflictB  with  the  provision  of  this  section,  is  hereby  rei>6aled. 

Said  act  was  carried  to  section  1273,  Revised  Statutes,  2d  edition,  and 
dc)e.s  not  in  terms  preclude  payment  of  mileage  to  officers  traveling  with 
troups,  but  the  Army  Regulations  and  War  Department  orders  in  force 
during  said  period  required  transportation  in  kind  to  be  furnished  all 
officers  traveling  with  troops. 

The  act  of  February  9, 1897  (24  Stat., 396),  made  appropriation— 

For  mileage  to  officers  traveling  on  duty  without  troops  when  author- 
izfid  by  law. 

Said  limitation  of  payment  of  mileage  to  officers  traveling  on  duty 
without  troops  expressly  stated  in  the  mileage  appropriation  laws  from 
IHST  to  1S97  was,  with  certain  other  limitations  of  a  permanent  nature, 
comprehondcd  in  subsequent  laws  in  the  phrase— 

For  iniloa{:?e  to  officers  when  authorized  by  law.  cActa  of  March  15, 
IHUb,  30  Stat.,  3:n;  May  4, 1«{*8,  30  St^t.,  3^2,  and  May  26, 1900,  31  Stat,  210.) 

It  is  well  s(^ttl(?d  that  during  the  past  twenty  years  there  has  been  no 
law  for  the  i)Hyment  of  commutation  of  quarters  to  officers  of  the  Army 
serving  with  troops  (5  Comp.  Dec,  461)  and  that  since  the  act  of  Febru- 
ary i),  Lss?  C2i  Stat.,  3%),  supra,  took  effect  there  has  been  no  law  authoriz- 
ing payment  of  mileage  to  officers  of  the  Army  traveling  with  troops 
(b  Comp.  Doc,  578). 

The  only  matter  to  bo  decided  is  the  meaning  of  the  term  "troops"  as 
UHPtl  in  tJio  laws,  supra,  providing  for  payment  of  commutation  of  quar- 
ters  and  mileage  to  officers  of  the  Army.  This  question  has  arisen  from 
the  fact  that  payments  of  mileage  have  been  made  by  paymasters  of  the 
Army  in  accordance  with  a  decision  of  the  War  Department  annoonced 
in  Circular,  No.  37,  dated  Sei)tombor  10. 1808,  as  follows:

Ofrtcbrs  traveling  on  duty.— a  commiasioned  officer  traveling  on 
Amy  nnder  orders  w  Itb  lem  than  three  enliiited  men  is  regarded  as  travel- 
ing without  troops  within  the  meaning  of  the  law  and  regulations  appli- 
cable to  the  subiect,  and  is  entitled  to  travel  allowances  accordingly. 
An  officer  traveling  under  orders  with  three  or  more  enlisted  men  is 
r^arded  as  traveling  with  troo|>8  (decision  Sec.  War— 116048  A.  G.  Om88)- 

The  War  Department's  constrnction  of  the  act  of  July  24,  1876,  and 
regralations  relative  to  the  transportation  of  officers  while  said  act  was 
in  force  were  published  m  General  Orders,  No.  97,  dated  September  8, 1876, 
•ection  6,  part  3,  and  read  as  follows: 

Officers  traveling  with  troops  are  entitled  only  to  transportation  in 
kind  (paragraph  1096,  Revised  Regulations,  1863,  and  General  Orders,  No. 
3,  of  1872). 

**  Traveling  with  troops  *^  in  the  sense  here  employed  will  be  regarded 
as  covering  all  cases  of  officers  included  in  orders  for  movement,  in  what- 
ever manner,  of  their  appropriate  commands,  or  in  orders  for  movement 
of  detachments,  escorts,  or  stores,  which  i)roceed  by  marches,  or  by 
traiisix>rtation  belonging  to  or  especially  hired  for  the  purpose  by  the 
United  States;  the  idea  l^tng  that  in  marches  the  officers  should  move  as 
do  the  troops  and  that  where  transportation  is  specially  devoted  to  the 
movement  it  is  sufficient  for  all  included  therein. 

But  the  term  will  not  be  regarded  as  necessarily  covering  cases  of  offl- 
cem  included  in  the  movement  by  railroad,  stage,  or  like  eflt«bl1shed  lines 
of  conveyances,  of  small  detarhments  of  armed  or  unarmed  men.  such  as 
ftnards  and  nurses  for  disabled  or  insane  officers  or  soldiers;  escorts  for 
iimpectors,  paymasters,  and  others,  or  the  public  funds  or  property  in 
their  charge. 

In  such  cases,  and  in  all  cases  of  individual  travel,  the  authority  issuing 
the  order  mav,  if  the  publi<;  economy,  interest,  or  convonience  suggest 
it,  prescribe  tnat  transportation  in  kind  be  furnished  to  the  officer.  Such 
prescription  will  in  all  cases  be  a  bar  to  payment  of  mileage  unless  it  be 
shown  oy  certificate  of  the  proper  officer  of  the  Quartermaster 's  Depart- 
ment that  the  transportation  in  kind  could  not  bo  furnished. 

But  the  rules  in  force  when  the  law  expressly  precluded  payment  of 
mileage  to  officers  traveling  with  troops  have  been  stated  as  follows: 

Circumstances  of  travel  for  which  transportation  Is  contemplated  bv 
law  and  regulations  comprehend  cases  of  travel  under  orders  with 
troops,  guards,  escort,  or  supplies,  whether  in  charure  of,  a  part  of,  or 
nnder  protection  of  the  sam»»;  the  t^stablished  piac-tice  being  that  if 
transportation  has  to  l>e  provided  for  any  member  of  a  party  (large  or 
small),  it  is  to  be  furnished  to  all  persons  comprehended  In  tne  terms  of 
the  order  for  the  movement  (paras^raphs  1096  and  11(19,  Revised  Regula- 
tions, 1863:  decision  of  Paymaster  Goneral  in  indorsement  of  August  1ft, 
1871;  decision  of  Second  Comptrrjllor  in  indorsomont  of  February  17. 
1872).  LanguasH  of  all  p.ast  acts  making  appropriations  for  payment  of 
mileage  and  kindred  allowancos  (Cfeneral  Orders.  No.  3,  of  1872).  "Of- 
ficers traveling  on  duty  with  troops  are  to  be  furnished  transportatif»n 
in  kind  and  will  not  l)e  allowed  to  draw  mileajre"  (jiot«  B.  paragraph  3, 
section  6,  Circular,  No.  98,  Paymaster  Geuerara  Ollice,  dated  April  19, 
1873). 

Officers  and  others  traveling  with  troops,  escorts,  or  supplies  can  not 
claim  actual  traveling  expcnwos.  Tbey  are  entitled  only  to  transporta- 
tion provided  by  the  Quartermaster's  Department  (act  of  Juno  16,  1874, 
and  General  Orders,  yo.  69, 1874 ». 

(a)  This  applies  to  all  case-s  of  travel  under  orders  with  troops,  guards, 
escorts,  or  supplies,  whether  in  ohartre  of.  a  part  of.  or  under  protection 
of  the  same,  and  without  reference  to  the  strength  of  the  party  (para- 
graph 1()96.  Revised  Regulations.  lHi»3:  Paymaster  Genemrs  indorsement, 
AuKn.st  19,  1871:  Second  Comptroller's  indorsement,  February  17,  1872; 
paragraph  3.  section  6.  Cir<"ular,  No.  HtJ,  Paymaster  General's  Ofiice,  dated 
August  4, 1874, and  Note  A). 

The  decision  of  the  Second  Comptroller  of  f^ebruary  17, 1872,  above  cited, 
is  as  follows: 

Lieutenant  P.  H.  Hntliaway  submitted  to  the  Paymaster  General  a 
statement  in  supi)ort  of  bis  liuving  drawn  SK'^*''*  for  iiiiit»;i;re.  wlii'h  he 
has  been  called  upon  to  refund  on  the  ground  that  he  was  "traveling 
with  troops." 

Respectfully  referred  to  the  Second  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury. 

"Will  the  Comptroller  concur  with  this  othie  in  makiiii;  tins  unexcep- 
tional case,  as  Lieutenant  Hathinvay  aiiT)ears  to  have  acted  in  i^ood  faith 
and  under  orders  for  travel,  which  ('jroiic(»ns]y  omitted  him  m  the  re- 
quirement upon  the  Quartermaster's  Department  to  furnibh  transporta- 
tion in  kind? 

Respectfully  returned  to  the  Paymaster  General. 

I  do  not  think  there  is  snllicient  reason  to  make  Lieutenant  Hathaway's 
case  an  exception  to  the  jreneral  rule.    That  rule  is  that  mi  lea^jc  shall  not 


be  allowed  to  offlcerH  traveling:  with  troops,  or  in  charge  of  enlisted  men 
to  whom  the  Quartermaster's  Department  furnishes  transportation. 
This  is  in  entire  harmony  with  the  law  of  July  15, 187U.  If  an  army  was 
moviuf?  under  orders  it  would  bo  absurd  to  sav  that  all  the  officers  were 
entitled  t<>  mileage.  If  officers  travel  with  enlisted  men  in  their  charge 
it  is  their  duty  under  the  law  nf  July  15, 1870,  which  contemplates  that 
transportation  may  be  furnished  in  kind— t-o  apply  to  th«  Quartermaster's 
Department  for  transportation  and  in  case  it  be  refused  ihen  a  claim  for 
mifeMge  would  arise.  But  when  transiiortation  in  kind  is  furnished  to 
enllHted  meu.  the  officer  having  them  in  charge  is  not  entitled  to  a 
different  status  in  this  respect,  so  as  to  gi've  him  a  legal  right  to 
mileage.  He  partakes  of  their  right  to  transportation  and  is  not  sepa- 
rated from  it.  Lieutenant  Hathaway  should  bo  allowed  what  it  would 
have  cost  the  Quartermaster's  Department  to  have  transported  him  and 
no  more  (decisions  Second  Comptroller,  volume  34,  pages  344, 345). 

Said  rules  and  decisions  were  carried  into  the  Army  Paymaster's 
Manual  (^pril  30, 1896),  as  follows: 

359.  Travel  with  troops.— The  prohibition  (as  to  the  right  to  mile- 
age or  expenses)  applies  to  all  cases  uf  travel  with  troops,  without  regard 
to  the  strength  of  the  party  (note  A,  paragraph  3,  section  3,  Circalar, 
No.  103,  Paymaster  General's  Office).  The  nardship  is  recognized,  bat 
there  is  no  remedy  short  of  legislation  by  Congress  (B.  1874,  Paymaster 
General's  Office).  The  practice  has  been  for  years  to  view  travel  with 
a  single  enlisted  man  as  traveling  with  trooiM  ( B,  1875,  Pairmaster  Qen- 
eral's  Office);  but  conducting  an  insane  soldier  (there  being  no  other  en- 
listed man  in  the  party)  is  not  traveling  with  troops  (B,  1875,  Paymastw 
General's  Office). 

It  is  obvious,  upon  a  reading  of  the  whole  decision  of  the  Second  Oomp- 
troUer,  dated  February  17, 187!^,  supra,  that  the  word  "  mileage  "  as  used 
in  the  clause  '*  then  a  claim  for  mileage  would  arise  "  was  not  intended 
to  admit  the  right  of  an  officer  to  the  amount  i>er  mile  for  distance  trav- 
eled ordinarily  designated  as  mileage,  but  to  a  reimbursement  of  the 
amount  he  was  obliged  to  pay  for  his  transportation,  as  is  clearly  shown 
by  the  succeeding  iMiragraph  of  the  decision. 

In  laws  granting  lands  in  aid  of  railroads  the  provision  that  the  troops 
of  the  United  States  shall  be  transported  thereon  free  of  charge  has 
always  been  held  to  apply  to  the  transportation  of  a  single  soldier  as  well 
as  a  number  of  soldiers. 

As  the  payment  of  mileage  is  under  laws  specifying  the  conditions  under 
which  it  may  be  paid,  those  conditions  can  not  be  changed  by  orders  of 
the  Secretary  of  "War. 

Excluding  the  matter  of  an  officer  conducting  an  insane  soldier,  which 
will  be  considered  when  such  a  case  arises,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the 
construction  of  the  mileage  laws  in  force  prior  to  July  24, 1876,  and  since 
February  0, 1887,  as  set  forth  in  section  350,  Army  Paymaster's  Hanual, 
and  the  decisions  to  which  it  relates,  ftupra,  holding  that  traveling  on 
duty  with  a  single  enlisted  man  is  traveling  with  troops  within  the  mean- 
ing of  the  mileage  laws,  should  not  be  disturbed,  and  that  the  order  of  the 
Secretary  of  War  announced  in  Circular,  No.  37,  September  16,  l^i 
aupra^  is  ineffectual  to  confer  a  right  to  mileage  on  officers  traveling  with 
one  or  two  enlisted  men. 

Upon  the  same  principle  an  officer  serving  with  one  enlisted  man  most 
be  regarded  as  serving  with  troops  and  not  entitled  to  commutation  of 
quarters. 

The  decision  of  the  Auditor— 

that  an  officer  who  is  on  duty  with  one  or  more  enlisted  men,  or  who 
travels  on  duty  under  orders  with  one  or  more  enlisted  men,  is  on  duty 
or  traveling  with  troops,  and  is  therefore  not  entitled  to  commutation 
of  quarters  or  mileage  under  existing  laws, 

is  approved.

Sib:  I  have  receiyed  by  your  diroction  a  letter  addressed  to  the  Sot- 
seon  General,  TJ.  S.  Army,  on  the  3d  instant,  by  Major  J.  B.  Girard,  sur- 
geon, U.  S.  Army,  and  disbursing  officer.  Inclosing  an  account  of  Meyer 
Brothers  Drug  Company  for  786  gross  of  bandages,  gauze  sterilized, 
delirered  to  the  Medical  Supply  Depot,  U.  8.  Army,  August  27, 19U0.  A 
decision  is  asked  whether  the  account  is  payable  from  the  appropriation 
for  the  fiscal  year  1900,  or  from  that  for  1901. 

The  articles  in  question  were  estimated  for  September  9, 1809,  by  the 
medical  supply  officer  at  San  Francisco,  as  required  for  the  six  months 
mr^^jug  June  80, 1900,  and  circular  letters  of  advertisement  soliciting  pro- 
posals were  sent  out  on  November  9, 1800.  Authority  to  purchase  was 
giyen  on  December  19, 1899,  and  the  order  for  the  goods  was  made  on 
December  S6, 1809.    The  order  required  delivery  ''  without  delay." 

Leaving  out  for  a  moment  the  consideration  of  the  question  of  contract, 
it  nuiy  be  said  that  the  foregoing  facts  dearly  indicate  that  the  supplies 
were  purchased  for  the  needs  of  the  fiscal  year  1900,  and  iMtyment  there- 
for shoold  be  made  from  the  appropriation  for  that  year.  The  fact  that 
the  articles  were  not  delivered  within  the  fiscal  year  for  which  they  were 
purchased  does  not  take  the  transaction  out  of  the  requirements  of  sec- 
tion 3000  of  the  Revised  Statutes.  At  the  time  the  supplies  were  ordered 
for  delivery  "without  delay''  there  was  no  authority  to  make  any  pur- 
chase on  account  of  the  fiscal  year  1901.    (6  Comp.  Dec.,  815.) 

Referring  now  to  the  contract  with  Meyer  Brothers  &  Company,  it  is 
noted  that  it  was  executed  on  January  6, 1900,  and  was  approved  by  the 
Surgeon  General  on  January  18, 1900.  Unless  the  statement  made  in  the 
order  of  December  90, 1890,  that  ''a  written  executory  contract  with  bond 
will  btf  forwarded  for  your  signature''  can  be  considered  as  making  the 
order  conditional,  it  is  difficult  to  see  how  the  transaction  can  be  regarded 
as  other  than  an  oiMn-market  purchase,  without  a  contract  or  bond, 
which  might  raise  some  question  as  to  whether  the  interests  of  the  United 
States  were  fully  safeguarded  in  the  matter. 

Article  4  of  the  contract  requires  that  ''  the  deliveries  on  the  contract 
shall,  if  required,  commence  on  the  16th  day  of  January,  1900."  No  stipu- 
lation is  made  as  to  the  time  of  the  completion  of  the  contract,  which 
would  appear  to  be  an  important  omission  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
purchases  were  presumably  for  the  service  of  the  fiscal  year  1900,  and  that 
artide  3  of  the  contract  provides  a  penalty  for  the  failure  of  the  con- 
tractors to  comply  with  its  stipulation. 

Without,  however,  expressing  any  opinion  on  these  matters,  I  return 

the  aooount  with  the  statement  that  if  otherwise  correct  it  may  be  paid 

from  the  ai>propriation  for  the  fiscal  year  1900.

By  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War.  the  following  opinion 
of  tbe  Honorable  the  Attorney  General  regarding  the  right  of 
a  sheriff  to  enter  a  military  reservation  of  the  United  States 
over  -which  exclusive  jurisdiction  has  been  ceded  by  the  State 
within  which  the  same  is  located,  for  the  purpose  of  serving 
a  civil  process  therein,  is  published  to  the  Army  for  the  in- 
formation and  guidance  of  all  concerned :

The  Honorable  the  Seorbtary  of  War. 

Sib:  1  have  the  honor  to  acknowledisre  the  receipt  of  your  letter  of  Jan- 
uary 27, 1898,  in  which  you  ask  my  opinion  as  to  whether  a  sheriff  in  the 
State  of  Georgia  has  the  rig^ht  to  enter  upon  a  Government  military 
reservation  withia  the  county  for  which  he  is  sheriff,  with  a  warrant  of 
attachment  issued  by  a  State  court  in  Georgia,  for  tbe  purpose  of  levying 
upon  personal  property  then  in  use  by  the  defendant  in  the  attachment 
on  the  reservation  in  constructing  a  gun  battery  for  the  United  States 
under  contracts  for  your  department. 

It  appears  from  your  letter  that  the  reservation  inqnostion  is  on  Tyboe 
Island,  about  seventonn  miles  below  Savannah,  Georgia,  and  contains 
about  two  hundred  and  ton  acres.  It  wa.s  ronveyod  to  the  United  States 
by  John  Screven,  et  al.,  by  doel  dated  May  21,  IhT.").  The  land  was  pur- 
chased as  a  site  for  fortiflcutions  from  the  api)ropriation  made  by  Con- 
gress "  for  purchase  of  nites  proposod  to  bo  occupied  for  permanent  sea- 
coast  defensf^s"  (act  of  March  3, 1H71, 16  Stat.  L.,.j54).  It  further  appears 
that  within  the  two  hundred  and  ten  acre  tract  is  a  lijrhthouse  reserva- 
tion of  about  six  acres  which  is  independent  of  the  military  reservation, 
the  former  being  under  control  of  the  Treasury  Department  and  the 
latter  under  the  control  of  your  department.  The  lighthouse  reservation 
appears  to  have  been  transferred  to  the  United  States  by  an  act  of  the 
State  of  Georgia  dated  December  15, 1791,  and  this  statute  does  not  con- 
tain any  reservation  of  the  right  of  the  State  to  serve  process  of  any  kind. 
It  further  appears  that  on  December  23, 1808,  an  act  of  the  General  As- 
sembly of  the  State  of  Georgia  was  approved  by  the  governor,  which 
reads  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  tbe  State  of 
Georgia  that  from  and  immediately  after  the  passing  of  this  act,  the 
Congress  of  the  United  States  shall  have  and  maintain  jurisdiction  in 
and  over  all  the  lands  they  have  purchased  or  which  have  been  ceded  or 
otherwise  acquired  by  them,  or  hereafter  may  be  acquired,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  erecting  forts  or  fortifications  in  this  State:  Provided,  the  said 
iTnited  States  do  or  shall  cause  forts  or  fortiiications  to  be  erected 
thereon. 


Subsequently,  on  March  2, 1874,  an  act  of  the  General  AasemblT  of  the 
State  of  Georgia  was  approved,  which  provides,  inter  alia,  as  follows: 

An  act  to  provide  for  the  relinqnishment  to  the  United  States,  in  cer- 
tain cases,  title  to.  and  jurisdictiun  over,  lands  for  sites  tor  lighthouses, 
and  for  other  purposes,  on  the  coast  and  waters  of  this  State. 

U'/ierecw.  The  Congress  of  the  United  States  has  made  appropriations 
for  the  construction  of  a  lighthouse  and  dumb  beacons  in  the  Savannah 
River,  and  the  wants  of  commerce  may  hereafter  call  for  the  construc- 
tion of  others  on  the  coast  and  waters  of  this  State;  and 

Whereas,  The  laws  of  the  United  States  require  that  the  said  United 
States  shall  hold  exclusive  title  to.  and  jurisdiction  over,  all  lands  to  be 
occupied  as  sites  of  public  works  before  any  such  work  can  be  beg^un; 
therefore. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  etc.  That  whenever  a  tract  of  land,  contain- 
ing not  more  than  five  acres,  shall  be  selected  by  an  authorized  oflScer  or 
agent  of  the  United  States,  for  the  bona  fide  purpose  of  erecting  thereon 
a  lighthouse,  beacon,  or  buildings  connected  therewith,  and  the  title  to 
the  said  land  shall  be  held  by  the  State,  then,  on  application  by  the  said 
officer  or  agent  to  the  governor  of  this  State,  the  said  executive  is  hereby 
authorized  to  transfer  to  the  United  States  the  title  to,  and  jurisdiction 
over,  said  land:  but  if  the  title  to  the  land  wanted  shall  not  be  held  by 
the  State,  then,  on  application  of  the  United  States  through  their  officer 
or  agent,  after  acquiring  title  thereto  by  purchase  or  otherwise,  the  said 
executive  is  hereby  authorized  to  transfer  to  the  United  States  exclu- 
sive jurisdiction  over  the  same:  Provided,  always,  that  the  said  transfer 
of  title  and  jurisdiction  is  to  be  granted  and  made  as  aforesaid  upon  the 
express  condition  that  this  State  shall  retain  a  concurrent  jurisdiction 
with  the  United  States  in  and  over  the  land  or  lands  so  to  be  transferred, 
and  every  portion  thereof,  so  far  that  all  process,  civil  or  criminal,  issu- 
ing under  authority  of  this  State,  or  any  of  the  courts  or  judicial  officer 
thereof,  may  be  executed  by  the  proper  officer  thereof,  upon  any  person 
or  persons  amenable  to  the  same,  within  the  limits  and  extent  of  the  land 
or  lauds  so  ceded,  in  like  manner  and  to  like  effect  as  if  this  act  had  never 
papsed,  saving,  however,  to  the  United  States  security  to  their  property 
within  said  limits  or  extent. 

I  further  understand  that  the  sheriff  claims  the  right  to  serve  the  proc- 
ess under  the  reservation  of  such  right  contained  in  the  act  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  last  quoted.  The  first  question,  therefore,  involved  in 
your  request  for  an  opinion  is  as  to  whether  the  act  of  March  2,  1874, 
applies  to  the  case  in  question.  It  is  true  that  the  title  of  the  act  dis- 
closes a  purpose  to  relinquish  to  the  United  States  the  **  title  to,  and 
jurisdiction  over,  lands  for  sights  for  lighthouses,  and  for  other  purpose*, 
on  the  coast  and  waters  of  this  State."  Were  there  nothing  in  the  act 
to  qualify  the  general  language  of  the  title,  a  military  reeervation  which 
is  situated  on  the  coast  in  the  State  of  Georgia  might  be  considered  as 
being  within  the  expression  "  for  other  purposes."  The  preamble  of  the 
act,  however,  suggests  that  the  purpose  of  the  act  was  to  cede  title  to 
land  for  the  necessary  safeguard  of  commerce.  It  recites  that  appro- 
priations had  been  made  "  for  the  construction  of  a  lighthouse  and  dumb 
beacon  in  the  Savannah  River,  and  the  wants  of  commerce  may  here- 
after call  for  the  construction  of  others  on  the  coast  and  waters  of  this 
State."  This  would  seem  to  qualify  the  title  of  the  act  and  restrict  its 
application  to  the  erection  of  lighthouses,  beacons,  or  other  similar  build- 
ings which  are  constructed  for  the  benefit  of  commerce.  It  would  not 
include  a  military  reservation  which  is  constructed  for  the  coast  defense. 
Moreover,  passing  the  title  and  the  preamble,  the  body  of  the  act  pro- 
vides: "  That  whenever  a  tract  of  land,  containing  not  more  than  five 
acres,  shall  be  selected  by  an  authorized  officer  or  agent  of  the  United 
States  for  the  bona  fide  purpose  of  erecting  thereon  a  lighthouse,  beaoon, 
or  building  connected  therewith,"  etc. 
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The  military  reservation  in  question  is  in  extent  in  excess  of  Are  acres 
and  therefore  conld  not  have  been  ceded  under  the  act  of  March  2, 1874. 
Moreover,  it  was  not  acquired  by  the  Government  for  the  purpose  of 
erectinj;  thereon  a  lighthouse,  beacon,  or  building  connected  therewith. 
Its  purposes  are  wholly  different  and  belong  to  a  different  department 
of  the  Qovernment. 

Even  the  lighthouse  reservation,  which  is  within  but  not  a  part  of  the 
military  reservation,  was  not  ceded  under  the  act  of  March  2, 1874.  for 
the  reason  that  it  had  been  ceded  under  a  prior  act  of  December  15. 1791, 
and  the  Government  at  that  time  acquired  its  title  to  an  exclusive  juris- 
diction over  the  six  acres  in  question.  Moreover,  as  the  last-mentioned 
tract  is  more  than  five  acres  it  can  not  fall  within  the  act  of  March  2, 1874. 
It  is,  however,  unnecessary  to  decide  whether  the  attachment  could  be 
served  within  the  six-acre  tract  which  is  used  for  the  lighthouse,  for  I 
understand  that  the  attachment  which  the  sheriff  seeks  to  serve  was  to 
be  executed  by  the  seizure  of  certain  personal  effects  of  the  contractor 
who  was  then  constructing  a  gun  battery  on  a  military  reservation  as 
distinguished  from  the  lighthouse  reservation.  There  can  be  no  question 
in  my  mind  that  as  to  the  military  reservation  the  act  of  March  2, 1874, 
has  no  application. 

The  two  hundred  and  ten  acre  tract,  therefore,  purchased  for  perma- 
nent seacoast  defenses,  must  be  regarded  as  having  been  ceded  under  the 
act  of  December  22, 1808,  already  quoted,  by  which  the  State  of  Georgia 
provides  that  '*  after  the  passing  of  this  act,  the  Congress  of  the  United 
States  shall  have  and  maintain  jurisdiction  in  and  over  all  the  lands  they 
have  purchased  or  which  have  been  ceded  or  otherwise  acquired  by  them, 
or  hereafter  may  be  acquired,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  forts  or  forti- 
fications in  this  State,''  thus  conferring  exclusive  jurisdiction  as  to  the 
tract  in  question  in  the  United  States  Government.  There  was  no  reser- 
vation of  any  right  to  serve  either  the  criminal  or  civil  process  of  the 
State.  It  is  clear  that  without  such  reservation  there  can  be  no  right  in 
the  State  authorities  to  serve  process  in  the  tract  in  question,  for  it  is  an 
elementary  principle  of  law  that  a  judicial  officer  can  not  serve  process 
beyond  his  jurisdiction.  In  this  connection  it  is  enough  to  call  attention 
to  the  case  of  Fort  Leavenworth  Railroad  Company  v.  Lowe,  114  United 
States,  525  eiaeq.^  where  It  is  said:  ''When  the  title  is  acquired  by  pur- 
chase by  consent  of  the  legislatures  of  the  States,  the  Federal  jurisdiction 
is  exclusive  of  all  State  authority.  This  follows  from  the  declaration  of 
the  Constitution  that  Congress  shall  have  'like  authority'  over  such 
places  as  it  has  over  the  district  which  is  the  seat  of  Government;  that 
is,  the  power  of  '  exclusive  legislation  in  all  cases  whatsoever.'  Broader 
or  clearer  language  could  not  be  used  to  exclude  all  other  authority  than 
that  of  Congress,  and  that  no  other  authority  can  be  exercised  over  them 
has  been  the  uniform  opinion  of  Federal  and  State  tribunals  and  of  the 
Attorneys  General." 

Of  course  it  is  competent  for  the  State  in  relinquishing  its  sovereignty 
and  ceding  it  to  the  United  States  to  reserve  the  right  to  serve  civil  and 
criminal  process.  But  in  this  case  no  such  reservation  has  been  made  by 
the  State  of  Georgia,  and  the  granting  of  power  to  the  United  States  is 
absolute  and  exclusive  of  all  State  authority  whatsoever.  (United  States 
V.  Cornell,  2  Mason,  60.) 


It  is  needless  to  suggest  that  the  case  is  not  unimportant,  as  the  work 
of  the  Qovemment,  especially  in  the  important  and  often  urgent  matter 
of  national  defense,  would  be  seriously  embarrassed  if  the  necessary 
machinery  of  the  contractorst  who  are  engaged  in  the  construction  of 
such  means  of  national  defense,  could  be  seized  under  the  process  of  the 
State  courts.  As  was  said  by  Mr.  Justice  Field  in  the  first  case  cited, 
"their  exemption  from  State  control  is  essential  for  the  independence 
and  sovereign  authority  of  the  United  States  within  the  sphere  of  their 
delegated  powers.'^

By  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  the  following  decisions 
of  the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury  are  published  to  the  Amiy 
for  the  information  and  guidance  of  all  concerned :

The  Honorftble  the  Secretary  of  War. 

Sir:  By  your  direction  I  have  received  a  letter  dated  September  18, 
1900,  addressed  to  the  Chief  of  Engineers  by  Captain  Robert  McGregor, 
with  which  the  latter  submits  two  vouchers,  one  for  SIO  for  medicjil  serv- 
ices rendered  Walter  Dow,  a  civilian  employee,  and  the  other  for  $2ii  for 
his  btirial  expenses.  You  request  my  decision  as  to  whether  the  same 
may  be  paid  from  the  appropriation  for ''  Improving  Upper  White  River, 
Arkansas.*' 

On  the  vouchers  in  question,  Captain  McGregor  certifies— 

that  the  above  account  is  correct  and  just;  that  the  services  wore  ren- 
dered as  stated  and  were  necessary  m  the  iuterests  of  the  public  service 
to  presei've  the  health  of  the  other  employees  engaged  and  quartered  on  the 
work;  that  the  dereasod  had  no  estate  so  far  as  can  be  learned,  except  $5 
salary  due  him  at  the  time  of  his  death,  and  no  relatives  or  other  legal 
representatives  could  bo  found  to  pay  the  bills. 

Under  date  of  September  24,  IWX),  Captain  McGregor  says— 

that  Dow  was  quartered  on  the  work,  and  that  when  his  sickness  was 
rei)orted  he  was  in  a  hi^h  fever,  and  was  out  of  his  head  htuI  in  a  senii- 
uncoDscious  state ;  that  it  becam<»  mnv^ssary  to  prevent  possihlo  infection 
that  he  should  havo  medical  attendant; ;  and  when  three  days  Ijitor  his 
sickness  terminated  fatally  without  his  havinjj  roi^ainod  coiisficmsness, 
it  was,  for  like  reasons,  necessary  to* dispose  of  the  iKxly. 

It  has  been  repeatedly  held  that  in  the  absence  of  statutory  law  or  spe- 
cific contract  no  obligation  rests  on  the  United  States  to  provide  medical 
attendauceto  civil  employees  or  for  their  burial  expenses.  The  Govern- 
ment does  not  owe  this  duty  to  tho  employee,  and  the  only  ground  upon 
which  payment  of  such  expenses  can  be  justified  or  authorized  is  that  the 
public  necessities  require  it  for  sanitary  reasons,  and  then  only  when  that 
duty  does  not  devolve  upon  the  local  authorities,  or  their  services  can  not 
be  obtained  (see  2  Comp.  Doc,  347;  G  id.,  447).  When  such  expenses  are 
incurred  and  paid  they  must  be  confined  to  the  bare  necessities  of  the  case* 
bearing  in  mind  the  customs  of  the  country  in  caring  for  and  burying  the 
remains  of  paupers. 

Assuming  the  facts  stated  by  Captain  McGregor  to  be  correct— for  the 
accuracy  of  which  he  is  responsible— payment  of  the  just  and  reasonable 
expenses  in  this  case  may  be  made  from  the  appropriation  above  named. 
No  opinion  is  expressed  on  the  question  of  the  reasonableness  of  the 
^xijenBes. 

The  unpaid  salary  due  this  employee  should  be  witheld  as  a  proper  offset 
against  those  expenses  and  a  proper  record  made  to  prevent  future  pay- 
ment of  said  unpaid  salary.

The  Pacillc  Coast  Steamship  Company,  under  date  of  August  1, 1900, 
appeals  from  the  action  of  the  Auditor  for  the  War  Department  in  settle- 
ment No.  12173,  dated  June  29. 1«X),  of  its  claim— 

for  reimbursement  of  amount  paid  for  services  of  throe  men  employed 
as  cooks  on  board  stt^amship  "  Senator."  durinj^  the  period  from  June  24 
to  September  1,18U8,  amounting,  as  rendered,  to  1^478.50. 

The  fa<?t8  appear  to  bo  as  follows: 

General  Greene,  with  whom  claimant  alleges  to  have  made  the  contract 
upon  which  he  seeks  to  recover  in  this  case,  in  fifth  indorsement,  under 
date  of  February  1,  IIMX),  says: 

<!)n  the  afternoon  Ijefore  the  second  Manila  expedition  sailed  from  San 
FranciHco  I  consulted  General  Merritt  in  regard  to  cnoks  od  the  four 
tran^*port«  in  view  ot  the  fact  that  the  accommodations  f(»r  cooking  were 
extremely  limited  and  it  would  be  very  difficult  on  the  long  voyage  for 
the  men  to  cook  their  own  food.  He  directed  me  to  get  ccx)k8for  each 
ship  and  stated  that  some  way  would  be  found  to  pay  them,  ]»reterably 
by  each  man  oxjntributiug  about  fifty  cents  for  that  purpojse.  The  cooks 
wore  procured  under  these  instructions,  and,  in  my  judgment,  were  abso- 
lutely essential. 

After  arriving  in  Manila  an  effort  was  made  to  collect  the  sum  referred 
to  from  the  men  in  the  different  regiments,  but  they  refused  to  pay. 
*  *  *  The  steamship  corapauies  furnished  the  cooks  in  good  faith  and 
the  price  chargfnl  is  roasonable.  If  the  t  raiisport  service  had  been  organ- 
ized at  that  rime  as  it  now  is  no  such  question  w^ould  have  arisen,  but  as 
the  United  States  then  had  no  organized  transport  service  and  everything 
had  to  be  improvised  in  the  emergency  in  the  l>est  manner  possible,  and 
as  I  acted  in  perfectly  gi»od  faith  in  the  matter  under  (General  Merritt's 
directions,  nnti  as  the  stcam.'^bip  companies  furnished  the  cooks,  it  seems 
to  mo  the  bill  should  bo  assumed  and  paid  by  the  United  States  out  of  the 
appropriation  lor  national  defense. 

In  .sixth  indorsement,  under  date  of  February  3.  ISWO,  General  Merritt 
says: 

I  entirely  agree  with  General  Greene  in  what  he  says  regarding  these 
cooks.  I  consi«lend  thuir  employment  aUsolutely  essential  under  the 
circniiistaiK'cs.  and  it  is  hoped  some  way  will  be  found  by  which  the  bill 
in  qiiewtiou  can  be  settled. 

Chiinmnt,  speaking  througli  its  general  agents,  Goodall,  Perkins  &  Co., 
in  a  letter  to  Colonel  C.  F.  Long,  quartermaster,  U.  S.  Army,  dated  June 

3.  Is'ni,  among  other  things,  .says: 

You  will  remem))er  at  that  time  the  Governm<'»ntdid  not  furnish  cooks 
for  the  enlisted  men  its  they  now  do.  but  expected  the  men  to  do  their 
own  cooUuif^.  AsihJH  wa.s  pr.i»-tically  impossible.  General  Greene  ordered 
three  cooks  shii>pi>d.  statiiiL:  that  he  wcMild  guarantee  that,  enlisted  men 
would  coiitriliiite  fifty  cents  eaeh  to  cover  this  expense.  We  hired  three 
cooks  at  S''»<'  c;(<  h  and  ])aid  them  lor  their  services  back  to  the  port  of  San 
Francisi-o.  Tlie  amount  we  paiil  the  c(X)ks  amounteil  to  several  hundred 
dollars  more  than  wiiat  is  due  us  from  the  enlisted  men. 

We  wrote  t«»  ^.'olonel  stotsouberg  of  the  Nebraska  regiment,  makioga 
demand  tor  this  money,  anci  inst«»ad  of  ])aying  up  he  overhauled  us  in  uis 
letter  on  ai-couni  ot  ihe  liardslii])s  and  poor  living  tliat  the  men  had  un 
that  trip.  Wo  wrote  to  the  culonel,  calling  his  attention  to  the  fact  that 
the  i-ations  were  furnished  by  iho  Government  and  these  c<»oks  were 
there  to  <-o"k  it  for  them,  and  that  it  was  .something  we  had  nothing  to 
do  with  It  he  did  not  see  that  his  men  were  proi>ely  looked  alter. 

The  letter  of  Coh>nel  Stotsenbp-rg  in  which  claimant  says  he  "over- 
hauled it  on  account  of  the  hardships  and  poor  living  that  the  men  had 
on  that  trip"  is  not  with  the  i)ap«*rs  in  this  case. 

Claiuaant,  si>eaking  through  its  general  agents,  Goodall,  Perkins  &  Co., 
in  a  letter  to  Colonel  W.  H.  Baldwin,  Commissary  Departm-.mt,  U.  S. 
Army,  dated  Deceml>er  21,  lf<'.«},  among  other  things,  saytt: 

In  the  case  of  the  "Senator"  there  wore  no  cooks  furnished  by  the 
owners,  the  supposition  being  that  the  men  would  do  their  own  cooking. 


Aj8  it  was  considered  by  the  oflScers  of  the  Army  unwise  to  start  on  a 
seven  thousand  mile  voya{{e  with  men  inexperienced  in  cooking  at  sea, 
ivbere  steam  is  used  and  limited  space  allowed,  the  reisiment  ns  a  whole 
decided  to  hare  proper  cooks,  each  enlisted  man  contributing  ftftv  cents 
for  the  payment.  As  we  would  have  no  way  of  collecting  this  if  the  men 
shoald  raise  any  objec^tions  at  the  end  of  the  trip  we  refused  to  do  so 
nnlees  payment  was  guaranteed  by  the  proper  officers.  This  General 
Greene  did.  promising  to  see  that  the  matter  was  settled.  On  the  ship's 
arrival  in  Manila  the  men  refused  to  pay  the  charge  and  the  officers  of 
that  regiment  (Ist  Nebraska)  refused  to  collect  it  for  us.  We  repeatedly 
took  the  matter  up  with  tho  colonel  of  the  regiment  without  auv  satis- 
factory results.  As  you  are  aware  the  colonel  was  killed  in  the  Philip- 
pine Islands  and  we  next  apj)oaled  to  tho  authorities  in  Washington, 
General  Greene  iu  the  meantime  having,  as  we  understand,  returue<l  to 
civil  life.  On  the  promise  of  General  Greene,  who  was  the  commanding 
officer  of  the  exi>e<lition,  it  certainly  should  be  paid.  This  company 
should  not  be  ex]>octed  to  lose  this  amount  of  monHy.  The  decision  of 
the  Judge  Advo<'ate  General  states  that  the  War  Department  has  never 
undertAKen  to  furnish  enlisted  men  with  cooks.    ♦    »    ♦ 

In  tenth  indorsement,  under  date  of  March  7, 1900,  the  Judge  Advocate 
General,  among  other  things,  says— 

With  respect  to  within  bill  for  $478.50  for  wages  for  cooks  on  the  steam- 
ship •'  Senator,"  these  papers  show  that  there  was  no  underv^ttanding  with 
the  company  that  the  wages  were  to  be  paid  by  the  United  States,  but  as 
stat^  by  the  general  ajjentsof  the  companv  it  was  understood  *'  that  en- 
listed men  would  contribute  fifty  cents  each  to  cover  this  expense  " 

In  the  fifth  indorsement  hereon  it  is  stated  that  "the  bill  nhould  be 
assumed  and  paid  by  the  United  States  out  of  the  appropriation  for  na- 
tional defense,"  but  I  do  not  think  this  can  legally  be  done.  As  stated 
above,  the  services  were  not  ongaj5ed  on  behalf  of  the  United  States, and 
there  was  no  contract  that  the  United  States  should  pay  for  them,  and  the 
payment  of  the  claims  would,  therefore,  be  unauthorized. 

By  eleventh  indorsement,  dated  March  16,  IJJOO,  the  Acting  Secretary  of 
War  concniTed  in  the  views  of  the  Judge  Advocate  General. 

By  twelfth  indorsement  the  Acting  Commissary  General  of  Subsistence, 
under  date  of  May  1, 1900.  among  other  things,  says: 

Theco«»ks  within  charged  for  were  furnished  by  the  Pacific  Coast  Steam- 
ship Company  upon  the  order  of  General  F.  V.  Greene,  who  was  acting 
under  the  orders  of  the  general  commanding  the  exi3e<litionary  force  sent 
to  Manila  in  June,  lK9t<;  and  they  wtirn  ordered  because  the  troops  were 
traveling  not  m  the  field  but  on  shipboard,  where  it  was  impracticable  for 
the  enlisted  men  themselves  to  cook  their  food.  It  is  unusual  to  furni-^h 
enlistt^d  men  with  cooks  undor  ordinary  conditions  of  service,  but  the 
placing  of  enlisted  men,  especiallv  volunteers,  on  shipboard  with  innde- 
quaie  cooking  facilities  required  the  tnking  of  radical  measures  for  their 
8ub.sistence.  Any  miscalculation  on  the  part  of  those  ordering  the  em- 
ployment of  thehc  cooks  as  to  the  source  from  which  their  wn>ies  were  to 
i»e  tlTived  should  not  be  made  the  cause  of  pecuniary  loss  to  the  coni])nny 
which  furnished  rhe  cooks  and  paid  them  in  good  faith.  If  it  had  been  ex- 
pressly stipulated  that  they  would  be  paid  by  the  United  tSLites  there 
wiiuld  have  beeu  no  delay  in  the  settlement  of  the  >iccouut.  Tlieir  serv- 
ices were  rendered  to  the  United  States  on  the  orders  f»f  United  States 
officers,  and  were  uece.ssary  for  the  puVjlic  hervico,and  no  mere  technical 
objections  as  to  how  it  was  thouirhr  they  »;ould  be  paid  should  be  iriter- 
pc^ed  against  settlement  by  the  United  States.  I  recommend  the  ap- 
proval of  the  claim  for  S47s  .")U  ami  as  all  claims  for  or  against  the  United 
States  are. required  by  sectiou  :i'M.  Revised  Statutes,  to  be  settled  and 
adjusted  in  the  Treasury  Departm-Tit.  I  further  recommend  that  it  be 
referred  to  the  Auditor  for  the  War  Department  for  settlement  and  pay- 
ment from  appropi  latiou  •'  Subsistence  of  tho  Army,  January  1 ,  18H9."' 

By  thirteenth«in4orsement,  dated  May  9, 19!)0,  the  Assistant  S«cretary 
of  War  approved  the  recommendation  of  the  Acting  Commissary  Gen- 
eral of  Sulwistence  and  referred  the  claim  to  the  Aiuiitor  fur  the  War 
Doparcment  for  settlement  from  the  appropriation  "  Subsistence  of  the 
Army,  January  1,  Ib'JO." 
-    The  Auditor  disallowed  the  claim  for  reasons  as  follows: 

These  men  were  in  no  sense  Government  employees  and  it  was  thor- 
ou(?hly  understood  by  the  steamship  company  at  the  time  they  were 
employed  that  the  Government  was  not  to  be  held  re.sponsible  for  their 
pay. 


It  is  from  this  disallowance  that  claimant  aypeala. 

At  the  time  claimant  furnished  the  cooks  it  admits  that  the  Oovem- 
ment  did  not  farnish  cooks  for  the  enlisted  men  and  the  owners  of  the 
ship  did  not  furnish  them,  but  both  the  owners  and  the  Government  ex- 
pected them  to  do  their  own  cookingr.  General  Merritt  directed  General 
Greene  to  get  the  cooks  and  stated  to  him  that  some  way  woald  be  found 
to  pay  them,  preferably  by  each  man  contributing  about  fifty  cents  for 
tint  purpose. 

G  jneral  Greene  arraufred  for  the  cooks  under  the  instructions  of  Gen- 
eral Merritt  and  presumably  on  the  plan  sufinc^sted  by  General  Memtt 
by  which  they  were  to  be  i>aid. 

Claimant  states  that  the  regiment  as  a  whole  decided  to  have  proper 
cooks,  each  enlisted  man  to  contribute  fifty  cents  to  pay  them. 

It  says  that  as  it  had  no  way  of  collecting^  the  amount  to  be  paid  by  the 
men  should  th«y  raise  objections  at  the  end  of  the  trip,  it  refused  to  fur- 
nish the  cooks  unless  payment  jms  guaranteed  by  the  proper  oflioer,and 
that  General  Greene  promised^iat  he  would  see  that  the  enlisted  men 
would  contribute  fifty  cents  each  to  cover  the  expense  and  promised  to 
see  the  matter  settled. 

The  question  presented  is  not  whether  the  erigoncies  of  the  service 
were  such  as  would  have  justified  the  employment  of  cooks  by  the  Gov- 
ernment, but  whether  they  were  in  fact  so  employed.  Was  there  any 
contract  entered  into  for  and  on  Ixshalf  of  the  Government,  or  any  at- 
tempt to  make  such  a  contract,  for  the  hire  of  the  cooks*  If  there  was 
no  such  contract  then  there  would  be  no  greater  legal  obligation  on  the 
Government  to  pay  for  cooks  than  if  no  contract  had  been  entered  into 
by  any  one  to  pay  for  them. 

If  the  claimant  had  furnished  the  cooks  without  any  contract  from  any 
one  its  kind  offices  might  be  of  such  a  character  as  to  appeal  to  conscience 
for  reimbursement,  but  the  accounting  officers  would  be  irawerless  to 
adjust  Hiul  allow  such  a  claim. 

If  the  officers  and  men  with  whom  claimant  dealt  acted  upon  their  own 
re.siKniHihi  lity,  and  not  for  and  on  behiilf  of  the  Government,  and  claimant 
at  tlu^  tiin»^  know  and  understood  they  were  so  acting  and  dealt  with  them 
accordinvjly.  thpir  acts  under  9uch  circumstances  would  not  create  any 
liability  :i<;aiiist  the  Governmout,  however  beneficial  they  may  have 
proved  to  the.  United  States,  and  in  such  case  if  the  men  refused  toper- 
form  their  p'lrt  of  the  contract  and  claimant  sought  to  be  reimbursed  by 
the  Governiimnt  it  would  have  to  go  to  Oongreas. 

At  the  time  this  contract  was  made  it  would  seem  that  both  parties 
understood  that  the  Government  was  not  paying  for  cooks  for  enlisted 
men,  and  no  sitteinpt  was  made  or  undorstJinding  reached  that  the  Govern- 
ment was  to  iMiy  for  the  cooks. 

This  ronstrur'tion  is  in  harmony  with  the  construction  claimant  has 
placed  upon  the  transaction.  After  the  services  were  rendered  it  re- 
l)ejitedly  dein:inlod  payment  of  the  men  through  Colonel  StotsenherfT. 
I  am  not  able  to  see  any  letral  grounds  why  the  United  States  should  now 
a«sumo  the  ])aymeut  of  this  claim. 

I  contMir  in  the  views  of  the  Judge  Advocate  General  and  the  action  of 

the  Auditor  is  affirmed.

By  direction  of  the  Acting  Secretary  of  War.  the  following 
is  pnblished  to  the  Army  for  the  information  and  guidance  of 
air  concerned: 

The  appropriation  for  the  support  of  the  Regular  and  Vol- 
unteer Army  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June.80,  1901,  published 
in  General  Orders,  No.  76,  June  1,  1900,  from  this  office,  pro- 
vides for  the  payment  for  extra  duty  on  constant  labor  for  not 
less  than  ten  days,  under  the  several  heads  of  appropriations 
for  the  Quartermaster's  Department. 

Under  appropriation  '* Incidental  Expenses"  the  following 
payments  are  authorized : 

For  labor  in  the  erection  of  barracks,  quarters,  and  store- 
houses ; 

In  the  construction  of  roads  and  other  constant  labor; 

Clerks  for  post  quartermaster ; 

Prison  oTer8eers  at  posts  designated  by  the  Secretary  of 
War  for  the  confinement  of  general  prisoners. 

Under  "  Barracks  and  Quarters  '  appropriation: 

For  the  construction  of  temporary  buildings  and  stables; 

For  repairing  public  buildings  at  established  posts. 

Under  "Transportation  of  the  Army  and  its  Supplies:" 

Driving  teams ; 

Repairing  means  of  transportation ; 

Train  masters ; 

Lalior  in  opening  roads  and  building  wharves. 

Under  *' Construction  and  Repair  of  Hospitals:" 

Labor  in  construction  and  rejxairs  of  hospitals  at  military 
posts  already  established  and  occupied. 

Under  "Quarters  for  Hospital  Stewards:" 

Labor  in  construction  (and  repairs)  of  hospital  stewards' 
quarters  at  military  posts  already  established  and  occupied. 

In  order  to  avoid  suspensions  and  disallowances  in  the  ac- 
counts of  disbursing  officers  on  account  of  payments  for  extra 
duty  services  the  utmost  care  should  be  observed  in  the  prepa- 
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mtioii  of  efltimates  for  funds  for  this  purpose;  the  report  of 
services  on  Form  8  (Qoartermsster's  Department),  sod  the 
receipt  roll,  the  voncher  for  payment. 

The  men  should  beclassified  on  the  Form  8  and  on  the  B^ 
oeipt  Bon^iy  appropriations,  and  a  foil  report  of  the  natnre 
of  the  servtees  should  appear  on  Form  8  in  the  column  "Hew 
Employed— Remarks."  ^- 

AJl  information  required  hy  the  headings  and  notes  on  the 
form  should  he  given. 

Much  annoyance  and  conespondence  will  be  mToided  by* 
strict  compUanoe  with  the  laws  and  regulations  on  this  subject

Charles  L.  Spaldinfir,  formerly  hospital  steward,  8th  Massaohusette 
VolDiiteer  Infantry,  Spanish  war,  appeals  from  settlement.  No.  306663, 
dated  March  21, 1900,  dlsallowlnfir  his  claim  for  reimbursement  for  $50, 
all^^  by  him  to  ha^e  been  expended  in  traveling  to  his  home  and  re- 
taminil^  thenoe  to  his  command  while  absent  on  farlough. 

He  was  granted  an  ordinary  furlough  at  Camp  Thomas,  Georgia,  from 
August  6  to  September  15, 1896,  both  dates  inclusive,  with  permission  to 
go  to  Massachusetts.  The  furlough  was  subsequently  extended,  and  he 
did  not  join  his  command  until  November  17, 1898.  He  states  that  trans- 
portation was  not  furnished  him  to  his  home  at  Beverly,  Massachusetts, 
where  he  went  on  furlough,  and  that  when  about  to  return  to  his  com- 
mand he  applied  for  transportation  and  was  refused  because  the  word 
^'sick^*  was  not  Inserted  in  his  furlough.  He  contends  that  it  was  the 
Intention  to  have  granted  him  a  sick  furlough  pursuant  to  General  Or- 
ders, No.  114,  Adjutant  General's  Office,  1898,  but  that  the  words  neces- 
sary to  characterise  it  as  a  sick  furlough  were  unintentionally  omitted. 
His  contention  is  strongly  supported  by  certificates  on  file  from  former 
surgeons  of  his  regiment. 

The  claim  is  for  transportation  provided  by  himself  for  going  from 
the  camp  of  his  regiment  to  his  home  and  in  returning  to  his  regiment. 
Including  sleeping-car  fare. 

It  can  make  no  difference  whether  the  claimant  was  on  ordinary  fur- 
lough or  on  sick  furlough  under  General  Orders,  No.  lU.  In  neither  case 
would  he  be  entitled  to  reimbursement  for  cost  of  transportation  to  his 
home  and  return  to  his  command.  (5  Comp.  Dec.,  470;  Decision  of  August 
10, 190O,  in  case  of  Union  Pacific  Railway  Co.) 
The  action  of  the  Auditor  so  far  as  it  disallows  the  claim  is  affirmed. 
All  papers  will  be  returned  to  the  Auditor,  except  cerl^cate  trans- 
mitted by  Lieutenant  Colonel  George  W.  Baird,  which  will  be  returned 

to  him.

Sib:  I  have  received,  by  your  direction,  per  indorsement  dated  August 
16, 1900,  a  letter  from  Lieutenant  Colonel  George  W.  Baird  to  the  Pay- 
master General  requesting  a  change  in  my  decision  dated  June  15,1000  (6 
Comp.  Dec.,  947),  relative  to  the  time  of  begiuning  and  ending  of  the  10 
per  cent  increase  on  pay  of  officers  of  the  Army  under  the  act  of  May  26, 
1900  (81  Stat.,  211). 

The  argument  submitted  in  favor  of  a  change  in  the  decision  is  as  fol- 
lows: 

The  decision  as  rendered  turns  upon  the  question  whether  the  extra 
ten  per  centum  is  pay  or  is  an  allowance.  The  Comptroller  holds  that  it 
is  an  allowance  and  so  is  forfeited  when  the  officer  is,  for  any  reason,  out- 
side of  the  geographical  limits  where  it  accrues. 

The  law,  however,  states  specifically,  ''That  hereafter  the  pay  proper 
of  an  officers  *  *  *  serving  *  *  *  shall  be  increased  ten  per 
centum." 

(Act  May  26, 1900.  Page  10.  General  Orders,  No.  76,  Headquarters  of 
the  Array,  June  1, 1900.)  The  language  of  the  act  is  specific.  The  increase 
is  "pay/ 
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The  application  of  the  law  enforces  the  same  idea.  If  an  oiBcer  is  sen- 
tenced to  forfeit  one-half  of  his  pay,  the  forfeiture  carries  oae-half  of 
the  increase  provided  by  the  act  of  May  26.  Sach  forfeiture,  however, 
does  not  apply  to  the  allowance  provided  for  officers  of  the  line  who  are 
performing  duty  as  acting  commissaries  of  subsistence,  the  $100  per  year 
extra  provided  for  such  officers  being  eonsidered.  as  is  the  extra  pay  of 
enlisted  man  serving  in  the  Quartermaster's  Department,  an  allowaaos 
not  forfeited  by  a  sentence  that  provides  for  the  forfeiture  of  e.  g.,  **  one 
half  of  the  pay/* 

The  ten  per  centum  then  is  "pay,"  not  ** allowance,**  as  considered  by 
thd  Comptroller  in  the  decision  oef ore  cited. 

But  the  various  acts  regarding  leave  cited  by  the  Comptroller  and  all 
published  in  General  Orders,  No.  86,  Adjutant  G^nerars  Office,  ISTtt,  pro- 
vide that  for  the  specified  periods  of  leave  the  privilege  shall  be  enjoyed 
^*  without  deduction  of  pay  or  *  allowance.*** 

The  decision  in  question  then  takes  away  from  an  officer  tbat  whi<di 
the  law  allows  him.  The  law  says  that  he  shall  have  ordinary  leave  up 
to  an  aggregate  of  four  months  and  sicli:  leave  without  limit  of  time 
*'■  without  deduction  of  pay;**  the  decision  savs  that  his  pay  to  the  amount 
of  ten  per  centum  of  pay  proper  is  reduced  immediately  on  his  passing 
the  border  of  the  specified  territory. 

The  hardship  of  the  situation  is  a  strong  argument  In  favor  oi  the  oon- 
struction  herein  advocated  if  the  language  of  the  law  even  permits  it; 
much  more  if  it  requires  it. 

Officers  whose  health  is  broken  by  campaigning  in  an  unhealthy  cli- 
mate, others  who  have  the  most  urgent  need  to  visit  the  United  Htates 
after  two  years  and  more  of  absence,  are  required  to  lose  a  part  of  their 
imy,  besides  meeting  the  great  expense  of  a  long  journey,  if  they  take 
advantage  of  leaves  of  ab8en(*e. 

Another  consideration  that  favors  the  more  liberal  construction  is 
based  on  the  stiite  of  facts  set  forth  in  the  decision  of  the  Comptroller 
dated  May  28, 1900,  being  a  reversal  of  the  decision  of  the  Secretary  of 
War,  expressed  In  General  Orders,  No.  167,  of  1808.  Under  that  order 
the  leaves  of  officers  "  serving  at  stations  beyond  the  limits  of  the  United 
States**  took  effect  "  on  the  dates  they  reach  the  United  States.** 

The  decision  cited  states  that  the  leaves  take  effect  whan  the  officers 
leave  their  stations.  Thus  the  Journeys  to  and  from  the  United  States 
are  mode  In  the  leave  period.  But  an  officer  on  ordinary  leave  beyond 
the  period  specified  in  the  acts  published  in  General  Orders,  No.  86,  of 
1876,  draws  but  half  of  his  pay. 

If  then  an  officer  in  the  Philippines  who  is  entitled  to  bat  one  month's 
leave  is  under  the  necessity  of  taking  it,  he  must  have  a  three  months* 
leave  to  enjoy  the  one  month  in  the  United  States  and  during  the  two 
months  occupied  in  the  voyages  to  and  from  the  United  States  he  will 
be  on  half  pay— an  added  reason  for  the  most  liberal  ounstroctlon  of  the 
act  of  May  26th  consistent  with  its  intent  and  language. 

This  argument  proceeds  upon  an  assumption  that  the  Comptroller  held 
that  the  10  per  cent  increase  was  an  allowanoe  and  therefore  that  it 
could  not  be  paid  to  officers  while  on  leave  of  absence,  whereas  the  hok^ 
ing  was  that  the  10  per  cent  increase  on  pay  proper  was  by  the  act  given 
only  to  officers  and  enlisted  men  during  the  time  they  are  serving  in  the 
places  named  in  the  act. 

The  Comptroller  said: 

The  act  does  not  make  any  change  in  the  regular  pay  or  allowanoe  of 
the  Army,  but  makes  provision  for  a  special  or  extra  allowanoe  to  offi- 
cers and  enlisted  men  of  the  Army  while  they  are  serving  in  the  places 
named  in  the  act.  It  obviously  applies  only  to  service  rendered  on  and 
after  the  date  of  the  act. 

The  provisions  of  the  various  laws,  to  wit,  section  11,  act  of  June  20, 
1864  (18  Stat.,  145),  section  12(V5.  Revised  Statutes,  act  of  May  8, 1874  (18 
Stat.,  43).  and  act  of  July  29, 1876  (10  Si^at.,  102).  authorizing  leaves  of  ab- 
sence to  be  allowed  to  officers  for  specified  periods  "*  without  dedocbonc^ 
pay  or  allowances''  have  not  been  construed  to  entitle  an  officer  while 
on  leave  to  allowances  the  i>ayment  of  which  was  conditioned  upon  the 
performance  of  some  particular  service,  such  as  pavmmt  of  $100  a  year 
as  acting  assistant  commissary  under  section  UOl.  fievised  Statutes,  or 
pay  for  exerci.sing  a  higher  command  under  section  7,  act  of  April  SB, 
1898  O0Stat..36ri). 

The  ten  per  centum  increase  on  pay  proper  being  allowed  by  the  act  only 
to  ofticers  serving  in  the  places  named  therein,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that 
an  officer  on  duty  in  one  of  the  places  named  in  the  act,  who  is  relieved 
from  duty  and  given  a  sick  leave  or  an  ordinary  leave,  is  not  entitled  to 
the  ten  per  centum  increase  in  computing  his  pay  after  the  date  on  wlilcii 
he  leaves  the  place  where  the  increased  pay  for  service  therein  Is  author- 
ized by  law.    (6  Comp.,  948.) 

The  provisions  of  the  act  in  respect  to  the  10  per  oent  increaaatheteia 
provided  were  special  and  peculiar,  and  while  the  10  per  oent  inemse 


wotdd  undoubtedly  be  Included  in  the  term  **  pay  "  as  to  offioera  aeryinur  in 

places  named  in  the  act,  It  would  not  be  included  in  either  of  the  terms 

"■  pay  **  or  "  allowanceB  **  as  to  officers  not  serring  in  such  places. 

I  find  nothing  in  the  argument  submitted  justifying  any  change  in  my 

deei^on  heretofore  rendered  upon  the  questions  presented.

DaTid  Oinkens,  by  affidavit  filed  by  his  attorney,  May  16, 1900,  appeals 
from  settlement  No.  901181,  dated  February  16. 1900,  of  the  Auditor  for 
the  War  Department,  adjusting  his  claims  arising  out  of  his  service  as  a 
ntiember  of  Company  M,  fiOth  Iowa  Volunteers,  Spanish  war. 

His  claim  was  specifically  for  pay  from  April  36  to  May  17, 1898,  travel 
pay  and  subsistence  in  traveling  118  miles,  from  Fairfield,  Iowa,  to  Des 
Moines,  Iowa,  on  first  enrollment  and  in  returning  from  Des  Moines 
to  Fairfield  on  discbarge,  and  he  asks  for  a  full  accounting,  to  include 
any  extra  pay  that  might  be  due  him. 

The  muster-out  roll  of  his  company  shows  that  he  joined  for  duty  and 
was  enrolled  April  20, 1898,  at  Des  Moines,  Iowa,  promoted  to  corporal 
September  1, 1896,  and  on  furlough  from  September  20  to  October  20, 1898, 
T>6r  General  Orders,  No.  130,  Adjutant  Generars  Office,  extended  to 
November  1, 1896.  and  was  discharged  with  his  company  at  Des  Moines, 
Iowa,  November  30, 1896.  His  discharge  certificate  gives  April  26asdate  of 
enrollment.  He  did  not  serve  beyond  the  limits  of  the  United  States  and 
received  one  month's  furlough  under  General  Orders,  No.  130,  Adjutant 
General's  Office,  of  April  13, 1808. 

The  Auditor  allowed  him  $9.36,  pay  from  April  29  to  May  16, 1808,  inclu- 
sive, and  disallowed  all  the  other  claims.  The  claimant  contends  that  he 
should  be  allowed  traveling  allowances  from  Fairfield,  Iowa,  to  Des 
Moines,  Iowa,  and  asks  a  reconsideration  of  said  claim. 

He  was  correctly  i>aid  on  discharge  $10.50  for  commutation  of  rations 
daring  furlough  and  833.50  on  clothing  account,  less  stoppage  of  $1.38  on 
account  of  arms  and  equipment.  He  has  accepted  payment  of  the  amount 
allowed  by  the  Auditor,  and  is  precluded  from  obtaining  a  revision  by 
the  Comptroller  of  that  part  of  the  settlement  relating  to  his  pay  by  the 
following  provision  of  the  act  of  July  31, 1894  (28  Stat.,  208;: 

Any  person  accepting  payment  under  settlement  by  an  auditor  shall 
be  thereby  precluded  from  obtaining  a  revision  of  such  settlement  as  to 
any  items  on  which  payment  is  accepted. 

Having  received  a  furlough  under  General  Orders,  No.  KK),  Adjutant 
Gtenerars  Office,  1898,  he  is  not  entitled  to  extra  pay. 

A  note  on  the  muster-out  roll  states  that  the  company  was  formerly  a 
National  Guard  organization,  organized  at  Fairfield,  but  it  docs  not  follow 
from  this  fact  that  the  members  of  the  company  enlisted  in  a  body  for 
the  United  States  service  at  that  place  The  statement  of  the  muster- 
out  roll,  confirmed  as  it  is  by  the  report  of  the  War  Department,  that 
the  soldier  was  enrolled  at  Des  Moines,  is  accepted  as  true,  and  having 
been  discharged  at  place  of  enrollment  no  travel  allowances  are  due. 

The  appeal,  so  far  as  it  relates  to  his  pay,  ia  dismissed,  and  the  action 
of  the  Auditor  in  all  other  matters  ia  affirmed. 

The  papers  are  returned  to  the  Auditor.

Sir:  I  have  by  your  direction,  per  the  Paymaster  General's  indor8e> 
ment,  dated  October  1, 1900,  a  letter  dated  Santiago,  Cuba,  July  11, 1900, 


from.  W.  H.  Block,  acting  assistant  surgeon,  U.  8.  Army,  and  sevaitaen 
other  acting  assistant  snrgeons,  to  the  Paymaster  Qeneral,  as  foIlowB: 

We,  the  nndefsigned  acting  assistant  snrgeons,  U.  S.  Army,  senring  in 
this  department,  cuncnmng  in  the  belief  that  we  are  entitled  to  tiie  ten 
per  cent  extra  pa]r  for  officers  serving  in  Cuba,  and  believing  eamsrtly 
that  we,  in  all  justice  and  fairness,  ought  to  be  entitled  to  the  same,  have 
the  honor  to  request  information  as  to  why,  and  for  what  reascm  we  ars 
ruled  out  of  the  benefits  derived  from  the  act  granting  the  extra  pay. 
While  we  are  not  commUHoned  officers,  we  are  considered  oBLcean,  are 
required  to  perform  the  duties  of  officers,  accept  and  bear  the  responsibili- 
ties of  officers,  and  therefore  stand  upon  the  same  footing  as  any  officer 
of  the  U.  8.  Army,  and  we  earnestly  and  respectfully  request  that  the 
ruling  against  us  oe  reconsidered,  and  the  allowance  granted. 

The  Paymaster  General  in  referring  the  letter  to  this  office  says: 

This  office  has  construed  the  law  giving  tm  per  cent  increase  to  officers 
serving  in  the  Philippines,  Cuba,  and  Porto  Btoo,  as  strictly  and  entirely 
referring  to  commissioned  officers. 

By  the  terms  of  the  law,  acting  assistant  surgeons  are  employed  ^*  at  a 
compensation  not  to  exceed  fldO  per  month,''  act  approved  May  li,  IflBS. 

I  am  requested  to  decide  the  question  raised  by  the  petitioners. 
Contract  surgeons  are  employed  under  and  their  compensation  is  lim- 
ited by  section  2,  Act  of  May  12, 1898  (80  Stat.,  406),  which  provides: 

That  in  emergencies  the  Surgeon  Oeneral  of  the  Army,  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Secretary  of  War,  may  appoint  as  many  contract  surgeons 
as  may  be  necessary,  at  a  compeosation  not  to  exceed  one  hundred  and 
fifty  oollars  per  mouth. 

In  all  the  laws  relating  to  contract  surgeons  they  are  clearly  distin- 
guished from  officers  of  the  Army.  (See  sections  1  and  2,  act  of  May  12, 
1888  (80  Stat.,  406) ;  section  7,  act  of  March  2, 1899,  to  increase  the  efficiency 
of  the  Army  (30  Stat..  979),  and  the  acts  providing  for  mileage  to  officers 
traveling  without  troops  and  to  contract  surgeons,  acts  of  January  6, 
1899,  and  March  3, 1899  (80  Stat.,  775,  1068),  and  act  of  May  36,  1900  (SI 
SUt.,  210). 

The  act  of  May  26, 1900  (81  Stat.,  211),  provides: 

That  hereafter  the  pay  proper  of  all  officers  and  enUsted  men  serving 
in  Porto  Bico,  Cuba,  the  Philippine  Islands,  Hawaii,  and  in  the  Territory 
of  Alaska,  shall  be  increased  ten  per  centum  for  officers  and  twenty  per 
centum  for  enlisted  men  over  and  above  the  rates  of  pay  proper  as  fixed 
by  law  in  time  of  i>eace:  Provided  further^  That  enlisted  men  receiving 
or  entitled  to  the  twenty  x>er  centum  increased  pay  herein  authorized 
shall  not  be  entitled  to  or  receive  any  additional  increased  compensation 
for  what  is  known  as  extra  or  special  duty. 

Section  1842,  Bevised  Statutes,  so  far  as  material,  provides  that— 

The  armies  of  the  United  States  shall  be  governed  by  the  foUowins 
rules  and  articles.  The  word  officer,  as  used  therein,  shall  be  understood 
to  designate  commissioned  officers:  the  word  soldier  shall  be  understood 
to  include  noDcommissioned  officers,  musicians,  artificers,  and  privates, 
and  other  enlisted  men,  and  the  convictions  mentioned  therein  shall  be 
understood  to  be  convictions  by  court-martiaL 

It  has  been  uniformly  held  that  a  contract  surgeon,  also  called  acting 
assistant  surgeon,  is  neither  an  officer  nor  an  enUsted  man  and  is  not  a 
member  of  the  Army  but  has  the  status  of  a  civilian  employee.  C8et  96 
CI.,  802 ;  Digest  Second  Comp.  Dec.,  vol.  8,  sections  989,  982 ;  40omp.  Deo. 
631,  632 ;  5  Comp.  Dec.  86,  275 ;  6  Comp.  Dec.  856, 876,  408.) 

As  a  contract  surgeon  is  neither  an  officer  nor  an  enlisted  man  he  is  not 
entitled  to  increase  pay  under  the  act  of  May  26, 1900,  svpro.

Sib:  I  have  received  yoar  letter  of  the  24th  ultimo  as  follows: 

By  a  drcalar  dated  Jnly  8, 1888,  Major  B.  L.  Hoxle.  Corps  of  Engineers, 
my  predecessor  in  charge  of  the  Portland,  Maine,  district,  invited  pro- 
posals for  oertain  iron  and  stesl  work,  blocks,  etc.,  needed  for  nse  in  con- 
struction of  new  batteries.  The  circular  Included  a  number  of  items  and 
groTided  that  each  item  or  class  of  items,  as  indicated  by  number,  would 
e  considered  separately.  A  form  of  bid  was  attached,  on  which  bidders 
were  requested  to  name  their  prices,  and  contained  the  following  para- 
gr*^: 

'*  we  Cor  D  agree  to  complete  delivery  of  the  articles  for  which  we 

have  bid,  within days  after  receipt  of  notice  of  award,  and  do 

further  agree  to  a  rebate  of for  each  working  day  in  excess 

thereof." 

The  bids  were  opened  July  18, 1808,  and  among  them  a  proposal,  on  the 
form  above  described,  signed  by  Union  Foundry  &  Macnine  Go.,  of 
Pittsburg,  Pennsylvania,  offering  to  furnish  the  following  items: 

1.  Ammunition  cranes,  complete,  per  ^und $1.25 

2.  Tale  and  Weston  blocks  for  ammumtion  cranes,  each. . .  85. 70 
20.  Yale  and  Weston  triplex  blocks,  one-half  ton  capacity, 

each 26.25 

23.  Boof  beams,  connection  angles,  anchor  bolts,  and  wall 

plfttes,  per  pound 1.00  per  100 

In  the  above  quoted  paragraph  the  bidders  inserted  "00*'  days  as  the 
time  for  delivery,  and  *'  IIO.OU  **  for  each  working  day  as  the  rebate. 

By  letter  of  July  29, 1898,  addressed  to  Union  Foundry  &  Machine  Co., 
Major  Hoxle  accepted  this  proposal  as  to  items  Nos.  20  and  28.  The  re- 
ceipt of  tbis  letter  was  acknowledged  August  4,  1898,  and  one  of  the 
blocks  was  furnished  in  September  and  the  remaining  thirty-one  in  No- 
vember, 1808,  the  delivery  of  the  blocks  being  completed  on  the  17th.  It 
will  be  seen  that  the  time  limit  for  delivery  was  considerably  exceeded 
in  the  matter  of  the  blocks.  The  beams,  etc.,  however,  have  never  been 
furnished,  and  the  Union  Foundry  &  Machine  Co.  has  advanced  the  claim 
that  the  items  should  be  treated  separately,  and  that  proper  drawings 
for  use  in  preparation  of  the  beams,  etc.,  were  not  furnished  them,  while 
on  the  part  of  the  United  States  it  is  contended  that  the  drawings  and 
specifications  were  sufficiently  full  and  clear,  and  that  other  parties 
have  furnished  similar  work  under  similar  specilloations  and  drawings. 

In  consequence  of  the  failure  of  the  Union  Foundry  &  Machine  Co. 
to  famish  beams,  etc..  in  accordance  with  their  proposal,  the  material 
had  subsequently  to  be  purchased  from  other  parties,  and,  prices  having 
in  the  meantime  greatly  advanced,  at  a  considerable  increase  in  price,  as 
follows:

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This  represents  the  sune  material  which  Union  Fonndrr  A  Ifarfifiw 
Co.  propooed  to  famish,  and  which  would  hare  cost  the  United  Stafees 
under  Mid  proposal — 

28,674  pounos.  at  $1.00  per  100  pounds |iSB.78 

Additional  cost  to  CJnited  States eM.68 

No  payment  has  vet  been  made  to  the  Union  Foundry  Ss  Machine  Co. 
for  the  blocks  and  should  tbe  deduction  of  the  rebate  be  enforced  none 
oould  be  made— in  fact  a  considerable  sum  would  now  be  due  to  the 
United  States.  The  latter,  however,  has  suffered  no  loss  beyond  the 
additional  price  it  had  to  pay  for  the  beams. 

I  inclose  herewith  a  roucher,  in  duplicate,  statins  theaocount  of  Unkm 
Foundry  A  Machine  Co.  for  the  blocks  (82  blocks  at  $86^  each  =  SMOjOO) 
and  request  a  decision  as  to  whether  settlement  can  be  made  for  the  said 
blocks,  and  what  amount,  if  any,  should  be  paid  by  the  United  States. 

It  appears  from  an  indorsement  of  the  Actinii^  Chief  of  EngineerSi 
dated  October  19, 1900,  that  the  proWslonsof  section  37i4,  BeTised  Statutes, 
requiring  all  contracts  with  the  War  Department ''  to  be  reduced  to  writ- 
ing and  signed  by  the  contracting  parties  with  their  names  at  the  end 
thereof,"  were  not  complied  with  in  this  case.  This  being  the  case  there 
was  no  agreement  with  the  Union  Foundry  &  Machine  Co.  which  can  be 
enforced  by  either  party  as  an  executory  contract.  ▲  contract  made  by 
correspondence,  consisting  only  of  a  proposal  and  acceptance,  is  not  a 
compliance  with  section  3744,  Berised  Statutes.  {See  case  of  dark  v. 
United  States  (96  U.  S.,  530);  6  Comp.  Dec.,  880;  id.,  961.) 

Under  these  circumstances  the  Union  Foundry  &  Machine  Co.  can  not 
be  held  for  damages  for  breach  of  contract  because  there  was  no  con- 
tract to  break. 

In  the  case  of  Churk  v.  United  States,  fupro,  page  512,  the  court  said: 

We  do  not  mean  to  say  that,  where  a  parol  contract  has  been  wholly  or 
partially  executed  and  performed  on  one  side,  the  party  performing  will 
not  be  entitled  to  recover  the  fair  value  of  his  property  or  services.  On 
the  contrary,  we  think  that  he  will  be  entitled  to  recover  such  ^due  as 
upon  an  implied  contract  for  a  qtuuttum  meruit. 

On  page  543  the  court  said: 

This  value,  in  the  absence  of  anv  other  evidence  on  the  subject,  may  be 
fbiriy  assumed  at  wliat  was  stipulated  for  in  the  parol  contract. 

In  view  of  the  manner  in  which  this  business  was  transacted,  as  stated 
above,  I  feel  compelled  to  hold  that  the  claimant  can  not  be  legally 
charged  with  the  damages  which  the  United  States  is  shown  to  have 
suffered  from  having  to  procure  the  needed  articles  at  a  price  higher 
than  claimant  proposed  to  furnish  them,  and  that  you  are  authorized 
to  pay  the  Union  Foundry  &  Machine  Co.  the  reasonable  value  of  the 
articles  actually  furnished  and  accepted,  not  exceeding  the  price  stipu- 
lated for  in  the  parol  agreement. 

The  Supreme  Court  In  the  Clark  case,  aupra^  page  542,  clearly  intimates 
that  an  officer  who  makes  a  contract  without  having  it  reduced  to  writing 
as  required  by  statute,  it»  guilty  of  a  violation  of  duty  and  of  the  law. 

From  your  statement  it  is  clear  that  the  United  States  will  suffer  ma- 
terial loss  on  this  transaction  because  of  the  neglect  of  duty  and  disre- 
gard of  the  plain  provisions  of  section  3744,  Revised  Statutes,  in  some 
government  officer,  unless  the  responsible  officer  can  be  held  personally 
liable  for  said  loss,  upon  which  question  I  express  no  opinion  at  the 
present  time.

Sir:  By  your  reference  I  hare  received  a  letter,  dated  September  M, 
1900,  addresBed  to  you  by  the  Paymaster  General,  U.  8.  Navy,  in  which 
he  refers  to  my  decision  of  August  16,  1900,  addressed  to  Major  E.  H. 
Raff ner,  Corps  of  Engineers,  C.  S.  Army.* 

Tbe  aole  question  submitted  by  you  for  my  decision  is  as  to  your  author- 
ity to  remit  and  waive  certain  penalties  and  forfeitures  which  have 
cUreetcly  accrued  and  become  vested^  because  of  the  delay  of  certain  con- 
tractors in  the  delivery  of  supplies  at  the  times  severally  agreed  upon, 
the  delay  being  caused  by  the  failure  of  transportation  companies  to 
which  the  supplies  were  Intrustei  by  the  contractors  for  transportation 
to  the  points  of  delivery  to  transport  the  same  within  a  reasonable  and 
proper  time. 

The  Paymaster  General  seems  to  think  it  will  in  many  cases  work  a 
great  hardship  upon  worthy  contractors  to  insist  upon  those  penalties 
and  forfeitures. 
After  referring  to  three  typical  cases  he  says: 

In  all  of  these  cases  the  delay  is  beyond  the  control  of  the  contractors 
and  is  manifestly  the  fault  of  the  transportation  company.  *  *  *  The 
transportation  oonipamee  can  not  be  compelled  to  make  contracts  for 
delivery  by  a  specified  date  and  the  shipper  is  thus  left  without  protec- 
tion against  delays  that  might  not  only  destroy  all  profit  on  a  contract 
bnt  even  cause  a  net  loss. 

If  the  above  is  to  be  taken  as  a  statement  of  a  legal  proposition,  I 
think  the  Paymaster  General  is  in  error,  not  only  as  to  the  matter  being 
beyond  the  control  of  the  contractors  but  as  to  liability  of  a  common 
carrier  for  failure  to  deliver  goods  within  a  reasonable  time.  It  is  not 
neoeasary,  however,  to  discuss  the  latter  part  of  the  proposition. 

The  transportation  companies  in  the  cases  cited  were  the  agents  of  the 
contractors  and  not  of  the  United  States.  It  is  too  well  settled  to  require 
argument  that  a  contractor  is  liable  for  any  default  that  may  occur, 
whether  occasioned  by  himself  or  his  agent. 

It  was  no  defense  to  an  action  against  a  contractor  to  recover  liqui- 
dated damages  stipulated  for  in  the  building  contract  for  delay  in  com- 
pleting the  building,  that  a  subcontractor  failed  to  fulfill  his  contract. 
(Reichenbach  v.  Sage,  13  Wash.,  864;  48  Pac.,  854.  American  Digest,  Cen- 
tury, Vol.  11,  p.  1642.    See  also  6  Comp.  Dec,  176.) 

It  is  understood  there  were  no  extensions  of  time  in  the  cases  referred 
to  by  the  Paymaster  General,  bnt  the  contractors  were  permitted  to 
make  deliveries  after  the  time  agreed  upon  in  the  contracts,  subject  to 
such  iMualties  as  were  provided  for  in  the  contracts.  If,  by  the  delay, 
certain  penalties  or  forfeitures,  or  whatever  they  may  be  called,  attached, 
accrued,  and  became  vested,  they  became  the  rightful  property  of  the 
United  States  and  I  know  of  no  authority  outside  of  Congress  to  relieve 
the  contractors  therefrom,  which  would  amount  to  giving  away  the 
property  of  the  Government.  (See  Op.  Att.  Gen.,  Vol.  2, 81 ;  4  id.,  288, 284; 
9  td.,  80;  12  id.,  112;  15  id.,  481;  18  id.,  101. )

Whether  any  penidtles  or  forfeitures  actually  aocmed  in  the  cases  re- 
ferred to  I  am  unable  to  say  without  an  examination  of  the  contracts  in 
question  in  connection  with  all  the  facts  in  each  case. 

My  attention  has  been  called  to  section  3730,  Revised  Statutes,  which 
proTidee: 

The  Secretary  of  the  Navy  may  relinquish  and  pay  all  reeerTatlons  of 
the  ten  per  centam  upon  deUveries  made  under  contracts  with  the  Navy 
Departmeot.  where  these  reservations  have  arisen  and  the  contracts 
have  been  afterwards  extended,  or  where  the  contracts  have  been  com- 
pleted after  the  time  of  delivery,  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Depart- 
ment, or  where  the  contracts  have  been  dissolved  by  the  like  consent,  or 
have  been  terminated,  or  an  extension  thereof  has  been  prevented  by 
operation  of  law,  where  no  injury  has  been  sustained  by  the  public  serrioe. 

Of  course,  in  cases  where  the  provisions  of  this  section  can  be  properly 
applied  the  law  as  stated  by  me  above  will  not  prevent  a  remission.  As 
this  section  makes  an  exception  to  the  general  law  on  the  subject  or  re- 
mission of  forfeiture  it  should,  in  my  opinion,  receive  a  strict  constmctioa.

I..By  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  the  following  de- 
cision has  been  made  and  is  pablished  to  the  Army  for  the  in- 
formation and  guidance  of  all  concerned : 

Paragraph  HI,  General  Orders,  Ko.  158^ August  21,1899,  from 
this  office,  BO  far  modifies  paragraph  260  of  the  Regulations  as 
to  authorize  the  appointment  of  noncommissioned  officers  by 
couimanding  officers  of  depot  battalions,  but  in  no  case  will 
any  company  organization  have  an  excess  of  noncommis- 
sioned officers  above  that  allowed  by  law,  and  a  noncommis- 
sioned officer  can  not  be  reduced  except  as  provided  for  by 
I>aragraph  261  of  the  Regulations.

By  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  the  following  decision 
of  the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury  is  published  to  the  Army 
for  the  information  and  guidance  of  all  concerned :

Sib:  I  have  by  yonr  reference  of  the  12th  instant  a  letter  from  the 
Qnartermaster  General  to  you  dated  the  10th  instant  inclosing  a  letter 
of  the  Paymaster  Qeneral  dated  October  12, 1000,  as  follows: 

The  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury  decided,  October  6, 1900.  as  follows: 
'*  An  officer  who  is  on  duty  with  one  or  more  enUstt'd  men,  or  who 

travels  on  duty,  under  orders,  with  one  or  more  enlisted  men.  is  on  duty 

or  travelinflr  with  troops,  and  is  therefore  not  entitled  to  commutation  of 

quarters,  or  mileaere  under  existini;  laws/' 
The  above  will  be  published  in  Decision  Circular  from  the  office  of  the 

Adjutant  (General  or  the  Army. 

also  letter  from  W.  B.  Crosby,  captain  and  assistant  surg^eon,  U.  S.  A., 
to  the  depot  quartermaster,  New  York  City,  dated  October  ^,  1900,  as 
follows: 

I  respectfully  request  that  you  hire  quarters  for  me,  as  by  decision  of 
the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury  of  October  6, 1900,  a  copy  of  which  is 
inclosed,  I  am  not  entitled  to  commutation  of  quarters. 

I  am  stationed  at  New  York  City  on  duty  as  attendinsr  surpreon.  and 
have  one  hospital  steward  and  one  private  of  the  HospitalCorps  on  duty 
in  my  office. 

and  a  letter  from  F.  U.  Robinson,  captain,  2d  Cavalry,  in  charge  of  re- 
cruiting station,  132  Park  avenue,  dated  November  2, 1900,  to  the  depot 
quartermaster.  New  York  City,  as  follows: 

I  have  the  honor  to  state  that  I  was  regularly  placed  on  duty  as  re- 
cruiting officer  at  this  station  i)er  S.  C,  No.  278,  dated  Headquarters  of 
the  Army.  A.  G.  O.,  Washington,  D.  (\,  November  29, 1899.  and  by  a  recent 
decision  of  the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury  commutation  of  quarters  is 
not  allowed  me  from  October  1, 1900. 

In  view  of  the  above  I  would  respectfully  ask  that  quarters  in  kind  be 
furnished  me  from  that  date,  or  some  satisfactory  arrangements  be  made 
so  that  I  can  continue  to  occupy  those  that  I  now  have. 

In  his  letter  of  November  10, 1900,  transmitting  said  letter  to  you  the 
Quartermaster  General  said: 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the  applications  of  Captain  F.  U. 
Robinnon,  2d  Cavalry,  re<;n]iting  officer  at  the  recruiting  station.  No.  132 
Park  avenue.  New  York  City,  and  of  Captain  W.  D.  Crosby,  assistant 
surgeon.  U.  8.  A.,  stationed  in  New  York  City,  in  charge  of  the  office  of 
the  attending  surgeon,  for  hire  of  quarters  for  their  use  while  on  such 
duty,  there  being  no  public  quarters  available.  These  applications  are 
brought  forth  by  the  decision  of  the  Assistant  Comptroller  of  the  Treas- 
ury, dated  October  6, 1900,  and  published  in  Circular,  No.  86.  c.  s..  A.  G.  O., 


to  the  effect  that:  ''An  officer  who  in  on  duty  with  one  or  more  onUsted 
men,  or  who  travels  on  dntj  under  orders  with  one  or  more  enlisted  men, 
is  on  duty  or  travelinj?  with  troops  and  is,  therefore,  not  entitled  to  com- 
matation  of  qoHrten  or  mileage  ander  existinsr  laws." 

The  Comptroller  states  the  principle  that  an  officer  serving  with  one 
or  more  enlisted  mea,  mnst  oe  r<>garded  as  serving  with  troopa.  bnt 
leaves  undetermined  what  constitutes  service  with  troops  Line  officers 
on  recruiting  service  In  cities  and  medical  officers  on  duty  in  cities  as 
attending  surgeons  have  never  been  considered  ns  on  duty  with  troops 
in  the  technii^l  meaning  of  the  word,  and  commutation  of  quarters  to 
officers  on  such  duty  has  been  provided  for  in  the  annual  approp!  iation 
bills  and  paid  by  the  Pay  Department,  ever  since  commutation  of  quar- 
ters hAS  been  authorised  by  law.  The  question  is  respectfully  submitted 
for  decision  whether  officers  detailed  on  duty  at  tbe  various  recruit ine 
stations  and  as  actendiag  surgeons  in  cities  are  on  duty  with  the  eniisfcea 
men  who  may  be  stationed  at  the  same  points,  within  the  meaning  of  the 
decision  as  rendered  by  the  Oomptroller 

This  decision  appears  to  be  merely  that  one  or  more  enlisted  men  con- 
stitute  troops  witnin  tbe  meaning  of  the  law,  and  the  inference  is  that 
tbey  are  under  the  command  ana  on  duty  with  the  officer  who  may  be 
located  at  the  same  Rtation.  For  example:  Assistant  Burgeon  Crosby  is 
ordered  to  New  York  to  take  charge  of  the  office  of  the  attending  sur- 
geon, where  he  flnds  a  hospital  steward  on  duty;  Captain  Robinson  is  di- 
rected to  proceed  to  New  York  City  tor  recruitlnir  service  and  after  arriv- 
ing there  Is  placed  in  charge  of  the  station  at  \9Si  Park  avenue,  where  he 
flnds  one  or  more  enlisted  mf>n  on  duty.  These  men  are  not  armed  and 
equipi>ed  and  they  coald  not  render  the  full  military  service, which  troupe 
in  tbe  technical  military  sense  are  expected  to  i>erf  orm.  As  the  station 
cottM  be  maintained  witnout  them,  the  officer  thereat  bein^r  given  the  nec- 
essary clerical  assistance  by  the  employment  of  civilians,  whiln  on  the 
otber  hHnd,the  station  could  not  be  maintained  without  an  officer  in  charge 
of  it,  it  would  therefore  st^em  that  an  officer  is  in  charge  of  and  on  duty 
at  the  station,  irrespective  of  whether  any  enlisted  men  are  located  there 
to  amist  bim  As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  prlnripal  part,  if  not  all,  the  work 
of  tbe  enlisted  men  at  these  recruiting  stations,  and  attending  surgeons* 
offices,  is  clerical;  military  only  in  tbe  sense  that  it  pertains  to  the  mili- 
tary service,  and  authorised  chiefly  as  a  measure  of  economy. 

There  are  other  duties  on  which  officers  are  ordered  where  their  status 
is  similar,  as  for  instance,  the  officer  on  duty  at  Buflhtlo  at  the  Pan- 
American  Exposition ;  officers  on  duty  at  the  various  headquarters, 
where  one  or  more  enlisted  men  are  frequently  detailed  on  clerical  doty. 
Heretofore  the  allowance  to  officers  for  the  quarters  to  which  they  are 
entitled,  where  no  public  quarters  are  availaole,  has  been  paid  from  ap- 
propriations  secured  annually  by  the  Pay  Department,  for  this  speciflo 
purpose.  No  appropriation  to  cover  this  expenditure  has  been  secured 
oy  tiie  Quartermaster's  Department,  nor  even  estimated  f«ir.  The  prao- 
tical  rettult  of  tbis  decision  of  the  Comptroller,  if  it  is  decided  that  re- 
cruiting and  other  officers  at  stations  where  enlisted  men  are  locatnd  are 
on  duty  with  troops  within  the  law  as  interpreted  by  the  Comptroller, 
will  (te  to  transfer  to  the  Quartermaster's  Department,  an  expense  for 
wbich  no  provision  has  been  made.  («use  the  use  of  money  which  was 
intended  for  the  construction  of  barracks  and  quarters  to  be  used  for 
the  rental  of  officers'  quarters,  and  relieve  the  Pay  Department  of  an 
expenditure  for  which  it  has  secured  a  S)>e«iiflc  appropriation.  The 
former  department  will  thu<«  have  a  deflciency  in  its  funds  to  the  extent 
of  tbe  amount  expended  for  the  hire  of  these  quarters,  while  the  latter 
department  will  bavn  a  surplus  to  be  returned  to  tbe  Treasury. 

Tbe  amount  expended  in  eitber  case,  whether  done  by  commutation  or 
by  tbe  Quartermaster's  Department  renting  quarters,  will  be  practically 
tbe  name,  and  tbe  effect  of  making  tbe  change  reouired  by  the  dedsiim 
will  Ije  to  add  largely  to  the  number  of  papers  and  labor  necessary  to  ao- 
compllsb  tbe  same  result.  The  net  result  will  be  an  increase  of  cost  to 
tbe  Government. 

To  illustrate:  An  officer  on  such  dutv  previous  to  this  late  decision  of 
the  Cornptr  »ller,  entered  upon  his  regular  pay  voucher  the  amount  of  his 
commutation  and  tbe  same  was  |)aid  by  the  Pay  Department  at  the  same 
time  the  offlrrer  was  given  bis  revrular  montbly  salary.  The  Quartermas- 
ter's Department  in  order  to  rent  ouarters  for  officers  will  be  required 
to  issue  vouchers  in  the  name  of  the  person  from  whom  rented,  have 
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tlieoo  sigiied  and  make  report  of  the  ▼onofaers  and  payments,  and  It  ahonld 
properly  make  refrnlar  leases,  which  in  many  instanoes  of  temporary 
duty,  woold  be  almost  Impracticable. 

So  far  as  can  be  ascertained,  the  amount  required  for  the  hire  of  qoar- 
tem  for  the  remainder  of  present  fiscal  year  for  officers  on  detached 
aervioeat  recrnitinK  stations,  attending  surgeons*  offices,  and  other  similar 
duty  will  amount  to  about  |18,fl00. 

It  In  recommended  that  the  decision  of  th^  Comptroller  be  obtained 
whether  officers  on  duty  at  places  where  there  are  no  public  quarters,  as 
recraiting  officers,  attending  surgeons  and  other  similar  duty,  where  one 
or  more  enlisted  men  are  also  stationed,  are  entitled  to  commutation  of 
quarters  or  should  have  quarters  hired  for  them. 

In  referring  the  said  letter  to  this  office  you  say- 
Officers  on  recruiting  service  detaching  them  from  their  commands, 
surgeons  in  charge  of  the  offices  of  attending  surgeons  in  citicH,  and  offi« 
cers  on  other  similar  duty  where  they  have  been  separated  from  troops 
in  the  technical  military  use  and  application  at  the  word,  have  never 
been  rM^arded  by  the  war  Department  as  on  duty  with  trooiis.  The 
Acting  Secretary  of  War  is  of  the  opinion  that  these  officers  are  attached 
to  the  stations  where  they  are  located,  do  not  exercise  any  active  com- 
mand and  are  not  on  duty  with  troops. 

The  reasons  urged  for  a  change  of  my  dedsion  of  October  6, 1900,  pub- 
lished  by  order  of  the  Secretary  of  War  in  Circular.  No.  80.  dated  Octo- 
ber 18, 1900,  so  far  as  it  relates  to  commutation  of  quarters  to  officers  on 
recruiting  service  in  cities,  surgeons  in  charge  of  the  offices  of  the  at- 
tending surgeons  m  cities  and  officers  on  other  similar  duty  are  that  a 
practice  has  sprung  up  under  which  such  officers  have  not  been  regarded 
as  serving  with  troops  in  the  technical  meaning  of  the  word;  that  the 
enlisted  men  under  their  command  or  with  whom  they  are  serving  '*are 
not  armed  and  equipped  and  could  not  render  full  military  service  which 
troops  in  the  techniotl  military  sense  are  expected  to  perform,'*  but  are 
doing  clerical  duty  which  could  as  well  be  performed  by  civilians;  that 
appropriations  have  been  made  to  cover  expenses  of  commutation  of 
quarters  for  such  officers  but  that  the  appropriation  available  to  hire 
quarters  is  insufficient  and  that  there  will  be  a  deficiency  estimated  at 
118.000  in  that  appropriation  for  the  present  fiscal  year  if  the  decision  is 
not  modified  and  that  the  expense  of  hiring  quarters  will  be  greater  than 
that  required  for  payment  of  the  commutation. 

One  of  the  tests,  but  not  the  only  one,  as  to  whether  an  officer  is  on 
duty  with  troops,  is  whether  the  troops  are  under  his  control  and  sub- 
ject to  his  orders.  If  they  are  under  his  immediate  control  and  subject 
to  his  orders  I  think  he  is  on  duty  with  troops,  within  the  meaning  of  the 
laws  relating  to  commutation  of  quarters,  regardless  of  the  number  of 
men  under  his  immediate  command. 

It  is  nut  necessary  that  soldiers  be  armed  and  equipped  in  order  that 
they  may  be  regarded  as  troops  and  an  officer  does  not  have  to  be  serv- 
ing with  armed  soldiers  in  order  to  be  serving  with  troops  any  more 
than  an  officer  has  to  be  actually  mounted  to  be  on  duty  which  requires 
him  to  be  mounted.    See  Harold  v.  U.  S.  (23  Ct.  Cls.,  295.) 

The  facts  that  appropriations  for  hiriag  quarters  are  not  sufficient  to 
meet  all  requirements  for  the  current  year  and  that  the  expense  of  hir- 
ing quarters  will  be  greater  than  the  amount  required  to  pay  commuta- 
tion of  quarters  may  be  good  ground  for  legislation  upon  the  subject 
but  not  for  a  change  in  the  decision  of  October  0, 19U0. 

There  wotdd  seem  to  be  no  more  difficulty  in  providing  quarters  for 
officers  at  recruiting  stations  than  for  the  enlisted  men. 


Ill  the  cMoo  Gitod  and  on  the  facte  stated  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the 
officers  are  on  daty  with  troops  and  are  not  entitled  to  oommntation  of 
qnarters. 

In  -view,  howerer,  of  the  ftoct  that  the  practioe  of  paying  oommutation 
for  quarters  to  officers,  sitnated  as  above  described,  has  obtained  to  a 
oonslderable  extent  and  as  the  qnestion  is  one  of  oonstmction  and  not 
entirely  free  from  donbt  and  as  there  is  little  dilferenoe  in  expenses  to 
the  (Government,  the  decision  of  October  6,  liKX),  <upra,  will  not  be  ao  ap- 
plied as  to  affect  paymente  of  commntation  of  qnarters  which  have  been 
or  which  should  have  been  made  nnder  an  established  practioe  prior  to 
dne  notice  of  said  decision  bnt  the  rale  laid  down  in  said  decision  of 
October  6, 1900,  will  be  applied  in  acoonnte  for  oommntation  of  qnarters 
arising  after  say  October  31, 1900,  at  places  where  dne  notice  of  said  d»- 
cislon  was  received  on  or  before  that  date. 

This  role  is  the  same  in  principle  as  that  annonnoed  in  the  decision  of 
Angnst  ID,  1900,  respecting  mileage  of  officers  returning  from  leave  of 
absence.    (7  Ck>mp.  Dec.,  84.)

By  directioii  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  the  following  decisions 
of  the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury,  on  the  qaestions  whether 
a  yeterinarian  of  the  first  class  is  entitled  to  increase  of  pay 
by  reason  of  previous  service  as  an  enlisted  man  of  the  Army, 
and  whether  a  veterinarian  of  the  second  class  is  entitled  to 
clothing  allowances  and  twenty  per  cent  increase  on  his  pay  as 
veterinarian  for  service  in  the  island  possessions  of  the  United 
States  or  Alaska,  are  published  to  the  Army  for  the  informa- 
tion and  guidance  of  all  concerned:

Sir:  I  have  by  your  direction,  per  indorsement  of  the  Paymaster  Gen- 
eral, a  letter  from  Major  Chas.  H.  Whipple,  paymaster,  U.  8.  A.,  to  the 
Paymaster  Qeneral,  reqnestlnK  a  decision  apon  the  question  whether 
Gerald  B.  Griffin,  a  veterinarian  of  the  first  class,  who  is  entitled,  nnder 
section  2,  act  of  March  2, 1899  (30  Stat.,  977,  9T8)«  to  "  the  pay  and  allow- 
ances of  a  second  lieutenant  of  cavalry  "  is  entitled  to  ten  per  cent  in- 
crease of  pay  for  length  of  service  by  reason  of  his  having  served  five 
years  as  an  enlisted  man  in  the  17.  S.  Signal  Corps  from  June  28, 1888,  to 
June  28, 1888. 

Section  87,  act  of  March  8, 1863  (12  Stat.,  787),  provided  that  each  regi- 
ment of  cavalry- 
shall  have  one  veterinary  surgeon,  with  the  rank  of  a  regimental  ser- 
geant-major, whose  compensation  shaU  be  seventy-five  dollars  per  month. 

The  Revised  Statutes  provided  that— 

Sec.  1094.  The  Army  of  the  United  States  shall  consist  of  *  *  *  ten 
reolments  of  cavalry    *    *    * 

Sec  1102.  Each  regiment  of  cavalry  shall  consist  of  *  *  *  one  veter- 
inary surgeon   •    •   • 

The  act  of  March  2, 1899  (80  Stat.,  977)  provides— 

That  from  and  after  the  date  of  approval  of  this  act  the  Army  of  the 
United  Stase  shall  consist  of   *    *    *    ten  regiments  of  cavalry    *    *    • 

Sec.  2.  That  each  regiment  of  cavalry  shall  consLst  of  *  *  *  two  vet- 
erinarians   ♦    •    ♦ 

Of  the  veterinarians  provided  for  In  this  act,  one  shall  have  the  pay 
and  allowances  of  a  second  lieutenant  of  cavalrv  and  one  shall  have  the 
pay  of  seventy-five  dollars  per  month  and  the  allowanoes  of  a  sergeant- 
major: 


iVovtfded,  That  the  TStorinaiiftn  appointed  to  Uie  lint  gnde  akin  Boi 
be  ao  amKrinted  nntO  he  shall  have  peiwed  an  eraminttilnn.  to  be  pre- 
scribed  ey  the  Secretary  at  War,  as  to  his  physical,  moral,  and  profes- 
sional qnaliflcationa:  Provided  further.  That  the  Teterinarians  now  in  the 
sernoe  who  do  not  pass  soch  oompeUtiTe  ezaminataon  siudl  be  eligible  to 
the  positions  of  the  second  dass  under  soch  miss  as  are  now  prsseribed 
by  the  regnilAtions. 

It  is  obTioos  that  the  term  ^*  Teterinarian**  as  naed  in  the  act  of  Ifardi 
2,  l8B0,«upra,has  the  same  meaning  as  the  phrase  *'  veterinary  surgeons'" 
as  oaed  in  section  37.  act  of  March  8, 1863,  and  in  section  1102,  Berieed 
Statates,  and  that  the  regulations  referred  to  are  thoee  found  in  para- 
graph 18S,  etc.  Army  Begnlationa. 

It  is  only  necessary  m  this  case  to  consider  the  question  whethw  a  Tet. 
erinarian  of  the  first  class,  now  in  serTice,  under  the  act  of  Mardi  2,160, 
aupra<,  is  entitled  to  include  percentage  increase  for  prior  serrioe  in  the 
Army  in  computing  his  pay.  In  5  Comptroller's  Decisions,  7i7,  the  Comp- 
troller said: 

While  the  leader  of  the  band,  by  rirtne  of  this  section  of  the  naval  per- 
sonnel act,  is  to  receive  the  pay  and  allowances  of  a  lieutenant,  he  still 
retains  his  status  as  an  enlisted  man  and  does  not  become  a  commjasioned 
officer.  For  the  purpose  of  computing  bis  pay  I  am  of  opinion  that  he 
should  be  placed  in  the  same  position  as  a  first  lieutenant  in  the  Marine 
Corps,  and  as  such  should  be  credited,  for  purpoees  of  longevity  pay, with 
his  prior  service  in  the  same  manner  as  a  lieutenant  in  the  Marine  Corps 
l»  credited  with  prior  service. 

It  has  also  been  decided  that  a  veterinarian  of  the  first  daas  traveling 
under  proper  orders  without  troops  is  entitled  to  mileage  the  same  ss  s 
second  lieutenant.    (Dec  July  21, 1900,  M.  S.  D.  C,  voL  14, 193.) 

Upon  the  same  principle  a  veterinarian  of  the  first  class,  duly  appointed 
and  serving  under  the  act  of  March  2, 1899,  supra^  is  entitled  to  take  credit 
for  his  prior  service  in  the  Army  in  computing  his  pay.  Upon  the  facts 
stated,  it  appearing  that  Qerald  £.  Qrifldn  had  previously  served  fire

The  station  is  stated  on  said  vouchers  as  Columbia  Barracks,  Cuba. 
In  transmitting  said  vouchers  you  say- 
That  on  January  27, 1900,  the  Secretary  of  War  authorized  the  payment 
of  $3.71  per  month  clothing  allowance  to  junior  veterinarians,  and  the 
act  of  April  26, 1900,  making  appropriations  for  the  support  of  the  Army, 
provided  for  the  monthly  payment  of  clothing  allowance  at  the  rate 
stated. 

Reference  is  made  to  question  as  to  additional  pay  for  length  of  service, 
to  senior  veterinarians,  submitted  March  18th  last  at  the  request  of  Major 
C.  H.  Whipple,  paymaster,  U.  S.  Army. 

The  laws  materially  bearing  upon  the  question  under  consideration  are 
as  follows: 

Bach  regiment  (of  cavalry)  shall  have  one  veterinary  surgeon,  with  the 
rank  of  regimental  sergeant-major,  whose  componRation  shall  be  seventy- 
five  dollars  per  month.    (Sec.  37,  act  of  March  3, 1863;  12  Stat.,  7a7.) 

That  to  the  six  regiments  of  cavalry  now  in  service  there  shall  be  added 
four  regiments,  two  of  which  shall  be  composed  of  colored  men,  having 
the  same  organization  as  is  now  provided  by  law  for  cavalry  regiments, 
wltb  the  addition  of  one  veterinary  sur^^eon  to  each  regiment,  whose  com- 
pensation shall  be  one  hundred  dollars  per  month.  ( Sec.  3,  act  of  July  28, 
1866;  14  Stat.. 332.) 

The  Army  of  the  United  States  shall  consist  of  *  *  *  ten  regiments 
of  cavalry    •    ♦    ♦    (Sec.  1094,  Revised  Statutes.)

That  from  and  after  the  date  of  approval  of  this  act  the  Army  of  the 
United  States  shall  consist  of    *    •    *    ten  rejri men ts  of  cavalry    *    ♦    • 
Sec.  2.  That  each  regiment  of  cavalry  shall  consist  of    •    •    ♦    two 
veterinarians    •    •    ♦ 

Of  the  veterinarians  provided  for  in  this  act,  one  shall  have  the  pay  and 
allowances  of  a  second  lieutenant  of  cavalry  and  one  shall  have  the  pay 
of  seventy-five  dollars  per  month  and  the  allowances  of  a  sergeant-major: 
Provided,  That  the  veterinarian  appointed  to  the  first  grade  shall  not  be 
so  appointed  until  he  shall  have  passed  an  examination,  to  be  prescribed 
by  toe  Secretary  of  War,  as  to  his  physical,  moral,  and  professional  quali* 
flcations:  Provided  further.  That  the  veterinarians  now  in  the  service 
who  do  not  pass  such  competitive  examination  shall  be  eligible  to  the  po- 
sitions of  the  second  class  under  Hucb  rules  as  are  now  prescribed  by  the 
regnlationa    (Act  of  March  3, 1899;  30  Stat.,  977.) 


For  pay  of  ten  junior  Tetorinary  soTKeons,  nine  ttaoneand  doUan:  PrO' 
vtded^  That  Junior  yeterinary  surgeons  shall  be  allowed  and  psldiiMmihly 
the  sum  of  three  dollars  and  seventy-one  cents  during  the  entire  period  of 
their  service  In  lieu  of  the  clothing  allowance  of  a  sergeant-major.  cAct 
of  May  36, 1900;  31  Stat.,  200.) 

Section  6,  act  of  April  28, 1898  (30  Stat,  385),  provides— 

That  in  the  time  of  war  the  pay  proper  of  enlisted  men  shall  be  in- 
creased twenty  per  centum  over  ana  above  the  rates  of  pay  as  fixed  by 
law:  Provided^  That  in  war  time  no  additional  increased  compensation 
shall  be  allowed  to  soldiers  performing  what  Is  Icnown  as  extra  or  special 
duty. 

The  act  of  May  26, 1900  (81  Stat.,  211),  provldee- 

For  additional  twenty  per  centum  increase  on  pay  of  enlisted  mea. 
four  million  Ave  hundred  and  twenty-four  thousand  seven  hundred  and 
fifteen  dollars:  Provided,  That  hereafter  the  pay  proper  of  all  officers 
and  enlisted  men  serving  in  Porto  Rico,  Cuba,  the  Pnilippine  Islands, 
Hawaii,  and  in  the  Territory  of  Alaska,  shall  be  increased  ten  per  centum 
for  officers  and  twenty  per  centum  for  enlisted  men  over  and  above  tbe 
rates  of  pay  proper  as  nxed  by  law  in  time  of  peace:  Provided  further^ 
That  ennstea  meu  receiving  or  entitled  to  the  twenty  per  centum  in- 
creased pay  herein  authorized  shall  not  be  entitled  to  or  receive  any 
additional  increased  compensation  for  what  is  known  as  extra  or  special 
duty. 

The  act  of  May  15, 1872  (1?  Stat.,  118),  made  no  change  in  the  status  or 
change  of  veterinary  surgeons  (see  (General  Orders,  No.  61,  of  1872),  and 
their  status  and  compensation  remained  until  March  2, 1899,  as  fixed  by 
the  acts  of  March  3,  1883,  and  July  28. 1868,  aupra. 

Under  said  acts  it  was  held  that— 

Veterinary  surgeons,  being  neither  military  officers  nor  enlisted  men, 
are  not  entitled  to  travel-pay  on  discharge.  ( Digest  Second  Comp.  Dec., 
vol.  t,  sec.  2067;  Man.  for  the  Pay  Dept.  (1898),  sec  418.) 

A  veterinary  surgeon,  appointed  ander  the  act  of  March  3, 1863  (12 
Stat.,  737,  sec.  37), and  General  Orders,  No.  259,  A.  G.  O.,  August  1, 1863,  Is 
not  an  enlisted  man  and  consequently  is  not  entitled  to  count  the  time  of 
such  service  for  bounty.    (Digest  Second  Comp.  Dec.,  vol.  3,  sec  ^S£6.) 

It  is  obvious  that  the  term  "  veterinarian  *'  as  used  in  the  act  of  March 
2, 1899, «upra,  has  the  same  meaning  as  the  phrase  **  veterinary  surgeon" 
as  used  in  prior  laws,  mpra. 

The  act  of  March  2. 1899,  aupra,  changed  the  compensation  of  veterinary 
surgeons,  now  designated  as  veterinarians  of  the  first  class  or  as  veter- 
inarians of  the  second  class,  but  did  not  change  the  manner  of  their  ap- 
pointment and  did  not  change  their  status  either  to  that  of  commissioned 
officers  or  to  that  of  enlisted  men,  but  their  status  still  remains  aDalo- 
gouM  to  that  of  cadets  at  the  U.  S.  Military  Academy,  fixed  by  law  as  a 
part  of  the  Army  although  they  are  neither  officers  nor  enlisted  men 
(Babbitt  v.  U,  8.,  16  Ct.  Cls.,202;  U.  S.  v.  Morton,  112  U.S.,  1),  but  not  a 
"  civil  employee,"  as  stated  in  Circular,  Ho.  55,  A.  Q.  O.,  of  November  23, 
1899. 

Under  the  act  of  March  3,  1891),  supra,  veterinarians  of  the  second  class 
are  entitled  to  the  pay  of  $75  per  month  and  the  allowances  of  a  sergeant 
major.  Although  the  phrase  ''  pay  proper  "  has  within  a  few  years  come 
to  have  a  more  restricted  meaning  than  the  word  *'  pay"  and  the  phrase 
*'  pay  proper"  was  held  in  construing  section  6,  act  of  April  28, 1896.  and 
the  act  of  May  28, 1900,  supra,  to  mean  the  minimum  pay  of  the  grade  (4 
Comp.  Dec.,  668;  6  Comp.  Dec.,9-M),  yet  the  term  ^'pay,"  when  contradis- 


ttn^riiMkea'  from  the  term  "  allowanoiee  ^  hfts  been  tliiif ormly  held  fotnean 
the  onirent  monthly  pay  which  the  soldier  is  entitled  to  receire,  including 
additional  pay  for  lengrth  of  service,  additional  pay  for  reenlistment,  and 
oertlflcate  of  merit,  authorized  by  sections  1S81, 1284,  and  1286,  Revised 
Statutes,  and  the  20  per  cent  increased  pay  authorized  by  the  act  of  April 
96. 1808,  which  became  a  part  of  his  current  monthly  pay  and  did  not  de- 
pend upon  the  i>erformance  of  any  particular  duty,  while  the  term  "allow- 
ances" has  been  held  to  mean  all  other  items  of  compensation  such  as 
extra-duty  pay,  clothing?  allowances,  etc.,  not  included  in  the  term  pay. 
(16  C.  Cla.,  491;  8  Oomp.  Deo.,  300;  6 Gomp.  Dec.,  807.) 

I  think  it  is  clear  that  the  phrase  "  allowances  of  a  sergeant  major"  as 
used  in  the  act  of  March  2, 1889,  aupra,  fixing  the  compensation  of  veteri- 
narians of  the  second  class,  had  reference  only  to  such  allowances  as  were 
not  comprehended  in  the  term  pay  and  did  not  confer  upon  the  veteri* 
narian  of  the  seoond  class  any  rlsrht  to  increased  pay  under  the  acts  of 
April  26, 1808,  and  May  36, 1900,  «upra,  and  as  they  are  not  enlisted  men 
they  are  not  entitled  to  20  per  cent  increased  pay  under  either  of  said  acts. 

Having  decided  that  veterinarians  of  the  seoond  class  are  not  entitled 
to  the  increased  pay  under  the  above-mentioned  acts  because  they  are 
not  enlisted  men,  it  is  not  necessary  to  consider  whether  the  service  was 
rendered  in  time  of  war  or  in  the  places  named  in  the  act  of  May  26, 1900. 

Veterinarians  of  the  seoond  class  serving  under  the  act  of  March  2, 
1899,  supra,  were  entitled  to  the  same  allowance  for  clothing  as  a  ser- 
geant-major, but  under  paragraph  1182  of  the  Army  Regulations  no  pay- 
ment on  account  of  clothing  could  be  made  until  discharge. 

The  act  of  May  26, 1900  (31  Stat.,  209),  under  the  designation  "  junior 
veterinary  surgeons"  makes  provision  for  payment  monthly  to  veteri- 
narians of  the  second  class,  of  "the  sum  of  three  dollars  and  seventy-one 
cents  during  the  entire  period  of  their  service  in  lieu  of  the  clothing 
allowance  of  a  sergeant  major.  ^  * 

The  case  presented  involves  the  question  whether  this  act  is  retro- 
spective. 

The  amount  fixed  by  the  law  to  be  paid  monthly  in  lieu  of  clothing  allow- 
ance is  a  close  approximation  to  the  average  monthly  allowance  for 
clothing  of  a  sergeant  m<ijor  during  his  full  term  of  three  years  and  as 
the  term  of  service  of  veterinarians  is  indefinite  it  appears  to  have 
been  the  intention  of  the  law  in  using  the  language  "  during  the  entire 
period  of  their  service  "  to  matre  provision  for  payment  of  the  clothing 
allowance  already  due  under  the  act  of  March  2,  1899,  as  well  as  that 
which  should  accrue  in  the  future.  I  am  therefore  of  the  opinion  that 
under  the  said  act  of  May  26, 1900,  supra,  and  under  the  act  of  March  2, 
1899,  supra,  payment  of  the  clothing  allowance  at  the  rate  of  $8.71  per 
month  as  clothing  allowance  may  be  made  to  veterinarians  of  the  second 
class  for  such  time  as  they  have  been  in  service  as  such  since  March  2, 
1899,  but  the  value  of  clothing  drawn  in  kind  should  be  deducted. 

A  similar  construction  was  given  to  section  1,  of  the  act  of  March  3, 
1865  (13  Stat.,  487  •,  and  General  Orders,  No.  55,  War  Department,  dated 
April  6, 1865,  fixing  the  commutation  for  clothing  of  oflicers'  servants, 
by  the  Second  Comptroller  in  his  decision  dated  November  2U,  1874,  in  the 
case  of  Qeorge  W.  Bullock,  in  which  it  was  held  that  the  rate  of  |6.50 
per  month  fixed  by  the  War  Department  in  said  General  Orders,  No.  66 
should  be  allowed  from  March  8, 1865.

By  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  Circular,  No.  40,  dated 
October  8,  1898,  from  this  office,  as  modified  by  circular  let- 
ter»  from  this  office,  of  September  21, 1899,  is  amended  to  read 
as  follows,  and  published  to  the  Army  for  the  information  and 
guidance  of  all  concerned : 

An  enlisted  man  of  the  Regular  or  Volunteer  Army  who  de- 
si]*es  to  procure  his  discharge  from  the  United  States  service, 
by  favor,  should  address  a  letter  to  the  Adjutant  General  of 
the  Army,  accompanied  by  such  corroborative  data  as  he  may 
possess,  setting  forth  the  reasons  upon  which  he  bases  his  ap- 
plication, and  hand  or  mail  it  to  his  company  commander, 
who  in  turn  will  forward  it  through  the  usual  military  chan- 
nels, with  recommendation  and  remark  upon  the  interests  of 
the  service  involved  and  the  validity  of  the  reasons  advanced 
by  the  applicant.  Applications  which  do  not  come  forward 
in  this  manner  vrill  not  be  entertained. 

All  applications  must  be  forwarded  to  the  Adjutant  General 
of  the  Army  through  intermediate  commanders,  who  will  ap- 
prove or  disapprove,  as  provided  in  Army  Regulations,  para- 
graph 765.  Siuih  communications,  upon  return  to  the  com- 
manding officer  of  the  company,  constitute  a  part  of  the  com- 
pany records  and  will  not  be  delivered  into  the  possession  of 
the  soldier,  who  will,  however,  be  properly  informed  of  the 
final  action  taken  in  the  case. 

Soldiers  transferred  from  one  regiment  to  another  at  their 
own  request,  and  soldiers  going  on  furlough,  must  bear  the 
expense  incident  thereto,  and  they  are  not  entitled  to  Govern- 
ment transportation.

Matthew  J.  Lavin,  by  his  attorney,  apx>ealB,  April  0, 1900,  from  the  action 
of  the  Auditor  for  the  War  Department  in  settlement  No.  282200,  dated 
November  17, 1809. 

His  claim  was  for  315.06,  as  reimbursement  for  clothing  destroyed  at 
Santiago,  Cuba,  on  August  22, 1898,  and  was  disallowed  by  the  Auditor 
for  the  reason  that:  *'  There  is  no  law  authorizing  reimbursement  for 
clothing  destroyed." 

Claimant  was  enrolled  May  4, 1898,  as  a  private  in  Company  E,  9th  Mass. 
Infty.  Vols.,  Spanish  war,  and  mustered  out  as  a  corporal  of  the  same 
company,  November  26, 1898. 

It  appears  from  the  affidavits  of  the  claimant  and  the  captain  of  his 
company  that  certain  specified  articles  of  clothing  were  destroyed  to  pro* 
vent  the  spread  of  contagion,  in  accordance  with  General  Orders,  No  83^ 
headquarters,  5th  Army  Corps,  Santiago  de  Cuba,  dated  August  12, 1898; 
that  in  lieu  of  the  clothing  so  destroyed  one  khaki  uniform  was  issued  a» 
a  gratuitous  issue,  bnt  was  charged  to  the  claimant  at  $3.53  upon  making* 
out  the  muster-out  roll,  and  was  thus  included  in  the  settlement  of  his 
clothing  allowance  by  an  army  i)aymaster. 

The  company  commander,  Capt.  John  J.  Barry,  states  in  his  affidavit 
that— 

When  we  came  to  make  out  the  muster-out  rolls  and  clothing  accounts, 
Lieut.  Ketchnm,  6th  U.  S.  Artillery,  who  was  acting  as  assistant  to  Lieut. 
Col.  Weaver,  who  had  charge  of  the  mustering  out  of  the  regiment,  told 
the  captains  that  the  khaki  uniforms  must  be  charged  to  the  men  and 
the  men  afterwards  should  make  individual  claims  for  the  value  of  the 
property  destroyed. 

«  *  «  «  «  «  « 

The  clothing  book  of  Company  E  was  lost  in  Cuba  with  other  property 
and  an  affidavit  to  that  effect  was  made  by  me  to  Lieut.  Col.  Weaver  at  the 
master  out  of  the  regiment.  All  the  clothing  accounts  of  the  company 
from  the  date  of  landing  in  Cuba  until  muster  out  of  regiment  were  kept 
on  memorandum  slips. 

General  Orders,  No.  33,  ^upra, which  contemplated  a  gratuitous  issue  of 
clothing  was  based  upon  the  following  telegram,  dated  August  11, 1888, 
sent  by  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  Army  to  General  Shafter: 

The  clothing  necessary  to  replace  that  destroyed,  to  guard  against  spread 
of  fever,etc.,lstobe  a  gratuitous  issue  of  clothing;  you  of  course  will  give 
such  orders  that  will  best  protect  the  interests  of  the  Government  and 
all  concerned. 


The  only  authority  for  the  pajnnent  for  loss  of  private  property  de- 
stroyed in  the  military  service  of  the  United  States  is  the  act  of  March  S, 
1885  (23  Stat.,  350),  and  it  is  expressly  provided  therein  that  said  act  shall 
not  apply  to  losses  sustained  in  time  of  war. 

The  question  arises  as  to  the  right  of  the  War  Department  to  order  a 
gratuitous  issue  of  clothing. 

The  clothing  allowance  of  soldiers  of  the  Army  is  governed  by  sections 
1286  and  1302  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  as  follows: 

Sec.  1296.  The  President  may  prescribe  the  uniform  of  the  Army  and 
quantity  and  kind  of  clothing  which  shall  be  issued  annually  to  the  troops 
of  the  United  States. 

Sec  i:j02.  The  money  value  of  all  clothing  overdrawn  by  the  soldier  be- 

?'ond  his  allowance  shall  be  charged  against  him,  every  six  months,  on 
he  muster  roll  of  his  company,  or  on  bis  final  statements  if  sooner  dis- 
charged, and  he  shall  receive  pay  for  such  articles  of  clothing  as  have 
not  been  issued  to  him  in  any  year,  or  which  ma^  be  due  to  him  at  the 
time  of  his  discharge,  according  to  the  annual  estimated  value  thereof. 
The  amount  due  him  for  clothina:.  when  he  draws  less  than  his  allow- 
ance, shall  not  be  paid  to  him  until  his  final  discharge  from  the  service. 

Oratuitous  issue  of  clothing  is  provided  for  by  section  1296  of  the  Re- 
vised Statutes,  as  follows: 

The  Secretary  of  War  may,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Surgeon 
General,  order  gratuitous  issues  of  clothing  to  soldiers  who  have  had 
contagious  diseasp«s.  and  to  hospital  attendants  who  have  nursed  them, 
to  replacp  any  articles  of  their  clothing  destroyed  by  order  of  the  proper 
medical  officers  to  prevent  contagion. 

The  section  last  quoted  provides  for  gratuitous  issues  of  clothing  only 
to  *'  soldiers  who  have  had  contagious  diseases  and  to  hospital  attendants 
who  have  nursed  them,^'  and  does  not  in  terms  provide  for  gratuitous 
issue  to  others  who  have  been  exposed  to  contagion,  though  the  spirit  of 
the  law  might  justify  the  same,  the  object  being  the  prevention  of  the 
spread  of  contagious  diseases. 

However,  under  the  law  authorizing  the  President  to  prescribe  the 
quantity  and  kind  of  clothing  to  be  issued  to  the  troops  of  the  United 
States,  it  seems  proper  that  he  may,  either  himself  or  through  the  Secre* 
tary  of  War  acting  under  his  authority,  prescribe  additional  allowances 
in  exceptional  cases,  such  as  to  those  soldiers  exposed  to  an  exceptionally 
rigorous  climate,  to  contagion,  etc.  Whether  the  authority  for  this 
gratuitous  issue  is  based  on  section  1296  or  12d8,  Revised  Statutes,  it  is 
not  material  now  to  di^icuss.  At  all  events  I  think  there  was  authority 
of  law  for  the  issue  in  thi^  case.  It  appears  that  gratuitous  issue  of 
clothing  was  ordered  by  the  proper  officers  of  the  War  Department,  and 
that  through  some  mistaken  idea  the  clothing  thus  issued  was  charged 
to  the  soldier.  It  would  seem  proper  that  the  charge  thus  made  should 
be  cancelled  and  not  considered  in  a  settlement  with  the  soldier  of  his 
clothing  allowance.  This  appears  to  be  the  only  allowance  that  is  proper 
to  be  made  by  the  accounting  officers.  There  is  no  authorization  of  law 
for  the  reimbursement  for  the  clothing  destroyed,  nor  any  appropriation 
applicable  thereto. 

In  view  of  the  affidavits  of  the  claimant  and  of  the  captain  of  his  com- 
pany, that  the  claimant  was  charged  in  the  settlement  of  his  clothing  ac- 
count by  the  paymaster  for  clothing  furnished  him  as  a  gratuitous  issue 
under  orders  authorizing  such  gratuitous  issue,  the  charge  thus  erro- 


neonaly  made  should  be  cancelled  and  the  amoant  thus  cbarfl^ed  allowed 
the  claimant  in  a  final  settlement  of  his  clothing:  account  by  the  Auditor 
for  the  War  Department. 

Any  right  the  claimant  may  have  in  this  matter  must  be  based  upon  a 
settlement  of  his  clothing  account  and  not  as  a  reimbarsement  for  cloth- 
ing destroyed.  As  such  a  settlement  has  not  been  made  by  the  Auditor, 
this  office  is  without  jurisdiction  thereon. 

Upon  a  revision  of  the  above-named  account,  the  action  of  the  Auditor 
in  disallowing  this  claim  for  reimbursement  for  clothing  destroyed  is 
affirmed,  and  I  find  and  certify  no  difference,  this  action  to  be  without 
prejudice  to  a  settlement  of  claimant's  clothing  account  by  the  Auditor.

By  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  the  following  opinion 
of  the  IT.  S.  Circnit  Oonrt  for  the  District  of  Nebraska,  March 
dS,  1900,  in  re  Fair  et  al.,  is  published  to  the  Army  for  the  in- 
formation of  all  concerned : 

1.  Court-martial—judgment— BAR  TO  CI vit  prosecution.— 

The  finding  and  judgment  of  "Not guilty"  by  a  military 
court  martial  is  not  a  bar  to  the  prosecution  for  the  same 
act  by  the  civil  authorities. 

2.  United  States  Army— orders  of  officers- protection 

to  private. — An  order  given  by  a  military  officer  to  his 
private  should  be  obeyed  by  the  private,  and  will  be  his 
full  protection  in  a  criminal  prosecution,  unless  the  ille- 
gality of  such  order  is  so  clearly  shown  on  its  face  that  a 
man  of  ordinary  sense  and  understanding  would  know 
when  he  heard  it  read  or  given  that  the  order  was  illegal. 

3.  Criminal  law— Federal  and  State  jurisdiction.— The 

government  of  the  United  States  and  of  a  State,  though 
exercised  within  the  same  territory,  occupy  different 
planes,  and  the  criminal  laws  of  the  one  have  no  applica- 
tion to  acts  performed  under  the  authority  of  the  other 
in  respect  to  matters  solely  within  its  control. 

4.  United  States  Armt— regulations.— Laws,  rules,  and 

regulations  for  the  efficiency  and  discipline  of  the  Army 
of  the  United  States  are  matters  vested  by  the  Ck>n8tlta- 
tion  solely  in  the  General  Gk>vemment. 
6.  Criminal  laws— acts  of  United  States  aobnts— ^juris- 
diction.— An  officer  or  agent  of  the  United  States  who 
does  an  act  which  is  within  the  scope  of  his  authority  as 
such  officer  or  agent  can  not  be  held  to  answer  therefor 
under  the  criminal  laws  of  another  and  different  govern- 
ment. 

6.  Armt  officer— performance  of  duties.- The  care,  judg- 

ment, and  discretion  which  should  be  exercised  bv  an  offi- 
cer of  the  United  States  in  the  performance  of  his  duty 
as  such  officer  are  not  to  be  measured  by  the  criminal 
laws  of  a  State. 

7.  Same — ^liability. — When  an  officer  in  the  performance  of 

his  duty  under  the  laws  of  the  United  States  exceeds  his 
authority  he  may  be  sued  in  the  State  courts  by  any  per- 
son injured  by  reason  thereof,  but  when  the  act  was  done 


in  good  faith  and  without  malice  he  is  not  liable  to  a 
criminal  prosecution  in  snch  courts. 

S.  Habeas  corpus — review— dbtbbmination— acts  of  soi/- 
DDER.— While  a  United  States  court  will  not  in  a  habeas 
corpus  proceedins^  by  an  officer  of  the  United  States 
examine  the  evidence  for  the  purpose  of  determining 
whether  he  should  be  found  guilty  or  innocent,  yet  the 
court  may  and  should  examine  the  evidence  for  tbe  pur- 
pose of  detenmninff  whether  the  act  alleged  to  he  crimi- 
nal was  done  while  m  the  performance  of  his  duty  as  such 
officer. 

9.  Same. — When  an  officer  of  the  United  States  is  held  in  cus- 
tody by  tbe  process  of  a  State  court  for  an  act  done  within 
the  authority  conferred  upon  him  by  the  laws  of  the 
United  States,  the  United  States  Government  may  pro- 
tect itself  hy  procuring  the  release  of  such  officer  through 
its  judicial  department. 

(Syllabus  by  the  court.)

MuNOBR,  district  judge.  Samuel  Morgan,  under  charge  of 
having  deserted  from  Troop  A  of  the  8th  Cavalry,  United 
States  Army,  on  the  7th  day  of  September,  1898,  was  held  as 
a  prisoner  at  Fort  Crook,  Nebraska,  on  the  17th  day  of  Novem- 
ber, 1899.  John  S.  Pryor,  a  private  in  the  10th  Infantry,  was, 
on  said  date,  a  guard  over  said  Morgan.  Morgan  on  said  day, 
with  another  prisoner  named  Deacon,  made  an  assault  on  the 
guard,  Pryor,  knocking  him  down,  kicking  him  when  down, 
dismantled  the  gun  of  the  guard,  and  attempted  escape  hy 
flight.  William  M.  Simpson,  a  sergeant  of  Company  M,  10th 
Infantry,  who  at  the  time  was  sergeant  of  the  guard,  called 
upon  John  S.  Fair,  a  corporal,  and  Henry  H.  Jockens,  a  pri- 
vate, both  members  of  Company  M,  10th  Infantry,  and  who 
were  on  guard  duty  on  said  day,  to  pursue  and  arrest  Morgan 
and  Deacon.  The  order,  as  given, was  in  substance  as  follows: 
''Pursue  the  prisoners.  If  you  sight  them,  and  are  positive  it 
is  the  right  party,  halt  them;  and,  if  they  do  not  halt,  halt 
them  a  second  time ;  and,  if  they  do  not  halt,  then  fire  upon 
them,  and  fire  to  hit  them."  Fair  and  Jockens  pursued  the 
fieeing  prisoners  through  fields  and  timber  until  reaching  the 
village  of  La  Platte,  some  three  miles  from  Fort  Crook,  having 
in  the  meantime  lost  sight  of  them.  On  arriving  at  La  Platte, 
X)orporal  Fair  made  inquiry  to  ascertain  if  there  was  a  mar- 
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shal,  constable,  or  other  peace  officer  there,  and  fonnd  there 
was  none.   He  then  called  np,  by  telephone,  Lieutenant  Welch, 
at  Fort  Crook,  who  was  the  officer  of  the  day,  reported  where 
he  was,  and  his  belief  that  the  prisoners  were  in  that  yicinity. 
Lieatenant  Welch  directed  him  to  notify  the  civil  authorities, 
and  was  informed  by  Fair  that  he  had  ascertained  there  were 
none  there.   A  few  minutes  later,  while  Fair  and  Jockens  were 
standing  in  the  highway  making  inquiry  for  the  prisoners  of 
three  persons  who  had  just  driven  up,  the  prisoner  Morgan 
I>as8ed  along  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  highway.    It  being 
the  dusk  of  evening,  and  Morgan  dressed  in  civilian  clothing, 
they  were  not  positive  of  his  identity,  but  called  upon  him  to 
halt,  to  which  no  attention  was  paid,  but  Morgan  continued 
at  a  rapid  walk.    He  was  commanded  the  second  time  to  halt, 
whereupon  he  turned  his  face  towards  them  and  asked, '  'What 
in  hell  do  you  want?"    Corporal  Fair  responded,  "We  want 
you  to  halt."  Morgan  then  started  on  a  run,  assuming  a  stoop- 
ing posture.    He  was  again  commanded  to  halt,  but  continued 
to  run.    Fair  and  Jockens  had,  in  the  meantime,  advanced 
towards  him  some  thirty  or  thirty- five  steps.   Morgan  contin- 
uing to  run.  Corporal  Fair  gave  the  command  to  fire.    He  and 
Jockens  both  fired  at  Morgan,  who  was  hit,  and  died  some  five 
minutes  thereafter.    For  the  killing  of  Morgan,  Corporal  Fair 
and  Private  Jockens  were  both  tried  before  a  general  court- 
martial,  convened  at  Fort  Crook,  on  the  charge  of  "man- 
slaughter, to  the  prejudice  of  good  order  and  military  disci- 
pline," on  which  trial  they  were  found  not  guilty.   Thereafter 
a  complaint  in  due  form  was  made  before  the  county  judge  of 
Sarpy  County,  Nebraska,  charging  both  Fair  and  Jockens  with 
the  crime  of  murder  in  the  killing  of  Morgan.    They  were 
duly  arrested,  an  examination  had  by  the  county  judge,  and 
each  held  for  trial  in  the  district  court  of  Sarpy  County,  bail 
being  fixed  by  the  county  court  in  the  sum  of  $1,000,  which 
failing  to  give,  they  were  committed  to  the  custody  of  the 
sheriff  of  the  county.    Fair  and  Jockens  have  petitioned  this 
court  for  their  release,  claiming  their  imprisonment  is  without 
authority  of  law. 

The  principal  question  to  be  determined  is.  Has  the  State 
court  within  and  for  the  county  of  Sarpy,  Nebraska,  jurisdic- 
tion to  try  petitioners  for  such  killing  of  Morgan  as  a  violation 
of  the  laws  of  the  State?   If  the  killing  of  Morgan  was  an  act 


violatiYe  of  the  laws  of  the  State,  then  the  State  court  has 
jnrisdictioii,  and  the  petitioiieTS  must  be  remanded  to  the  ens- 
tody  of  the  sheriff.  IC,  on  the  other  hand,  snch  killing  of  Mor- 
gan was  not  a  violation  of  the  laws  of  the  State,  then  the 
State  oonrt  is  withont  jnrisdiction.  and  the  petitioners  shonld 
be  discharged. 

Two  principles  of  law  discussed  on  the  hearing  and  applica- 
ble to  the  case  are  so  well  and  firmly  established  that  no  ex- 
tended citation  of  authorities  is  necessary  in  support  thereof. 
They  are:  First,  That  the  trial  and  acquittal  of  petitioners  by 
the  court-martial  is  not  a  bar  to  an  inquiry  and  prosecution 
by  the  proper  civil  authorities  (Coleman  v.  Tennessee.  97  U.  S., 
506,  24  L.  Ed.,  1118;  U.  S.  v.  Clark  (C.  C).  81  Fed.,  710); 
second,  That  an  act  done  by  an  officer  or  agent  of  the  United 
States  in  and  about  a  matter  solely  within  Federal  control, 
and  in  pursuance  of  an  authority  given  by  the  laws  of  the 
United  States  is  not  an  offense  against  the  laws  of  the  State 
(Tennessee  v.  Davis,  100 U.  S.,  257, 25 L.  Ed.,  648;  tn  re  Neagle, 
135  U.  S.,  1 ;  10  Sup.  Ct,  658,  34  L.  Ed.,  55).  Neither  can  it  be 
denied  that,  when  an  officer  or  agent  of  the  United  States  is 
held  in  custody  by  the  process  of  a  State  court  for  an  act  done 
within  the  authority  conferred  upon  him  by  the  laws  of  the 
United  States,  the  United  States  (jk>vemment  may  protect 
itself  by  procuring  the  release  of  such  officer  through  its  judi- 
cial department.  As  was  said  by  Justice  Strong  in  Tennessee 
V  Davis: 

The  General  GK>renmieiit  most  cease  to  exist  whenever  it  loees  the 
power  of  proteotins  itself  in  the  exerdse  of  its  oonstitatioiud  powers.  It 
can  act  only  through  Its  officers  and  agents,  and  they  most  act  within  the 
States.  If,  when  thus  acting,  and  within  the  scope  of  their  authority, 
those  officers  can  be  arrested,  brought  to  trial  in  a  State  court  for  an 
alleged  offense  against  the  law  of  the  8tate,  yet  warranted  by  the  Federal 
anthority  they  pcisnow,  and  if  the  (General  Oovemment  is  powerless  to 
interfere  at  once  for  their  protection— if  their  protection  must  be  left  to 
the  action  of  the  State  court— the  oi>erations  of  the  General  Oovemment 
may  at  any  time  be  arrested  at  the  wiU  of  one  of  its  members.  •  •  • 
We  do  not  think  such  an  element  of  weakness  is  to  be  found  in  the  Consti- 
tution. The  United  States  is  a  Government  with  authority  extending 
over  the  whole  territory  of  the  Union,  acting  upon  the  States  and  upon 
the  people  of  the  States.  While  it  is  limited  in  the  number  of  its  powersi 
BO  far  as  its  ^vereignty  extends  it  is  supreme.  No  State  government 
can  exclude  it  from  the  exercise  of  any  authority  conferred  upon  it  by 
the  Constitution,  obstruct  its  authorised  officers  against  its  will,  or  with- 
hold from  It  for  a  moment  the  cognizance  of  any  subject  which  that 
instrument  has  committed  to  it. 


Writing  for  the  court  in  Osbom  v.  Bank,  0  Wheat.,  866,  6  L. 
Ed.,  284,  Chief  Justice  Marshall  said: 

It  ia  not  nnoBtial  for  a  legislative  act  to  involye  coiiBeqtienoes  which  are 
not  ezpresBed.  An  officer,  for  example,  ia  ordered  to  arreet  an  Individual. 
It  is  not  neceeaarj,  nor  is  it  nsnal,  to  Bay  that  he  shall  not  be  punished 
for  obeying  this  order ;  his  security  is  implied  hi  the  order  itself.  It  is  no 
nnosnal  thing  for  an  act  of  Congress  to  imply,  without  expressing,  this 
very  exemption  from  State  control,  which  is  said  to  be  so  objectionable 
in  this  instance.  The  collectors  of  the  revenue,  the  carriers  of  the  mail, 
the  mint  establishment,  and  all  those  institutions  which  are  public  in 
their  nature,  are  examples  in  point.  It  has  never  been  doubted  that  all 
who  are  employed  in  them  are  protected  while  in  the  line  of  duty,  and 
yet  this  protection  is  not  expressed  in  any  act  of  Congress.  It  is  incidental 
to,  and  is  implied  in,  the  several  acts  by  which  these  institutions  are 
created,  and  is  secured  to  the  individuals  employed  in  them  by  the  judl- 
dal  power  alone;  that  is,  the  judicial  power  is  the  instrument  employed 
by  the  (Government  in  administering  this  security. 

With  these  observations,  we  now  come  to  a  consideration  of 
the  question  as  to  whether  petitioners,  at  the  time  of  the 
shooting  of  Morgan,  were  acting  within  the  line  of  their  duty 
as  soldiers  in  the  Army  of  the  United  States.  The  47th  Article 
of  War  is  as  follows : 

Any  officer  or  soldier  who  having  received  pay,  or  having  been  duly 
enlisted  in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  deserts  the  same,  shall,  in 
time  of  war,  suffer  death  or  such  punishment  as  a  court-martial  may 
direct,  and  in  time  of  i>eace,  any  punishment,  excepting  death,  which  a 
court-martial  may  direct. 

Here  we  find  that  desertion  on  the  part  of  the  soldier  con- 
stitutes a  serious  crime.  Such  crime,  although  against  the 
United  States,  can  be  punished  only  by  a  military  court.  Sol- 
diers charged  with  crimes  shall  be  confined  until  tried  by  court- 
martial,  or  released  by  proper  authority.    (Article  of  War,  66. ) 

Morgan  was  in  confinement  charged  with  the  crime  of  de- 
sertion. By  making  an  assault  upon  and  overpowering  the 
guard,  he  attempted  an  escape.  By  the  48th  article  every 
soldier  who  deserts  "shall  be  tried  by  a  court-martial  and 
punished,  although  the  time  of  his  enlistment  may  have 
elapsed  previous  to  his  being  apprehended  and  tried."  It  fol- 
lows, as  a  natural  consequence,  that  Morgan  was  subject  to 
be  apprehended  for  the  purpose  of  being  dealt  with  by  court- 
martial. 

Were  petitioners  authorized  to  make  the  arrest  of  Morgan? 
A  deserter  may  be  arrested  by  a  military  officer,  or  by  a  non- 
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oommiflsioned  officer,  or  private  duly  anthorised  to  make  tiie 
arrest.  (Davia  Mil.  Law.  426 ;  Winthr.  MiL  Law,  178 ;  Hatdi- 
ins  v.Van  Bokkelen,  84  Me.,  126. )  Prior  to  the  act  of  October 
1,  1890,  no  peace  officer  or  private  citizeii  had  aathority  to  ar- 
rest and  detain  a  deserter  from  the  Army  withont  the  order  or 
direction  of  a  military  officer.  (Knrtz  t7.  Moffitt,  115  U.  S., 
487, 6  Sap.  Ct. ,  148, 29  L.  Ed. ,  458. )    In  that  case  the  court  said: 

Whether  it  isezpedieiit  for  the  public  welfiure  and  the  good  of  the  Army 
that  saoh  an  authority  should  be  oonferred  le  a  matter  for  the  determi- 
nation of  OongresB. 

Doubtless,  acting  upon  the  suggestion  thus  expressed  in  the 
above  case.  Congress  passed  the  act  of  October  1,  1890,  the 
second  section  of  which  reads : 

That  it  shall  be  lawfal  for  any  oivll  officer  having  aathority  under  the 
laws  of  the  United  States,  or  of  any  State,  territory  or  district,  to  arrest 
olfenders;  to  summarily  arrest  a  deserter  from  the  military  service  of 
the  United  States  and  deliver  him  into  the  custody  of  the  military 
authorities  of  the  Gheneral  Gk>Terninent.   20  Stat.,  648. 

It  is  urged  on  the  part  of  the  State  that,  even  though  an 
arrest  of  a  deserter  might  lawfully  have  been  made  by  mili- 
tary authorities  prior  to  the  act  of  1890,  such  authority,  if  it 
existed,  was  taken  away  by  such  act,  and  that  the  exclusive 
authority  to  make  such  an  arrest  was  vested  in  civil  officers 
by  reason  of  the  maxim,  "Escpresaio  uniua  est  exdusio  aXU' 
riu8."  To  this  I  cannot  agree.  I  do  not  think  Congress,  by 
giving  permission  to  civil  officers  to  make  arrests  of  deserters, 
intended  to  take  away  the  authority  then  existing  to  make 
such  arrests  on  the  part  of  the  officers  of  the  Army,  but  that 
the  act  was  intended  to  enable  civil  authorities  to  aid  and 
assist  the  military  in  apprehending  deserters.  While  Congreas 
might  confer  upon  the  civil  authorities  of  the  various  States 
authority  to  make  arrests  of  deserters  against  military  law,  it 
is  equally  clear  that  the  duty  to  make  such  arrests  could  not 
be  imposed  by  Congress  upon  such  authorities.  Mr.  Black, 
in  his  Interpretation  of  Laws  (page  146),  says: 

The  maxim,  **  Expreatio  uniua  at  excltuio  alterttM."  is  of  very  important, 
though  limited,  application  in  the  interpretation  of  statutes.  It  is  ueefal 
only  as  a  guide  in  determining  the  probable  intention  of  the  legislature, 
and  if  it  should  be  clearly  apparent,  in  any  particular  case,  that  the  legis- 
lature did  not  in  fact  intend  that  its  express  mention  of  one  thing  should 
operate  as  an  exclusion  of  all  others,  then  the  maxim  must  give  way. 


Finding,  then,  that  jietitioners  had  lawfol  aathority  to  ap- 
prehend Morgan,  we  oome  to  a  consideration  of  the  question  as 
to  the  right  to  shoot  Morgan  in  the  attempt  to  secure  his  arrest. 
And,  if  not,  was  such  shooting  a  crime  against  the  laws  of  the 
State?  The  69th  Article  of  War  imposes  upon  any  officer 
who  x)6rmits  a  prisoner  to  escape  such  punishment  as  a  court- 
martial  may  direct.  To  aid  military  officers  in  the  proper  en- 
forcement of  the  custody  of  prisoners,  rules  and  orders  have 
been  publicly  promulgated  by  the  Secretary  of  War.  Such 
rules  and  orders  have  the  force  and  effect  of  statutory  law. 
As  said  by  the  court  in  U.  S.  v,  Eliason,  16  Pet,  291,  10  L. 
Ed.,  968: 

The  power  of  the  Ezeoative  to  estabUBh  rules  and  reffolations  for  the 
gOTemment  of  the  Army  is  undoabted.  *  «  «  The  power  to  establish 
Implies  necessarily,  the  power  to  modify  or  repeal,  or  to  create  anew.  The 
Secretary  of  War  is  the  regular  constitntional  organ  of  the  President  for 
the  administration  of  the  military  establishment  of  the  nation,  and  mles 
and  orders  publicly  promulgated  through  him  must  be  received  as  the 
acts  of  the  Executive,  and,  as  such,  be  binding  upon  all,  within  the  sphere 
of  his  legal  and  oonstitutional  authority.  Such  regulations  can  not  be 
questioned  or  denied  because  they  may  be  thought  unwlw  or  mistaken. 

In  x)aragraph  297  of  the  rules  and  orders  publicly  issued  by 
the  Secretary  of  War  in  the  Manual  of  Guard  Duty,  it  is 
provided: 

The  sentinel  at  the  post  of  the  guard  has  charge  of  the  prisoners.  He 
will  allow  none  to  escape  or  to  cross  his  post  except  under  proper  guard. 
*  *  *  If  a  prisoner  attempts  to  escape,  the  sentinel  will  call,  "Halt." 
If  he  fails  to  halt  when  the  sentinel  has  once  repeated  his  call,  and  if 
there  be  no  other  i)08sible  means  of  preventing  his  escape  the  sentinel 
will  fire  upon  him. 

The  following  will  more  fully  explain  the  important  duties  of  the  sen- 
tinel in  this  connection:

WcuMnaion^  November  1, 1887, 
(Circular.)    By  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  the  following  is 
published  for  the  information  of  the  Army. 

Then  follows  a  digest  of  Circular,  No.  8,  issued  by  the  com- 
mander of  the  Department  of  the  Columbia,  indorsement  of 
approval  thereof  by  judge  advocate  of  the  Military  Division 
of  the  Pacific  and  by  the  major  general  in  command  of  that 
division,  from  which  the  following  provisions  are  extracted: 

A  sentinel  is  placed  as  guard  over  prisoners  to  prevent  their  escape 
and  for  this  purpose  he  is  furnished  a  musket  with  ammunition.  To 
prevent  escape  is  his  first  and  most  important  duty.    I  suppose  the  law 
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to  be  this:  That  a  sentliiel  shall  not  ose  more  force  or  violenoe  to  prevent 
the  escape  of  a  prisoner  than  is  necessary  to  effect  that  object,  bnt  if  the 
prisoner  after  being  ordered  to  halt  continues  his  flight  the  sentinel  may 
maim  or  even  kill  him,  and  it  is  his  duty  to  do  so.  A  sentinel  who  allows 
a  prisoner  to  escape  without  firing  upon  him,  and  firing  to  hit  him,  is,  in 
my  Judgment,  guilty  of  a  most  serious  military  offence,  for  which  he 
should  and  would  be  severely  punished  by  a  general  court-martiaL 

Hbnrt  ▲.  Morrow, 
OoUm^l,  tlti  In/antru*  OommoHding  I^»t, 
(Indorsement.)  I  was  not  aware  that  such  a  view  had  ever  been  ques- 
tioned. That  the  period  is  a  time  of  peace  does  not  affect  the  authority 
and  duty  of  the  sentinel  or  guard  to  fire  upon  the  escaping  prisoner  if 
this  escape  can  not  otherwise  be  prevented.  He  should,  of  course,  at- 
tempt to  stop  the  prisoner  before  firing  by  ordering  him  to  halt  and  will 
properly  warn  him  by  the  words,  "Halt  or  I  fire,**  or  words  to  sach 
effect.

prisoners  from  escaping.

It  may  be  trathfolly  said  that  the  oonstmction  placed  upon 
the  articles  of  war,  and  the  mles  and  regulations  promnlgated 
by  the  Executive  through  the  Secretary  of  War,  by  the  com- 
manding officer  of  a  military  department,  thongh  approved  by 
the  Secretary  of  War,  are  not  binding  upon  the  judicial  de- 
partment, yet  they  are  entitled  to  great  weight  and  to  the  non- 
commissioned officer  and  private  soldier  ought  to  be  unques- 
tioned when  ordered  to  act  in  conformity  therewith  and 
should  be  their  full  protection  for  so  acting. 

It  is  said  the  foregoing  rule  only  applies  when  a  prisoner  is 
attempting  to  escape  and  has  no  application  te  the  present 
hearing  for  the  reason  that  Morgan,  at  the  time  he  was  shot, 
was  not  attempting  to  escape,  but  had  already  effected  an 
escape.  Even  so ;  yet  it  is  material,  in  determining  the  question 
as  to  whether  the  order  given  by  Sergeant  Simpson,  the  offi- 
cer of  the  guard,  to  the  petitioners,  to  shoot  if  the  commands 
to  halt  were  disobeyed,  was  an  order  which  should  have  been 
disregarded  by  petitioners.  The  law  is  that  an  order  given 
by  an  officer  to  his  private,  which  does  not  expressly  and 
clearly  show  on  its  face  its  own  illegality,  the  soldier  is  bound 
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to  obey,  and  stioh  order  is  his  fall  protection.    Biggs  t7.  State, 

8  Cold.,  85;  McCall  v,  McDowell,  Fed.  Cas.  No.  8,  678;  U.  S. 

V.  Clark  (C.  C),  31  Fed.,  710.    In  McCall  t;.  McDowell  it  is 

said: 

Except  in  a  plain  case  of  ezoees  of  authority,  where,  at  first  blush,  it  is 
apparent  and  palpable  to  the  commonest  understanding  that  the  order 
is  illegal,  I  can  not  bnt  think  that  the  law  should  excuse  the  military 
subordinate  when  acting  in  obedience  to  the  orders  of  his  commander. 
The  first  duty  of  a  soldier  is  obedience,  and  without  this  there  can  be 
neither  discipline  nor  efficiency  in  an  army.  If  erery  subordinate  officer 
and  soldier  were  at  liberty  to  question  the  legality  of  the  orders  of  the 
commander,  and  obey  them  or  not,  as  they  may  consider  them  valid  or 
invalid,  the  camp  would  be  turned  into  a  debating  school,  where  the 
precious  moment  for  action  would  be  wasted  in  wordy  confilcts  between 
the  adTOcates  of  confiicting  opinions.* 

Justice  Brewer  in  re  GWmley,  187  U.  S.,  147,  11  Sup.  Ct., 
H,  84L.,  Ed.  686,  said: 

While  our  regular  army  is  small  compared  with  those  of  European  na- 
tions, yet  its  vigor  and  el&ciency  are  equally  important.  An  army  is  not 
a  deliberative  body.  It  is  the  executive  arm.  Its  law  is  that  of  obedience. 
No  question  can  be  left  open  as  to  the  right  to  command  in  the  officer,  or 
the  duty  of  obedience  in  the  soldier. 

While  I  do  not  say  that  the  order  given  by  Sergeant  Simpson 

to  petitioners  was  in  all  particulars  a  lawfnl  order,  I  do  say 
that  the  illegality  of  the  order,  if  illegal  it  was,  was  not  so 
mnch  so  as  to  be  apparent  and  palpable  to  the  commonest 
nnderstanding.  If,  then,  the  petitioners  acted  nnder  such 
order  in  good  faith,  without  any  criminal  intent,  bnt  with  an 
honest  pnrpose  to  perform  a  supposed  duty,  they  are  not  lia- 
ble to  prosecution  under  the  criminal  laws  of  the  State.  In  re 
Lewis  (D.  C.)  88  Fed.,  159.  it  is  said: 

Where  an  officer,  from  excess  of  seal  or  misinformation,  or  lack  of 
good  judgment  in  the  performance  of  what  he  conceives  to  be  his  duties 
as  an  officer,  in  fact  transcends  his  authority,  and  invades  the  rights  of 
individuals,  he  is  answerable  to  the  Gk>yemment  or  power  under  whose 
appointment  he  is  acting,  and  may  also  lay  himself  liable  to  answer  to  a 

*See,  however,  as  to  civil  cases.  Bates  v.  Clarlc,  95  U.  S.,  20i,  in  which 
the  United  States  Supreme  Ck>urt  held,  in  a  civil  suit  for  damages,  as 
follows: 

**It  is  a  sufficient  answer  to  the  plea,  that  the  defendants  were  subordi- 
nate officers,  acting  under  orders  of  a  superior,  to  say  that  whatever 
may  be  the  rule  in  time  of  war  and  in  the  presence  of  actual  hoetilities. 
military  officers  can  no  more  protect  themselves  than  civilians  in  time  of 
T>eaoe  by  orders  emanating  from  a  source  which  is  itself  without  au- 
thority/* 

(Remarks  of  the  Judge  Advocate  General,  U.  S.  A.,  June  11, 1900,  on 
8W106,  A.  a.  O.) 
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priTAte  IndiTldnal  wbo  U  Injured  or  oppTWod  by  Ids  aotkm;  yet, 
there  U  no  orlmlnel  intent  on  IiJb  part,  he  does  not  become  liable  to  aa- 
■wer  to  the  criminal  process  of  a  diiferent  soremment.  With  oar  com- 
plez  system  of  goremment.  State  and  National,  we  would  be  in  an  intol- 
erable condition  if  the  State  could  pat  in  force  its  criminal  laws  to  disci- 
pline United  States  offloers  for  the  nuymer  in  which  they  discharfce  their 
duties.  Or,  take  it  the  other  way,  if  the  GoTemment  of  the  United  States 
should  prosecute  as  criminals  sherlflii  and  other  ministerial  offloers,  Jns- 
tioes  of  the  peace,  and  Judges  of  superior  oonrts  for  errors  of  Jndgmentv 
or  ignorance,  causing  blunders  in  the  discharge  of  their  dutioB,  It  would 
bring  on  a  condition  of  chaos  in  a  short  time. 

The  eyidenoe  in  this  case  shows  that  i^etitioiiers  acted  en- 
tirely withont  malice ;  that  the  conditions  existing  at  the  place 
and  time  of  the  shooting  were  such  as  to  oanse  an  honest  belief 
on  their  XMurt  that  Morgan  would,  in  all  probability,  effect  his 
escape  unless  disabled ;  that  they  did  not  shoot  with  a  purpose 
of  killing,  but  only  to  disable.  I  am  mindful  of  the  rule  of 
law  that  in  a  habeas  corpus  proceeding  the  court  will  not  ex- 
amine the  evidence  for  the  purpose  of  determining  whether  the 
party  should  be  pronounced  guilty  or  innocent  of  the  offense 
for  which  he  is  imprisoned;  yet  in  a  case  of  this  character  it 
is  not  only  proper  but  necessary  for  the  court  to  determine 
whether  the  parties  acted  wantonly  and  with  criminal  intent, 
or  whether  their  acts,  though  wrongful,  were  errors  of  judg- 
ment only.  If  they  acted  wantonly,  with  a  criminal  intent, 
then  they  were  not  acting  within  the  scoi^e  of  the  authority 
conferred  by  the  laws  of  the  United  States.  On  the  other 
hand,  if  they  acted  without  any  criminal  intent,  but  in  an 
honest  belief  that  they  were  only  discharging  the  duties  of  a 
soldier,  then  their  offense,  if  offense  it  was,  was  not  against 
the  laws  of  the  State,  and  in  such  case  the  State  has  no  juris- 
diction. Petitioners  were  charged  with  the  duty  of  arresting 
Morgan,  a  deserter  from  the  army  of  the  United  States,  who 
had  escaped,  or  was  attempting  to  escape,  from  confinement 
therefor,  and  if  what  they  did  was  in  the  honest  belief  that 
they  were  discharging  their  duty  they  are  not  answerable  to 
the  ciiminal  laws  of  the  state.  As  was  said  by  Judge  Shiras 
in  re  Waite  (D.  C.)  81  Fed.,  359: 

The  sole  question  properly  arising  before  this  court  is  that  of  the  juris- 
diction of  the  district  court  of  Howard  County,  and,  under  the  fla<rts  es- 
tablished by  the  evidence  adduced,  the  flrst  matter  for  consideration  is 
whether  an  officer  or  agent  of  the  United  States,  engaged  in  the  perform- 
ance of  a  duty  arising  under  the  laws  and  authority  of  the  United  States, 
is  liable  to  a  criminal  prosecution  in  the  courts  of  the  State  for  acts  done 
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by  him  in  hia  ofilciAl  capacity.  This  presents  a  matter  of  moment  much 
beyond  the  mere  qnestion  of  the  detention  of  the  liberty  of  the  petitioner 
as  an  individoal.  Broadly  stated,  it  involves  the  proposition  whether  the 
operations  of  the  Qoyemment  of  the  United  States  in  matters  within 
its  sole  control,  and  which  oiwrations,  of  necessity,  mnst  be  carried  for- 
ward by  means  of  offloers  and  afcents  dnly  appointed,  can  be  interfered 
with  by  criminal  proceedings  instituted  in  the  State  ooorts,  and  based 
npon  acts  done  by  snch  officers  or  agents  within  the  scope  of  the  duties 
Imposed  npon  them.  By  this  it  is  not  meant  to  assert  that  becanse  a  per- 
son is  an  officer  or  agent  of  the  Federal  Goyemment,  he  is  thereby  ex- 
cepted out  from  the  jnrisdiclon  of  the  State  or  the  binding  force  of  its 
laws.  The  mere  fact  that  when  the  acts  by  him  done  were  done  he  was 
an  officer  of  the  United  States,  charged  with  certain  duties  to  that  Qot- 
emment,  wiU  not  afford  him  immunity  from  prosecution  under  the  laws 
of  the  State;  nor  will  the  mere  fact  that  he  claims  that  the  acts  done 
were  within  the  line  of  his  official  duty  afford  him  protection,  if  the  acts 
are  snch  as  to  show  that  the  claimed  immunity  is  a  mere  subterfuge,  and 
that  under  no  fair  consideration  of  his  official  duty  could  he  have  assumed 
that  he  was  acting  in  his  official  capacity  when  the  acts  complained  of 
were  done  by  him.  But  when  an  ofBicer  of  the  United  States  is  charged 
with  the  performance  of  certain  duties  under  the  laws  of  the  United 
States,  and  in  the  general  performance  thereof  he  does  acts  which  it  is 
claimed  are  in  excess  of  his  proper  duty,  or  which  are  Tiolative  of  the 
rights  of  other  citisens,  the  question  is  whether  a  proeecutlon  therefor 
can  be  sustained  in  the  State  courts,  when  it  is  apparent  that  the  institu- 
tion and  maintenance  thereof  may  interfere  vrith  the  enforcement  of  the 
laws  of  the  United  States  or  with  the  operations  of  that  Oovemment. 
Under  Uiis  aspect  of  the  question,  the  point  is  not  what  the  rights  of  in- 
diyidual  dtlsens  might  require  for  their  proper  protection,  but  whether 
the  Government  of  the  United  States,  acting  in  the  interest  of  the  entire 
community,  has  not  the  right  to  assert  that  its  operation  within  the  Juris- 
diction conferred  by  the  Constitution,  and  wherein  it  is  supreme  and 
paramount,  can  not  be  interfered  with  under  the  laws  of  the  State;  and 
that  to  prevent  such  interference  it  must  be  held  that  an  officer  or 
agent  of  the  United  States,  when  engaged  in  the  performance  of  his  offi- 
cial duties,  is  not  amenable  to  the  laws  or  courts  of  the  State  in  a  criminal 
prosecution  based  upon  acts  by  him  done  in  connection  with  his  official 
duties.  If  in  the  performance  of  these  duties  the  officer  so  acts  as  to  vio- 
late his  duty  to  the  United  States,  that  Government,  and  not  the  State,  is 
the  proper  party  to  call  him  to  account.  If  the  acts  done  are  violative 
of  the  rights  of  Individuals,  a  civU  action  for  damages  may  be  maintalnedi 
or  protection  may  be  sought  under  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  and 
thus  a  remedy  may  be  afforded  to  the  dtiaen  without  bringing  the  Fed- 
eral and  State  Governments  into  conflict,  or  without  unduly  interfering 
with  the  operations  of  that  Government  under  whose  authority  the  offi- 
cer Is  acting. 

This  case  was  affirmed,  and  the  doctrine  annonnced  approved 
by  the  court,  of  appeals,  in  81  C.  C.  A.,  408.  88  Fed.,  102. 

There  is  another  view  of  the  subject  requiring  consideration, 
that  is,  that  the  act  done  by  petitioners  being  an  attempt  at  en- 
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foroement  of  the  military  law  of  the  United  States,  a  subject 
over  which  the  State  has  no  control  or  concern,  State  statutes 
can  have  no  application  thereto.    As  said  in  re  Waite : 

It  will  not  be  qneetioned  that  to  Bustain  a  carimlnal  prosecutioii  the 
•tatate  upon  which  it  is  baaed  must  be  binding  upon  the  person  and  ap' 
plieable  to  the  acts  which  form  the  basis  of  the  prosecation.  If,  when 
the  acts  were  done,  the  same  were  not  within  the  plane  of  the  jnrisdlction 
of  the  State,  then  the  statute  of  the  State  has  no  application  thereto,  and 
it  can  not  be  predicated  of  the  acts  that  they  oonstitnte  violations  of  the 
statutes  of  the  State. 

This  doctrine  and  case  was  cited  with  approval  in  Ohio  v, 
Thomas,  178  U.  S.,  276, 19  Sap.  Ct.,  458,  48  L.  Ed.,  699. 

It  has  been  aniformly  held  that  the  courts  of  a  State  have  no 
jurisdiction  of  the  crime  of  perjury  committed  in  an  examina- 
tion before  a  commissioner  under  the  United  States  buikrupt 
act;  in  testifying  before  a  commissioner  of  the  circuit  court  of 
the  United  States;  in  making  an  affidavit  under  the  acts  of 
Congress  relating  to  the  sale  of  public  lands:  in  testifying  be- 
fore a  notary  public  of  the  State  upon  a  contested  election  of  a 
member  of  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States. 
State  V.  Pike,  15  N.  H.,  88;  ex  parte  Bridges,  2  Woods,  428, 
Fed.  Cas.,  No.  1,  862;  State  v.  Shelley,  11  Lea,  594;  Boss  v. 
State,  55  Ga.,  192;  State  v,  Adams,  4  Blackf.,  146;  People  v, 
Kelly,  88  Cal.,  145;  State  v.  Kirkpatrick,  82  Ark.,  117;  in  re 
Loney,  184  U.  S.,  872,  10  Sup.  Ct.,  584,  88  L.  Ed.,  949. 

In  State  v.  Pike,  supra.  Chief  Justice  Parker  said : 

The  matters  from  which  the  charge  now  before  ns  arises  are  alleged  to 
have  occurred  nnder,  and  in  the  course  of  the  execution  of,  the  laws  of 
the  United  States.  Those  laws  required  certain  things  to  be  done.  Con- 
gress had  the  right  to  prescribe  how  they  should  be  done,  to  regulate  the 
duties  of  all  persons  who  acted  under  the  law,  and  to  prescribe  penaltlea 
for  the  Tiolation  of  such  duties.  In  such  case,  if  acts  are  done  which,  if 
transacted  under  the  laws  of  this  State,  would  haye  constituted  ofFenses 
within  the  provisions  of  our  criminal  oode,  yet,  being  done  in  pursuance 
of  the  laws  of  another  gorernment  (having  the  sole  power  to  regulate 
the  whole  proceeding)  authorizing  the  act  to  be  done,  prescribing  the 
mode,  imposing  the  duty,  and  affixing  the  penalty  for  the  violation  of  it, 
the  acts  can  not  be  regarded  as  having  been  done  nnder  the  sanction  of 
the  laws  of  this  State,  so  as  to  subject  the  parties  to  punishment  under 
those  laws. 

These  decisions  are  directly  applicable  to  the  case  at  bar. 
In  the  matter  before  us  the  petitioners  were  acting  for  and  on 
behalf  of  the  United  States,  under  the  military  authority  of 
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the  United  States— a  subject-matter  the  control  of  which, 
under  the  Constitution,  is  vested  solely^in  the  General  Govern- 
ment.   The  State  can  not  in  any  particular,  either  through  its 
l^pslative  or  judicial  department,  regulate  or  circumscribe  the 
powers  of  the  United  States  in  respect  thereto.    The  wisdom, 
expediency,  or  justness  of  the  military  laws,  rules,  and  regu- 
lations adopted  and  prescribed  by  the  United  States  are  no 
concern  of  the  State.    The  proper  enforcement  of  such  laws, 
rules,  and  regulations  can  not  be  measured  and  determined  by 
State  laws.    To  require  the  petitioners  to  answer  for  their  acts 
to  the  State  courts  is  to  permit  the  State  courts  to  administer 
the  military  laws  of  the  United  States;  to  determine  in  a 
criminal  proceeding  the  extent  of  authority  possessed  by  the 
soldier  under  those  laws ;  to  say  when,  and  under  what  cir- 
cumstances, the  subordinate  may  disregard  and  disobey  the 
orders  and  commands  of  his  superior  officer ;  to  determine  the 
amount  of  force  which  the  United  States  may  use  to  appre- 
hend one  charged  with  a  military  offense ;  in  short,  to  nullify 
the  rules  and  regulations  adopted  to  insure  the  efficiency  of 
the  military  service.    As  said  by  Mr.  Justice  Brown,  when  on 
the  district  bench,  in  United  States  v.  Clark,  supra  : 

It  would  be  extremely  unwiBe  for  the  cIyII  courts  to  lay  down  general 
prindplesof  law  which  would  tend  tolmiMir  the  efficiency  of  the  military 
arm,  or  which  would  seem  to  j  ustif  y  or  condone  conduct  prejudicial  to  good 
order  and  military  discipline.  An  army  is  a  necessity— perhaps  I  ought 
to  say  an  unfortunate  necessity— under  every  system  of  government, 
and  no  civilised  state  in  modem  times  has  been  able  to  dispense  with  one. 
To  insure  efficiency  an  army  must  be,  to  a  certain  extent,  a  despotism. 
Each  officer,  from  the  general  to  the  corporal,  is  invested  with  an  arbi- 
trary power  over  those  beneath  him,  and  the  soldier  who  enlists  in  the 
army  waives,  in  some  particulars,  his  rights  as  a  civilian,  surrenders  his 
personal  liberty  during  the  term  of  his  enlistment,  and  consents  to  come 
and  go  at  the  will  of  his  superior  officers.  He  agrees  to  become  amenable 
to  the  military  courts,  to  be  disciplined  for  offenses  unknown  to  the  civil 
law,  to  relinquish  his  right  of  trial  by  jury,  and  to  receive  punishments 
which  to  the  civilian  seem  out  of  all  proiwrtion  to  the  magnitude  of  the 
offense. 

Finding,  as  I  do,  that  the  act  of  petitioners  in  the  shooting 
of  Morgan,  under  the  circumstances  as  shown  by  the  evidence, 
was  an  act  done  in  the  performance  of  their  duty  as  soldiers 
of  the  United  States,  it  follows  that  the  State  courts  are  with- 
out j  urisdiction  in  a  criminal  proceeding  to  determine  whether 
they  exercised  proper  care,  judgment,  and  discretion  in  the 
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discharge  of  that  duty.  For  this  reason  the  imprisonment  of 
petitioners  is  in  violation  of  their  rights  under  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  United  States,  and  they  are  entitled  to  their  dis- 
charge.

By  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  the  following  decision 
of  the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury  is  published  to  the  Army 
for  the  information  and  guidance  of  all  concerned :

Under  the  date  of  Angnut  24, 1900,  the  Auditor  for  the  War  Department 
made  a  settlement.  No.  16358,  of  the  accounts  of  John  S.  Cator,  lientenant^ 
Sd  N.  C.  Vol.  Inf.,  as  acting  quartermaster  for  October,  1896,  in  which  he 
foand  a  balance  of  |4.84  dae  the  United  States.  In  making  this  settle, 
ment  the  officer  was  credited  with  $111.49  on  accoant  of  **extra-dnty  pay^^ 
paid  to  sixteen  soldiers  for  extra  duty  performed  during  the  months  of 
August  and  September,  1898.  In  the  same  settlement,  B.  F.  Dixon,  major. 
8d  N.  O.  Vol.  Inf  ,  was  charged  with  the  $111.49  under  paragraphs  663  and 
696,  Army  Regulations,  because  the  latter,  as  commanding  officer,  ordered 
the  illegal  payments  made. 

Under  date  of  November  20, 1900,  the  Auditor  transmitted  the  papers 
to  this  office  ¥rith  a  suggestion  that  an  error  had  been  made  by  him  in 
giving  Cator  credit  for  the  $111.49,  in  order  that  the  Comptroller  might 
revise  the  account  if  he  deemed  such  action  proper. 

The  first  proviso  of  section  6  of  the  act  of  April  M,  1808  (30  Stat.  366), 
provides: 

That  in  war  time  no  additional  increased  compensation  shall  be  allowed 
to  soldiers  performing  what  is  known  as  extra  or  special  duty. 

During  the  time  for  which  this  extra-duty  pay  was  paid,  war  with 
Spain  was  in  progress,  therefore  said  payment  was  in  violation  of  the 
law  above  quoted. 

On  September  10,  1898,  B.  F.  Dixon,  major,  2d  N.  C.  Vol.  Inf.,  com. 
manding  at  Lands  End,  S.  C,  issued  the  following  order  to  the  quarter- 
master of  the  post  (Lient.  Cator),  as  follows: 

Please  pay  to  the  following-named  men  the  amount  set  opposite  their 
respective  names  for  services  rendered  in  building  barracks. 

Then  followed  the  names  of  sixteen  soldiers  and  amount  due  each  at 
50  cents  per  day. 
Paragraph  668,  Army  Regulations,  1896,  provides: 

An  officer  will  have  credit  for  an  expenditure  of  money  made  in  obedi- 
ence to  an  order  of  his  commanding  officer  *  *  *  If  the  expenditure 
be  disallowed  it  will  be  charged  to  the  officer  who  ordered  it. 

Paragraph  696,  mpray  relates  solely  to  property  and  is  not  pertinent  to 
this 


The  language  found  in  paragraph  658,  of  18B6,  also  appeared  in  para- 
graphs 909  of  1857 ;  1007  of  1861  and  1863;  1663  of  1881,  and  737  of  1880. 

As  the  Auditor  gave  Cator  the  credit  and  charged  the  same  to  Dixon 
on  the  strength  of  paragraph  663  of  the  Regulations,  it  becomes  impor^ 
tant  to  determine  whether  said  regulation  was  sufficient  authority  for 
his  action.  It  will  be  remembered  that  the  payment  of  extra-duty  pay 
in  war  time  was  prohibited  by  express  .provision  of  law,  therefore  the 
order  for  its  payment  was  not  one  which  any  commanding  officer  bad 
authority  to  give.  Whether  it  was  issued  in  ignorance  or  in  disregard 
of  the  law  is  not  material,  it  was  nevertheless  illegal  and  void. 

It  has  sometimes  been  contended  that  the  Army  Regulations  of  1863  re- 
ceived such  a  Congressional  approval  In  section  37  of  the  act  of  July  28, 1866 
(14  Stat.,  338>,  as  to  make  them  statutory  regulations  having  the  full  force 
of  a  statute  and  not  subject  to  amendment  by  the  Executive  Department, 
and  where  those  regulations  have  not  been  repealed  or  modified  by  Con- 
gress they  are  now  the  law  on  the  subjects  to  which  they  relate.  This  act 
provides: 

That  the  Secretary  of  War  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  directed  to  have  pre- 
pared, and  to  report  to  Congress,  at  its  next  session,  a  code  of  regulations 
for  the  government  of  the  Army,  and  of  the  militia  in  actual  service, 
which  shall  embrace  ail  necessary  orders  and  forms  of  a  general  char- 
acter for  the  performance  of  all  duties  incumbent  on  officers  and  men 
in  the  military  service,  including  rules  for  the  government  of  courts- 
martial.  The  existing  regulations  to  remain  in  force  until  Congress  shall 
have  acted  on  said  report. 

The  regulations  referred  to  in  the  last  sentence  of  the  above-quoted  sec- 
tion undoubtedly  were  those  of  1863. 
In  considering  this  statute  the  Judge  Advocate  General  held— 

that  in  the  provision  of  section  37,  chapter  290,  act  of  July  28, 1866  (14  Stat., 
33»;,  which,  in  directing  the  Secretary  of  War  to  prepare  and  report  to 
Congress  at  its  next  sebsiion  a  new  set  of  regulations,  added  "  the  existing 
regulations  to  remain  in  force  until  Congress  shall  have  acted  <m  said  re- 
port," meant  merely  that  the  same  should  remain  in  force  €u  regulations; 
It  did  not  commumcate  to  them  the  quality  or  effect  of  statutes.  (Win- 
throp'tt  Digest,  p.  117). 

I  concur  in  the  above  opinion,  therefore.  I  regard  the  regulation  under 
discussion  as  having  only  the  force  and  effect  of  a  departmental  regnla- 
tion,  and  when  it  is  in  conflict  or  inconsistent  with  law  it  must  yield  to 
the  superior  authority  of  the  statute. 

As  the  payment  in  question  was  prohibited  by  law  Uie  disbursing  ofli> 
cer  must  be  held  responsible,  and  the  fact  that  he  paid  it  under  an  order 
of  his  commanding  officer  furnishes  no  legal  excuse.  To  hold  otherwise 
would  be  to  permit  illegal  payments,  so  far  as  disbursing  officers  are  con- 
cerned, and  compel  the  United  States  to  rely  upon  the  doubtful  chance 
of  recovery  from  commanding  officers.  One  of  the  main  prindplee  of 
public  accounting  is  to  hold  disbursing  officers  responsible  for  the  legality 
of  their  payments.  If  the  Secretary  of  War,  under  his  authority  to  make 
regulatiouH  not  in  conflict  or  inconsistent  with  law,  can  authorise  credits 
to  disbursing  officers  for  illegal  payments,  it  would  be  utterly  subversive 
of  and  not  in  aid  of  or  in  harmony  with  law.  Whenever  Congress  has 
desired  to  relieve  disbursing  officers  from  liability  for  payments  made  on 
the  authority  of  others,  it  has  had  no  difficulty  in  fln^Ung  language  to  ex- 
press that  intent.   Examples  of  this  will  be  found  in  sections  285  and  846, 
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Revised  Statutes;  sot  of  BCarch  8, 18TB  (80  Stat.,  419),  and  paragraph  ^  of 
aectlon  8,  act  of  Jaly  81, 18M  (28  Stat., SOS).  Under  the  last-mentioned  act, 
general  provision  has  been  made  by  whloh  disbursing  officers  can  avoid 
resiMnsibility  by  applying  to  the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury  for  an  ad- 
v&noe  decision  in  cases  where  they  may  have  donbts.  The  enactment  of 
tl&e  special  provisions  above  mentioned  is  a  clear  indication  that  Oongress 
intended  that  the  general  mlee  of  accounting  would  apply  in  other  cases 
upon  the  well-known  rule  of  construction  of  expre$$io  uniiu  eat  exclusio 
alteritu. 

It  Mems  but  fair  to  state  that  there  Is  reason  to  believe  that  the  pay- 
ment in  question  was  made  in  ignorance  of  the  law  prohibiting  it.  As 
tlie  disbursing  officer  must  be  held  for  the  amount,  it  seems  proper  that 
the  Auditor  should  file  caveats  against  the  soldiers  who  received  the 
money  so  that  the  amounts  may  be  deducted  from  any  sums  which  may 
otherwise  be  due  them.  If  any  such  deductions  shall  be  made  the  amount 
thereof  can  then  be  paid  the  disbursing  officer.  The  charge  against  B.  F. 
Dixon  will  also  remain  as  a  caveat. 

The  accounts  of  John  S.  Cator,  settlement  No.  16886,  are  hereby  revised 
on  my  own  motion,  and  I  find  and  certify  a  difference  of  $111.48  which 
-will  be  changed  against  him  by  the  Auditor  and  deducted  from  any  pay 
now  due  him  and  his  accounts  closed.

I..The  following  decision  has  been  made  and  is  pnblished  to 
the  Army  for  the  information  and  guidance  of  all  concerned: 

Transportation  for  civilian  physicians.— The  Qnar- 
termaster's  Department,  when  called  npon  to  do  so  by  recruit- 
ing officers,  will  furnish  transportation  from  place  to  place* 
for  the  purpose  of  examining  recruits,  to  civilian  physicians 
not  under  contract  but  employed  under  verbal  agreement  for 
the  examination  of  recruits,  pursuant  to  paragraph  842  of  the 
Kegulations,  as  amended  by  General  Orders,  No.  116,  August 
23, 1900,  Headquarters  of  the  Army,  Adjutant  General's  Office. 
The  cost  of  such  transportation  would  be  a  charge  against 
the  appropriation  for  *' Transportation  of  the  Army  and  its 
Supplies." 

A  recruiting  ofiBcer  who  employs  a  civilian  physician  in  the 
manner  indicated  (in  the  absence  of  a  commissioned  medical 
officer  or  acting  assistant  surgeon)  is  authorized  to  take  the 
physician  with  him  to  examine  recruits  when  ordered  from 
place  to  place  to  make  enlistments,  and  will  call  upon  the 
proper  officer  of  the  Quartermaster's  Department  to  provide 
the  necessary  transportation  for  the  civilian  physician. — [De- 
cision Sec,  War,  Dec,  S6,  1900—S623S0  A,  Q.  O.] 

II --The  following  order  has  been  received  from  the  War 
Department  and  is  published  to  the  Army  for  the  information 
and  guidance  of  all  concerned: 

War  Departmkkt,  Waskingion^  December  f7, 1900. 

Article  18  of  the  Be^lationa  for  the  Army  Transport  Service  is  hereby 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

13.  Traruport  quarterm  asten.—To  each  transport  shall  be  assigned,  when 
required  by  the  natare  of  the  service,  a  transport  quartermaster,  who 
shall  be  an  officer  of  the  Quartermaster's  Department,  selected  or 
appointed  with  special  reference  to  the  needs  of  the  transport  service 
and  under  the  direction  of  the  general  superintendent,  to  act  as  quar- 
termaster, 8ui>ercargo,  and  disbursing  officer  of  the  ship. 

The  transport  quartermaster  will  be  the  representative  on  board  of 
ship  of  the  general  superintendent,  and  all  orders  for  the  ship  will  bo 
given  to  and  through  him.    He  will  have  the  general  direction  of  the 
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movemento  of  the  ship  and  be  in  general  charge  of  its  bosineBS  and  respon- 
sible for  (he  proper  care  and  disposition  of  the  passengers  and  freights 
nntil  delivered  at  destination,  leaving,  however,  the  master  and  chief 
engineer  of  the  ship  to  exercise  full  and  nnquestioned  control  and  author- 
ity over  all  matters  witMn  their  technical  purview,  and  for  which  they 
are  professionally  responsible  as  the  Immediate  heads  of  the  deck  and 
engine  departments.  Any  orders  to  be  given  by  the  transport  quarter- 
master  tonching  the  deck  or  engine  departments  will  be  made  to  or 
through  the  master.
